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** — * H E following narrative commencing oy from the 
n Y time his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand, Duke of 


AE T xk. Brunſwic and Luneberg, aſſumed the command of 


the Allied Army, renders it abſolutely neceſſary to 
ws N premiſe and mention, though in a conciſe manner, 


. n e ſome previous tranſactions relative to the contending 


powers; as they may ſerve to inform the reader of the ſituation of 
the two armies at that juncture, and caſt a light on the ſeparate 


views of each party, whereon not only the future operations, but 


alſo the motives of thoſe en, ſo immediately depend. 
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AFTER the remarkable Convention of Cloſter-Seven, ſigned on the 
$th of September, 1757, the Army of Obſervation remained hutted 


in the neighbourhood of Stade, and the French Army was diſtributed 
into five camps, at Bergen, Verden, Rethem, Bottmor, and Zell, 


in order to wait the breaking up of the Army of Obſervation, ac- 
cording to the articles agreed on; and 'till their own winter quarters 


were regulated. They had alſo ſeparate corps at Hanover, Brunſwic, 


and Wolfenbuttle ; from whence Mr. de Voyer was advanced into 
the country of Halberſtadt, as far as Oſterwic, with a detachment 
conſiſting of three battalions, four ſquadrons, and Fiſher's corps. 
M. de Soubiſe, with a body of 430,000 French, having joined the 


Army of Execution under the command of the Prince of Hild- 
| burghauſen, they were both advancing about this time into Saxony; 
but on advice that the King of Pruſſia was in full march towards 


them with a body of 25,000 men, they halted at Erfurth, which 
they abandoned on his approach, and retired with the greateſt pre- 


cipitation to Eiſenach, where they ſtrongly entrenched themſelves. 


in a poſt already fortified by nature. Hither his majeſty followed 
them, uſing all poſlible: means to bring them to an action, which 


they as cautiouſly declined, as they expected reinforcements, though 


already greatly ſuperior in number ; he, therefore, judging it im- 


prudent to attempt to force ſo advantageous a poſt defended 


by an army of near double his ſtrength, determined to return 


to Nauemberg. He had ſeveral motives for taking this ſtep : forage 
was ſcarce, M. de Richelieu had ſent detachments to join M. Sou- 


biſe; and, above all, he wanted to be nearer at hand either to pro- 


tect his own dominions, or ſupport his other corps as neceſſity ſhould 
require, While his majeſty was marching againſt the Combined 
Army, Prince Ferdinand was detached with ſeven battalions, ten 
ſquadrons, and ſome artillery, into the country of Magdebourg, in 


order to cover that province, and alarm the French in thoſe quarters, 


He accordingly advanced to Halberſtadt, and detached Colonel Horn 
with about 600 men, who ſurpriſed a party of French at Egelen, 
and made the greateſt part of them priſoners. The French every 
where retreated; and, abandoning all their poſts in that principality, 
. retired behind Horneberg in ſuch confuſion, that they left behind 
them a large magazine which they had at Oſter wic. : 
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THz Ruſſian Army, who had entered the Pruſſian territories 
under the command of Marechal Apraxin, on a ſudden evacuated 
them ; and about the middle of September retired by forced marches, 
to the great ſurpriſe of the French and Auſtrians, and indeed of the 
whole world, as the real cauſe thereof never tranſpired. 


M. de Rihelieu, having received information of thoſe marches 
of the Pruſſians, and having no other enemy at that time to deal 
with, reſolved to turn his whole force againſt the King of Prutlia. 
He for that purpoſe collected, on the 26th of September, all his 
troops at Rehen near Wolfenbuttle ; and having ſent M. de Broglio 
with twenty battalions and eighteen ſquadrons to reinforce M. de 
Soubiſe, he with the reſt of his army marched to diſlodge Prince 
Ferdinand from his advanced poſts of Zillengen and Ardeſheim, who, 
unable to withſtand ſo ſuperior a force, retired firſt to Halberſtadt, 
and afterwards to Winſleben near Magdebourg ; and the enemy 
encamped in the neighbourhood of Halberſtadt, where they com- 
mitted unheard-of excefies and devaſtations, utterly ruining that 
ſmall principality, according to their general maxim, 


Tre Combined Army, being thus greatly reinforced, again ad- 
vanced towards Saxony by the way of Erfurth; and, paſſing the 
river Sala about the latter end of October, ſummoned the town of 
Leipfig to ſurrender. Marſhal Keith, who commanded in that 
city with a garriſon of 8000 men, returned for anſwer, that his 
maſter had ordered him to defend it to the laſt extremity, and he 
would obey his orders; whereupon they determined to befiege that 
city in form, and gave orders for preparing every thing neceſſary 
for that purpoſe. But his Pruſſian majeſty, always rapid in his 
motions, prevented their intentions ; for having foreſeen that they 
would again advance, he had on his return fo diſtributed and diſ- 
poſed of his army that they might ſpeedily be collected, giving at 
the ſame time orders to each detachment to be ready to march at 
a moment's warning. He quickly reaſſembled his troops, and ad- 
vanced to Leipſig. The enemy on his approach immediately re- 
paſſed the Sala at Weiſſenfels, Merſeberg, and Halle; and after- 
_ wards deſtroyed the bridges behind them; but they were ſoon re- 
paired by the Pruſſians, who paſſed that river on the zd of Novem- 
ber, and encamped oppoſite the enemy, between the villages of Roſ- 
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bach and Rederow, intending to begin the attack the next morning. 
It was, however, deferred for that day; and, on the 5th, the com- 
bined army were ſeen to be every where in motion, making the 
neceffary diſpoſitions both on the right and left to ſurround his ma- 
jeſty, as they were near treble his number, He immediately took his 
reſolution, and marched up to attack them. The engagement was 
obſtinate, but the enemy at length gave way; and at five in the 
afternoon the route became general, They were totally defeated, 
abandoned moſt of their artillery and baggage, and, under cover 


of the night, retired to Freyberg. In a word, they were entirely 
_ diſperſed, flying in ſmall parties, deſtitute for many days even of 


bread, and every neceſſary proper for their ſupport. 


Tur Combined Army before the battle looked with ſo much con- 
tempt on the ſmall handful of Pruſſians, that they declared they 


ſhould get no honour by beating them; and ſo certain were they of 
ſucceſs, that they boaſted their deſign was to incloſe them in a tri- 


angle; and, by that means intercepting their retreat, reduce them to 


the neceſſity of ſubſcribing to ſuch conditions as they ſhould pleaſe to 
dictate ; but the event manifeſted the vanity of thoſe boaſtings. 


MI. de Richelieu on the firſt notice of that action, ſent a 
\ conſiderable detachment to ſupport M. de Soubiſe, and ſecure his 
retreat. This body had advanced as far as Duderſtadt, in the neigh- 


bourhood of which place it found the ſhattered remains of the 


French army reuniting, about the middle of the month. Their Joſs 


in the whole was computed at about 12,000 men, and the remain- 


der were rendered incapable of keeping the field by the loſs of their 


7 baggage. 


M. de Richelieu received the news of this defeat the day after 
the battle. The conſternation it occaſioned among the French was 


inconceivable, Their whole army immediately evacuated the coun- 
try of Halberſtadt, and retired towards Brunſwic, only leaving gar- 


riſons at Regenſtein, Sterwic, and Horneberg on the frontiers. 


Arx the latter end of September the Army of Obſervation {til 


remained in the neighbourhood of Stade. Some corps had ad- 
vanced as far as Bardowic, on their way to take up their winter- 


quarters 
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quarters in the country of Lawenberg; the troops of Heſſe and 


Brunſwic had alſo began their march, in order to repair to their re- 
ſpective countries, as had been ſtipulated by the convention; but 
they all received orders to halt. His Royal Highneſs embarked in 
the beginning of October for England, and the command of the 


army then devolved on General Zaſtrow. In this poſition the Al- 


lied Army remained 'till the month of November, as ſome difficulties 
had ariſen between the courts of London and Verſailles, with re- 


ſpect to the Convention; but about that time the French were every 


where in motion; and their different corps poſted along the Aller, 
were aſſembling by order of M. de Richelieu, who, on the 23d of 


November, advanced to Luneberg with thirty-two battalions and 


thirty-eight ſquadrons, having before iſſued orders for all his army 
to aſſemble in the neighbourhood of Zell with the greateſt expe- 
dition, He alſo ordered the-6000 Palatines, who were quartered 


about Ham and Leipſtadt, and ſome cavalry from the dutchy of 


Cleves, to join him. His intentions were, as he declared, to bring 
General Zaſtrow to an eclairciſſement; but they in reality were to 
enforce whatſoever farther unreaſonable demands his maſter might 
think proper to exact: for the French, ever haughty on the leaſt 
ſeeming advantage, had ſet no bounds to their ambitious views. 


Tre Army of Obſervation, in conſequence hereof, began alſo to 
move forward, They had corps near Harbourg, Buxtehude, Bre- 
mervorde, &c. and likewiſe ſome ſmall advanced parties, which 
were obliged to fall back on the approach of M. de Richelieu. 


As it is only our intent to relate bare matters of fact, without 
entering into political reflections, we ſhall not attempt to point out 
the particular flagrant infractions of the articles of the Convention. 
which the French were guilty of, but refer the reader to the fol- 


lowing manifeſto,

bf IT is notorious, that on the 8th and 1oth of September of - 


this preſent year (1757), at Bremervorde and at Cloſter-Seven, a Con- 
vention was reſpectively agreed upon between his Royal Highneſs 
the Duke of Cumberland and the Marſhal Duke de Richelieu, the 


copy whereof is in poſſeſſion of either party. 


e Tux court of France was no ſooner informed of this, than it 
plainly manifeſted that ſhe ncither could nor would acknowledge 
the validity of the ſaid Convention, but on this ſingle condition; 


namely, that the Hanoverian troops ſhould formally engage not to 


ſerve any more, during the preſent war, againſt France and her 


allies. And, not content even with this pretenſion, ſhe poſitively 
inſiſted upon diſarming the auxiliary troops upon returning to their 


own country. 


© His Royal Highneſs the Duke of Cumberland, who had on 


his part fulfilled all the conditions of the convention, and cauſed 
part of the troops, deſtined on their return for the country of Lawen- 


berg, to begin their march, could not conſider this new demand 
otherwiſe than as a manifeſt contravention; as the M. Duke de 
Richelieu had engaged not only to let the auxiliary troops de- 


part freely, but the convention alſo ſetting forth in expreſs terms 


that they ſhould not be regarded as priſoners of war, under which 
quality alone the condition of laying down their arms could ſubſiſt: 


upon this his Royal Highneſs ſent orders to the ſaid troops to 
halt. - N 


© ENDEAVOURS were uſed to reconcile the difference by all ima- 


ginable means. Expedients were propoſed, which left no ſhadow 


of pretext to the oppoſite party. But all in vain, 'The French 


would never be brought to give up ſo mortifying a demand, and

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'tis but lately they have learned to ſoften their language a little, 
In the mean time the troops, pent up in a narrow diſtrict aſſigned 
them, were expoſed to the rigour of the ſeaſon, and cut off from 
their buſineſs and emoluments of every kind, | 


« Tye French at this time preſume to treat the Convention as 
a a bare military ſcheme : and indeed (in conſequence of the above de- 
claration of the court of France, in expreſs oppoſition to its validity ; 
and on account of the negociation for the diſarming, which the 


French general would never anſwer categorically without waiting 
for the reſolution of the court of Verſailles) the nature of that act 
zs totally changed between general and general, and is now become 


a court affair. 9 

« Harp as were the conditions of the Convention for the troops 
of his Britannic majeſty, Elector of Hanover, the King would have 
acquieſced in them, if the French had not glaringly diſcovered their 
deſign of totally ruining his army and his dominions. It is them- 


ſelves, who, by the moſt evident contraventious and outrageous 


conduct, have ſet the King free from every thing which the Con- 
vention could render obligating to him. 


« TE great end of the conventional act (an end in itſelf of 


the very nature and eſſence of every proviſional armiſtice) was 
to enter directly on negociations of peace, in order to prevent the 
total ruin of the countries which compoſe the electorate of Brunſwick 
Luneberg, and procure an accommodation for his majeſty's allies. 
The court of France, yielding a deaf ear to the propoſitions offered, 


has for that end not only declared, time after time, that ſhe would 


not lend a hand towards a definitive pacification with his majeſty in 
quality of Elector; but has ſhewn too plainly, by her continual 


violences, exceſſes, and inſupportable exactions, ſince the ſigning 


of the Convention, that her reſolution is the abſolute deſtruction 


of the King's electoral eſtates, as well as thoſe of his allies. In the 


midſt of a truce the moſt open hoſtilities have been committed, 


The caſtle of Schartzfels has been forcibly ſeized, and the garriſon 


made priſoners of war. The priſoners made by the French before 
the Convention have not been reſtored, though this was a point 
expreſly ſtipulated between the delegated generals, and was exactly 

ks ſatisfied 
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whereby they are held to regard that city as a place abſolutely free 
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ſatisfied on our part by the immediate releaſe of the French pri- 
ſoners. The bailiffs of the reſerved diſtricts, into which the French 
troops were on no pretence to enter, have been ſummoned, under 
pain of military execution, to appear before the French commiſſary, 
with deſign of compelling them to deliver the domainal receipts, of 
which they are the adminiſtrators. They have appropriated to 
themſelves part of thoſe magazines which, by expreſs agreement, 
were to remain with the electoral troops; and they ſtill go on with 


ſeizing the houſes, revenues, and corn, belonging to his majeſty, 


in the city of Bremen, in ſpite. of all the reciprocal engagements, 


* 


and neutral; and laſtly, have proceeded to menaces, unheard of 


among a civilized people, of burning, lacking, and deſtroying all 


before them without remorſe, 


* ALL theſe violent and unjuſt proceedings are ſo many incon- 
teſtible proofs that the French will not admit the Convention as 
obligatory, any farther than as it may prove ruinous to his Britannic 
majeſty, They deny that they are tied down to any thing, and 
aſſert a power of acting at will. To fo inſupportable a degree of 
inſolence have they carried matters, as to have born too heavily 
upon the King's patience ; who holds himſelf before God, and all 


the impartial, not only at liberty, but even neceſſitated, without 


farther regard to, the Convention, ſo often and ſo openly violated 


by the French, to have recourſe to arms, as the means which the 


Almighty has put into his hands for delivering his faithful ſubjects 
and allies from the oppreſſions and vexations, which they now grow 
under, : : 


* As his majeſty (conformable to his ſolemn declaration made 


and repeated to all nations, and to the Germanic body in particular, 


from the beginning of the preſent unhappy war) has never thought 
of arming offenſively againſt any power whatever, but ſolely with 


a view of defending himſelf and his allies, he repoſes his confidence 


in God, and hopes for his benediction on the juſtice of his en- 
terprizes,” 1 RA | 1 


I ſhall alſo ſubjoin the following copy of a letter, written by 


M. de Richelieu to his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand at that 


critical 
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critical juncture, as it may ſerve to give the reader ſome idea of 
French moderation and humanity.

«SIR, 


f Arr HOUGH for ſome days paſt 1 have perceived the Hano- 


verian troops in motion, in order to form themſelves into a body, 
I could not imagine the object of theſe movements was to break the 


Convention of neutrality, ſigned the 8th and 1oth of September, be- 
tween his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Cumberland and me. The 


good faith which 1 naturally ſuppoſed on the part of the King of 


England EleQor of Hanover, and of his Son who figned the faid 


Convention, blinded me ſo far as to make me believe that the aſ- 
ſembling of theſe troops had no other deſign than to go into the 
winter-quarters that had been aſſigned them. The repeated advices, 


which came to me from every quarter, of the bad intentions of the 


Hanoverians, at length opened my eyes; and at preſent one may 
ſee very clearly, that there is a plan formed to break the articles of 
a Convention, which ought to be ſacred and inviolable. | 


© Tur King my maſter, having been informed of theſe dan- 
gerous movements, and of the infidelity of the Hanoverians, is ſtill 
willing to give freſh proofs of his moderation, and of his deſire to 
ſpare the effuſion of human blood. It is with this view that I have 


the honour to declare to your Serene Highneſs, that if, contrary to 
all expectation, it ſhould take any equivocal ſtep, and ſtill more, if 


it ſhould commit any a& of hoſtility, I ſhall then puſh matters to 
the laſt extremity, looking on myſelf as authorized fo to do by the 


laws of war. I ſhall ſet fire to all the palaces, royal houſes, and 


gardens ; I ſhall ſack all the towns and villages, without ſparing the 
{malleſt cabin ; in ſhort, this country ſhall feel all the horrors of 


war. I adviſe your Serene Highneſs to reflect on all this, and not 


to lay me under the neceſſity of taking ſteps ſo contrary to the 


natural humanity of the French nation, and alſo to my perſonal 
character. to „

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« P. 8. Mons. le Comte de Lynar, Embaſſador of the King of 


Denmark, who was mediator for the Convention, has been ſo kind 
as to take upon him to ſay every thing in his power to your Serene 
Highneſs, in order to prevent the fatal conſequences with which this 
country is threatened.” ä . 


Hrs Serene Highnefs Prince Ferdinand returned this laconic 
reply, that he would come at the head of his army, and anſwer 
him in perſon, 985 


SUcn was the poſture of affairs when his Serene Highneſs Prince 


Ferdinand, Duke of Brunſwic and Luneberg, arrived at Stade, 


where he aſſumed the command of the Combined Army, He di- 
rely cauſed it to be publiſhed, at the head of every regiment, that 
it was with regret he ſaw himſelf reduced to the neceſſity of keeping 
the troops in the field during ſo ſevere a ſeaſon, but the good of 


their country rendered it abſolutely unavoidable ; he therefore hoped 
their fidelity and courage would enable them to perſevere with 
patience; that it ſhould be his particular care, not only to recom- 


pence their faithful ſervices, but alſo to provide them with all the 


neceſſaries the circumſtances would allow him, in order to enable 


them to ſupport the fatigue. Orders were immediately iſſued to 
encreaſe their allowance of bread, and to furniſh every man daily 
with one pound of fleſh and a glaſs of brandy. The troops on this 


occaſion expreſſed the greateſt ardour and alacrity.

As M. de Richelieu in his march to Luneberg had already com- 
menced hoſtilities, his Serene Highneſs drew nearer to the town 
of Harbourg. On his approach M. de Pereuſe retired into the 


caſtle, with his garriſon conſiſting of about 1500 men. His be- 
haviour on this occaſion was ungenerous and cruel ; for he carried 


along with him ſome of the wives and children of the principal 


inhabitants of the town, among whom was General Schulenberg's 


lady, at the fame time threatening to ſet fire to the town. This 
incendiary method of proceeding is not ſurpriſing, when we con- 


ſider their exceſſive ravages and devaſtations in Saxony before the 
battle of Roſpach; a country they pretended they came to relieve 
from the imaginary depredations of the Pruſſians. The hunters 


: 5 entered 
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entered the town on the 30, and General Hardenberg the ſame day 
inveſted the caſtle with three battalions and two ſquadrons. The 
reduction of the garriſon was committed to his care. The army 
then advanced, and in conſequence of ſome motions which it made 
in order to intercept the French troops in Luneberg, they eva- 
cuated that city, and Major Freytag with ſome light troops took 
poſſeſſion of it on the 3d of December. A conſiderable quantity 
of forage and proviſions, beſides 3000 pair of ſhoes, were found 
there, which the enemy could not carry off in their hurry. The 
arriſon of Harbourg made a vigorous ſally, but were repulſed, and 
ſuffered conſiderably. The enemy fell back every where towards 
Zell, and M. de Richelieu ſent reiterated orders to preſs the march 
of the different corps to join him there. The heavy artillery from 
Hanover, the 6000 Palatines quartered at Ham and Lipſtadt, and 
a body of cavalry quartered in the dutchy of JO, received alſo 
the ſame repeated orders, 


Tur reigning Duke of Brunſwic, having ſigned a private con- 
vention with the French, ſent orders in purſuance thereof to his 
troops to withdraw from the Army of Obſervation, and march 
home to winter quarters ; but his brother Prince Ferdinand de- 
tained them, and the Hereditary Prince remained with them of 
his own accord, 


His Serene Highneſs continued to advance, and on the 4th en- 
camped at Amelinghauſen, where he halted the next day. "By this 
ſtep our communication with the Elbe was thoroughly ſecured. 
On his march to that place, Gen. Schulenberg, who commanded an 
advanced party, overtook near Ebſdorff a detachment of Fiſcher'scorps, 
ſupported by the regiment of Caramans cavalry ; and as his foot was 
not come up, attacked them with the ſingle regiment of Brieten- 

bach's dragoons, ſome hunters and huſſars. The action was very 
ſharp for ſome time, as each party was ſpirited up with a. kind E | 
animoſity ; but at laſt the French were entirely routed with the loſs 
of 11 officers and 400 private men, killed and wounded. General 

Schulenberg was ſlightly wounded in the affair, A reinforcement 
was immediately after ſent to join him. D 
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Os the 6th, the army croſſed the river Lopaw in four columns, 


and encamped with the right to Wite-water village, and the left 


in the rear of Melfing. The head-quarters were fixed at Ebſdorff. 


Count Schulenberg joined the army with his advanced corps, and 


Major Luckner was detached towards Hermanſberg, where he 


ſeized 24 laden waggons. Major Eſdorft, who took poſſeſſion of 
Medingen, found there 100,000 rations of hay, 60,000 rations of 
oats, with a conſiderable quantity of wheat, rye, and ſtraw. 
There were alſo ſmall magazines at Bunenbute, Bibeſen, and Ultzen, 
all which the enemy had abandoned; ſo precipitant was their 
retreat. . . 


On the night between the 6th and 7th, one of the magazines in 


the caſtle of Harbourg was ſet on fire by a bomb, and entirely 


conſumed. On the 8th, the garriſon made a fally on the fide of 


5 Lawenberg, and brought off ſome live cattle .An armed veſſel was 


immediately poſted upon the Riegerſtieg, a branch of the Elbe, to curb 
them on that ſide, and.to cut off any ſupport they might receive 
by the faid river. The army halted on the 7th and oth; but on 
the gth it paſſed the river Gartau, encamping between the ſmall _ 
rivers Herau and Swinau, the former being on its right, and the 
the latter on its left, with its center in the front of the village Su- 
derberg, where the head-quarters were eſtabliſhed, Major Luckner 


- diſlodged a party of the enemy poſted at Hermanſberg. The roth 


was a day of halt; when General Sporcken was ordered to advance 


towards Gifthorn with eight battalions and eight ſquadrons, 


On the 11th, the army advanced to Weyhauſen, where the head- 
quarters were fixed, Here intelligence was received, that a large 


body of the enemy were poſted at Ribbelow, and had afterwards 
been conſiderably reinforced ; whereupon General Oberg, on the 
12th at day-break, moved forward with an advanced corps of fix 
battalions and nine ſquadrons ſupported by the whole army in four 


columns ; but the enemy had retired in the night. The army en- 
camped with its center in the rear, and the advanced corps in the 
front of that village, where his Serene Highneſs had his quarters. 
Major Luckner advanced towards Garſen with three companies of 
grenadiers, four ſquadrons, and ſome irregulars, where he ſkirmiſhed 


the whole day with the volantaires of Hanault and Danfret. Ge-

neral Sporcken joined the army at nine this night with his detach- 
ment. On the 13th, the army marched in the ſame order as on 
the preceding day. As we advanced the enemy retreated ; and, 
when we arrived within a league of Zell, it evidently appearcd that 
they had no intention to ſtand their ground ; whereupon General 
Oberg moved briſkly forward with the advanced corps, and they all 
retired on the other fide of the Aller through the city, burnt their 
magazines which they had in the Fauxbourgs de Luneberg, and 
kept up a continual fire from a battery that defended the head of che 
bridge. They alſo in the night ſet fire to the Fauxbourgs and the 
bridge. Their cruelty and inhumanity on this occaſion was enough 
to excite horror in any but a ſavage. The children were burned 
in the Orphan houſe, and ſeveral of the inhabitants al ſo periſhed 


in the flames, not being appriſed thereof. The army encamped on 


the heights oppoſite the Fauxbourgs, its head- quarters being at Alten- 
hagen. The French Army at this time conſiſted of forty- four bat- 
talions and forty-two ſquadrons. The enemy paſſed that night and all 
the next day under arms, and then encamped with the city of Zell 
in the front of their right, and their left extending towards Schaf- 
fery. The whole country, through which theſe marches were 
made, is open, but interſected by ſmall rivers, whoſe ſides are moſtly 
marſhy ground, and difficult of acceſs, ſo that they are only paſſa- 
ble through the villages : it 1s, therefore, amazing that the French 
{o eaſily gave way every where on our approach, without ever at- 
tempting to diſpute one foot of ground to retard our progreſs in a 
country which afforded by nature ſo many ſtrong poſts. Number- 
leſs were the fatigues and difficulties the ſoldiery had to encounter in 
a march made in the ſevere ſeaſon of the year through a country ſo 
full of defiles ; but they bore them with the greateſt chearfulneſs, 
fired with emulation and animated by the hopes of relieving their 
diſtreſſed country from the rapine and avarice of a licentious army ; 
an army of freebooters ! an army maintained by depredations at the 
expreſs commands of their monarch ! an army that paid no regard 
to the laws of war or humanity, whoſe very officers were guilty 
of the meaneſt actions! Out of the many inſtances that might be 
enumerated, I ſhall only mention one: when the Hanoverians re- 
preſented to the French generals, that their officers had taken the 
ſheets from off their beds to make them ſhirts, the only redreſs they 
3 ee had 
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| had was an order immediately iſſued out for them to furniſh the 


army with ſhirts, ſhoes, ſtockings, &c. by way of contribution, 


On the 14th, the army made no movement. His Serene Highneſs 
having determined to paſs the Aller, the following diſpoſitions were 
made for that purpoſe. wy oY Day 


On the 15th, General Sporcken was ordered to march towards 
the right to Bey with eight battalions and eight ſquadrons, and ſome 
irregulars. The pontoons were that night alſo ordered to be con- 
ducted to the ſame place. On their arrival the grenadiers, irre- 

gulars and pioneers belonging to that corps, were to paſs the river, 
and, with all expedition, throw up a tete de pont. Two bridges 
were at the ſame time to be conſtructed, over which the whole de- 
tachment was to paſs, On the 16th, the army was under arms at five 
in the morning in order to march and paſs the river at that place as ſoon 
as Gen. Sporcken ſhould ſend notice that the bridges were perfected; 
bis Serene Highneſs's intentions being to attack the enemy's left. 
General Oberg was alſo detached towards the right to Helen with 
two battalions and eight ſquadrons; at the ſame time, General Iſem- 
berg marched towards the left to Latenhauſen, with three battalions 
and two ſquadrons. Both theſe detachments were to make a feint 
of paſſing the river, and to act in ſuch manner as might be condu- 
cive to deceive the enemy, on that occafion : and cauſe them to ima- 
gine the affair ſerious, Count Kilmanſeg had two battalions under 
his command, with orders to endeavour to force into the city the 
inſtant the enemy ſhould abandon it. The pontoons through ſome 
miſtake, took a wrong route, and did not arrive at the place of deſti- 
nation; by which diſappointment the whole of the intended ſcheme 
was fruſtrated, General Sporcken, with his detachment returned 
to the camp ; but the generals Iſemberg and Oberg each encamped 
_ near his reſpective poſt, ; es 


O the 16th and 17th, M. de Richelieu was reinforced by a body 
of the troops from Brunſwic ; and his army conſiſted of ſeventy- four 

| battalions and ſeventy ſquadrons, and more were ſtill on their march 
from different quarters to join him. On the 19th, Gen. Sporcken's 


corps fell into the line; alſo two battalions and two ſquadrons of

General Iſemberg's detachment returned, and did the ſame. The 


other battalion remained at Lauethauſen, General Oberg's corps 


alſo marched back to its firſt camp, being a part of the advanced 


guard of the army. 


M. de Richelieu, his army being now greatly ſuperior in num- 


bers to the Army of Obſervation, came to a reſolution of paſſing 0 


the Aller; and, in conſequence thereof, made the following man- 
Euvre. : | 


M. de Breglio was ordered to go and aſſume the command of a 


body of troops which had been aſſembled in the dutchy of Bremen, 
conſiſting of twelve battalions and eight ſquadrons. + His orders 
were to advance by the Wumme, to turn our right, and cut off 
our convoys, He was to proceed even beyond Wolthauſen, if it 


could be done with ſafety. On the 2 1ſt, 22d, and 23d, they made 


ſeveral different movements, with a deſign to alarm us on our left 


and rear; and frequent ſkirmiſhes paſſed between the light- troops. 


On the 24th, the Marquis de Willimer, with ten battalions, fourteen 


ſquadrons, and a body of light troops, paſſed the Aller at Munden, 


to cover the conſtruction of two bridges that were to be thrown 
over the river at Offenſen and Swaghauſen. He was likewiſe to 
ſend an advanced guard of 1500 men to diſlodge any of our parties 
that might be in the villages of Anſbec, Garmeſen, and Latchten- 
dorf; and if poſſible take poſt on the heights beyond them, in order 
to favour the conſtruction of ſome bridges defigned to be thrown 
over the Aller and the rivulet of Lacht. A detachment of the 
ſame corps, conſiſting of 400 horſe, was to advance towards Ultzen 
the ſame night, to burn our magazines, and intercept our convoys. 
M. de Caraman, with two regiments of infantry, two companies of 
grenadiers, two picquets, and Fiſcher's corps, were to paſs the Aller 
at Schaffery, and make a falſe attack on our right at Kleinhelen 
and Groſhelen. M. d'Auvet, with ſeven battalions, four ſquadrons, 
and a party of huſſars, was by the way of the Fauxbourgs de Lune- 


berg alſo to make a falſe attack, and might be reinforced according 


as the different events ſhould render it neceſſary. The Duc d'Ayen, 
with three brigades of infantry, one of cavalry, and four ſquadrons 
of Gendarmerie, was to paſs at Allen Zell. The reſt of the army 
was to aſſemble at Offenſen and Swaghauſen in two lines; the 
| | ſecond 
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ſecond to have the care of conſtructing the two bridges, while the 
firſt remained in order of battle on the banks between the two 


villages 


O the 23d in the evening, General Sporcken was detached with 
five battalions and five ſquadrons to the right, to obſerve M. de 


Broglio ; and, on the 24th in the morning, the Prince of Brunſwic . 


was ſent to Hermanſberg, to join General Sporcken, with four bat- 


talions and four ſquadrons, M. de Broglio had advanced as far as 


Fallingboſtel. 


His Serene Highneſs, being thoroughly informed of all their 


motions and deſigns, determined to decamp on the 2 5th and retire 
to Ultzen, whereby all M. de Richelicu's ſchemes were rendered 


abortive. Several reaſons concurred to induce him to take this ſtep: 
1ſt, he was nearer at hand to cover the ſiege of Harbourg, which 
the enemy had an intention to relieve: 2dly, he thereby ſecured his 
communication with the Elbe: 3dly, by that advantageous ſituation 
he covered the march of a body of Pruſſian cavalry which was 


advancing to reinforce him, and could then join him without the 


leaſt obſtruction: 4thly, the French were greatly ſuperior to him in 


numbers: the fifth and chiefeſt motive was the inclemency of the 
weather, which was ſo exceſſively ſevere as to render it next to an 


impoſſibility for the ſoldiery to remain any longer in the field. They 


had moreover undergone great fatigues, and wanted refreſhments, 
The troops were therefore ſent into quarters of cantonment about 


Ultzen and Luneberg, at both which places the head- quarters were 
occaſionally eſtabliſhed. This march was made without any loſs, 


as the enemy never once attempted to moleſt them. A party of 


about 400 men had indeed made their appearance, but immediately 
retired on the approach of a party ſent againſt them. The French 


likewiſe cantoned their troops, diſtributing them about Verden, Zell, 


Brunſwic, and Hanover. M. de Richelieu fixed his head-quarters 


in the latter; M. d' Armentieres commanded a large body in the 


city of Zell; and M. de Broglio remained between Bremen and 
Verden with another, 


On the 29th, the caſtle of Harbourg capitulated after a brave de- 
- tence, The garriſon conſiſting of 1700 men, was allowed the ho- 
nours 
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nours of war, on condition of not ſerving againſt his majeſty or his 
allies during the war. The artillery, ammunition, &c. were to be 
faithfully delivered up; in purſuance whereof they marched out on 
the 3 1ſt, and a party of our troops took poſſeſſion thereof. Major 
Luckner, with his huſſars, had a ſmart engagement with a detach- 
ment of the enemy, conſiſting of 200 huſſars and ſixty diſmounted 
troopers, wherein the latter were entirely diſperſed, Their com- 
manding officer M. de Grandemaiſon, two captains, three ſubalterns, 
and ſixty men, were made priſoners, beſides a number killed and 
wounded, _ 9 0

: LX dered out Colonel Dreves with 400 infantry, 100 ca- 
valry, and ſome light horſe, to diſlodge them. The Colonel ſur- 
priſed and entirely defeated the enemy, making five officers and 


114 private men priſoners; took three drums, killed and wounded 
about thirty: the reſt ſaved themſelves by flight. 


AFTER the reduction of the caſtle of Harbourg, the troops that 
were employed in the ſiege were ordered to Bremervorde and Bux- 
tehude, towards the Lower Aller on the right of the river Wumme, 
in order to defend the paſſage of that river, and cover the country 
of Bremen, as alſo to alarm the French, and keep them in awe in 
that quarter, as they had a conſiderable corps poſted along the river 
in the neighbourhood of Rothenberg and Otterſberg. On their 

: march they ſurpriſed a party of 400 of the the enemy at Teſſe 

D 2 


Hoeutde, 
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Hoeufde, whom they entirely defeated, taking 108 priſoners, and 
cutting a conſiderable number of them to pieces. Detached parties 
were advanced, who took poſſeſſion of Vegeſac, Riderſhude, &c. in 
the former of which places they found a conſiderable magazine. 
M. de Richelieu, having intelligence hereof, immediately ſent orders 
to M. de Broglio to advance by the lower Wumme, in order to 
diſlodge us from beyond that river, and, by opening a paſſage for 
themſelves into the dutchy of Bremen, preſerve their communi- 
cation with their troops at Rothenberg and Otterſberg. Moreover, 
they were jealous of our intentions to poſſeſs ourſelves of the city 
of Bremen, which they had before deſigned to ſeize. About 
the 3d of January he entered the ſuburbs of that city, and pro- 
ceeded to Burgh, where he croſſed the Wumme; and advanced by 
the way of Vegeſac, &c. which our advanced parties were obliged 
to abandon, not being able to withſtand a force ſo ſuperior. Ge- 
neral Oberg, as ſoon as he was informed of the enemy's motions, 
gave orders for ſome troops from Bremervorde and Buxtehude to join 
him, and by forced marches advanced to attack the enemy; but the 
Duke de Broglio, though he had been reinforced by eleven bat- 
talions, retreated with the utmoſt expedition. Our advanced guard, 
however, came up with their rear, on the 12th, near the village of 
Riderſhude, A ſmart engagement enſued, in which the enemy 
| ſuffered conſiderably, and were obliged to fly with the greateſt pre- 
cipitation; and repaſſing the Wumme at Burgh, broke down the 
bridge as ſoon as they had got on the other fide. On the 14th 
the bridge was repaired, General Oberg paſſed that river, and 
took poſſeſſion of Burgh fort; but the French had retired towards 
Bremen, where they arrived on the 15th. M. de Broglio directly 
drew up his forces on the edge of the ditch ; and, having ordered 
ſome cannon to be advanced to the gates, demanded immediate ad- 
mittance, threatening to have recourſe to extremities in caſe of 
refuſal, The magiſtrates prayed he would wait *till the next day ; 
but he allowed them only two hours, inſiſting that, if the gates 
were not then thrown open, he would beat them down, and order 
the walls to be ſcaled. Admittance was then granted on his con- 
lenting to ſign a kind of articles, whereby he promiſed that their 
rights and privileges ſhould not be infringed, nor their city any 
way damaged or moleſted in its trade. A party of his troops ac- 
| Ccordingly took poſſeſſion of one of the gates at midnight, and the 
| _ whole 
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whole detachment entered that city the next day. Both the Hano- 

verians and French were reinforced from time to time in thoſe parts. 

Frequent ſkirmiſhes happened, which 1 paſs by in ſilence, as nothing 

material or deciſive was the conſequence; for we ſtill continued 

maſters of the paſſage of the Wumme, and the dutchy of Bremen, 
at the time the forces took the field. 8 


Tue following account is not immediately a part of Prince Fer- 
dinand's operations; yet the affairs in thoſe quarters had a ſtrong 
connection, and were in a great meaſure interwoven with them, as 
they greatly contributed to their ſucceſs ; for the Pruſſians were to 
act on that fide againſt M. de Richelieu's army, at the ſame time 
that his Serene Highneſs ſhould advance in front on their left and 
center; I therefore thought it neceſſary to keep up the chain of 
events that occurred on that fide, ſo far as they were relative to the 

matter in hand, %% Tpah 


WAN M. de Richelieu, as was obſerved before, had been ob- 
liged, in conſequence of the battle of Roſbach, to evacuate the 
country of Halberſtadt The governor of Magdebourg detached 
General Juncheim, with a part of his garriſon, conſiſting of two 
battalions of infantry and 1100 cavalry, to cover that country 
from the incurſions of the French. He accordingly proceeded 
to Aſcherſleben, where he was joined by another battalion, He 
thence went to Halberſtadt, where he took poſt with two bat- _ 
talions, ſending the other to Quedlinberg, With this ſmall body 
he kept the French in continual alarm, even as far as the gates of 
Brunſwic. 5 2s D 


M. de Voyer, who had for ſome time commanded at Wolfen- 
buttle, was ordered to re-enter that country, with a detachment 
conſiſting of eleven battalions, thirty-ſix piquets, two regiments of 
cavalry, one of huſſars, and 400 7cavalry. He flattered himſelf 
with the hopes of ſurpriſing General Juncheim, and purpoſed to 
cut off his retreat by ſurrounding him, For this purpoſe he divided 
his force into three columns, who were all to begin their march 
on the night between the 1oth, and 11th. The right column ſet 
out from Schladen, and, marching to the right of the rivulet 
Holtheim, was to take poſt on the road near the gate which leads 
© | 85 from 
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from Halberſtadt to Quedlinberg; the center ſet out from Horne- 
berg, and, directing its march by Oſterwick and Zillingen, was to 
take poſt at the gate to which that road led ; the left was to march 
from Akem, and, paſſing the rivulet of Holtheim below Halber- 
ſtadt, take poſt at the gate leading to Aſcherſleben. | 


A ſinall party of the Pruſſians, who had been patrolling, met 
their right at three o'clock in the morning, and brought intelligence 
of their march to General Juncheim, who, being unable to make 
head againſt fo ſuperior a force, retired at day-break to an eminence 
at ſome diſtance from the town, where he halted for ſome time to 
cover the junction of the regiment from Quedlinberg ; and as ſoon 
as that was effected he retreated without any moleſtation to 
Aſcherſleben. Some ſkirmiſhes paſt between the cavalry on this 
occaſion. Exceſſive were their demands both in money and corn. 
In vain did the magiſtracy repreſent the ruined ſtate of the country, 
which they had already entirely exhauſted, M. de Voyer's anſwer BH 
was money and corn, or flames, threatning to burn every houſe NY 
wherein there ſhould be found more than four crowns in money, 1 
or three buſhels of rye. Theſe threats were partly put in execu- 
tion; for, under the pretence of ſearching for corn, the ſoldiers 
plundered the houſes of what they thought proper. In this man- 
ner they collected 121,000 crowns in money, and 79,000 in bills, 
and taking with them all the cattle and grain they could find, they, 
on the 16th, again evacuated that unfortunate country, The view 
of this expedition plainly appears to be entirely lucrative, and their 
behaviour every where ſimilar, makes good what has been before 
aſſerted. | OY

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Tux 31ſt, a detachment of Pruffians re-entered the city of 
Halberſtadt, and, on February the 1ſt, puſhed forward a party to 
Horneberg, who made there, and in the neighbouring villages, 
about 500 priſoners ; and on the 2d, a party of cavalry and yh 
advanced to the gates of Steinfield before the garriſon had received 

the leaſt notice of their march; killed the centinel, and immedi- 

ately entered the city, where they made 600 of Turpin's regiment 

of huflars priſoners of war, and ſeized all their horſes and baggage ; 

the reſt of the garriſon fled in the greateſt confuſion towards Schlade, 
but being reinforced they returned in purſuit, and came up with 
: 5 . the 
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the Pruſſtans on their return to Halberſtadt. Several ſmart ſkirmiſhes 
enſued between them and the Pruſſian cavalry: in the mean time 
the huſſars conveyed their priſoners and booty ſafely off. This corps 
was the vanguard of a body of about 18,000 men commanded by 
Prince Henry, who afterwards inveſted the fortreſs of Regenſtein, 
which ſurrendered on the 12th, where was found a conſiderable 
quantity of artillery, ammunition, &c. This unexpected appearance 
of the Pruſſians, eſpecially at this juncture when the Combined 
Army was on the point of taking the field, threw the French into 
the greateſt conſternation. The commandant at Wolfenbuttle re- 
called all the neighbouring-poſts and out- parties, and kept the gates 
ſhut, for fear of a ſurpriſe; and a reinforcement was alſo ſent to 
him from Brunſwic. Prince George of Holſtein-Gottorp joined the 
Combined Army with a body of 7, ooo cavalry from Pomerania; 
and as every thing had been previouſly prepared that was neceſſary 
for taking the field, the Combined Army marched out of their 
cantoonments, reſumed the operations, and advanced towards M. de 
Clermont, who had juſt ſucceeded M. de Richelieu in the command 
of the French Army. His Serene Highneſs, with the main body, 
directed his march towards Bremen and Verden. The French 
ſeemed determined to maintain the former of theſe Places, as they 
had not only been greatly reinforced in that quarter, but alſo had 
for ſome time worked day and night on the repair of its fortifica- 
tions. General Zaſtrow advanced at the head of the remainder 
towards Zell and Giff horn. . 


FEB. 18, Prince Ferdinand's quarters were this day at Schnever- 
dingen, and Prince George was advanced to Soltau. On the 19th, the 
head- quarters were advanced to Neuenkirchen, on the confines of 
the dutchy of Verden; and on the 20th, at Viſſelhoven, on which 
day the caſtle of Rothenberg ſurrendered to General Wangenheim, 
after a cannonade of about fix hours, and M. de la Mothe, with: 
the garriſon, conſiſting of about 150 men, were made priſoners ;. 
at the ſame time the enemy retired from their poſt at Otterſberg,. 
abandoning all their artillery and ammunition : on the ſame day 
they likewiſe evacuated the town of Verden, and M. de St. Cha- 
mans, who commanded therein, retired to Bremen, with the gar- 
riſon, as did alſo thoſe from Otterſberg. 
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Army, was found in this place.

Fe. 23, the Hereditary Prince of Brunſwic was detached at 
ſeven o'clock this morning, with two battalions of Hanoverians, two 

battalions of the Brunſwic guards, one ſquadron of dragoons, and 
a body of light horſe, to Hoya, a place of great importance, with 
orders to diſlodge the General Count de Chabot, who had been 
poſted there with a conſiderable body of French, conſiſting of the 
two battalions of the Gardes Lorraines, two companies of grena- 
diers, ſome piquets of the regiment of Bretagne, and a detachment 


from the regiment of Meſtre de camp dragoons, being ſome of the 


beſt troops in France. He accordingly proceeded to Doevern, near 
which place he expected to have got ſome . floats of timber to 


tranſport a part of his troops over the Weſer ; but he only found 


one float and two or three boats capable of carrying about eight 
men each. The battalions "of Oberg, and the ſquadrons of dra- 
goons were to make a falſe attack on the left of the river, while 
the other three battalions entered the town by the bridge on the 
right; but by the time the regiment of Hauſs and one half of the 
ſecond battalion of Brunſwic guards had paſſed over, the wind blew 
ſo ſtrong as to render the paſſage of the reſt impradticable : where- 
upon they moved forward as they were, and advanced to the bridge 
without any moleſtation : there the fire became exceeding hot ; 
our attack was vigorous, and the reſiſtance as obſtinate, no ground 


being either gained or loſt, The Prince immediately formed the 


deſign of turning the enemy, and for that purpoſe marched with 
the half battalion round the town, and, with bayonets fixed, forced 


his paſſage through a houſe and garden. Here the affair was very 


bloody ; but the French being drove from the bridge, our two 
parties again joined each other, and the enemy retired into the old 
caſtle. As we had no cannon, and the regiment of Bretagne, with 
ſome ſquadrons of dragoons, were on their march to relieve them, 
they were granted the capitulation to march out with the honours 
of war to the next French poſt, delivering up all the artillery, am- 
munition, and ſtores. Our loſs on this occaſion was inconſiderable, 


not amounting to a hundred men killed and wounded ; but that of 


the enemy was very great, for excluſive of the number killed and 


' wounded we made 670 priſoners, who had in the time of action 
been intercepted from entering. the caſtle, A great quantity of 


baggage, belonging to ſeveral of the principal officers of the French 
ON 
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On the ſame day there happened a ſevere action, between a party 
of the Pruſſian black huſſars and the regiment of Poleretſky's huſſars, 
near Nord Drebber ; wherein the latter were entirely defeated and 
. . diſperſed, having three officers and fifty men killed; their colonel, 
four officers, and one hundred and thirty private men, made pri- 
ſoners; ten ſtandards, one pair of kettle-drums, and three hundred 
horſes taken : the remains fled to Hanover, 


M. de St. Germain, who had relieved M. de Broglio in the 
command of the French troops in the neighbourhood of Bremen, 
having received information of the reduction of Hoya, and that his 
Serene Highneſs was at that time in full march towards that city 
with his advanced guard, immediately determined to evacuate 

it, as the communication with M. de Clermont was intercepted, 
and their retreat alſo would have incurred the ſame danger by a 
longer ſtay. Accordingly on the 24th in the morning, being the 
time the account came, he iſſued orders for all the troops, as well 
cavalry as infantry, to aſſemble that ſame evening at Baſſum. 80 
great was their diligence, that their artillery and baggage marched 
out before two o'clock in the afternoon, abandoning their hoſpital 
and magazines, They lay that night on their arms, as not being 
far from Hoya. On the 25th they quitted Baſſum, and paſſing the 
river Hunte proceeded to Wildhuſen. On the 26th they got to 
Vechte, where they halted the next day ; but hearing that a party 

of the Hanoverians had paſſed the Hunte they marched on the 28th 
to Vorde, and on the iſt of March arrived at Onaſbrug in the 
greateſt diforder and confuſion, quite worn out with the fatigue of 
forced marches through bad roads. This body conſiſted of twenty- 
two battalions and twenty-one ſquadrons, EE ind 


ABOUT an hour after the French had quitted Bremen a party of 
about fifty Hanoverian hunters appeared at the Doven gate ; and 
about nine o'clock Major-general Diepenbrock, .with a detachment 
of the Allied Army, demanded admittance : but after ſome meſſages 
between him and the magiſtrates, he deſiſted from his demand for 
that night, However, a body of 1 50 of his light troops were per- 
mitted to march through the town at two in the morning, and 

about noon the next day five Hanoverian battalions, two ſquadrons, 
and two companies of the hunters on foot, entered the city on a 
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capitulation of preſerving the liberties and immunities of the burghers. 
His Serene Highneſs detached a body of light troops in purſuit of 


the enemy, who greatly harrafled them, daily ſending in numbers 


of priſoners, ſuch as had either ſtraggled for the ſake of maroding, 
or being unable to bear the fatigues, could not keep up with the 
main body. The enemy would have ſuffered a great deal more in 
their retreat, or more properly flight, had not our huſſars been other- 
wiſe diverted and amuſed by the immenſe quantity of baggage wag- 
gons which, being deſerted by the French, were left ſticking in the 
mire ; the roads heing every where covered with them. The effects 


of M. de St. Germain, La Valette, and St. Chamant, fell into their 


hands at Wildhuſen, and, in general, the regiments loſt almoſt all 
their tents and baggage. What remained of their heavy baggage 
was, immediately on their arrival at Oſnabrug, ſent forward by the 
way of Munſter to Weſel and the Dutchy of Cleves. 


AFTER his Serene Highneſs had taken poſſeſſion of Bremen, he 


paſſed the river Aller, and directed his march towards Hanover, 
while Prince Henry of Pruſſia, at the fame time, advanced on their 


right from the country of Halberſtadt towards Wolfenbuttle and 
Goſlar. The enemy, on the 26th and 27th, abandoned Zell, 


Brunſwic, Wolfenbuttle, and all the neighbouring poſts, retiring 


with great expedition by Hanover. On the 27th, the town of 
Nienberg was inveſted by the allies, and ſurrendered the 28th on 


capitulation. The garriſon were granted the liberty to march out 


with the honours of war, which they accordingly did on the 1ſt of 


March. 


Ax five o'clock in the morning of the 28th, the city of Hano- 
ver was evacuated by the enemy, and M. de Clermont retreated to- 


wards Hamelen, having, on the eth, ordered his heavy artillery 
to be conducted, part to that place, and part to Eimbec. Before 


his departure he cauſed the arſenal to be deſtroyed, and took with 
him the Baron de Manchauſen and M. de Hardenberg as hoſtages 
for the payment of the arrears of the contributions, as they had alſo 
done from Bremen, and all the places they had abandoned. The 
day following, a party of our Pruſſian huſſars paſſed through the 
city in purſuit of them, The great humanity and benevolence which 

the French governor, the Duke of Randan, ſhewed, not only on 


this 
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this occaſion, but alſo during his whole government, will for ever 
render his name and memory grateful to the inhabitants, who were 
under the greateſt conſternation at that juncture, expecting to be 
pillaged; but he cauſed the ſtricteſt diſcipline to be kept up, and 
ordered a conſiderable quantity of all ſorts of proviſions, which they 
could not carry away, to be diſtributed among the poor burghers. 
Neither did he ſuffer the leaſt damage or to be committed 
upon their refiring from that city. 


On the 2d of March, tk Serene. Highneſs made his entrance 
into the city of Hanover amidſt the acclamations of the inhabitants. 
He immediately gave orders for taking proper care of the ſick, who- 
were left by the French in the hoſpital, amounting to one thouſand 


five hundred men. 


Tun Combined Army immediately moved forward in purſuit of 
4 French in two bodies. His Serene Highneſs marched at the 
head of one on the left of the Weſer, the Prince of Holſtein with 
the vanguard being advanced one days march before, while Ge- 
neral Oberg with the Hereditary Prince, who commanded his van, 
at the ſame time kept at an equal diſtance on the right of that river, 
by which means the junction of the two bodies might on any o 
caſion be ſpeedily effected. On the zd the Prince's head-quarters 
were at Saxenhagen. The retreat of M. de Clermont was made 
with the ſame precipitation and confuſion as that of M. de St. Ger- 
main, having loſt the moſt part of their tents and baggage, which 
they were obliged to abandon on the roads, as they were cloſely 
preſſed by our huſſars and advanced parties, who made an immenſe 
booty on that occaſion. On their arrival at Hamelen, the French 
with the greateſt diligence ſent forward their heavy baggage by the 
way of Paderborn towards the Rhine, over which river they had 
conſtructed bridge at ſeveral different places. | 


PRINCE Henry advanced from Halberſtadt to the country of 
Hildeſheim, having his head-quarters at Heſſen, where ſome of our 
chaſſeurs who had been left on the Aller joined him. He threw gar- 

riſons into Wolfenbuttle and Goſlar. On the 2d a party of his huſſars 
paſſed through the town of Hildeſheim, where he arrived on the 3d; 

and on the © Sh. eſtabliſhed his head - quarters at Liebenbourg. e 
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On the 3d of March, a detachment of 600 Pruſſian dragoons and 
huſfars overtook a party of French, compoſed of 600 cavalry and 


zoo infantry. A ſevere action enſued, in which the latter loſt 300 
killed, and 176 made priſoners : the reſt were entirely diſperſed. 


Makch 5. The Hereditary Prince of Brunſwic appeared before 
the town of Minden, and ſummoned it. The French commandant, 
the Marquis de Morangiers, returned for anſwer, that, as the place 
was well ſupplied with every thing requiſite, he would endeavour 
by his defence to merit the eſteem of a prince equally diſtinguiſhed 
by birth and bravery, Whereupon General Oberg with his corps 
inveſted the town on the right, while General Sporcken did the 
fame on the left; and a bridge of communication was thrown over 
the Weſer. His Serene Highneſs's head-quarters were on the 6th 
at Stadhagen, and on the 7th at Frille near Minden, : | 


M. de Clermont was then encamped in a very advantageous 
ſituation near Hamelen, with his left covered by that town, and 
his right by a moraſs: his front could only be approached by defiles 
well defended by artillery and redoubts. He had alſo thrown five 
bridges over the river, | PD e 


MARCH 8. Prince Ferdinand's head- quarters were at Hartum, 
within a mile and a half of Minden, His Serene Highneſs, having 
received intelligence that M. de St. Germain had on the 7th 
marched out from Oſnabrug towards Melle and Hervorden, in order 
to join M. de Clermont, who had alſo ſent forward a detachment 
towards thoſe places to favour his junction, immediately paſſed 
the Weſer to prevent their deſign. M. d, Armentieres ſtopped 
ſhort, and halted at the villages of Diſſen, Enger, &c. where they 
committed exceſſive ravages and horrid' outrages, conformable to 
their uſual behaviour, On the night between the 7th and Sth, the 
garriſon of Minden made a fally, but were quickly repulſed, On 
the gth, the heavy artillery being arrived, a briſk fire began from 

the batteries of the beſiegers. te EEE ER 


Mac 14. His Serene Highneſs's head-quarters were at Hille 5 
and this day the town of Minden ſurrendered. The garriſon con- 
fiſted of eight battalions and eight ſquadrons, beſides a detachment 


of

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of the infanterie de Hainaut, amounting in the whole to 4 516 men, 
officers included, who were made priſoners of war. General Kil- 
manſeg took poſſeſſion of it with one battalion, and found there 
fixty- ſeven pieces of cannon, beſides a conſiderable magazine. On 
the 18th, the French evacuated the town of Hamelen, and alſo 
their ſtrong camp in that neighbourhood, retiring towards Pader- 
born, They had firſt ſent off all the heavy artillery and baggage, 
| blown up the bridges, and deſtroyed the arſenal with all the mili- 
tary ſtores. As ſoon as they had marched out, four companies of 
Colonel Scheiter's regiment were ordered to take poſſeſſion of that 
Place. oy 


Om the 19th, his Serene Highneſs removed his head-quarters to 
Melle, near Oſnabrug, and Prince George of Holſtein, with a ſtrong 
detachment, took poſt at Hervorden, Bielfeld, and Rintelen ; the two 
former of which places the French, who had come from Bremen un- 
der M. de St. Germain, had abandoned, and retired towards Munſter. 
A party of the Pruſſian Death-head Huſſars overtook a body of 
French at Bielfeld, made ſeveral priſoners, and took a great many 
waggons laden with baggage. Major Eſtorf, with a body of ca- 
valry, was alſo ſent to take poſſeſſion of Oſnabrug, where the French 
had left a conſiderable magazine. . 


Ox the 17th, Commore Holmes, with his Majeſty's ſhips the 
Seahorſe. and Strombolo, came to an anchor between Delfziel and 
Knoc; and, on the 18th, came to their ſtation between Knoc 
and Embden, On the 19th, at fix in the morning, the French, 

to the number of two thouſand five hundred, marched out of the. 
town ; and, on the 2oth, the Auſtrian troops, amounting to one 
| thouſand two hundred and twenty, did the ſame; at noon, the 
commodore received intelligence, that they had, the night before, 

been tranſporting their baggage and cannon up the river in ſmall 
veſſels : he, thereupon, diſpatched an armed cutter with two boats 
in purſuit of them, who took two of them notwithſtanding the fire 
of the enemy, who had lined both ſides of the river. On board one of 
thoſe veſſels there were ſome French officers, and three of the chief 
inhabitants, whom the French were carrying away as hoſtages for 
the payment of the contributions exacted. M. de Clermont had. 

{ent orders to General Piſa to evacuate Eaſt Frizeland leſt his com- 


munication. 
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munication ſhould be cut off, as he had received information that 
the troops in the neighbourhood of Bremen were to be joined by a 
detachment from the Allied Army, in order to march into that * 
principality, General Piſa alſo gave into a report which had been 
artfully ſpread, that the Engliſh mien of war which had intercepted 
his communication down the river were part of a convoy to a fleet 
of tranſports who were landing a body of 10,000 Britith troops about 
ten miles from thence, which was the cauſe of his evacuating that 
city ſo ſuddenly. He directed his march on the right of the Ems 
towards the country of Bentheim, not only deſtroying the bridges 
at Rhene, Meppen, and Lingen, but alſo ſinking all the boats they 
found on that river, the better to ſecure his retreat, However 
a party of about 500 Hanoverian huſſars, not long after they 
had quitted Lingen, arrived there, made two French commiſſaries 
priſoners, and ſeized on a large magazine which was in that place. 
They allo obliged the peaſants to weigh up the veſſels and repair 
the bridge, which was accompliſhed the following night. They 
immediately ſet forward in purſuit of the enemy, a body of whom, 
conſiſting of about 1 500 men, were overtaken between Githuyſen 
and Bentheim: theſe they entirely defeated, killed and wòunded a 
reat number, and made many priſoners. They aiterwards pur- 
ſued their march to Northern, where they made an Auſtrian major 
priſoner, and took fourteen baggage waggons richly laden, 


Tur Pruſſian troops under the command of Prince Henry about 
this time advanced towards Duderſtadt. A party of ſeventy Auſtrians 
who were in that town retired on the night between the 19th and 
20th with great precipitation, on intelligence that a detachment of 
the Pruſſians were on their march thither. A party of 100 huſſars 

belonging to Wunſch's corps were ſent in puaſuit of them, and 
made one ſubaltern and fifty men priſoners. "Ihe main body of the 
Pruſſians arrived ſoon after in that neighbourhood in their rout 
towards Heſſe. fo 5 


O the 2oth the French abandoned the town of Munden with- 
out committing the leaſt diforder; and, on the 21ſt, they likewiſe 
evacuated the city of Caſſel and the greateſt part of Heſſe, having 
tirſt removed their hoſpitals, artillery, and heavy baggage, to Hanau 
and Mentz, M. de Broglio, who came there from Bremen to take 

the 
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the command of the French troops in that country, directed his 
march, with a body of twenty-ſeven battalions and twenty-two 
ſquadrons, to join M. de Clermont, Before his departure he or- 
| dered the arms and trophies, which were in the arſenal, to be ſent 
to. Marbourg ; but at the ſame time would not ſuffer any damage to 
be done to the inhabitants when he quitted that city. A party of 
Pruſſians took poſſeſſion of it the next day. Juſt as the Count de 
Lorges who commanded the French troops at Hanau was preparing 
to evacuate that place he received orders not to quit it, but on the 
contrary to maintain and defend that poſt to the laſt extremity. In 
conſequence thereof he uſed the greateſt diligence to have the forti- 
fications repaired : he alſo ordered new works and entrenchments 
to be thrown up. A battalion of the royal regiment of artillery, 
which had croſſed the Rhine at Mentz, on the 26th received orders 
to return to that city, with ſeveral pieces of cannon and mortars ; 
and ſeveral engineers alſo returned to overſee the works that were to 
be added to the fortifications. They likewiſe ordered the poſt at 
Aſchaffenberg to be entrenched, and the old works repaired ; and a- 
body of fourtcen battalions and eighteen ſquadrons were left between 
the rivers Rhine and Maine, a 


TE Allied Army halted on the 2oth and 21ſt, and nothing ma- 
terial paſſed during that time, except that numbers of priſoners were 
brought into the camp ; but, on the 22d, it reſumed its march, 
and the head-quarters were eſtabliſhed at Burgholtzhauſen, at a ſmall 
diſtance from Ravenſperg. On the 23d, the army decamped and 
marched to Verſmold, and, on the 24th, it continued its march, 
and encamped near Saſſenberg, where his Serene Highneſs fixed his 
head-quarters, rs = 


THE main body of the French Army removed at the fame time 
from Paderborn to Neuhaus, and from thence filed off along the 
Lippe by Lipſtadt, Soeſt, &c. towards the town of Weſel; and 
the corps under the command of M. de St. Germain, having ſent 
all their heavy baggage to Halteren, directed its march alſo to the 
fame place, fo that the enemy moved in three columns. M. de St. 
Germain with the troops from Bremen being on the right, M. de 
Clermont with the main body kept in the center, while M. de 
Broglio with the troops from Heſſe compoſed the left column, pro- 
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ceeding along the Rhine; but he was not fo far advanced as either 
of the other two. : Pe 
Tur enemy left an hoſpital of more than $00 men at Paderborn: 
they like wiſe left conſiderable ones at Lipſtadt and Munſter; at the 


fame time abandoning great quantities of proviſions and forage, as 
well as artillery and ammunition, at all thoſe places. 


A party of huſſars belonging to the Allies came up with the rear 
uard of the main body of the French near Soeſt in the country 
of Marc ; and having attacked them made a confiderable number 
priſoners, took ten pieces of cannon twenty-four-pounders, and five 
fix pounders, together with a large magazine. 


His Serene Highneſs decamped from Saſſenberg, and encamped 
near Vrekenhorſt on the 27th, having detached Prince George of 
Holſtein with a conſiderable body of foot and horſe in purſuit of 
the enemy, with orders to uſe his utmoſt efforts to break in upon 
them. „ 1 1 — 
On the 28th, the diviſion of the French which came from Eaſt 
Frizeland arrived at Emmeric, where it paſſed the Rhine, and 
went into quarters of cantonment in Cleves and its neighbourhood, 


APRIL 2, His Serene Highneſs removed his head-quarters to 
Halteren. 0 „ 


THE two columns of the French Army which came from 
Munſter and Paderborn encamped, on the 1ſt, 2d, and 3d of April, 
near Weſel; after which they ſeparated, and went into cantonments 
on the other ſide of the Rhine: at the ſame time M. de Broglio, 
with the corps from the country of Heſſe, alſo croſſed the Rhine 
at Cologne, and took up their quarters between Cologne and Nuys. 

The whole of the French Army were diſtributed into quarters in 

three lines, extending with its right to Cologne and its left to Cleves. 
The firſt line was poſted along the Rhine; the ſecond lay farther 
up in the country, between the Meuſe and the Rhine; and the 
third along the rivers Meuſe and Roer, They were diſtributed, 
as if in the field, into brigades : the general officers were ſtationed 
with 
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with their diviſions according to the order of battle, and took up 
their quarters as near the center of their brigades as poſſible. M. de 
Clermont, thoroughly ſenſible of the diſſoluteneſs and want of order 
in his army, did his utmoſt endeavours to reform the abuſes and con- 
fuſion which naturally flowed therefrom : in order to effect this, he 
firmly determined to bring every offender to exemplary puniſhment, 
and laid the ſtrongeſt injunctions on his generals to ſee that diſcipline 
was ſtrictly obſerved, requeſting them to omit nothing that might 
enforce it; but all was ineffectual, a general diſcontent and con- 
tempt of their general's conduct having ſpread itſelf even 
through the officers, He, at the ſame time, iſſued orders for all 
the officers either to ſell off their baggage waggons, or ſend them 
back to France, as they were for the future only to be allowed bat- 
horſes for carrying their baggage. His head-quarters were eſta- 
bliſhed at Weſel, where he placed a garriſon of nine battalions and 
four ſquadrons. The Duke de Chevreuſe had at Ruremonde a gar- 
riſon of fix battalions and four ſquadrons : there were at Duſſeldorp 
ten battalions of the Palatine troops, at Cleves four battalions and 
one ſquadron, at Cologne ſix battalions, at Keiſerſwert one battalion, 
The whole of the French Army, at that time, amounted to 105 
battalions and 104 ſquadrons, - . 


O the ſeparation of the French army, the troops of the Allies 
alſo marched into cantoonments which extended from Munſter 
to Dolmen and Dorſten, with detachments along the Lippe and 
Roer. The head-quarters were eſtabliſhed at Munſter. The 
huſſars and light troops were not however idle, but advanced up to 
the Rhine, making excurſions even to the walls of Weſel, and 
from thence as far up as Cologne, and down to Emmeric. Several 
ſmart ſkirmiſhes paſt between them and the enemy's light troops 
during the time the troops were in quarters; but as nothing intereſt- 
ing happened on theſe occaſions, they are omitted. 


IE inhabitants of the biſhopric of Munſter were greatly 
alarmed on the approach of the Hanoverians, after it had been aban- 
doned by the French; but his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand, 
on his entrance with the Allied Army into that country, ſoon difſi- 
- 8 terrors by the immediate publication of the following de- 
claration. „

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WIE Ferdinand Duke of Brunſwie and Luneberg make known 
by theſe preſents, That, finding ourſelves obliged, not only to pur- 
ſve the French Army in their retreat, who had invaded the terri- 
ritories of his Britannic majeſty, and thoſe of his confederates, but 
alſo to enter for that purpoſe into the biſhopric of Munſter, with 
the army of which we have the command; we enjoin all 
the forces under our orders not to moleſt the inhabitants, in 
10 any manner, in the exerciſe of their religion; we moſt expreſly 
160 forbid them to do any damage to the public edifices, or to the ; 
1 churches, ſchools, convents, or other religious houſes; for as much 
aq dẽs it js our intention, that all who ſhall preſume to make any ex- 
: ” actions in the country, ſhall be puniſhed with death according to 
the rigour of the law. Accordingly, in order to remove all appre- 
henſion, we have cauſed public notice to be given of theſe preſents 
to all the ſubjects eccleſiaſtics, or laics, both of the territory in 
which we are with our army at preſent, and of thoſe territories into 
which circumſtances may determine us to follow our enemy, that 
they may lay aſide their fears, and, inſtead of quitting their coun- 
try, remain quietly at home, and enjoy the ſecurity and protection 
we grant. We moreover permit them by theſe preſents to give in- 
formation of all exceſſes or contraventions which may, contrary to 
our expectation, be committed; and, to ſecure thoſe who may diſobey 
our orders, and to cauſe them to be conducted to the head-quarters 
to undergo the puniſhment they merit. We promiſe ourſelves, on 
the other hand, that no perſon will abuſe the protection we give, 
by ſuccouring the French troops either by intelligence or otherwiſe : 
in which caſe, we ſhall be obliged to treat the offenders according 
to the rules of war,” | 1 985 
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ABovuT the beginning of this month orders were diſpatched to 
General Hardenberg to march with the garriſons of Bremen, Har- 
bourg, and the detachments that were left behind, in order to join 
the army. He accordingly proceeded by the way of Vechte, which 
caſtle ſurrendered by capitulation, The garriſon conſiſting of ſeven 
companies were made priſoners, and a large artillery was found 
there, conſiſting of 100 pieces of cannon and mortars,

PRINCE George of Holſtein-Gottorp ſent a detachment from his 
corps to take poſſeſſion of Eaſt Frizeland in the name of the King 


of Pruſſia, and they were alſo ordered to paſs by Bentheim to 
diſlodge the Munſterian garriſon quartered there. 


Azovr this time his Serene Highneſs received a very fine ſword, 
which had been ſent to him by his Britannic majeſty, as a mark 
of his royal regard and eſteem, 1 


ABouT the middle of May, Baron Dombaſt, Lieutenant-Field- 
Marſhal of the Imperial armies, who had laſt year joined the French, 
began his march to Bohemia with the Auſtrian corps under his 
command, conſiſting of the regiments of Prince Charles of Lorrain, 

Los Rios, Platz, Ligne, Saxe-Gotha, and Arberg, beſides fix ſqda- 
drons of Czezeni's huſſars and 4000 recruits, He was to paſs the 
Moſelle at Alken, and the Rhine at Mentz. 


Tux French Army, during the time the troops were in quarters, 
were very diligent in fortifying the towns of Weſel, Duſſeldorp, 
Gueldres, and Keyſerſwert. Reinforcements daily arrived from 
Flanders, conſiſting of ſeveral thouſands of regular troops, beſides 
a large body of militia, which was to be incorporated into the old 
corps in order to recruit them. In ſhort, M. de Belleifle in the 
cabinet, and M. de Clermont in the field, uſed their utmoſt en- 
deavours to ſet their army on a reſpectable footing, and, introduce 
order and regularity. The French about Hanau remained all this 
time inactive in their quarters ; but as they were under a continual 
alarm and apprehenſions from a body of the Pruſſians, who were 
in Thuringia and Franconia, they inceſſantly worked on the repairs 
of the fortifications, not even Sundays excepted. They alſo re- 

ceived reinforcements from time to time. On the other hand, the 
Heſſians had aſſembled all their militia, who together with ſome 
 Hanoverian hunters kept a ſtrict guard over all the roads in that 
country. They had a garriſon in Marpourg of three battalions, 
beſides a regiment of dragoons, ſome militia, and huſſars. The 
Landgrave of Heſſe returned to Caſſel on the 6th day of May, 


Tnovcn Prince Ferdinand, ever attentive, as far as the nature of 
affairs permitted, to whatſoever was either requiſite or conducive to 
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the welfare and eaſe of his troops, thought proper at this juncture 
to cantoon the army, as it neceſſarily wanted refreſhment after fo 
long and fatiguing a march; yet ſeveral other ſtronger motives 
obliged him to poſtpone his operations for a time, Many things 
were wanted, which it was abſolutely and immediately neceſſary to 
provide for the enſuing ſervice. The greatelt diligence was purſued 
on this occaſion by that general: he collected from different quarters 
conſiderable quantities of proviſions and forage to form ſufficient 
magazines; large convoys from Luneberg, Embden, &c. came in 
daily; pontoons and other neceſſary implements arrived from Ham- 


bourg and Holland: a numerous artillery, with ammunition, &c. 


were got ready at Hamelen, and embarked on the Weſer for 
Minden, in order to be tranſported to the army ; the fortifications of 
Lipſtadt were repaired ; fix bridges were re-eſtabliſhed on the Lippe, 
which the French had deſtroyed. in their retreat towards the Rhine; 
a road was cut through the wood of Duiſberg ; a conſiderable de- 
tachment was ſent into the country of Bergues, and ſeveral diſpo- 
ſitions made in order to favour his intended ſchemes. In a word, 
his Serene Highneſs was indefatigable, and laboured inceſſantly to 
get every thing ready for taking the field; as he was anxious to 
reſume his operations in order to prevent the deſigns of the French 

eneral, who intended to form five different camps along the Rhine 
by the middle of June. The firſt was to be at Nuys, the ſecond 
near Meurs, the third at Buric oppoſite to Weſel, the fourth between 
Cleves and Xantel, and the fifth facing Emmeric, with a view to 
defend the paſſage of the Rhine: on the contrary, the Prince had 


determined to paſs that river, and if poſſible to puſh the French 
beyond the Meuſe. 


ABouT the 20th of May, every thing was ready, the Allied 
troops were on all ſides in motion, and, on the 25th, the chief part 


of the troops encamped at Notteln. Here they were not to re- 


main long, this camp being only intended as a rendezvous for aſ- 
ſembling them from the moſt diſtant quarters, in order to put them 
in a condition to march forwards. A part of theſe troops went in 
the night between the 26th and 27th from Notteln to Coeſveld, to 
Join thoſe which were there before, as well as the different regi- 


ments which were come there from Dulmen, The reſt of the army 


marched ſome hours ſooner from Notteln for Dulmen, where the 
1 head- 
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head-quarters were fixed, in the morning of the 27th. The army 
marched before ſun-riſe of the 29th from Dulmen towards Dorſten, 
and encamped at Limbeke ; from whence the next day, Lieute- 
nant-general Wutgenau was detached towards Weſel with a body 
of infantry and cavalry. The zoth, he encamped at Raeſveld, and 
the 31ſt, at Ringenbourg. The Duke left the army during its 
march from Dulmen to Limbeke, and went to Boekholt, where he 
found the advanced guard of the body aſſembled at Coeſveld. That 
advanced guard marched, on the goth, to Emmeric, and was fol- 
lowed by the reſt of the corps which were encamped at Vraſſelt. 
About five o'clock in the afternoon of the 31ſt, the whole was in 
motion to croſs the Rhine, and the advanced guard went on as far 
as Lobit. The Duke's deſign was to paſs the river there in the night ; 
but an unforeſeen accident broke all the meaſures which had been 
taken for that purpoſe, and his Serene Highneſs was obliged to 
march the troops back again in the night to Nederelte. The iſt of 
June was employed in removing the obſtacles which had occurred; 
and, in the following night, the paſlage was again attempted, and. 
attended with all poſſible ſucceſs, near Herven. . 


Tu huſſars with a detachment of grenadiers paſſed, on the 2d 
of June at two o'clock in the morning, in flat-bottomed boats, 
which went and returned with ſo much diligence, that, beſides the 
huſſars, a regiment of dragoons, and ten or twelve battalions, were. 
before noon on the other ſide of the river. During all this time, 

workmen were employed about the bridge; which, however, was 
not compleated 'till four this morning. The remainder of the ca- 
valry and infantry paſſed immediately, and marched towards 

Cleves. 


The huſſars, ſupported by the voluntiers, ſurpriſed at firſt ſome 
patrols, which were made priſoners of war; and, ſtill continuing to 
advance, defeated the cavalry which ſhewed themſelves, and took 
a pair of kettle-drums, and a ſtandard from the regiment of Belle- 
fond. This country is entirely divided by dykes, ſo that it is as 
eaſy to diſpute the ground, as it is difficult to advance. The ene- 
my, ſenſible of this advantage, advanced with 7 or 800 foot to ſtop. 
the head of our vanguard, and fired ſome pieces of cannon upon 
them, which, however, hurt nobody ; but a detachment of twenty. 

men 
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men having found means to flip along a dyke, and get poſſeſſion of 
a houſe, which the French had in part paſſed, fired upon them, 
which had ſuch an effect, that they retired immediately. Every 
thing elſe which happened, even to the gates of Cleves, only related to 
the huſſars, and they had only five men and two officers wounded. 


On the 26th, a detachment conſiſting of ſeveral battalions and 
ſquadrons, together with Scheiter's light troops and Luckner's 
huſſars, aſſembled at Dorſten, and in its neighbourhood, under the 
command of Major-general Wangenheim, who had orders to paſs 
the Roer, and advance up to the gates of Duſſeldorp, and likewiſe 
to cauſe M. de Scheiter's corps to paſs the Rhine at Duiſpourg. 


O the night between the 29th and 3oth, M. de Scheiter ac- 
cordingly paſſed over, and with bayonets fixed attacked the batta- 
lion of Cambreſis, who were at Homberg and Eſchenberg ; the 
greater part of whom were cut to pieces; the reſt ſaved themſelves - 
by flight. They alſo repulſed two battalions of the regiment of 
Navarre, who came to ſupport them. They took two officers and 
thirty men priſoriers, together with five pieces of cannon ſix- 
pounders, and all the new cloathing of the regiment of Navarre ; 
and repaſſed the river with ſuch ſucceſs, that he had only two men 
wounded in the paſſage over, and not one either killed or wounded 
in the action. e ED. 


Ox the night between the zoth and 31ſt, General Wangenheim 
attacked Keylſerwert, and carried it, having killed or taken priſc ners 
the greateſt part of the garriſon ; the remainder ſaving themſelves 
by crothing the river. He placed in that town a garriſon of light 
troops, ſome foot, and Borck's dragoons ; the whole commanded 
by Lieutenant-colonel Walthauſen, He then advanced up to Duſ- 
ſeldorp. . 


Joxx the 3d, Prince George of Holſtein-Gottorp, with a large 
body ot horte and dragoons, at eight o'clock in the morning, marched 
to Goch, in order to take poſſeſſion of that place, and cut off the 
communication of the enemy between the Rhine and the Meuſe; 
and at the fame time to ſeize on ſome magazines which were in that 


neighbourhood, The French, on the approach of the allies, had 
Sy not 
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not only abandoned Cleves, but alſo Cranenberg, Gennep, Calcar, 
and Xantel, retiring with the utmoſt precipitation towards We- 
ſel; their army were aſſembling near Rhinberg, at the ſame time 
ſending off their baggage to Ruremonde, 


Tux head-quarters of the Allied Army were removed to Goch, 
and on the 8th they were transferred to Uden. The hunters and 
huſſars daily ſent in a great number of French priſoners, and made 
great booty. Among the reſt the baggage of the Duke of Randan, 

and that of the Duke of Fronſac, ſon to the Marechal de Richelieu, 
were taken. The former was immediately ſent back, in teſtimony 
of a grateful remembrance of his generous and diſintereſted behaviour 
in. Hanover. The bridge over which the Allies had croſſed the 
Rhine near Herven was removed to Rees, in order to facilitate the 
communication between the different corps of the army. 


AT this time M. de Clermont was encamped near Rhinberg in 
a molt advantageous camp fortified by nature: the country which 
ſeparated the two armies, being broken and full of banks, hedges, 
hollow ways, and other impediments, rendered it almoſt inacceſſible. 
Here he thought himſelf ſo ſecure, that he bid defiance to the 
Allies. His Serene Highneſs could not poſſibly come up with him 
fo ſoon as he could with, notwithſtanding his eager impatience to 
take advantage of the diſorders of the enemy. He therefore was 
obliged to make ſome motions in order to turn their left towards the 
convent of Campe; and on the 12th he cauſed ſome detachments 
to advance to dillodge the enemy from two villages, where they had 
taken poſt with a conſiderable number of men, as being places of 
the utmoſt importance in covering their flank, The attack was 
made with bayonets fixed, and the French were driven from thence 
with great loſs. The proper diſpoſitions were then made for at- 
tacking their main army in form the next day. They did not, 
however, think proper to wait, but on the night between the 
12th and 13th they abandoned their boaſted impregnable camp at 
Rhinberg, retiring with the utmoſt precipitation towards Meurs 
and Urdingen, Prince Ferdinand immediately took poſſeſſion thereof, 
and ſent ſeveral detachments in purſuit of them. His Highneſs 
thought proper on the 14th of June to give a new poſition to his 
army, by occupying the heights commonly called St. Anthony's 
mountains, having the town of Meurs in front at two full leagues' 
diſtance . 
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diſtance from the camp, the right oppoſite to the village of St. Ton- 
nigſberg, in which 200 grenadiers were poſted as an advanced guard, 
with twelve pieces of heavy cannon, which were more than ſuf- 
ficient to cover the extremity of our wing againſt any attack, On 
the 15th, about five o'clock in the morning, his Serene Highneſs 
was informed that the enemy was advancing in four columns upon 
our right. His Highneſs immediately ordered three guns to be fired, 
as a ſignal ; and the whole army was under arms in order of battle 
a quarter of an hour after. He went afterwards himſelf to re- 
connoitre, and ſaw diſtinctly that, at about two leagues' diſtance 
from our right flank, a conſiderable body was coming over the plain 
of Hultſe, and marching towards Crevelt. ou 


Nor knowing whether this body was followed by the whole 
army, or whether it was only a detachment of it that was marching 
that way, his Serene Highneſs halted till towards the evening, when 
he received certain information that the French Army had marched 
towards Nuys, and that Prince de Clermont had only detached this 
corps, under the command of Lieutenant-general Comte de St, 
Germain, in order to take poſt at Crevelt. 


Uron this information his Highneſs ſent his light troops and 
huſſars to Kempen and Wachtendoric, and ordered the army into 


their camp again. 


On the 16th, he changed the poſition of the army, in conſequence 
of the motions he had ſeen the corps of M. de St. Germain make : 


he ordered the right to the village of Altenkerchen, and continued 


the left on the heights of St, Anthony, 


On the 157th, his Highneſs went himſelf to reconnoitre, towards 


Kempen, the poſition of the enemy's detachment at Crevelt ; but 


could not gueſs at their reaſon for fixing this detachment at ſuch a 
diſtance from their army. In order, therefore, to be better in- 
formed of it, and to ſee the countenance this corps would hold, he 
ordered the Prince of Holſtein, with ten Pruſſian ſquadrons, the 
five 1quadrons of huffars, and the three battalions of Sporcken guards, 


and Prince Charles, to march early in the morning of the 1:th 


towards Kempen. He further ordered General Wangenheim to 


T Paſs the Rhine at Duiſbourg with four battalions, viz. Scheiter, 


Halberſtadt, 
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Halberſtadt, Buckebourg, and Hanau, and the four ſquadrons of 


Borck's dragoons, and the light troops of Luckner, and Scheiter, 
and to advance that day towards Meurs. 


General Sporcken, who when the army left Rheinbergen had 
been ordered to keep his poſt there as long as the enemy ſhould 
remain in camp at Meurs, received orders likewiſe the next day to 
join the army with five battalions and ſix ſquadrons, and to leave 
only General Hardenberg with the two battalions of Gothe and 
Stoltzenberg at Burick, and that of Diepenbroic at Orſoy. This 
being regulated, his Highneſs communicated his deſigns and orders 
to the Hereditary Prince of Brunſwic relating to an expedition he 

propoled ; viz. that his Highneſs ſhould march next day very early 
in the morning with a conſiderable corps towards Kempen, whilſt 
the Prince of Holſtein ſhould advance with his corps towards 
Hultſe, whereby it would clearly appear whether M, de St. Ger- 
main would retreat towards the army, or whether the army of the 
Prince de Clermont would advance towards Crevelt in order to 
encamp there. Agreeable to this plan, his Highneſs the Hereditary 
Prince of Brunſwic ſet forward, on the 19th, from the camp with 
the twelve following battalions ; viz. Block, Sporcken, Hardenberg, 
Wangenheim, Poit, Dreves, Borck, the two battalions of the 
- Bruntwic hte-guards, the Heſſian guards, the Heſſian life-guard re- 
giment, and Prince Charles's regiment ; accompanicd with twelve ſqua- 
drons of Heſſians, viz, four of the dragoon-guards, two of the life- 
regiments, two of Prince William's, and two of Meltiz ; with three 
mortars, four pieces of cannon of twelve-pounders, and four of fix- 
pounders. He marched directly towards Kempen, from whence he 
could perceive no alteration in the poſition of Count St. Germain, 


Br a ſecret order the Prince was directed, in caſe he perceived no 
change in the poſition of the army and of the flying camp of 

the enemy, to march the next day directly towards Ruremonde, 
to endeavour to poſſeſs himſelf of the magazine, as well as of 600 
militia who were in garriſon there. At ſix o'clock in the morning 
his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand in perſon followed the Here- 
ditary Prince to Kempen. He perceived ſome movements in the 
Hying camp, which were of a nature to induce him to believe that 
M. de St. Germain deſigned to march againſt the Prince of Holſtein, 
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who was encamped near Hultſe, Soon after he was poſitively in- 
formed, that the whole of the French Army had quitted Nuys, 


and were advancing on this fide Crevelt : on which, having taken 


his meaſures, and formed a plan as the caſe required, the expedition 
to Ruremonde was then firſt countermanded. Major-general Wan- 
genheim was ordered to advance early the next day with his corps 


towards Hultſe, and Lieutenant-general Sporcken was directed to 


march after midnight with the army, and to advance likewiſe to 


the plain between Hultſe and Kempen. On the 20th of Junc, all 


the troops his Serene Highneſs could diſpoſe of were, by this means, 


re-united in his camp ; the right of which extended towards Kempen, 
and the left towards Hultſe. The head-quarters were fixed at 


Kempen; and, in order to prevent any uſeleſs movements, his 
$::ene Highneſs ordered the quartermaſter-general not to regard the 
rank of the different corps, nor the order of battle, but to place 
the regiments as a great part of them were actually poſted, 


IN this manner the above-mentioned twelve battalions and twelve 
ſquadrons under the command of the Hereditary Prince formed 
the right; next to them the four battalions and four ſquadrons 
under the command of General Wangenheim on their left ; and 


the whole army which advanced under Major-general Sporcken 
from the camp at Altenkirchen formed the left wing; which, to- 


gether, made an army of 35 battalions and 58 ſquadrons, including 


the ſix ſquadrons of huſſars. His Highneſs had expected that 


Prince Clermont would advance that day to give him battle, but 
however no conſiderable event happened. N 


O the 21ſt, there was obſerved a great movement in the ad- 


vanced corps of Count St. Germain; and about ten in the morning, 
after decamping, we ſaw them filing off to their left, and marching 


towards Anrath, where they joined their grand army. 


In making this motion they abandoned the town of Crevelt, 
which was on the front of their right wing. Our chaſſeurs poſ- 
ſeſſed themſelves of it directly; and his Highneſs alſo went himſelf 
to reconnoitre the poſition of their camp, which was clearly diſ- 
covered from the ſteeple at Crevelt. He did not think fit either to 
keep the ſame poſt, or to make any change in the poſition of his 
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army; in conſequence of which he ordered the chaſſeurs and huffurs 
away from that place, and the enemy repoſſeſſed themſelves of it 
in an hour afterwards, | | 


Ox the 22d, his Highneſs went again to reconnoitre the camp of 
the enemy, particularly on the fide of St. Anthony, on the heath 
which led towards their left; and although he found many diffi- 
culties, principally on account of the country's being very woody, 
and having encloſures ſurrounded by large and deep ditches, he re- 
ſolved to march the next day to the enemy, and attack them in 1 
their camp. 5 „ 


I conſequence of this reſolution, the army was ordered to be 
under arms on the 23d of June at one in the morning, and not to 
change any thing in the camp, but to leave all their baggage in it, 
and wait there for further orders, | 


THE general officers were aſſembled in the center of the army, 
where his Highneſs declared to them his intentions of going to 
attack the enemy and that he had formed his plan for that purpoſe. 
He aſſigned the command of the whole left wing, conſiſting of 955 
eighteen battalions and twenty-eight ſquadrons, to Lieutenant-ge- 
neral Sporcken, having cauſed the battalion of Zaſtrow of the 
| Wolfenbuttle troops to enter into the town of Hultſe in order to 
; hp cover our rear. Hie gave the command of the right wing, com- 
2 poſed of ſixteen battalions and fourteen ſquadrons, to the Heredi- 
tary Prince and Major-general Wangenheim, which by the ad- 
dition of the two regiments of Pruſſian dragoons, Holſtein and 
Finckenſtein, of five ſquadrons each, made a corps of twenty-four 
{quadrons, to be commanded by the Prince of Holſtein, as the 
. infantry was by the Hereditary Prince, As for the light troops, 
the three ſquadrons of black huſſars were given to Lieutenant- 
general Sporcken, the two ſquadrons of yellow huſſars to the Prince 
of Holſtein, and the ſquadron of Major Luckner, with Scheiter's 
corps, were to obſerve the flank of the enemy's right, being poſted 
in a village called Papendeic, This was the firſt general diſpoſition 
of the army, 555 
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By the ſecond, the lieutenant-generals who commanded the two 
wings were ordered to form three battalions of grenadiers out of 
their regiments of Infantry; that is to fay, the Hereditary Prince 
two, and General Sporcken one : the two firſt of 500 men each, 
under the command of the lieutenant-colonels Schulenberg and 
Schack; and the other of 600 men, under Major de Cram. 


AT four in the morning the army began to move; the right 
advanced in two columns as far as St. Anthony, and the left at the 
ſame diſtance on the plain leading to Crevelt, half a league ſhort of 
it; where they halted to receive freſh orders. Prince Ferdinand 
went up the ſteeple of St. Anthony, and ſent for the two Princes 
of Holſtein and Brunſwic. There they obſerved at leiſure the po- 
ſition of the enemy's camp, where all was very quiet. He allo ſent 
for ſeveral perſons thither who were acquainted with the country, 
to learn from them by what routs we could advance towards the 
enemy; and being informed of many other points abſolutely neceſ- 
| fary to be known, his Highneſs reſolved to march to the right, and 
endeavour to come up with the enemy by the villages of Vorſt and 
Anrath on the flank of their left wing. But in order to raiſe doubts. 
in the enemy as to the fide on which the real and principal attack 
would be made, he gave orders for Lieutenant-general Sporcken to 
ſend Lieutenant- general Oberg with the fix battalions of the ſecond 
line, viz. Oberg's, Druchleben's, Kilmanſeg's, Scheel's, Reden's, 
and the fuſileers, with Hodinberg's and Bremen's regiment of horſe, 
and that of the body-guards, towards St. Anthony, and to give 
them ſix twelve-pounders, Beſides this, his Highneſs gave them 
the following orders: that, when the action ſhould begin on the 
_ enemy's left, M. de Sporcken by way of Crevelt, and M. d' Oberg 
by St. Anthony, ſhould do their utmoſt to advance and penetrate 
into the enemy's army; but, however, not to venture too far, 
unleſs they ſhould be well aſſured that our attack ſucceeded to our 
withes, His Highneſs chiefly recommended it to them to make 
good uſe of their heavy artillery, in order to oblige the enemy to 
employ their attention as much upon their right wing and center as 
on their left, and to engage and divide their attention equally in 
three different places; which would prevent their ſending any 
reinforcement to the real attack, for fear of weakening themſelves 
in ſome part or other where we might make impreſſion, 
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Tursx diſpoſitions being made, his Highneſs put himſelf at the 
head of the grenadiers of the right wing at eight in the morning ; 
and taking the road that leads to the village of Vorſt, which we 
left on our right, we advanced in two columns towards Anrath, 
where there was a detachment of 400 of the enemy, half horſe 
and half foot, who, after ſome diſcharge of muſketry on each fide, 
fell back towards their camp, which was not above half a mile 
diſtant from them, and there gave the alarm. His Highneſs then 
cauſed the troops to advance, and double their ſpeed to get out of 
the defiles. He ranged them in order of battle in the plain between 


the villages of Anrath and Willich, and marched directly towards 
the wood which covered their left, | | 


IT was at one o'clock at noon when the enemy began to act. 
The Duke cauſed his artillery forthwith to advance, which being a 
great deal ſuperior to that of the enemy, facilitated the means of our 
infantry's forming themſelves over againſt the wood, and of our 
cavalry's extending upon our right towards the village of Willich, 
© making a ſhew as if they deſigned to turn the enemy's left flank, 
cdto take them in rear. After a cannonade as violent as it was well 
7 ſupported, his Highneſs ſaw plainly he muſt come to the point of 
endeavouring to force the enemy out of the wood by ſmall arms: 
wherefore the Hereditary Prince put himſelf at the head of the firſt 
line; that is to ſay, of two battalions of grenadiers of Schulenberg 
and Schack, and of the regiments of Block, Sporcken, Hardenberg, 
Wangenheim, Poſt, and Dreves, and advanced with the whole front 
directly towards the wood. The fire then became extremely hot on 
both fides, and neither diſcontinued, or in any degree diminiſhed, 
for two hours and a half, In the mean while all the other bat- 
talions entered likewiſe the wood; ſo that there were but eight 
ſquadrons, which formed a corps of reſerve upon the plain, ready 
to be employed where circumſtances ſhould require, 


Tux other ſixteen ſquadrons, which were upon our right, never 
could penetrate on the other fide of the wood, on account of two 
batteries Which the enemy had placed there, and which were 
ſuſtained by above forty ſquadrons. In ſhort, about five o'clock 
in the afternoon, the Hereditary Prince, aſſiſted by the Mfajor-ge- 
nerals Kilmanſeg and Wangenheim, gave orders for an attack to be 


made. 
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made by the grenadiers upon the two ditches that were in the wood 
and that were lined with the enemy's infantry. They were forced 
one after another. The other regiments of infantry did the ſame 


all along their front. Then that part of the enemy's infantry was 


entirely thrown into confuſion, and retired out of the wood in the 
utmoſt diſorder, without ever being able to rally. Our foot fol- 
lowed them, but without venturing to purſue them on account 
of the enemy's cavalry ; which, notwithſtanding the terrible fire of 
our artillery, not only kept the beſt countenance poſſible, but even 
covered their infantry that was flying, in ſuch a manner as to protect 
them from our cavalry, that between five and fix in the evening 
had found means to gain the plain. The Heſſian dragoons, and 
the regiment of cavalry of the ſame nation, had two ſhocks with 
the royal carabineers of Provence and the regiment of Kouſillon, 


and broke them. This was all that the cavalry had to do in that 
day. A ſquadron of the carabineers attempted to penetrate through 
our infantry, and attacked the battalions of Poſt and Dreves, but 


with a conſiderable loſs; and though about forty of them did 
indeed force their way, they were never able to join their corps, 
and were all killed either by ſhot or bayonet. 


Tux enemy did not then think proper, or find themſelyes in 
condition, to diſpute the ground longer with us, but retired towards 
Viſchell, and from thence took the road that leads towards Nuys. 


We continued to follow them with our artillery, and took a great 


number of men and horſes, 


DukiNnG the whole of this affair the fire of the artillery of 
Generals Sporcken and Oberg did great execution ; but as their 


_ diſtance from us made them uncertain as to the turn affairs had 


taken on our fide, they never ventured to attack the enemy's 
front oppoſite to them; fo that the enemy's right wing and center 
retired in the greateſt order towards Nuys, leaving us maſters of 
the field of battle, after a loſs on their fide of between ſeven and 
eight thouſand, killed, wounded, and taken priſoners, 


sven was the end of this action, which coſt the Allied Army 
between 12 and 1300 men, killed and wounded. 8 
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Tux trophies gained were two kettle-drums, five ſtandards, two 
pair of colours, and eight pieces of cannon, e 


Tux light troops were ſent to harraſs the enemy's retreat; and 
at nine in the evening all our three different corps joined each other 
in the field from whence the enemy had been driven, and remained 
there that night under arms. RY oO 


Wr thought it might not be amiſs to inſert the following relation 
of the above battle as given by the Count de Clermont, as it may 
ſerve to throw an additional light upon it. . 


« O the 22d, his Serene Highneſs the Count de Clermont, 


having received advice that the enemy, who were encamped from 


Kempen to Hultſe, were preparing to come and attack him, made 
the proper diſpoſitions for their reception. On the 23d, at ten in 
the morning, his Serene Highneſs was informed that ſeveral columns 
of the enemy were in ſight, marching up to his camp. He imme- 
diately put his whole army under arms. The right extended to the 
wood at Viſchelon, from whence it lined the Landverth as far as 
the farm of Hokelamy. A little farther, in the ſame line towards 
Anrath, (in which was the royal legion) he poſted four battalions, 
He alſo placed, oppoſite to the farm of Harmeſdec, a reſerve con- 
fiſting of carabiniers and dragoons. On the right was another ſer- 
vice, compoſed of the grenadiers of France, and the royal grenadiers, 
and the brigade of Navarre. Behind the foot, in the center, were 
two lines of horſe. Crevelt was occupied by a detachment of 820 


foot, horſe, and huſſars. . 


Soc were our diſpoſitions when the enemy preſented them- 
ſelves, approaching inſenſibly to Crevelt on the right, to Anrath on 
the left, and to the farm of Hokelamy in the center. His Serene 
Highneſs, after ſome ſkirmiſhes, made the detachment at Crevelt, 
which was poſted there only to watch the motions of the enemy, 


fall back upon the line. He alſo made the royal legion join the 
left wing. ED „ 


; « ABOUT noon the enemy made their diſpoſitions for attacking us. 
in three different parts, They fell on Anrath firſt, which could not 
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be defended, becauſe it was too far diſtant from the left of our line. 
From thence the enemy advanced to the plain between the Niers 
and a ſmall wood that runs parallel to that river, His Serene High- 
neſs had lined this wood with fifteen battalions, compoled of the 
brigades de la Marine, de Touraine, and the detached regiments of 
Bruncas and Lockman, and thirty ſquadrons, in order to oppole the 
enemy if they ſhould attempt to advance that way, 


„TE enemy began their three attacks at one time, His Serene 9 
Highneſs ſoon perceived that their real attack was that in the wood | 
on the left. He ſent for the reſerve, which conſiſted of the gre- 
| nadiers of France, the royal grenadiers, and the brigade of Navarre;

[118 | ſuſtaining a fire of three hours, and repulling the enemy three 
times, were at laſt obliged to fall back, after ſuffering great loſs, and 
cauſing the enemy to ſuffer a greater, who finding the fire of our 
HER 7 . infantry ſlacken drew up in the plain. His Serene Highneſs or- 
1 dered the carabineers, and the two battalions of horſe of royal Rou- 

\ 5 ſillon and Aquitaine, to charge them, The enemy was driven back 
to the wood; but as they had their principal force in that part, and 
could bring up freſh troops every minute, they again poured into 
the plain in greater numbers, and it was no longer poſſible for the 
cavalry to attack them with advantage. 
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As the reſerve which his Serene Highneſs ſent for did not 
come up, he gave orders for a retreat, which was made in the 
greateſt order, the enemy not daring to follow us; and our army 
arrived at Nuys without being annoyed the leaſt on its march. We 
brought off our wounded. His Serene Highneſs, judging his poſition 
at Nuys to be improper, either for waiting for the enemy or for 
marching to them, is come, after halting there one day, to encamp 
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Tux French loſt in this action a conſiderable number of officers ; 
and among the wounded were the Count de Giſors, ſon to the 
Marechal de Belleifle ; the Chevalier de Muy, lieutenant-general ; 
the Count de Maille, colonel of the regiment of Conde ; the Duke 

de 
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de Montmorenci, colonel of the regiment of Touraine; the Count 

de Lauraguais, Colonel of that of Rouſillon, Colonel Lockman, 

Lieutenant-colonel Eſcher, with four captains, and ſeventeen other 

officers of the ſame regiment. Six or eight of their regiments were 

entirely ruined. On our fide there was no officer of note either 
killed or wounded. 

Ox the 24th, his Serene Highneſs encamped in the neighbour- 
hood of Crevelt, and Major-general Wangenheim was advanced 
with four battalions and four ſquadrons to Oſteradt, where he en- 
camped, in order to be at hand to ſuſtain the light troops, who 
were in purſuit of the enemy. On the 25th, Te Deum was ſung 
on the field of battle, with a Feu de Joye, and a general diicharge 
of all our artillery. His Serene Highneſs this day made a preſent to 
the Hanoverian artillery of a pair of kettle-drums, waich were 
taken from the enemy, for their gallant behaviour on the day of 


action. On the 26th, Major-general Wangei.heim advanced with 


his detachment to Nuys, and the army alſo marched, and encamped 
near Oſteradt, where the head-quarters were eſtabliſhed. The 
Hereditary Prince was left behind at Crevelt with a corps of fix bat- 
talions and ten ſquadions. The enemy had in part deſtroyed the 
great magazine which they had at Nuys ; but the huſſtrs purſued 
them ſo cloſe, that they prevented its entire deſtruction; and a con- 
ſiderable quantity of flour and oats were abandoned by them, all fit 
for ſervice, Our advanced parties ſent in hourly great numbers 
of priſoners, excluſive of the many wounded who were unable to 
| keep up with the main body, Coon | | 


THe Count de Gifors died at Nuys, univerſally regretted, of the 
wounds he received in the engagement. 


On the 27th, the head-quarters were at Nuys, the Hereditary 
Prince marched to Ruremonde, and the Prince of Holſtein to Gla- 


5 deback. 


On the 28th, four batteries were completed and opened againſt 
the city of Duſſeldorp. Both the cannon and mortars were admi- 
rably ſerved, and the ſhells did conſiderable damage in the town. 
The French {ent their ſick and wounded in boats up the Rhine to

Andernach, and were at the ſame time hard at work in conſtructing 
bridges over the Rhine between Duits and Mulheim: and having 
forced the arſenal of Cologne, took out ſuch cannon as they wanted 
for the defence of them. The Hereditary Prince made himſelf 
maſter of Ruremonde; M. Bocard, who commanded in-that city, 
with a battalion of the regiment of Marche, two battalions of the 
militia, and ſome voluntiers of Hanault, obtained the honours of 
war, and were permitted to retire to Leige. His huſfars and light 
troops puſhed forwards as far as Tirlemont and Louvain, : 


JuLy 2, the French advanced to the river Erfft, fixing their head- 
quarters at Caſter ; and his Serene Highneſs eſtabliſhed his at St. 
Nicholas. > 2 e 


Jury y, the city of Duſſeldorp ſurrendered on capitulation, and 
the garriſon were not to ſerve againſt the Allies for the ſpace of one 
year, An immenſe quantity of forage and proviſions were found in 
that town, as alſo a fine train of French artillery and ammunition, 
A garriſon of three battalions took poſſeſſion of it. About this 
time, the corps of Fiſcher's hunters in the ſervice of France made 
an excurſion in order to plunder ſome of the villages of the country 
of Heſſe Caſſel, but the militia, having had intelligence of their 
march, lay in ambuſh behind ſome rocks, from whence they ſud- 
denly ſallied out, and killed and wounded a great number of them; 
the reſt endeavoured to fave themſelves by flight, but they ſuffered 
conſiderably in their retreat, and many were made priſoners. = 


Jury 14th, Prince Ferdinand having information, that the 
French Army was in motion, his Serene Highneſs reſolved to meet 
the enemy, and endeavour to ſurpriſe them on their march : the 
Allied Army accordingly paſſed the Erfft in three different places, 
and advanced as faſt as the roads would admit of; for the abun- 
dance of rain which had fallen for ſome time before had almoſt 
rendered the roads impracticable. The enemy perceived him too 
ſoon, and made all poſſible diligence to make themſelves maſters of 
the riſing grounds; but that did not hinder our army from advance- 
ing to form in order of battle within cannon ſhot of the enemy. 
However, as we could not get poſſeſſion of the neceſſary ground to 
attack the enemy upon equal advantage, the two armies paſſed the 

| day 
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day in ſight of each other without attempting any thing. We 
marched the next day at day- break, and repaſſed the Erfft without 
the leaſt diſturbance in our retreat, and encamped, on the 16th, 


near Nuys. , 


Jury 18th, the troops of the Allies evacuated the town of 
Ruremonde about three in the afternoon, and marched towards 
Dulken, EY 


JoLy 19th, the Allied Army again advanced, and fixed its head- 
quarters at Redburdyk, on the eminences on the right ſide of the 
Erfft, and the enemy continued near Fravenweller in their old camp, 
on the other ſide of the river which ſeparated the two armies. A ſmart 
engagement paſſed between the advanced guard under the com- 
mand of the Hereditary Prince, and a large detachment of the ene- 
my. The troops on both fides behaved with great bravery ; but 
the French were in the end obliged to retreat, with the loſs of five 
Pieces of cannon, four ſtandards, and a great many officers taken 

priſoners. His Serene Highneſs reinforced the garriſon of Duſſel- 
dorp with a corps of 2000 regulars, and {ome light troops. About 
this time, M. de Clermont returned to France, and was ſucceeded 
in the command of the army by the Marechal de Contades. 


PRINCE Yſemberg, who commanded in Heſſe, having notice 
that the French in the neighbourhood of Hanau, under the com- 
mand of the Prince de Soubiſe, were in motion, retired from Mar- 
purg to Caſſel, leaving a garriſon in that place. The French, being 
aſſembled about Friedburg, advanced by flow marches to Gros 
Leuden, where their head-quarters were fixed on the 16th of 
July; the Duke de Broglio, who was at the head of the vanguard, 
tent forward a large detachmentof Royal Naſſau's and Fiſcher's corps, 
with intent to ſurpriſe the garriſon of Marpurg; but they had 
abandoned it on the 17th, juſt before their arrival; and the French 
Army encamped in the neighbourhood of that place on the 1 Pth, 
from whence it moved forwards towards Caſſel. 


On the 21ſt of July, the Prince of Y ſemberg, with a body of 
troops under his command, paſſed the Fulde about a league from 
Caſtel, deſtroying the bridge after him, and took polt near the 
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village of Sunderhauſen, in order to obſerve the motions of the 
French. Fiſcher's corps, which formed the enemy's van, arrived on the | 
22d on the eminences near Caſſel, and next morning two battalions 


of French troops entered that city. About noon, a body of about 
' 6600 foot haſtily paſſed throught it, and the horſe, to the number 


of 4000, having at the ſame time forded the Fulde, began ſoon 
after to Kirmiſh with the Heſſian hunters, whom they followed as 


far as the eminences of Sunderhauſen. The Prince of Vſemberg, 
who was poſted there with between 6 and 7000 men, ſupported the 


hunters; about three the battle began, and laſted with a very 


briſk firing on both ſides *till ſun-ſet, when the Heſſian troops, 


ſecing themſelves on the point of being ſurrounded by the French 
horſe, retired to Longverhagen in good order : but as they found: 
themſelves too weak after this action to be able to face again the 
ſuperior force of the enemy, they proceeded towards Hamelen. 


Tu loſs of the French was much more conſiderable than that 
of the Heſſians, and it is imagined they had about 1 500 killed and 
3000 wounded ; but a better idea may be formed of their loſs by the 
following account of the action publiſhed by themſelves. 


„Mos. the Duke de Broglio, commanding a corps which 
formed the vanguard of the army commanded by the Prince de 
Soubiſe, having learned at Caſſel that the Heſſian troops under the 


Prince of Yſemberg were retiring towards Munden, marched on the 


23d of July to the village of Sunderhauſen, and reaching the top 
of the hill perceived the enemy drawn up in order of battle, their 
right covered by a great rock in the Fulde, and their left by a 


wood which had a communication with the rock. This poſt was 


ſo extremely advantageous, that the Duke de Broglio found the 
affair required the beſt diſpoſitions poſſible. He had left at Caſſel 
and Sunderhauſen, for the ſecurity of the defiles in caſe of an 
unfortunate event, to' the amount of 2500 men, which reduced 
our corps of the army to near an equal force with our enemy's, 
whom we computed at about 7000 effective men, including a re- 
giment of cavalry of 600, and one of dragoons of 860, _ 


Mi. de Broglio put his infantry in the firſt line, his cavalry 
and dragoons compoſed the ſecond ; and he placed the ten pieces 
| of 
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of cannon of the brigade of artillery before his right, to annoy the 
Heſſian cavalry which ex ended to the wood, I his cavalry ad- 
vanced in order to attack our infantry: but the Duke de Broglio 
inſtantaneouſly doubled a pait of our infantry, and brought forward, 
by the openings which that motion formed, a part of his cavalry, 
which charged that of the Heſlians; but they were repulſed, and 
we began to fear that this circumſtance would have diſordered our 
infantry, when, at the moment the enemy's cavalry was going to 
fall upon the royal Bavarian regiment, that regiment made a diſ- 
charge ſo very apropos as to make great havock among them, 
inſomuch that they did not appear again throughout the action. 


© DvukriNnG this time, M. de Waldener, field-marſhal, with 


M. de Dieſbach, the Swiſs brigade, and the three companies of 


grenadiers of royal Deux Ponts, attacked the wood with great vigour, 
and found there a pretty obſtinate reſiſtance, The infantry of the 
enemy's right briſkly engaged our left : the fire was hot on both 
ſides, and the enemy fell back ſome hundred yards, but they ſoon 
returned by favour of the rock, which partly covered them, This 
advantage was ſo great, that our left was obliged to give way ; and 
as the enemy were endeavouring to 'gain our backs in winding 
round by our left, the Duke de Broglio cauſed the dragoons of 
Apchon to advance, with ſome cavalry behind them, The briſk- 
neſs of the fire continued, and we ſuffered greatly ; when at length. 
the Duke de Broglio ſent the royal Bavarian regiment, the royal 


Deux Ponts, and thoſe of Rohan and Beauvoiſis, to the rock, 


where they were ordered to make their attack with their bayonets 
fixed, This deſperate manœuvre ſucceeded, and the enemy was 
put to flight, We followed them to a great ditch. They threw 
themſelves into the wood on the borders of the Fulde, and ſome 
got to the edge of a ſteep rock, from whence upwards of 300. 


plunged into the river, where moſt of them periſhed. 


IJ was now ſeven in the evening, very bad weather, a woody 
country, and the troops had made a march of ſeven leagues; all 
theſe reaſons determined M. de Broglio to remain on the field of 
battle; but he ſent the Baron de Travers with 700 voluntiers in 
purſuit of the enemy. We have hitherto made above 200 ſoldiers. 
priſoners, and 50 officers ; amongſt whom are the Count de Canitz, 
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who commanded under M. de Yſemberg, the firſt aid-de-camp to 


that Prince, and ſeveral lieutenant- colonels and majors. We took 


upon the field of battle ſeven pieces of cannon, and eight at Munden, 
where the enemy had abandoned them; ſo that they have only one 


ſixteen- pounder left. The day after the action the enemy ſeemed to 
be totally diſperſed, moſt of them having thrown down their arms, 


and retired into the woods, They mult have ſuffered much : we 
had 785 men killed, and 1392 wounded. The Duke de Broglio 
had a horſe ſhot under him, as well as M. de la Roſiere, one of 
his aids-de-camp; and M. de Mazange, his equerry, who is 


wounded in the cheek by a piſtol ſhot, The Prince of Naſſau was 


dangerouſly wounded ; the Ficld-marthal Marquis de Puyſequer 


wounded in the head ; the Marquis de Broglio, nephew to our ge- 


neral, ſhot in the thigh ; and the Count de Roſen has ſ-veral wounds. 
M. de St. Martin, lieutenant-colonel of the regiment of Rohan, and 


M. de Rouſette, major of that of Beauvoiſis, were killed.“ 


On the 24th, the French huſſars took poſſeſſion of the town of 
Munden ; and from thence proceeded to Gottingen, on which they 


alſo ſeized, and the partiſan Fiſcher took poſt at Nordheim with 
800 men. Prince Vſemberg retired to Eimbec, where he made 
| a ſtand, 'till he ſhould be recruited and receive ſome ſmall reinforce- 


ments which were to be ſent to him from Hanover. His Serene 


Highneſs, having altered his plan, ſuddenly filed off towards the 


Meuſe, and encamped at Waſſenberg, on the 2 5th, between three 


or four leagues from Ruremonde, having an advanced guard between 


two thick woods which covered his camp. 


TuE French Army on the 26th marched to Garzweiller near 


Fitz; on the 27th, to Keyenberg at the ſource of the Niers; on the 


2 8th, they encamped near Erkelens, and the Count de St. Germain 


was detached with thirty companies of grenadiers and ſome cavalry 
to obſerve Prince Ferdinand's motions. The Duke de Chevreuſe 


marched to Nuys with the corps de reſerve; and M. de Chevert 
with twelve battalions and four ſquadrons of dragoons, which were 


to guard the bridges near Cologne, was on his march on the other 


fide of the Rhine to inveſt Duſſeldorp; and on the 31ſt, M. de 


Contades fixed his head-quarters at Dalem. 
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Taz ſucceeding operations of the Allied Army to their paſſage 
over the Rhine are related in the following account given by Prince 


Ferdinand. 


FRoM the time his Highneſs received the news of Prince Soubiſe 
having entered the country of Heſſe Caſſel with his army, it ap- 
peared either that the French Army under M. de Contades muſt be 
reduced to the neceſſity of calling Prince Soubiſe to their aſſiſtance, 
or that his Highneſs would be obliged to retreat. 


In the hopes that Prince Vſemberg would have been able to ſtand 
his ground, for ſome time at leaſt, in Heſſe Caſſel, Prince Ferdinand 
of Brunſwie reſolved to carry the ſcene of action to the Meuſe, in 
order to draw the enemy from the Rhine; and had formed a plan 
which would have effectually anſwered the purpoſe above mentioned, 
and. been productive of the greateſt conſequences for the public 
ſervice : and it was in execution of this plan that his Highneſs 
marched to Ruremonde towards the latter end of July ; but the 
long and heavy rains, which had happened in thoſe parts, had ſo 

broke the roads that his march was greatly retarded ; and in the 
mean time his Highneſs was informed of the defeat of Prince Vſem- 
berg's corps near Caſſel, where the enemy had opened to themſelves 
the poſſeſſion of the Weſer in caſe they purſued their advantage, and 
conſequently might act in Weſtphalia on any fide they pleaſed, In 
this ſituation his Highneſs had no other option but a victory over 
the French, or to repaſs the Rhine. In the firſt he was repeatedly 
diſappointed by the backwardneſs of the French to ſtand an en- 
gagement ; and as it was dangerous to remain long in a poſition 
where he had the French Army on one wing, and on the other the 
fortreſs of Gueldres, (of which the garriſon had been conſiderably 
| reinforced) as well as ſeveral other poſts within reach of obſtructing 
the convoys and ſubſiſtance of the army, beſides the poſſibility of 
the Engliſh troops from Embden being prevented from joining the 
army, in caſe time ſhould be left M. Soubiſe to think of intercept- 
ing them, his Highneſs reſolved to march back to the Rhine, which 
was accordingly executed with the greateſt ſucceſs in the following 
manner: On the 28th of july, the army moved ſtill nearer the 
Meuſe, and encamped between Ruremonde and Schwalm. The 
head-quarters were fixed at Hallenrad. On that day, advice was 
5 received 
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received there of the action which had paſſed the 23d in Heſſe Caſ- 
ſel. The enemy having ſhewn themſelves upon our left, and taken 
poſſeſſion of Bruggen, the Duke ſent the Hereditary Prince of 
Brunſwie with orders to diſlodge them from thence, and to make 
himſelf maſter of the town, which was done with ſucceſs the next 
day. No doubt was made but that the enemy would move to-—- 
wards us; but they ſo well covered the motions of their army by 


detachments of light troops, that we had but imperfect notions 
thereof. In part, however, we were informed of them, and the 


duke gueſſed at the reſt, inſomuch that, having marched in the 
night between the 1ſt and 2d of Auguſt towards Dulken, he found 


the enemy likewiſe on their way to the ſame place from Dalem, 
M. de Contades, who probably did not expect his Highneſs there, 
choſe rather to go back, and take up his former camp at Dalem, 
than to give battle. It was the general opinion, that there 
would have been an engagement the next day. The Allied Army 
was under arms on the zd very early in the morning, and made 
a motion for advancing towards the enemy; but it appeared from 
the motions we ſaw them make upon our coming on, that they 
would endeavour again to avoid an action. His Serene Highnefs 
had reaſons which induced him to loſe no time in purſuing an 
enemy that was determined not to fight. He made, therefore, at 
eight in the morning, diſpoſitions for the march to Wachtendone : the 
Prince of Holſtein with the Pruſſians compoſed the rear guard; 


the Hereditary Prince of Bruniwic marched with the vanguard to 


force the poſt of Wachtendonc. That place, as is well known, is 
an ifland ſurrounded by the Niers, of a very difficult approach, 
though without fortifications. The Hereditary Prince, not being 
able immediately to get down the bridge the enemy had drawn up, 
without giving them time to recollect themſelves, entered the river, 
and paſſed it with ſome companies of grenadiers who followed his 


example, and drove the enemy away with their bayonets. After- 


wards, at ſun-ſet, all the army paſſed the bridges of Wachtendonc, 
excepting only the baggage, «which marched on during the whole 
night, with the rear guard which covered their march. The army 
marched on the 4th to Rhinbergen, ſo little harrafſed by the 


enemy that not a fingle troop of them appeared in fight. That 
evening news was brought, that M. de Chevert had paſſed the 
Lippe with twelve or fourteen battalions and ſeveral ſquadions, in 


order 
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order to join the garriſon of Weſel, and then fall upon the corps 
encamped at Meer under Lieutenant-general Imhoff. There was 
not a moment's doubt, but that that attack would be made the next 
day. His Serene Highneſs could have wiſhed to reinforce General 
Imhoff; but the men were too much fitigued to begin another 
march the ſame evening; and the extraordinary overflowing of the 
Rhine, which rendered the bridges at Rees impaſſable, was an ad- 
ditional difficulty: ſo M. Imhoff had no reſource but in his own 

ood conduct, and in the inexpreſſible bravery of his troops, con- 
fiſting of fix battalions and four ſquadrons, much weakened by dif- 
ferent detachments made from them. But the hand of Providence 
ſo viſibly ſeconded the efforts of that handful of men, that after a 
ſharp engagement they gained a complete victory over an enemy 
who was triple their number, The enemy was drove under the 
cannon of Weſel, and the field of battle was covered with their 
dead. Ten pieces of cannon were taken from them, and a number 
of priſoners of the moſt conſiderable rank. On the 6th of Auguſt, 
General Wangenheim paſſed the Rhine with ſeveral battalions and 
ſquadrons to reinforce M. Imhoff, and put him in a condition to 
make the utmoſt advantage of a victory as complete as it was 
glorious to the arms of his majeſty and of his allies The army 
marched the ſame day to Santem, where they pitched their camp, 


Wurd the army arrived at Rhinberg his Highneſs intended to 
have paſſed the Rhine there, which would have been attended with 
ſeveral advantages ; but the prodigious flood in the river, occaſioned 
by the continual rains, had made it overflow to ſuch a degree that 
the ſhore was inacceſſible, and the ſame reaſon made it impoſſible 
to make uſe of the bridges at Rees. It was, therefore, found neceſ- 
ſary to march further down, and in the night between the 8th and 
gth a bridge was laid over the river at Griethuyſen. 


Tux enemy had prepared four boats of a particular invention to 
deſtroy it, which were coming down the river from Weſcl; but 
they were all taken on the morning of the gth, by ſome armed 
barks we had upon the river, before they could put their defign in 
execution, The ſame morning about day break, the army began 
to paſs, and the diſpoſition his Serene Highneſs was pleafed to make 
for paſling it was as follows: four ſquadrons of dragoons, the bag-

gage of the head- quarters, the ſick of the army, the heavy artillery, 

the army in four diviſions, the baggage of the army, and the rear 
guard, which upon this occaſion was very ſtrong. The paſſage was 
entirely completed on the 1oth, the laſt of the rear guard paſſing 
over about ten o'clock, without any interruption from the enemy. 
Prince Ferdinand received a letter from the Duke of Marlborough, 
acquainting him, that his Grace with all the Engliſh troops, except 
Lieutenant-general Campbel's regiment of dragoons, was at Lingen 

the #th inſtant in their way to Coeſveld; and Lieutenant-general 
Imhoff with eleven battalions and ten ſquadrons was arrived at 
Eoekholt, which being but one forced march from Coeſveld, his 
junction with the corps of Englith troops became certain. 
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Brok the paſſage of the Rhine, his Highneſs received from 
Licutenant-general Imhoff the following relation of his engagement 
with M de Chevert. The conſternation of the French in that 
affair was ſo great, and their flight ſo precipitate, that 2000 muſkets 
were gathered from the ground over which they fled. _ 


« Ox the 4th of Auguſt, at fix-o'clock in the evening, I received 
advice from a good hand, that the enemy, who were to paſs the 
Lippe over three bridges, would march that night with much artil- 
lery towards Rees, in order to poſſeſs themſelves of that place, and 
burn the bridge. As he might go thither by turning my camp, I 

took the reſolution to decamp with the four battalions and four 
ſquadrons under my command, in order to cover Rees, and join the 
| battalions of Stolzenberg and of the Hereditary Prince of Heſſe, that 
were marching under the command of General Zaſtrow from Spich, 
where they had paſſed the Rhine in boats. Having perceived nothing 
of the enemy, and believing. that the accounts I had received might 
be falſe, I reſolved to return to my advantageous poſt at Meer, I 
ſet forward at fix in the morning; and after I had reached my old 
camp, the advanced guards were no ſooner poſted, but they found 
themſelves engaged with the enemy, who advanced towards me from 
Weſel, under the command of Licutenant-general de Chevert, and 
Meſſ. de Voyer, and de Chavigny, major-generals, with the whole 
corps of troops, which were deſigned to make the fiege of Duſ- 
ſeldorp. TY D ; 
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« My front was covered by coppices and ditches, with a riſing 
ground on my right, from whence I could ſce the whole force that 
was coming againſt me. Perceiving, then, that the enemy was 
marching into this difficult ground, I reſolved to attack them as ſoon 
as they entered it. I therefore ordered my infantry to advance about 
200 paces from the firſt hedges, and took the regiment of Stoltzen- 
berg from my right to poſt it on the coppice, in order to fall upon 
the left of the enemy, whom [I faw quite uncovered ; and gave 
orders to the other regiment to march with drums beating up to the 
enemy, as ſoon as they ſhould hear the fire of the regiment of 
Stoltzenberg, and attack them with bayonets fixed I his, bein 
executed with the greateſt ſpirit by the whole tix battalions, had ſo 
great an effect, that, after a reſiſtance of about half an hour, the 
enemy was put into confuſion, and fled towards Welel, leaving on 
the ſpot eleven pieces of cannon, with a great many waggons and 
other carriages with ammunition. 


* 


« Tax loſs on my fide conſiſts of no more than 209 men killed 
and wounded ; that of the enemy is not exactly known We h.ve 
taken 3 54 priſoners, among whom are eleven otficers. General 
Zaſtrow perfectly well ſ-cond.d me in this action, and all the 
others fought with the greateſt courage. The names of theſe brave 
regiments are that of Stoltzenberg, Saxe-Gotha, Hereditary Prince 
of Heſſe, and Imhoff of Brunſwic, and the four ſquadrons of 
Buſch's, which could not act in the manner they wiſhed on account 
of the encloſures.” » 


IMMEDIATELY after the paſſage of the Rhine, his Serene High- 
neſs gave orders for the evacuation of the town of Duſſeldorp, and 
the garriton accordingly joined the main army. 


Ox the 1ſt of Auguſt, arrived at Embden from 3 the fol- 
lowing Britiſh regiments, under the command of his Grace the Duke 
of Marlborough, to reinforce the army of the Allies; viz. Napier, 
Kingſley, Welch fuſiliers, Home's, and Stuart's, infantry ; and 
 Horſe-guards Blue, Bland, Howard, Inniſkillen, Mordaunt, ca- 
valry. By the 3d, they were all diſembarked about tix miles above 
Embden.

been in garriſon at Embden about fixteen weeks, but were now re- 
lieved by a party of 400 invalids. On the 6th, they halted ; on the 


7D, marched and encamped by Meppax ; on the vth, by Lingen; 


alted the gth; on the 10th, marched again, and encamped by 


Brentheim ; the 11th halted; on the 12th, marched to Auhus ; 


and, on the 17th, marched and encamped by Coeſveld, where they 
joined General Imhoff's detachment ; and, on the 2oth, they were 
reviewed by his Serene Highneſs, who exprefled the greateſt ſatis- 
faction at their appearance. The regiment of North Britiſh dragoons, 
on the z 1ſt, alſo joined the army at Coeſveld: they had been detained 
at fea by contrary winds, | 1 


Tux French Army paſſed the Rhine about the middle of the 
month, and by the 18th were encamped on the heath near Weſel; 
and Prince Ferdinand, having marched by Borcken and Gemen, 


fixed his head- quarters at Coeſveld, having an advanced guard at 


Dulmen. The Prince de Soubiſe detached a large body to War- 
burg, and another to Geiſmac, and at the fame time Fiſcher's 


corps quitted Gottingen. On the 21ſt, M. de.Contades marched to 
Scherembec, where he fixed his head-quarters. The next day he 


halted there, and on the 23d proceeded to Dorſten, where they 


paſſed the Lippe over three bridges, and marched to Reclinghauſen, 


where they encamped. 


On the ziſt, a moſt obſtinate ſkirmiſh happened in the neigh- 


bourhood of Dorſten, between a detachment'of Hanoverian hunters 
and a body of French huſſars, in which the latter were entirely diſ- 
perſed. Each party ſuffered conſiderably on this occaſion. 


O the 3d of September, Prince Xavier, at the head of 10,000 


Saxons who were on their march to join M. de Contades, encamped 
at Geſtorp, within three leagues of Recklinghauſen. September 4, 
the Allied Army marched, and the head-quarters were fixed at 


Dulmen, with their adyanced guard at Halteren. September 5, 


Captain Scheiter with fifty Hanoverian hunters paſſed the Lippe in 
the night a little above Gallen, in order to carry off a million of 
money which was going to Dorſten, but it arrived there the day 
before. He, however, did not entirely loſe his labour ; for having 
met with a party of 100 French horſe, he defeated them, and made 
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ſeveral priſoners. He then proceeded towards Weſel, deſtroyed a 
a convoy of thirty waggons loaded with wine and flour, took fixty 


oxen, with watches, rings, &c. to the value of 430,000 livres, 


beſides three couricrs with their diſpatches, 


GENERAL Oberg was ſent to Lipſtadt with a large detachment, 


in order to be near at hand to ſupport M. Yſemberg, and obſerve 
ſuch detachments as might be made from the French Army to that 
quarter. : | 


» 


SEPTEMBER 12, the grenadiers of France were advanced to- 
wards Ham, and another body of 2000 French infantry were or- 
dered to take poſt at Alten on the road to Lipſtadt. His Serene 


Highneſs at the ſame time puſhed forward an advanced corps of the 


Allied Army as far as Callenberg. On the 1 5th, the Duke of Fitz- 
James, and Count de St. Germain, were detached from the French 


Army with four brigades to Cuſtorp, and on the 16th, the Duke de 


Loval was alfo ſent to Luhnen with another large detachment. 


On the 15th, the two armies remained ſtill in their former 
head-quarters ; but Prince Holſtein was dethached by his Serene 
Highneſs to take poſt at Werne on the Lippe with a conſiderable 
detachment, e 5 5 

On the 2 4th, the brigade of Bellſunce infantry, and a brigade 
of cuiraſſiers, were detached from the French Army towards Ham; 
and on the 25th, Lieutenant-general M. de Chevert, M. de Voyer, 
and M. de Grollier, followed them with a large detachment. 


SEPTEMBER 29, M. de Peru, who commanded a conſiderable 
body of troops at Luynen, attacked the Duke of Holſtein, who, 
with three battalions of foot and two regiments of dragoons, occupied 


an advanced poſt at Borcken; the particulars of which action are 


as follow, The French, having made themſelves maſters of two 


bridges over the Lippe at Luynen and at Beedebourg, took advan- 


tage of this, and marched in the night-time with a very ſuperior 
force to the advanced poſts of the Prince of Holſtein, where they 


arrived at break of day. One of our poſts upon the road to 


Luynen ſtopped them ſome time, and retreated in very good order, 
= The 
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The enemy, who advanced their infantry through ſome thickets 
whilſt their cavalry kept the high road, were ſtopped by a battalion 


which we had thrown into Boicken, and which made good uſe of 


two pieces of cannon they had with them. In the mean time the 
enemy got up their cannon, and placed four battering pieces upon 
an eminence, from whence they charged us very britkly, whilſt 
their muſquetry fired upon us on both ſides. Our orders were to 
retire towards Olphan, where his Serene Highneſs the Duke of 
Brunſwic had doubtleſs very good reaſons to draw the enemy. AC- 


cordingly we prepared for our retreat, which wa performed in the 


beſt order imaginable. The enemy, who followed us very cloſe 
through the thicket, did not ſhew the fame ardour when our rear 
guard drew up over-againſt them on the plain : on the contraiy, 
they never came out of the wood; and we perceived ſoon after, 


that their body, which conſiſted of Sooo men, retreated with great 


precipitation towards Luynen, and repaſſed the 1.ippe there. Our 
whole loſs amounted to but ſix killed and twelve wounded. The 


enemy carried off their dead and wounded. One of our polts, 


conſiſting of an officer and thirty men, having loſt their way in the 


wood, had the misfortune to fall into the hands of che enemy; 


and another poſt, which we had at Dalem, was ſurpriſed the fame 
day by a detachment which paſſed the Lippe at the ſame time. 
We retook all our poſts the ſame night, and puthed tome of them 
to the gates of Alt Luynen. | 


AFTER the defeat of Prince Yſemberg all poſſible methods were 
taken at Hanover to reinforce that general. The hunters of the 
king's venerie received orders to afſemble at Uſlar, under the com- 
mand of M. Ouenhauſen, grand huntſman of the court. I hey 
were in number about 1000 men, who did duty jome on horſeback, 
ſome on foot. They alſo formed another new regiment, and exer- 
ciſed their militia wich the greateſt diligence, 7 95 


On the gth of September, the Prince of Soubiſe moved forward 
to Gottingen, and again took poſſeſſion of that town. General Prince 
Yiemberg, who had advanced towards that place with his hcad- 
quaiiers at Moringen, being greatly inferior to him in numbers, 
Was obliged to fall back to Uſlar. On the 14th, the French 

marched to Northeim, and on the 14th to Eimbec. Colonel 


Fiſcher's 
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Fiſcher's corps made incurſions into the electorate, and puſhed 


forwad even to the gates of the city of Hanover. 


'On the 46h; General Zaſtrow marched from Warrendorp to- 


wards Hamelen to join Prince Yſemberg with the corps under his 


command. On the 19th, General Oberg, who was at Paderborn, 

ſent a detachment of four ſquadrons of dragoons, the grenadiers of 
his ſeven battalions, and Luckner's corps, towards Warburg, where 
the enemy had a camp of five battalions, eight ſquadrons, and the 


huſſars of Naſſau Sharbruc, commanded by M. Dumenil, who im- 


mediately upon their approach decamped, paſſed the Dymel, and 


marched about three leagues beyond it: the next day ſome of 
Luckner's corps having alſo paſſed that river, he retired to Caſſel. 


On the 24th, General Oberg marched from Warburg, and, on the 


25th, attacked a large detachment under the command of M. de 
Waldener, who had been advanced from Caſſel, cut off about 200 


of his light troops, and on the 26th in the morning, appeared before 


Caſſel. When the F rench had marched towards Hanover, they 
left in that city all their baggage, &c. beſides a large magazine. 


General Oberg had formed a icheme to ſurpriſe it, and would cer- 


tainly have effected it, had not M. de Soubiſe by forced. marches 


arrived the ſame day in the very criſis ; and having reinforced the 
garriſon with ſeven battalions, encamped in the neighbourhood of 
that town, with his right to the gardens and his left to the caſcade, 
On the 2 th, Prince Yſemberg, who had followed the F rench in 


their retreat, Joined General Oberg. 


INTELLIGENCE being received that the Saxon troops, joined by 


| a large body of French, were on their march to reinforce the 
enemy, General Oberg, not being able to bring them to an action 
without attacking them to a great diſadvantage in their camp which 


they had ſtrongly fortified, and fearing not only to be put between 
two fires, but alſo to ve his communications cut off from his 


magazines, determined to change his poſition, and draw nigher to 
Minden. He accordingly decamped on the zd of October at ten 


in the morning with drums beating and trurhpets ſounding, The 


French detached a large body of cavalry, with all the grenadiers of 


their army, to an eminence above Niedar Vellmar towards Caflel. 


Their lig t troops ſkirmiſhed with ours: Fiſcher's corps followed 


Cur. 
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our rear, which had already quitted the village of Ober Vellmar. 
This body of French advanced no farther than the Tannen Wald- 
gen: they continued on the eminence, and we quietly to“ poſ- 
ſeſſion of the camp bet +cen Hchemkirchin and Kothwurſten. On . 0 
the 4th, they continued their march; on the 5th, paſled the Fulde, "= 
and encamped at Langwchrenhagen, poſſeſſing ihemielves of Wilt- . 
ſenhauſen and Gottingen. The French were encamped between 
Wechlheyden and Obeizwehren; they alſo occupied Battenhauſen. 
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OcToBER 12, the ſuccour ſent by M. de Contades to the Prince 
de Soubiſe encamped the 8th inſtant under the cannon of Caſſcl, 
5 near the French Army. General Oberg, who ever ſince the 2 5th 
; paäaſt, viz. from the time he arrived near Caſſel, had been deſirous of 
attacking the French, but prevented from doing it from the difficulty 
of the ground they occupied, and which they had made ſtronger by 
all poſſible care, could not doubt but that the French Army, thus : 
reinforced, would endeavour immediately to enter upon action. He = 
would have withed to avoid ſtanding upon the defenſive ; but the 
ſuperiority of the enemy, joined with the advantage of their po- 
| ſition, did not allow him either to pats the Fulde above Caflel, and 
ſo to ſeparate himſclf from the Weſer and from his ſubſiſtance, or 
to ritk the lots of all by a hazardous attack: he reſolved, therefore, 
to keep the advantageous poſt which he had taken near Sunder- 
hauſen, and take advantage of the leaſt motion the enemy might make. 
In the mean while, the Prince de Soubile marche.i his army, on the 
gth in the morning, on the tide of Nuenmuhl, leaving all his tents 
ſtanding. He made different motions all that day, and in the 
evening took poſſeſſion of the camp near the Waldaw, from Caſſel 
to Oberkausfungen, towards which place his right extended. Ge- 
ncral Oberg, whoſe army was under arms, was in hopes of being 
attacked ; but the motions of the French were made at a diſtance 
upon eminences divided by hollow ways; and as the ſuperiority of 
the Prince de Soubiſe enabled him to ſend a large detachment - 
towards Witzenhauſen, and to get round us by the road of Munden, 
which would have been of very dangerous conſequences, General 
Oberg's care was to prevent being turned. He decamped the 10th 
at tour in the morning, and paſſing by the village of Landwern- 
hagen intended to encamp behind Lutternberg, 1he march was 
unmoleſted ; but the French were preparing to follow us, and 
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flank which out-lined our left. 
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inſtead of encamping General Oberg formed his troops in order of 


battle. The right was to the Fulde, the left to a thicket upon an 
eminence, where five ſix-pounders were placed; the cavalry ſupported 


the wings in a third line; the village of Luttenberg was behind us, 
and a ſtrong riſing ground on the fide of the village was furniſhed | 


with four twelve-pounders, 


By ſeven in the morning the head of 'the French Army, which 
had followed us by the way of Landwernhagen, cannonaded our 


troops without effect, at the time they were forming. Immediately 
afterwards we ſaw a conſiderable body of troops file off at a diſtance 
from our left, which body, marching towards Sichelſtein, might be 
able to get poſſeſſion of an eminence, covered with wood, and take 
us in flank and rear, or paſs by Nienhagen to Munden. Our hunters 
were on that ſide and routed them: and as General Oberg had 


detached Major-general Zaſtrow of the Brunſwic troops with two 
battalions of the ſecond line, ſuſtained by four ſquadrons, the 


French, whom our people attacked with their bayonets, were 
obliged to quit the wood again, and retire to ſome diſtance : but 
they puſhed forward ſtill more troops, as well infantry as cavalry, 
and having paſſed by Landwernhagen, they poſted their left towards 
the Fulde, their right extending far beyond our left, and they 
planted in their front more than thirty pieces of cannon, 


GENERAL Oberg made every poſſible diſpoſition for oppoſing the 


enemy vigorouſly in every part. The whole ſecond line was 


employed both in reinforcing Major-general Zaſtrow with four 


battalions and four ſquadrons, and in ſupplying two battalions, 
ſupported by two ſquadrons of dragoons, which were placed behind 
a thin wood, lying between our left and Major-general Zaſtrow, 
through which the enemy might have come and attacked us; 
beſides that, that little body of troops might fall upon the French 


1 


TE day was ſpent in theſe diſpoſitions, when at four in the 
afternoon the French began a very briſk cannonading, which, 


however, by reaſon of the ſituation, did but little execution; and, 


in the fame inſtant, they fell with a ſtrong body upon Major- 


general Zaſtrow. Their firſt line was compoſed of infantry, which 
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Major-general Zaſtrow attacked with the bayonet and routed, but 
it was ſupported by a conſiderable line of cavalry, which taking 
our infantry in front and flank, broke it the moment that it had 
repulſed the French infantry. Our eight ſquadrons attacked the 
enemy's cavalry, and broke ſome ſquadrons of it, but their number 
increaſed, and came upon us from the wood, The French infantry, 
which had not been engaged, came on; our's had been partly 


broken, the remainder was obliged to retreat, but did it in good 


order. The French then came out almoſt upon the back of our 
firſt line ; they placed the cannon which they had with them at the 


fame time that all the reſt of their army was in motion towards 


us. The moment was critical: General Oberg, who had con- 


ſtantly given his directions with admirable compoſure, commanded 


a retreat, which was made in excellent order quite up to the wood, 
where the defile which leads to Munden begins. The French, in- 
ſtead of puſhing us with their cavalry which was fo greatly ſuperior, 
continued firing upon us with their artillery, which they brought 
on very briſkly under the conduct of the Duke de Broglio, ſome of 
the ſhot falling among our troops near the defile the horſe threw 
themſelves into it precipitately, The artillery and ammumtion 
waggons, coming down in haſte, were broke down and overturned. 
'The battalions filed off; three or. four of them formed themſelves 
defore the opening of the defile. Night came on, the whole paſſed 
the defile, marched through Munden, and lay all the night under 
arms on the other fide of the Weſer, in the little plain near 
Ginpen. In our retreat through the defile we were followed by 
the huſſars only, who were driven back by the battalion of 
Buckebourg. The whole army had paſſed Munden by midnight. 
The fick and. wounded were carried from Munden in the night ; 
only 150 were left behind who were not in a condition to be re- 
moved, There remained at Munden but a very ſmall quantity of 
hay and ſtraw. General Oberg withdrew the garriſon, and the 
following day, the 11th, at day-break, we marched and encamped 
near Gunterſheim, without having our rear at all moleſted. 
_ Oor loſs in wounded and flain was not very conſiderable, as it 
did not exceed 1000 men, The regiments of Vſemberg and Canitz 
ſuffered moſt, and were almoſt ruined. The French had the 
advantage of a very great ſuperiority ; for though their officers whom 
ns 
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we had taken priſoners talked of 50,000 men, it is certain they, 


at the loweſt computation, exceeded 30, ooo, the Saxon troops having 


been augmented by the detachment under M. de Chevert, and af- 
terwards by the troops under the command of Meſſ. de Fitzjames 
and Chabot. It appeared by all their manceuvres, that their capital 
point was to get between us and Munden ; for beſides the un- 
ſucceſsful attempt to do it, which they had made on the gth of 
October, they detached on the 1oth, even in the midſt of the action, 
a body of 5 or 6000 men to this fide of the Fulde, to try the fords 
behind us which we had kept guarded, l 


M. de Soubiſe after the action marched to Luttenberg, where he 
fixed his head- quarters. On the 5th of October, M. de Contades 
marched to Lichnen, and on the 6th to Ham. The Duke de 
Chevreuſe, who was at Dorſten, took poſt at Recklinghauſen, in 
order to ſupport M. de Lorges at Hamke. On the 3th of October, 
the army under his Serene Highneſs marched to Nottein in three 
columns, where he was joined by the two detached corps of the 


generals Imhoff and Wutgenau; and, on the gth, they marched to 


Munſter : at the ſame time the Hereditary Prince and the Duke of 
Holſtein marched to Tellight, and the next day to Warendorp. . 
Lieutenant-colonel Luckner attacked a party of the enemy, com- 
poſed of ſome infantry, and the huſſars of Naſſau Sharbruc, in the 


neighbourhood of Mellingen. He deicated them, and took three 
officers and fifty-ſix private men priſoners, 


OCTOBER 14, the Allied Army marched from Munſter to 


Tellight, leaving a garriſon in that city. The Hereditary Prince 
advanced to Rheda, and on the 17th to Conpelon near Lipſtadt, . 


where bridges were immediately thrown over the Lippe. The He- 
reditary Prince with the vanguard paſſed it, and encamped at Bonig- 
hauſen, On the 18th, that Prince proceeded towards Soeſt, in order 
to diſlodge the Duke de Chevreuſe, who was poſted there with a 
ſtrong detachment. The attack was made at ſeven in the morning, 
and the French were obliged to retire to Werle. On the 18th, the 


army began to file off by the bridges of Coupelon, and encamped 


at Soeſt; and the Hereditary Prince advanced to diſlodge the enemy 


from Werle, who retired towards Unna, and then returned to Soeſt. 
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On the 2oth, Mr. de Contades marched to Werle, where he fixed 
his head-quarters. Here he was joined by the Saxons, and the 
detachments he had ſent to Heſſe under the command of the Duke 
Fitzjames and M. de Chevert, and on the 23d, returned to Ham. 
On the 22d, Prince Ferdinand's army made a motion by its right 
from Soeſt to Hoſſiſtadt, with its right to that place and its left to 


Oiſnighauſen. Here he was joined by General Oberg, who was ſo 


poſted as to cover the right flank of the army. The light troops 
were all this day engaged with the enemy with great ſucceſs. His 
Grace the Duke of Marlborough, who had been left behind ſick at 
Munſter, died there about this time, and was ſucceeded in the com- 
mand of the Britiſh troops by the Lord George Sackville. On the 
24th, M. de Contades detached M. d' Armentieres with ſeventeen 
battalions and twenty-ſix ſquadrons towards Munſter, with orders 
to endeavour to take that place by ſurpriſe. On the 25th, he 
approached Steinfurth, where Lieutenant-general Kilmanſeg was 


poſted with three battalions and two regiments of horſe. This 


detachment fell back upon the Toll-houſe into the town, and 
ſhut the gates. The French appeared within the reach of the 
cannon of the rampart, which were well ſerved. They con- 
tinued in motion the whole day of the 26th, and on the 25th 
they retired to Ham, on information of the march of his Se- 


rene Highneſs towards Munſter, Colonel Scheiter's corps was ſent. 
in purſuit of them. ”

On the 16th and 17th of N the French Army ſepa- 
rated at Bockam, and marched off in three columns; one to Weſel, 
another to Duſſeldorp, the third to Cologne, where they paſſed the 
Rhine to go into winter- quarters. They put forty battalions and 
3000 cavalry into thoſe three places, leaving M. de Chabot with the 
legion Royale on the left of the Rhine to maintain the poſt at Hat- 


tingen. Their quarters extended from Cleves up to Coblentz along 


that river, over which they had conſtructed fix ws. Their 
bead. quarters were fixed at Crevelt. 


ON the 224, thePrincede Soubiſe abandoned Monden; and the 2 3d, 
they alſo evacuated the city of Caſſel, and went into their winter - quar- 
ters, which were on the left of their main army, and extended from the 
mouth of the Lahn , inclining upwards along that river and the Mayne. 
Their head-quarters were at Hanau, and their hoſpital at Marpurg. 


When they quitted Caſſel, they ſeized on Gieſſen, into which 


: they put a garriſon of 3000 of their beſt troops. They alſo took

their winter-quarters. 


On the ſeparation of the French Army, our troops likewiſe 
marched into winter-quarters, which were regulated in the manner 
following. 


Ix the city of Munſter where Prince Ferdinand eſtabliſhed his 
head-quarters, were four battalions of Engliſh troops, two of Hano- 


verian guards, with two ſquadrons of life-guards, and horſe grena- 


diers; an Engliſh battalion in Reinen, and another in Steinhorſt; 
a battalion of the regiment of Rheden was diſtributed at Tillegette, 
Walbech, and Alberſtock ; and a battalion of Saxe-Gotha took poſt 
at Warcndorp, 
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Fo battalions of the Brunſwic troops, ten battalions of Heſ- 
ſians, and one of Buckebourg, with ſeven ſquadrons of Englift 
horſe, eight of Heſſian, four of Hanoverian, and thirteen of Pruſ- 
ſian horſe, were repartitioned in the biſhopric of Paderborn, where 
the Hereditary Prince eſtabliſhed his cars This body was 


commanded by ten general officers. 


Tuos E which were poſted in the biſhopric of Oſnabrug, and along 


the river Ems, conſiſted of nine battalions and eighteen ſquadrons 


of Hanoverians, with nine ſquadrons of Engliſh horle, under the 
command of Neben general officers. There were only one batta- 
lion of fuſiliers, and two ſquadrons of the Dachenhauſen regi- 


ment of dragoons, quartered in the biſhopric of Hildeſheim, 


Ma JoR General en was at Lipſtadt, with two batta- 
lions of Hanoverians, four of Heſſians, and ſome thouſands of 


militia and light troops. 


BrSsIDESs this, the Hereditary Prince of Brunſwic and four 


other general officers formed a chain compoled of eight batta- 
lions and ten ſquadrons of Hanoverians, two battalions of the 


troops of Wolfenbuttle, and Scheiter's body of hunters, which was 


repartitioned at Stadt Loon, Geſchen Lobourg, Coeſveld, Lette, 
Dulmen, and Ham, and were poited fo as to be aſſembled in a very 


ſhort time, if circumſtances required it. 


Bes1DEs theſe, there were in the country of Heſſe, under the 
Prince of Yſemberg, and five other general officers, fur batta- 
lions of Hanoverians and Heflians, and one of Brunſwic, with 
ſeven ſquadrons of Heſſian horſe, and ſome companies of huſ- 
ſars and hunters. The biſhopric of Hilderſheim was taxed to 


_ furniſh ſix thouſand recruits for our army, which they had already 


began to raiſe, 


Prince Yſcmberg, who had eſtabliſhed his head-quariens at 


Caſſel at the time the French had quitted it, cauſed a part of 


his troops on the 1ft of December to march to Fritzlar, and 
the reſt into the bailiwic of Gudenberg, where they rammen. 


Tux 
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Tux French General M. le Marquis de Caſtreis appeared on 


the iſt of December at five in the morning, before the gates 
of St. Goar, with the regiment of St. Germain, and ſome de- 


tachments ſcaled the walls, and made priſoners a party of fifty 
men who guarded that place; and about eight he ſummoned the 
fortreſs of Rhinfels. The garriſon, conſiſting of 700 men, ſur- 
rendered the place without making any defence, and were all 
made priſoners of war. . 
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* ae URING the road of winter-quarters, the armies on 


A K both ſides took all neceſſary precautions to avoid being 


** D >, ſurpriſed, watching each other's motions with a careful 
| eye, and, far from being inactive, embraced every 
. 8 2 LAY opportunity of harraſſing one another where the 


leaſt view- of advantage offered itſelf. This of courſe occaſioned 


ſeveral different movements, and brought on frequent, ſkirmiſhes, 


Their attention, however, was not at the ſame time diverted from 


making the neceſſary preparations for the approaching ſeaſon, nor 
from uſing their utmoſt efforts to enable them to open the campaign 
with vigour, each endeavouring to be before-hand in the field. For 
this purpoſe reinforcements were ſent from England, with requiſite 
ſtores, ſome thouſands of recruits were raiſed in Germany for the 
Allied Army, and though forage and proviſions were extremely 


ſcarce in thole parts, yet proper magazines were furniſhed, and every 
thing provided which could alleviate the unavoidable fatigues of the 
enſuing year. No money was ſpared, and our generals on that oc- 
caſion Wee the greateſt prudence and humanity. The King of 
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Pruſſia had an interview with his Serene Highneſs, wherein they 
had concerted meaſures and formed a plan of operation; which, by 


the ſteps taken in the very beginning of the year, appear and ſeem 
highly probable to be in part, that the Allied Army ſhould en- 


deavour to drive the French to the Rhine, and at the ſame time 


get between them and the combined armies of the Empire and' 


Auſtrians, while his majeſty on the other ſide ſhould ſend a conſi- 


derable detachment i into Thuringia and Franconia. By this means 


the countries of Hanover, Heſſe, &c. would be covered, and the 


army of the Circles and Imperialiſts would be either forced to retreat, 
or fuffer themſelves to be encloſed between the two armies without 


being able to receive any ſuccour from the French, while they, « on 
the contrary, could mutually ſupport each other. 


On the other hand, the courts of Yi and Paris had alſo 


regulated and drawn up a ſcheme, purſuant to which the army 
of the Circles, ſupported by a body of the Imperial troops, ſhould. 


occupy Thuringia and Franconia, whence they might be able not 


only to make incurſions into the countries of Heſſe, &c. but alſo 


to ſupport, and be ſupported by, the French ; and a chain would be 


thereby formed from the Lower Rhine to the grand Imperial Army, 


enabling them to reinforce and act in conjunction with each other. 


Tux Prince de Soubiſe caſt his eye on the city of Francfort as 


a poſt of the utmoſt importance, both to facilitate his own ſchemes 


and fruſtrate thoſe of the Allies; a poſt that would enable him to 


keep the concerted communication open with the Auſtrians; a poſt 


that would make him maſter of the rivers Rhine and Maine, by 
which he might receive ſupplies, even as far as from Alſace ; a poſt, 
alſo, that would ſerve him as a ſafe retreat on any occaſion. He 
therefore reſolved to make himſelf maſter of it at any rate, which 
he effected by the following unprecedented piece of treachery. On 
the 2d day of January, the regiment of Naſſau preſented itſelf 


before one of the gates, demanding permiſſion to paſs through the 


city. -This liberty was granted, and they were accordingly con- 
ducted by a detachment of the garriſon, as is the cuſtomary cere- 
mony on ſuch occaſions, as far as the Saxenhauſen gate. When 
they arrived there, inſtead of proceeding forward, they halted, 
ſeized on the grand — and uw — Immediately after, five 


regiments 
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regiments more, viz. Beauvoiſins, Rohan, Rochfort, Bentheim, and 
Royal Deux Ponts, entered, and took poſſeſſion of the principal 
places in that city. Thus was that free and Imperial town, contrary 
to all laws, ſeized on by the French, and made the head-quarters 
of their general. | | . 


JANUARY, the French f partiſan Madelet with 300 foot and 


60 horſe from Weſel, attempted to ſurpriſe an Hanoverian poſt, but 


was himſelf ſurpriſed in an adjacent village, on the night before 
he. propoſed the attempt, by a party ſent for that purpoſe from 
Coeſveld. 8 


Hts Serene Highneſs, having intelligence that a body of the 


French were in motion on the Roer, and had paſſed that river, re- 
inforced his poſts, and ordered out ſome detachments, who ſoon. 


forced them to repaſs that river with the utmoſt precipitation, 


_ abandoning at the ſame time the important poſt they had at Hat- 
tingen. Another body of about 6000 French alſo paſſed that river 


ſome time after, but were in like manner ſpeedily obliged to retire, 


having without any effect made a forced and fruitleſs march in this 


ſevere ſeaſon through bad roads, and harraſſed their men to no 
purpoſe, 5 5 
ST 


THE army of the Circles and a party of the Auſtrians began to 


advance into Thuringia and Franconia by ſeveral different bodies; 


one whereof entered on the 13th of January into Erfurth, where 
they took poſt, formed magazines, and collected a vaſt quantity of 
pallifadoes for the repair of the fortifications. This was a very im- 


portant place, as it was the key both of Saxony and Heſſe, and was 


alſo abſolutely neceſſary to ſecure their communication with the 
French. The reſt extended themſelves into the dutchies of Saxe- 
Eiſenach, Saxe-Cobourg, Saxe-Gotha, and the diſtrict of Fulde. 


In the month of February, General d' Arberg, at the head of 12,000 


of thoſe troops, ſuddenly entered the country of Heſſe, ſeized on 
the bailywics of Smalkalden, Vacha Fridewald, and Lendec, as 


alſo the principality of Hirsfeldt, taking poſt between the Fulde and 
Werra. At the ſame time Colonel Fiſcher's corps was ſent into 
the neighbourhood of Marpurg. 
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PRINCE Vſemberg had an interview near Caſſel with the Here- 
ditary Prince, who came for that purpoſe from Paderborn. Some 
light troops were ſent towards Hirsfeldt, as alſo a detichment to 
Allendorff on the Werra, to obſerve the enemy in both theſe places, 
Reinforcements were ſent from the biſhopric of Paderborn, and the 
general's head-quarters were moved from Fritzlar to Hombourg. 
Preparations were alſo made at Caſſel for the reception of a body of 
troops, and a bridge was thrown over the Fulde above that city. 


AT t is juncture, Prince Henry detached General Knoblock 
from Saxony, with a body of troops into Thuringia, who attacked 
and made himſelf maſter of Erfurth, on the 28th of E ebruary. He 
then ſent Colonel Kleiſt forward with his green huſſars, who, on 
the 2d of March, arrived at Eiſenach; another detachment marched 
towards Smalkalden and Vacha; and, on the 4th, Lieutenant-co- 
lonel Wunſch, with zoo men, attacked and diſlodged a party near 
Frauenweld. Several priſoners were made by theſe parties. On 
the other hand, General d'Urf, with a body of 4000 men of the 
Allied troops, which had been collected near Rotenberg, was to 


have attacked the enemy's quarters in three different places at once; 


but the huffars and light troops on the preceding day having given 


the alarm, and alſo being informed of the reduction of Erfurth, 


they, in the night, retired with the greateſt expedition towards 
Meinungen, into the country of Bamberg, entirely evacuating the 


country of Heſſe, and abandoning all the poſts they had taken 


poſſeſſion of. Several priſoners and a great deal of their baggage 
fell into the hands of our light troops, Who cloſely purſued them. 


The Pruſſians, at the end of this expedition, returned into winter- 
* 


MaRcn 14, the Puch in 4 1 of Francfort, 
detached ſome ſquadrons of horſe and dragoons to take poſt near 


Friedbourg, they alſo ſent a corps of 3000 men into the diſtrict of 


Hackenburg, Dillenbourg, and Herborn, where, on occaſion, they 
might be ſupported, and be ready to co-operate with the army of 


the circles, who, being reinforced by a large body of Auſtrians, 


were again advancing i in much greater numbers towards the frontiers 
of Heſſe with ſurpriſing celerity, having left a large body in the 


1eighbourhood of Erfurth to obſerve ſome ſmall parties of Pruſſi- 
ans,

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ans, who had taken up their quarters on the frontiers of Thurin— 
gia, Our detachments were obliged to retire every where before 
ſuch ſuperioi force; and the enemy once more ſeiſed Smalkalden, 
Saltzungen, and Vacha : here they ſeemed to make a halt, but ſoon 
after ſuddenly ruſhed into the principality of Hirsfeldt, and had like 
to have ſurpriſed the ſmall garriſon of that capital, who very nar- 
rowly eſcaped. Another body of their troops were likewiſe ad- 
vanced to the Werra. e e 


MaRcn 22d, his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand, on advice 
of thoſe motions of the Auſtrians, ſet out from Munſter in the 


morning, with a deſign, as was thought, of viſiting the poſts of 
Ham, Lipſtadt, and Paderborn; but having drawn ſome troops 


out of that neighbourhood, he marched directly to the country of 


Heſſe, through roads no army had ever paſſed before, and encamp- 


ed, on the 20th, at Rotenberg on the Fulde; the 27th, he 
advanced to Hirsfeldt, where his vanguard ſurpriſed about 100 of 
the enemy, who were now retreating every where; and from 
thence he marched to the town of Fulde. By this march he 
gained the Flank of the French, and cut off their communication 
with.the Auſtrians, 5 | . 


Mach ziſt, the Hereditary Prince, with only two ſquadrons 
of black huſſars, defeated, near Molrickſtadt, the regiment of 
Hohenzolleren cuiraſſiers, and entirely diſperſed them; numbers were 


killed, and 55 made priſoners. The regiment of Wurtzburg infantry, 
which was along with them, being thus deſerted by their cavalry became 
a ſacrifice to the huſſars, who took 130 of them priſoners, and cut the 
reſt to pieces. The next day he marched to Meinungen, with two 


| battalions of grenadiers and ſome light troops, where he made the 
garriſon priſoners, conſiſting of two battalions of the Elector of 


Cologne's troops, and found a conſiderable magazine. He thence 
proceeded to Waſungen, and made priſoners the regiment of Naget. 
General d'Arberg, who was on his march with one battalion 


and ſome grenadiers to ſupport that place, came up after the 


aff.ir was over, A briſk cannonading however enſued, but 


he was obliged to retire with ſuch precipitation that the light horſe 


could not come up with him in their purſuit. - The ſame time the 
Duke of Holſtein diſlodged a party of the French from Frycnſte- 
nau, making two officers and fifty-ſix men priſoners. Colonel 

; e e Stockhauſen 
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Stockhauſen alſo with a detachment of ſome Heſſian huſſars and light 
troops, attacked the regiment of Savoy dragoons with ſuch vigour that 
they cut the major part of them to pieces, and took two rich ſtandards 
from them, which they brought to the head- quarters. 


Ox the fide of the Prufſians, Major-general Knoblock, with his 
detachment, alſo diſlodged a party of the army of the Circles from 


Saalfelt on the 26th of March; and, on the 28th, General Lin- 


ſtadt alſo forced another from Hoff. 


Tuus the Auſtrians were every where repulſed, and, flying i in 


the utmoſt diſorder and confuſion, were purſued beyond Sula and 


Schleuſingen, in their retreat towards Bamberg, 


APRIL y, the ſeveral n of the Allied Army returned 


this day to the head-quarters at Fulde, where there were aſſembled 


all the Heſſian infantry and cavalry, all the Brunſwic battalions, 
twenty ſquadrons of Pruſſian dragoons, three regiments of Engliſh 
horſe, and ſeven battalions and fix ſquadrons of Hanoverians, 
amounting in the whole to about 30,000 men. 


Tavs far the ſhame propoſed had been put in execution, 1 
now remained to force the French over the Rhine. This was the 


grand view, and the object which fixt his Serene Highneſs's parti- 


cular attention; the time now ſeemed to offer itſelf, the Auſtrians 
could not ſupport them, as they were found employment ſufficient 
by ſeveral Pruſſian detachments which Prince Henry had made ex- 


preſly for that purpoſe, neither were they yet joined by their troops 


from the Lower Rhine; the attempt was, therefore, determined on, 


and for that purpoſe his Serene Highneſs began to move forward 


with the above corps towards the Duke de Broglio, the reſt of the 
Allied Army being left to cover the electorate of Hanover, and 


: ROY the ä of Munſter, 
- APRIL 10, His Serene Highneſs, baving cilled in his detached 


parties, decamped from Fulde and marched to Fryenſtenau, 
11th, marched to Budengen. . 


12th, marched to Windehen, 
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13th, marched towards Bergen, a village ſituate about two 
leagues from Francfort on the road to Hanau, where the French, 


having had intelligence of his Serene Highneſs's march, took poſt 
the preceding day in a camp which they had ſtrongly fortified 
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ſome time before. The French general, Duc de Broglio, kept this 


village on his right, put therein eight German battalions, and 
in the rear of it placed ſeveral French brigades. His center and 
left flank were ſecured in ſuch a manner, that the Allies muſt ne- 
ceſſarily attack that village before they could come at his line. At 


nine o'clock in the morning the army came in fight of the enemy ; 


and notwithſtanding- the advantage of their ſituation was fo great, 
his Serene Highneſs determined to endeavour, if poſſible, to force 
them, and accordingly made the proper diſpoſitions, under cover of 
a riſing ground, for the attack of that village. At ten o'clock the 
grenadiers of the advanced guard made the aſſault with great intre- 
pidity, ſuſtaining with ſurpriſing firmneſs and refolution a moſt 


| ſevere fire from the enemy in the village; but though they were 


ſupported by ſeveral brigades under the command of General 'Y fem- 


berg, and exerted themſelves with the greateſt vigour imaginable, 
taking three batteries from the enemy in the village, yet there were 


ſo many batteries behind one another that they were obliged tc 
retreat in ſome confuſion behind a body of Heſſian horſe, where 
they immediately rallied. The troops which defended the village 


behaved with uncommon ſpirit, and made ſo obſtinate a defence, 


that the Allies were repulſed in three different vigorous attacks made 


in the ſpace of two hours, and never were able entirely to diſlodge 
the enemy, or force them in that important poſt, which covered the 
main body of the French. His Serene Highneſs, perceiving his 


troops were in ſome diſorder, brought up his artillery, and a moſt 


furious cannonading began on both ſides. He likewiſe made new 


diſpoſitions behind the above riſing ground, dividing his infantry into 
two bodies; one of which he placed on his right, and the other on 
his left, with his cavalry in the center, covered by a ſmall column 
of infantry, which was for that purpoſe poſted before it. The army 
then appeared in the plain, as if it intended to renew the charge, 
and attack the enemy at the ſame time both in the village and on 


the left. By theſe movements he amuſed the French the remainder 


of the day ; for his Serene Highneſs, ever watchful and attentive to 
the ſafety of his troops, had determined to retreat while his loſs was 
| | | yet

yet not very conſiderable. He judged it imprudent to hazard all to 
the doubtful iſſde of a freſh attack, on the ſuccets of which the 
operations of the enſuing campaign fo much depended Accordingly 
he gave orders to bury his dead, and remove the wounded ; and 
when night came on made a ſafe and honourable retreat, wichout 
any interruption or moleſtation from the French, who were !o ef- 
tectually deceived by this maneuvie of the Prince, hat they kept 
clole in their poſts, every moment expecting a freth attack. The 
loſs of the Allies on this occaſion amounted to a nag} 2000 men in 
the whole, with five pieces of cannon, which were haft behind in 
the village. Prince Vſemberg was among the number of the killed, 
and the generals Gilfoe and Count Schulenberg were wounded. The 
following circumitance 1 is related of tha Prince's death. Juſt as he 
was going to lead his grenadiers to the afl:ult he laid wich great 
compoſure, „Come, my friends, whoever has courage let them 
* follow me.” Scarce had he expreſſed theſe words, when he re- 


CELVC d a mulquet ball in his breaſt, and inſtantly expired, 


Tur loſs of the French was by no means inferior to that of 
the Allies in the number of the killed and wounded ; among the 
latter was Baron Dirn, licutenant-general and eee of the 
Saxon troops in the abſence of Prince Xavier. He not long after 


died of his wounds, 


Tue Allies retreated no farther on the night of the battle, than 
to Wildeken, a village about a league and a half diſtant from Ber- 
gen, where they halted the next day. 


Aran 15, the wounded being remoyed from Wildeken to 
| Budingen the army marched to Marienborn, where it halted the 


day after. 


— 


APRIL 17, decamped and marched to Bingenheim. 


APRIL 18, marched to Grimberguen. The French, who ne- 
ver quitted their poſts while our army was nigh enough to return 
to the attack, appeared this day with their light troops, under the 
command of M. de Blaiſel, and attempted our rear, but were 


quickly pulled; with confiderable loſs. 
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APRIL 19, Marched to Alsfeld, where the army remained 
*till the 23d; this day an officer, who was diſpatched to a detach- 
ment confiſting of one battalion of grenadiers, and two ſquadrons of 
the regiment of Finckinſtein, with orders relative to their march, 
was unfortunately taken priſoner by the French; in conſequence of 
which accident, they did not ſet out in due time, nor keep the 

proper rout, and were by that means ſurrounded by the enemy, 
who entirely diſperſed or made priſoners the two ſquadrons of 
cavalry, but the grenadiers made a brave defence, and kept them 
at bay until they rejoined the army, which they effected without any 
material loſs except that of their baggage. This day M de Broglio 
returned his troops into cantoonments but they were ſo poſted as to be 
able to unite and form themſelves into a body in two days' time. 


APRIL 23, Marched from Alsfeld to Ziegenhayn, a village | 
about fix leagues from Fritzlar, ſituate in the midſt of a marthy 


ground. „ 


ABour this time Prince Ferdinand, by his ſituation, having no 
reaſon to be apprehenſive of any movements the French could 
make, ſent from Hirſchfield a large detachment under the com- 
mand of General Urf into Franconia, to act againſt the combined 
armies of the Empire and Auſtrians, in concert with Prince Henry, 
who had juſt entered into that country in three columns. 


Trex French with the greateſt diligence fortified their poſt of 
Bergen, as alſo the village of Saxenhauſen one of the ſuburbs of 
Franckfort, on the other fide of the Mayne, where they had a con- 
ſiderable magazine; they alſo ſent all their heavy baggage, &c. 
over that river, and took every neceſſary precaution to avoid being 
ſurpriſed, ſo greatly were they alarmed at the rapid progreſs of the 
Pruſſians, who were advancing towards the Mayne with great 
expedition, the Auſtrians and Imperialiſts every where flying 
before them. 5 l 


On the 7th of May, Prince Henry moved towards Rheichenbach, 
and encamped near Oelnitz, while General Finck filed off to 
Adorff, in order to make the enemy believe he had a deſign to 
direct his march towards Egra; on the 8th he attacked General 
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M' Guire near Hoff, who was poſted there with eight battalions 


and ſome cavalry; his Serene Highneſs forced them after ſome 
reſiſtance to retire, Upon this occaſion one battalion of Marſchal, 


one of Salm, and the battalion of Darmſtadt Grenadiers ſuffered 
conſiderably : the Prince of Salm was taken priſoner. General 
 M*Guire retired by Aſch. General Knoblock at the ſame time 


alſo advanced towards Saalfeldt, and paſſed the Sala near Saalburg: 
General Reid, afraid of being ſurrounded by this motion, fell back 
behind Nordelhen, where he was attacked on the 8th, and forced, 
after a ſmart action, to retire to Steinwiſen ; he was again attacked 
there, and obliged to fall back to Waldenfeldt; during this time 


the Auſtrian General Haddick quitted his camp near Munchſberg, 
where he had entrenched himſelf, and marched in the night be- 


tween the gth and 1oth to Culmbach, where he arrived in the 
moraing ; here the bulk of the enemy aſſembled, and immediately 
ſent their baggage away by the rout of Bamberg, and in the even- 


ing marched to Gaſmanſderff, about a league and half from Culm- 


bach, where General Palſey remained with their rear-guard Prince 


Henry's corps arrived on' the 1oth near Munchſberg, where his 
| head-quarters were fixed: on the 11th he marched to the neigh- 
bourhood of Bareith, with his head-quarters at Himmelſcron. 


The Pruſſian General Platen, on the 11th in the afternoon, attacked 
the Tegiments of Cronek, and the Palatine dragoons, under the 
command of General Riedeſelf, which, after a brave reſiſtance, 
were made priſoners of war. The Combined Army of the Im- 
perialiſts retired - to Nuremberg. | 


On the other hand, Gen. d'Urff, with his detachment from the Allied 
Army, advanced as far as Konigſhoffen; Col. Weyſy retired before them, 
and their van- guard had puſhed their patroles as far as Scheinfurt. 


On the 16th, Prince Henry entered the city of Bamberg; in this 
place the enemy had a very conſiderable magazine, part of which they 
had deſtroyed; there was, however, found 400, ooo rations of bread, 
and 100,000 rations of oats, which had received no damage. 


General Knoblock made himſelf maſter of the caſtle of Cronach 


after a briſk cannonading. Here Prince Henry received notice that 


General Gemmingen, with a large body of Auſtrians, was entering 


into Saxony; as alſo that the Ruſſians were in full march: this 1255 
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him under the neceſſity of returning towards Hoff, having firſt 
raiſed large contributions, and deſtroyed moſt of the enemy's maga- 
Zines; for which purpoſe, on the 21ſt of May he cauſed his 
artillery and heavy baggage to file off towards Saxony, and on the 
22d began his march, leaving 1000 men in the city to cover his 
retreat; this party alſo on the 2 5th followed the main body. 
This expedition of General Gemmingen not only ſaved the re- 
mainder of the army of the Circles, but alſo freed the French from 
the alarms they were under from the vicinity of his Royal High- 
neſs. On the zoth a ſmart engagement happened in which the 
van-guard of the army of the Empire under the command of 
General Palſey, who was ſent to harraſs the rear of the Pruſſians, 
was defeated between Berneck and Gefrees, at a little diſtance 
from Hoff; they had a great number killed and wounded, and 
ſeveral made priſoners, among whom was General Klefeeld ; they 
loſt a great part of their baggage, together with ſeveral pieces of 
cannon, and were purſued as far as Bareith. 


Ir was abſolutely neceſſary to mention the above expedition of 
the Pruſſians into Franconia, as it entirely fruſtrated any ſchemes 

the French and Combined Army might Dave formed with 8 8 to 
the allies at that juncture. 


May 14, About this time the French on the Lower Rhine were 
every where in motion. M, de Contades' head-quarters were at 
Duſſeldorp, where he began to form a camp; they were likewiſe 
forming one at Weſel, and another at Burick, and on the 2 5th he 
removed them to Mulheim, where their main body was aſſembling. 
M. d' Armentieres was left behind on the Lower Rhine we a body 
of about 20,000 men. 


May 18, Prince Ferdinand removed his head-quarters to 
Lipſtadt, bringing with him the greateſt part of the troops from 
the left. General Imhoff was left in the country of Heſſe with a a 
body of 10,000 men. General Hardenberg took poſt at Ham 
with thoſe battalions and ſquadrons which he had under his com- 
mand at Lipſtadt. The troops likewiſe at Munſter, and in that 
neighbourhood, were every where in motion on their march towards 
the Lippe, in order to cantoon along that river. 

WI 2 May 
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May 24, The head-quarters of the Allied Army were trans- 
ferred from Lipſtadt to Ham, and on the 2 th to Recke; General 
Sporcken with the troops from Munſter was at Dulmen. The 
Hereditary Prince was at Unna; to which place General Hardenberg 
had marched fiom Ham with the detachment under his command, 


Lientenant-general Wangenheim was at Dulmen and Halteren to 


obterve M. d' Armentieres. Luckner's and Scheiter's corps were at 
Dorſten, where they had frequent ſkirmiſhes with the ihn troops 
of the French 2 


Jones 2, the Britiſh infantry quitted their cantoonments, and 
encamped near Luynen. 


JuxE 5, his Serene Highneſs's head-quarters were removed from 
Recke to Werle, and the army remained poſted along the Lippe and 
Roer. General Imhoff was encamped near Fritzlar : the magazine 
at Munſter was removed to Lipſtadt, and that at Oſnabrug was 


tranſported to the banks of the Weſer: the corps under M. d' Ar- 


mentieres remained at Weſcl and Duſſeldorp. 


M. de Contades marched through Siegberg, paſſed the Dylle, and 


arrived, on the iſt and 2d of June, at Gieſſen with fifty-ſeven bat- 
talions and forty ſquadrons, M. de Noailles, who commanded the 
vanguard, was at Marpurg with twenty-five battalions and fourteen 


ſquadrons, and M. de Broglio was at Friedburg with the corps de 


reſerve, conſiſting of eighteen battalions and thirty-one ſquadrons : 


the Duke de Briſac alſo joined him with his corps. The French 


Army being thus aſſembled, encamped on the 4th and pth at 
Niedar Walcheron; from whence they marched on the 6th in two 


columns, the right paſſing through Marpurg, and the other keeping 


a little to the left of that town; and on the 7th, they arrived at 
Frankenberg. On the 8th, they marched to . and on the 
ioth, they encamped at Corbach, where their head-quarters were 
eſtabliſhed. Their corps de reſerve, under M. de Broglio, marched 
on the 6th from Gunterſhauſen to Homberg; on the 7th, it pro- 
ceeded to Freyſa, and on the 8th. to Ouberſtorff: his vanguard, 
compoſed of the volontaires de Clermont took poſt the evening of 
the 6th at Ziegenhayn, from which place the en . to 
the Allies retired towards Fritzlar. - 
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Tar Hereditary Prince of Brunſwic paſſed the Roer with a large 
detachment. A party of his light troops unexpectedly appeared on 
the 5th before the town of Erbefeld, attacked the regiment of Pro- 
vence who were poſted there, and diſlodged them. The loſs of the 
enemy was conſiderable in killed and wounded, They had eighty- 
three private men made priſoners, together with their commanding 

officer M. le Chevalier de Montfort, and eight other officers. On 
the 6th, the prince entered Keyſerſwert, and on the night between 
the 6th and 7th, ſurpriſed a body of 1000 of the enemy at Du- 
iſbourg, the greateſt part of whom were made priſoners. From 
thence he proceeded, on the *th, to Dortmond in the country of 
Marc. In ſhort, he traverſed with great rapidity all the French 
quarters in thoſe parts, inſulied Duſſeldorp, alarmed Cologne, and 
ruined ſeveral of the enemy's magazines. By this expedition he not 
only greatly annoyed the enemy, but alſo, by amuſing M. d' Ar- 
mentieres, concealed the real det gus of his Serene Highneſs, and 
at the ſame time covered the march of the Allied Army. 


GENERAL Imhoff perceiving the French intended to cut him 
off, retreated from Fritzlar on the th towards Caſſel, in the neigh- 
bourhood of which place he encamped ; and having cauſed the 
pontoons, artillery, hoſpital, and heavy baggage, to be removed 
from that city to Minden, he proceeded to Lichtenau, leaving 
behind him General Zaſtrow with three Hanoverian battalions and 
one regiment of drugoons. M. de brogho made a forced march 
with a view to ſurpriſe this ſmall corps; but they being appriſed of 
his approach, and finding themſclves too weak to defend that city, 

prudently retreated by the way of Munden towards Hamelen and 
Minden; and the French entered that defenceleſs capital early on 
the morning of the 1 th, and ſent immediately a detachment in 
purſuit of vi de Zaſtrow as tar as Munden, of which place they 
al o took poſſeſſion. Both here and at Caſſel the enemy found ſome 


magazines, which the Allies were not able to remove at the time 
they were forced to retire. Fe 1 


Tak Allied Army were all aſſembled by the 11th of June in the 
neighbourhood of Werle and Socſt. Six companies of Engliſh 
grenadiers were formed into a battalion, the command of which 
was given to Major Maxwell. | 

O 
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Ox the 13th, they marched to Anrachte. 


ON the 14th, they proceeded to Buren, where they encamped; and 
the head-quarters were efl.bliſhed at the caſtle of brenck: n near Er- 
Berenberg. The army extended along the heights of Buren, havingthe 
rivulet of Alme with a large valley in its fiont : the left was covered 
by a wood, and on the right was a ſteep deſcent : both che flanks were 
| Iikewiſe fortified with entrenchments and ariillery. 


M. de Contades, on advice that the Allies were in motion, 
and having called in all their out-parties were advancing towards 
Buren, where General Imhoff had taken poſt with his corps, 
| imagined that his Serene Highneſs intended to ditpute the 
[ defiles of the Dymel ; in order, therefore, to prevent their deſigns, 

| he immediately decamped from Corbach, on the th marched to 

Stadberg, and the light troops which had been poſted there advanced 
| to Eſſen, within a league of Buren; and he, at day-break on the 
[ Ig th, followed them with the whole army; paſſed the Dymel and 
1 the defiles of Eſſen without any obſtruction, encamping on the emi- 
| Fey nences of Eſſen and Meerhoft, at the latter of which places he 
fixed his head-quarters. M. de Chevreuſe, with a large detachment, 
| was advanced in his front at Furſtenberg at the entrance of the 
= valley. A ſmart action. paſſed before day-break between the light 
| : troops of both armies. Ihe Hanoverian huſſars, ſupported by the 
hunters on foot, attacked between Leyberg and Wunnenberg the 
volontaires de Chateau, Theirri, Turpin, and Dauphiny. The 
ſucceſs was nearly equal on both ſides : M. de Theirri was wounded, 


and ſeveral of the volontaires made priſoners. 


M. de Contades, before he quitted Corbach, had ſent orders to 
M. de Broglio to join him with all poſſible diligence, which orders 
Hp he received at Caſſel on the 13th. He immediately prepared every 
= thing for his departure, and in three forced marches arrived on the 
1  16that Lichtenau, within two leagues of Meerhoff. When he quitted 

Caſſel, he left a detachment of four battalions and two ſquadrons un- 
der the command of M. de Waldener to keep poſſeſſion of that place. 
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aſunder, without making any attempt, as the poſition of each was 
equally ſtrong, and inacceſſible, both by art and nature. M. de 
Contades did not think it adviſcable to quit his advantageous camp 
to attack the Allies, though he was greatly ſuperior in numbers 
after the junction of M. de Broglio ; but in order to take an ad- 
vantage of this ſuperiority, he formed a delign of turning their left. 
For this purpoſe M. de Broglio was ordered to proceed from Lich- 
tenau to Ettelen. On the 1%th, a large detachment under the com- 


mand of M. de. Xavier was advanced to Nordbrecken, and their 


light troops ſeized on the town of Paderborn. This party was or- 
dered to proceed by forced marches round the left of the Allies, 
with an intent to cut off their communication from the Weler, 
and that part of the biſhopric of Munſter ſituate along the river 
Ems. This manceuvre of the enemy determined his Serene 
Highneſs (who could not ſpare a detachment to obſerve Prince 
Xavier) to change his poſition and march to Rhittberg. The Allied 
Army accordingly on the 19th ſtruck their tents, and marched to 
Lipitadt, in the neighbourhood of which place they encamped ; 

and on the 2oth, they paſſed the river Lippe above and below the 
town, and retired towards Rhittberg, pitching their camp near 


to that town in an advantageous ſituation, having the river Ems in 


their front, with their right extending to the village of Windenbruc, 
and their left to that of Newkirchen. They were not in the leaſt 
moleſted in this march, nor was there any attempt made on their 
baggage, which was covered by all the grenadiers of the army and 
the light troops. A party of the enemy commanded by M. de 


Murel, indeed, appearcd at the bridge of Bec after the whole had 


paſſed the river; but they were ſoon repulſed, and obliged to retire 
with great precipitation. 


GENERAL Wengenheim ſtill remained encamped near Dulmen 
with eleven battalions and ſeven ſquadrons, in order to cover the 
right of the Allied Army, and obſerve the motions of M. d' Ar- 
mentieres' corps, who had marched from Weſel and took poſt at 
Scherembec. The grand hoſpital which was at Munſter, as alſo 


that of Caſſel, which had been before ſent to Minden, were both 


transferred to the city of Verden ; and the heavy baggage and 


Hoſpital of the army, which had been removed from Paderborn to 


Gene, were now removed to Nymbourg. 
ON 
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O the 24th of June, M. de Contades marched from Meerhoff 
in fix columns towards Paderborn, in the neighbourhood whereof 
he encamped, with his right extending towards that town, and- his 
left towards the village of Wever, having an advanced corps at 
Neuhaus. The Duke de Chevreule took po't at Buren with the 
corps which he had under his command at Furſtenberg. 


Ox the 29th, the French army changed its poſition, and 
marched fea Paderborn, directing their rout towards Rhittberg, 
encamping within about three leagues of that place, on the heaths 
between Lipſpring and Oſtſchlangon. 


On the zoth, his Serene Highneſs quitted Rhittberg, and pro- 


ceeded to Marienfeldt, where the head-quarters were eſtabliſhed, 


the army being encamped between that place and the village of 
Harſewinckel : the enemy's light troops followed our rear, and a ſmart 
action paſſed between five ſquadrons of the Pruſſian huſſars, command- 
ed by Colonel Narzinſky, and a party of the French, conſiſting of the 
two eee of Turpin and Berchini, and a detachment of huſſars, 
in which the latter were entirely diſperſed with the loſs of 60 killed | 
and wounded, and 70 taken priſoners, together with 160 horſes, 


A party of three hundred French hunters, headed by a Captain 
of the regiment of Enghein, ſeized on the caſtle of Rhittberg 
by a coup de main; the garriſon, conſiſting of 130 men, were 
made priſoners, beſides a few fick : w_ puſhed forward their light 


troops as far as Bielevelt. 


On the 3d of July, the Allied Army decamped and marched to 
Diſſen, _ the head-quarters were fixed ; and their * troops 
were advanced in their front as far as Halle. 


ON the 4th, the French alſo n and proceeded to 
Bielevelt, where they fixed their head-quarters, with their left to 
that place, and their right extending to Hervorden; by this ſtep 
they purpoſed to intercept the Allies from the town of Minden, 
towards which place his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand was 
directing his march in order to ſecure the paſſage of the 
Weſer. P 
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As the advanced poſts of the two armies were very near to each 


other, their light troops had ſeveral ſevere ſkirmiſhes, Our huſſars, 


which were poſted at Halle, were attacked by a party of the French, 


conſiſting of about 1000 of the volontaires de Clermont, and grena- 


dicrs Royaux, and ſome huſſars. They were obliged to give way 
and fall back upon the caſtle of Ravenſberg, where the Hanoverian 
chaſſeurs and the Pruſſian light infantry were poſted. The enemy 
came up to the caſtle with ſpirit, but were ſoon forced to retire 


with the loſs of about 20 of their men. A detachment of five 
battalions of grenadiers and four ſquadrons of dragoons were ſent to 


reinforce the light troops; and the French immediately abandoned 
the village of Halle. The black huſſars and ſome Heſſians had alſo 
a {mart ſkirmiſh with Turpin's regiment, in which they killed and 


made priſoners above 100 men. The Hanoverian chiſſcurs likewiſe 


ſurpriſed a party of the enemy who were poſted at Newenkirchen, 


killed a captain and ſeventeen men of the volontaires de Clermont, 


and brought priſoners into the camp one captain, one lieutenant, 
and forty- ſix private men, e 5 


On the 8th of July, the Allied Army decamped from Diſſen, 
and marched to Oſnabrug: the heavy baggage, &c.- which were in 
this place, were removed to Bremen. Major-general Wangenheim, 
who, as was ſaid before, had been left to obſerve M. d' Armentieres, 
receiving orders to join the army, marched, on the 3d of July from 


Dulmen to Munſter, and, having left General Zaſtrow with a gar- 


riſon of about 3000 men in that place, proceeded by the way of 


Stadberg, and joined the army in this camp. 


M. de Chabot ſent a ſuminons on the 7th to Lieutenant- general 


Zaſtrow to ſurrender the town, to which he gave the following 


reply; © Sir, in anſwer to the ſummons you ſend me, J cannot fail 
** to acquaint you that I am not placed here to give up the town 
* of Munſter, but to defend it in form, in order to merit your 


© eſteem and that of M. d' Armentieres,” It was accordingly in- 
veſted in form on the 19th; and on the night between the 11th 
and 12th, M. d' Armentieres made an attempt to ſurpriſe the gar- 


riſon, attacking it at the ſame time in five different places; but they 
were every where repulſed with conſiderable loſs, having had yoo 
men killed and 1400 wounded on that occaſion. 

N LIEUTENANT 
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L1iEUTENANT Colonel Freytag having paſſed the Weſer made 


an incurſion into the frontiers of Heſſe, and advancing towards 
Munden fell in with the regiment of the volontaires d' Alſace near 


that town, He immediately attacked them, and either killed or 


took priſoners the whole corps. Some of the private men, to avoid 


the fury of the hunters, threw themſelves into tome boats they 


found 01 the fide of the Weſer; but the greater part were drowned, 
and ſcarce any arrived on the other fide, 


M. de Broglio, who had been poſted at Fngeren, kein from 


thence in the evening of the 2th of July towards Minden with a 
conſiderable detachment, conſiſting of fixteen battalions and 1400 
infantry of different corps, together with the carabineers of his 
reſerve, the regiments of Scomberg and Naſſau, and the corps of 
Fiſcher. They arrived before Minden at break of day, and ſum- 
moned it to ſurrender,” Major-general Zaſtrow, who commanded in 
that place, refuſed to comply with the ſummons, and the town was 
unmediately inveſted. The French general determined to attempt 
the taking of it by aſſault ; but the weakeſt part was on the other ſide 
of the Weſer, and they had neither boats nor pontoons to effect 
the paſſage of that river. A reconnoitring party, however, found 
by chance a float of timber, by the help whereof F iſcher's corps 
with zoo voluntiers immediately croſſed over, and attacked the head 
of the bridge, while M. de Broglio favoured the attack by a briſk 
cannonade on this fide. They at laſt forced that poſt, and entered 
the town about 9g o'clock in the evening. General Zaſtrow with 
the garriſon, conſiſting of a Heſſian b.ttalion and ſome piquets of 
different corps, amounting in the whole to 1 500 men, were made 
priſoners of war. The enemy found there a confiderable magazine, 
The taking of this town was of the greateſt importance to the 
French, as they thereby ſecured the paſſage of the Weſer, and 


opened to themſelves a free inlet into the country of Hanover, ” 
M. de Contades removed his head-quarters, on the 1oth, from 


Bielvelt to Hervorden, having a part of his army at Covelt. 


ON the roth, his Serene Highneſs decamped alſo from Oſnabrug, 
and marched to Penne Here he received the account of the loſs 


of Minden. He immediately determined to halt there the next 


day, and ſent for ward a detachment of about 10, ooo men, together 
with. 
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with all the light troops, under the command of the Hereditary 
Prince, in order to ſecure the poſt of Stoltzenau. The light troo 
of this party, commanded by M. Frederics, on their march thither 


fell in with a party of 500 French infantry, headed by M. de 


Villars, between Diepenau and Stoltzenau. He immediately at- 
tacked and defeated them, killed and wounded a conſiderable 
number of them, and made 200 priſoners. When they had ad- 
vanced ſomewhat farther, they perceived another party of 600 
French cavalry filing off through a hollow way near the village of 
Holtzhauſen. M. Frederics immediately gave orders to the Pruſſian 
huſſars to attack them in front, while heſhould attack them in the rear 
with his hunters, and cut off their retreat from the village. Theſe 
diſpoſitions ſucceeded ſo well, that 200 of the enemy were killed, 


and the remaining 400 made priſoners, together with the Count des 


Salos their commanding officer. 


CoroxEL Freytag continued his incurſions with great ſucceſs, 
and being reinforced with ſome light troops advanced farther into 
Heſſe; they even proceeded as far as Caſſel, and ſurpriſed the little 
town of Wiltzenhauſen in the neighbourhood of that place, making 
the garriſon priſoners of war. The French who were poſted in 
Munden, finding themſelves too weak to defend that place, aban- 
doned it, and retired to Caſſel. A reinforcement of two battalions 


was ſent into that country from the main army of the French, 


THe Allied Army marched on the 13th to Rhaden, and on the 
14th, proceeded to Stoltzenau, where the head-quarters were fixed, 
On the 14th, that part of the French Army which was at Covelt 
marched to Minden, and on the 16th, M. de - Contades arrived 
there with the remainder. M, d' Armentieres remained before 


| Munſter ; the Duke de Chevreuſe was ſent to inveſt Lipſtadt with 


three battalions, three ſquadrons, and ſome light troops; M. de 
Broglio paſſed the Weſer, and took poſt on the road to Buckebourg ; 


PFiſcher's corps made incurſions into Hanover, and their other light 
troops extended as far as Oſnabrug, of which place the French had 


poſſeſſed themſelves, 


His Serene Highneſs, having received notice that the French had: : 


a delign of ſeizing on the town of Bremen, determined to be 
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before-hand with them, and accordingly ſent four battalions under 
the command of General Dreves to garriſon that place, who ar- 
rived there on the 15th. 


_ Jory 16, Prince Ferdinand was informed that M. de Contades 
was this day filing off towards Minden, and that M. de Broglio was 
poſted on the other fide of the Weſer. Having, therefore, well 
conſidered their fituation, he imagined that with diligence and ſe- 


crecy he might be able to attack and force them: before their junction. 
For this purpoſe he ordered the army to march on the night be- 
tween the 16th and 17th, in three columns, from the eamp of 
Stoltzenau to Peterſhagen heath. When he came there, he found 


the enemy poſted behind the Minden moraſs, with their right de- 
tended by the town of Minden, and their left extending to a 
mountain near the village of Hartenhauſen. As this poſition would 
not permit him to attack them with any proſpe& of ſucceſs, he 
encamped the army with its right to Bruninghogſtede, and its left 
inclining to the Weſer, taking up his quarters at Offenſtede i in the 
rear of the left wing. 


THe body If troops commanded by Prince Charles of Bevern; 


conſiſting of five battalions of grenadiers and eight ſquadrons of 


Heſſian dragoons, together with General Wangenheim's corps 
compoſed of eight battalions and ten ſquadrons of Hanoverians, 


formed the vanguard of the whole army under the orders of the 


Hereditary Prince of Brunſwic. This vanguard formed the head of 
the center column (which was compoſed of the heavy train of ar- 
tillery) ; and after it had paſſed the village of Eldhauſen, drew up 
in order of. battle near the Peterſhagen wood, where it alſo en- 


camped the ſame day, 


THE 17th, Prince Ferdinand being informed that a large body of 
the enemy were encamped on this ſide the moraſs, gave orders for 
the troops to hold themſelves in a readineſs to march; and early in 


the morning a detachment of the enemy, conſiſting of ſome gre- 


nadiers and horſe, was drove out of a wood in the front of 
the Prince of Bevern's camp ; the Hereditary Prince ordered the 
whole vanguard (which was ſupported by the piquets of the army) 
to advance into the Plain of Minden, where they formed in the 

front 
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front of the villages of Thonhauſen, Kutinhauſen, and Stemmeren; 
the infantry i in the rear of the cavalry, and the huſfars upon the 


left.

Tuts motion obliged a body of the enemy poſted in the dent 
of Minden to retire under the cannon of the town. 


His Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand went forward to examine 
the poſition of the enemy, whilſt the whole Allied Army was or- 
—— advance in nine columns towards the plain of Minden. 


Tux firſt column was compoſed of the cavalry of the right 


wing; the ſecond, of the brigade of heavy artillery of the right 


wing; the third and fourth, of the infantry of the right wing; 
the fifth, of the brigade of heavy artillery of the center; the ſixth 
and ſeventh, of the infantry of the left wing; the ei ghth, of the 
brigade of heavy artillery of the left wing; and the * column, 
of che cavalry of the left wing. 


Tux army formed its line of battle behind the village of Thon- 
land, with its right to the village of Sudfeld, and its left to the 
wood near the Weſcr. In this fituation it remained 'till four 
o'clock in the afternoon, when orders were given to march back 
into the old camp, as the poſition, of the enemy was different from 
what it had been the evening before. 


THe enemy had information of the above march of the Allied 
Army. by eleven o'clock at night, and in conſequence thereof had; 
in the night, ſtruck their tents, entirely, altered their poſition, and 
withdrawn all their troops that were on this fide the morals, ex- 
cepting ſome advanced parties, and by four o'clock were in order of 
battle, excellently poſted in an advantageous ſituation behind the 
moraſs : the Duke de Broglio, who had received orders to paſs the 
river with all diligence, had alſo joined them; but he again re- 
paſſed the river the fame night when all was quiet, encamping 
with his right to Meuſſcn, and his left to the Weſer. I he fame 
day the enemy altered the poſition of their left wing, extending it 
to the foot of the mountains near Upnyuſa, | 
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As ſoon as Prince Ferdinand had brought his army back to 
their camp, General Wangenheim's corps took up its old poſition ; 
but that of the Prince of Bevern encamped behind Thonhauſen; 
a battalion of grenadiers was poſted in that village, whilſt the 
huſſars took poſt between Kutinhauſen and Stemmeren, and the 
grand guard was advanced before Thonhauſen. 


Tun 18th, Wann iale corps took poſt before Thonhauſen: 
the head- quarters were transferred to Peterſhagen, and a detach- 


ment of five hundred foot, and fifty horſe, were poſted at the 


EO of Fredewald. 


Tu fame day a ſmart fkirmiſh happened near Lipſtadt, been 
the carabiniers of Buckebourg and a party of French volontaires, in 
which the latter were . 


Tur 1005, the plquets of the army were e in the village 
of Stemmeren and Holthauſen; and the ſame night they attacked 


the enemy's huſſars, who had taken poſt at Hille, and made forty 


priſoners. 


Tur 20h; His Reman Highneſs Prince Ferdinand. ordered 


openings to be made through the dyke of the Landwehr, from 


Holthauſen to Thonhauſen, in order to facilitate the army's entering 


the plain of Minden by ſquadrons and grand diviſions. 


M. d' Armentieres received this day his 63 artillery from 


Weſel, and the batteries were opened againſt Munſter; the 


garriſon quitted the town on the 22d, and retired into the 
citadel.

TRE 22d, Wangenheim's corps changed its poſition, the cavalry

artillery of the left, with Buckebourg s regiment, encamped near

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the windmill before Peterſhagen, in which village Kilmanſeg's 
remained till the iſt of Auguſt, 


Tux 24th, the bridge of boats near Offenſtede was perfected, 
and the two battalions of Hanoverian grenadiers poſted in the 
villages of Wintheim and Veſſen, under the command of Colonel 
Laterd, were ordered to protect it, 


On the 25th of July, the citadel of Munſter ſurrendered by 
capitulation; the Governor, Lieutenant-general Zaſtrow, with the 
garriſon, conſiſting of 3 100 men, were all made priſoners of war. 
M. d' Armentieres immediately after the reduction of this place, 
proceeded to Lipſtadt to beſiege it in form, and M. de Chevreuſe, 
who had inveſted the ſame, returned to the French main army. 


THe 27th in the afternoon, the Hereditary Prince ſet off from 
the camp at Peterſhagen with ſix battalions, viz. Zaſtrow ſenior, 
Diepenbroek, Behr, Bock, and the two battalions of the regiment 
du corps de Brunſwic, together with eight Hanoverian ſquadrons 
of Buſch and Borck, and marched towards Lubec: the ſame day 
the battalion of Buckebourg; with the brigade of heavy artillery of 

the left, took a camp in the rear of the grenadiers, 


Tux 28th, Gilſoe's regiment joined the army from Stolzenau, 


Tux French having puſhed forward a party towards Vechte, in 
order to block up the ſmall garriſon which defended it, Prince 
Ferdinand determined to relieve that place, and for that purpoſe 
ſent M. de Schleiffen with forty huſſars, ſupported by 200 of 
Brietenbach's dragoons, who effected the ſame; General Dreves 
marched thither from Bremen with the garriſon of that town, and 
was joined by M. de Schleiffen ; they then proceeded to Oſnabrug, 
where the volontaires de Clermont were in garriſon, M, de 
Schleiffen forced one of the gates, and made himſelf maſter of the 


place ; the volontaires loſt ſome men, and two pieces of cannon, in 
the attack and in their retreat. f 
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THE 29th, the army marched ip three columns by the right 
from Peterſhagen camp to that of Hille; Prince Ferdinand led the 
firſt column, compoſed of the firſt line, the heavy artillery, con- 
ducted by Count la Lippe Buckeboure, formed. the tecond column, 


and General Sporcken led the third, com poſed of the tecond line. 


The army took its camp between Hille an t Friedewald, having the 
villages of Nord, Hemineren, and Holth:iuten in its front; the 
head-quarters were at Hille, and covered by the regiments of 


Napier and Kingſley. A diſpoſition was made of the piquets of 


the army; the Britiſh were poſted in the village of Hartum, the 
Hanoverian in Sud Hemmeren, the Heſſian in the wood een 


Hartum and Holthauſen, thoſe of Brunſwic in Stemmeren, and the 


piquets of the cavalry in the woods, with a detachment upon the 
| road from Hartum to Hahlen. 


'T HE two brigades of light Britiſh 1 aſſigned 


the piquets, and the Generals of the day, were ordered 0 


Hartum. 


Ix order to . the march of the army, General Wangen- 
heim's corps was formed under arms near the batteries Count 


Buckebourg had erected before Thonhauſen; and when thoſe 


troops went back to camp, the regiments of Buckebourg, with the 
brigade of heavy artillery of the left wing, encamped in hy front 


of the line. 


Tus day his Serene Bi ighneſs deſired all the general officers 
to inform themſelves very te of the ſeveral paſſages and routs 
through which the army was to march into the plain of Minden, 


and to make themſelves perfect in them, in caſe the army thould . 


be ordered to advance, 


Tur „ in the afternoon, the three baitaliois of Linſtow, 


Prince Charles, and the firſt of Behr, (Brunſwic) marched from 
camp, under the command of General Gilſoe, to take polt at 


Lubec, where they were joined the next day by a detachment of 
300 horſe of me right wing. 


Tarr. 
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Tur ziſt in the afternoon, his Serene Flighneſs renewed his 
orders to all the generals, who were to lead the columns, to ex- 
amine in perſon thoſe routs which their reſpective columns were 
to take in order to get into the plain of Minden, and particularly to 
examine the ground between the windmill of Hahlen and the village 
of Stammeren, where the army was to form in order of battle, 


Jury 31ſt, M. de Contades, who had wrote to Paris for that 
purpoſe, obtained leave to engage the Allied Army, and having 
conſidered their ſituation, judged it to be a convenient juncture to 
attack the corps under General Wangenheim, which he thought he 
ſhould be able to effect before it could be ſupported by the main 
body, from which it was detached above two leagues ; he alſo 
knew the Allied Army was weakened by the large detachment 
under the Hereditary Prince; he therefore determined to paſs the 
defile at Minden, contrary to the advice of the Duke de Broglio, 
and for that purpoſe the enemy were taken up all that day in 
throwing eight bridges over the rivulets which run between the 
moraſs and the town of Minden; about midnight they came out of 
their camp in eight columns: at the ſame time the Duke de Broglio's 
corps repaſſed the Weſer at Minden, and formed the ninth column 


upon the right of their army, 


_ AvevsT iſt, the Hereditary Prince, who had been detached 
on the 27th, marched that evening towards Lubec, and in the 
morning of the 28th, diſlodged the enemy who occupied that poſt ; 


on the 29th, he marched to Rimſel, where he was joined by 


General Dreves from Oſnabrug ; on the 3oth, he advanced towards 
Hervorden, and on the z iſt he took poſt at Kirchlineger, which 
lay in the road of the enemy's convoys from Paderborn. 


Tu Duke de Briſac, who commanded a detachment from the 
French army conſiſting of about 8000 men, had the ſame evening 


taken poſt near Covelt, encamping with their left to that village, 


and their right towards the ſalt-pits, with the river Werra in their 
front. The Prince determined to attack them the next morning; 
but as their poſition was impregnable in front, there was no other 
way to come at them but by ſurrounding their left, for which 
purpoſe the following diſpoſitions were made: 'Lhree attacks were 

- formed, 
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formed, all of which were to depend on the ſucceſs of that on the 


right; the troops deſtined for that attack conſiſted of a battalion 
of Diepenbroick, two of the Brunſwic guards, two hundred 
volunteers, and four ſquadrons of Borck's dragoons; the four 
battalions of old Zaſtrow, Behr, Block, and Canitz, and one 
ſquadron of Charles Breitenbach, with all the heavy cannon, com- 
poſed the center; the left was formed of three battalions, Bluck, 
Dreves, and Zaſtrow, and of four ſquadrons of Buſch: the troops 


of the center were deſigned to keep the enemy at bay, whilſt thoſe 


of the right ſhould ſurround their left; thoſe of our left were to 
march to the bridge near the falt-pits, in order to prevent the 
enemy s retreat to Minden. 


THE Hereditary Prince marched with the right, Count Kil- 


; manſeg was in the center, and M. de Dreves and M de Borck 


brought up the left: they ſet out at three o'clock in the morn- 


ing from their camp at Quernon, The enemy, on their part, 
likewiſe intended to attack us: as ſoon as Count Kilmanſeg* 


had come out of the defile of Beck, the enemy preſented them- 
ſelves before him, and a cannonade began on both fides ; the right 
was to paſs the Werra, in order to turn the enemy's left at the 


village of Kirchlinger, upon a very narrow bridge; this difficulty 
however was in ſome meaſure removed by the ſpirit of the troops, 


the infantry fording the river partly behind the horſemen, and 


partly in peaſants waggons. 


By the paſſage of the Werra, the poſition of the enemy was 
entirely changed; the fire of the artillery was briſk on both ſides, 
and laſted for two hours, though our's had always the ſuperiority : | 
at laſt, upon our ſhewing ourſelves upon their rear, they imme- 


diately gave way, and in their filing off came upon the {kirts of 


M. de Borck, who received them with a diſcharge of artillery, which 
was well ſupported; when, finding themſelves entirely ſurrounded, 


they had no other reſource but in flight. Five pieces of the enemy's 
- cannon, with their baggage, fell into our hands; their loſs in killed and 


wounded was very conſiderable, and a great number were made pri- 
ſoners. Lieutenant-general Kilmanſeg deſerved the higheſt commen- 
dation: M. Otte, Colonel of old Zaſtrow's , diſtinguiſhed himſelf greatly 


at the head of his NET; * pn the enemy's cavalry, that fell 


upon 


e 
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upon him, with conſiderable loſs. Our loſs was very ſlight ; Captain 


Wegner of the artillery was wounded in the leg: to him and to Major 
Storck was owing the good ſervice we had from the artillery, | 


In this action, which was of infinite conſequence at that juncture, 
the Hereditary Prince diſplayed the talents of an able general in the 
diſpoſition of the troops under his command; and the whole was 
concerted and executed with the greateſt judgment and ſpirit. An 
enemy, at leaſt equal, if not ſuperior, in numbers, was forced from 
a poſt ſo advantageous and ſtrong as to be deemed almoſt impreg- 
nable, and obliged to fly with the utmoſt precipitation. But how- 
ever ſhining this action was in itſelf, yet it was in ſome meaſure 
eclipſed and ſwallowed up by that glorious and ever memorable 


victory gained on the ſame day over the combined armies of M. de 


Contades and the Duke de Broglio by his Serene Highneſs Prince 
Ferdinand; a victory of ſuch importance, as entirely defeated the 
French views, diſconcerted all their ſchemes, and reſcued Hanover, 
Brunſwic, and Heſſe, from the rapacious hands of a cruel, am- 
bitious, and elated enemy; who, puffed up by their late progreſs, 


thought themſelves certain of their prey, which they had already 


in imigination devoured, What a ſenſible mortification, then, 
muſt this deciſive ſtroke have given to the inſolent pride and vanity 
of M. de Conta es, who, truiting to his great ſuperiority of num 
bers, publickly vaunted on the day before the battle, that he would 
in two days” time incloſe Prince Ferdinand and his army, and fend 
their capitulation to the court of Verſailles ! 


ABovuT. five o'clock in the morning of the iſt of Auguſt, the 


| whole French army was formed in order of battle upon the plain. 


The Duke de Broglio's reſerve came cloſe to the Weſer: the cavalr 
occupied the heath in the center, and the infantry of the left ex- 
tended to the moraſs near the village of Hahlen, His Serene 


Highneſs Prince Ferdinand (who had ordered his army to hold 


itſelf ready to march at one o'clock in the morning) began to move 
out of his camp in eight columns about five. The cavalry of the 
right wing formed the firſt, the heavy artillery of the right wing 
the ſecond, the infantry of the right the third and fourth, the 
heavy artilleiy of the center the fifth, the infantry of the left wing

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the ſixth and ſeventh, and the eighth column conſiſted. of the ca- 
valry of the left wing. 


| GrNnERAL Wangenheim's corps, having moved out of its camp 
much about. the ſame time through the openings already made in 
the dyke of Landwehr, was ſoon formed in order of batte. The 
grenadiers were poſted upon the right of the batteries of Thon- 
i. N hauſen, the eight battalions of infantry in the hedges of Kutenhauſen 
| | upon the right ot the grenadiers, and the eighteen ſquadrons of ca- 
valry in the open fields upon the right of the infantry, 


Ax three in the morning, the enemy began with cannonading the 
village of Hille, where Prince Ferdinand had his head-quarters, from 
a battery of fix pieces of, cannon, erected the day before on the 
cauſeway of Eickhorſt, which led through the moraſs to Hille. 

Oppoſite to this place they had alſo poſted fome troops with orders 
Tt to make a falſe attack on that fide, with an intent to favour their 
ww real one on our left, but not on any account to paſs the moraſs 

until our army ſhould give way. They were, however, ditap- 
pointed in their ſcheme of drawing our attention to that quarter ; 
for his Serene Highneſs, judging their intention, contented himſelf 

With ſending thither two pieces of heavy cannon, and enjoining the 

officers of the piqtiets poſted at Hille to defend it *till the laſt ex- 
tremity ; and at the ſame time General Gilſoe, who was poſted at 
Lubec, was to attack the enemy at Eickhorſt. :

them were detached the piquets of the infantry, with two howitzers,

ABourT ſeven o'clock, after the cavalry of the right wing was 


formed, the French began to fire from a battery, which raked our 
column of artillery upon its march. 15 


As ſoon as the infantry of the right wing was drawn up behind 
a fir wood, the two brigades of Britiſh foot, the Hanoverian guards, 
and Hardenberg's regiment, marched forward to attack the left of 
the enemy's cavalry, having bore for about 1 50 paces a very ſmart 
cannonading from a large bittery of the enemy, the fire of which 
Was croſſed by another battery at Malbergen : but notwithſtanding 
the loſs they ſuſtained before they could get up to the enemy, 
notwithſtanding the repeated attacks of all the enemy's cavalry, 
notwithſtanding a fire of muſketry well kept up by the 
enemy's infantry, notwithſtanding their being expoſed in front 
and flank, ſuch was the unſhaken firmneſs of thoſe troops that 


nothing could ſtop them; and the whole body of the French ca- 
valry was totally routed, | : 


Tur Saxon troops, which were on the left of the French cavalry, 
near their large battery, made a ſhew of coming down upon theſe 
conquering regiments, after the French horſe had gone off ; but the 
good countenance of the Britiſh foot, and the ſharp fire they kept 

upon them, ſoon obliged the Saxons to fly. The brigade of infantry, 
commanded by Major-general Schiele, detached from the center of 
the army by order of his Serene Highneis to ſupport the piquets in 
the village of Hahlen, with Wangenheim's battalion and Heſſian 
guards, likewiſe detached to ſupport the Englith, at the concluſion 


of this attack, came in near the right of the Britiſh infantry, and 
alſo fired upon the Saxons, | | 


 DoRixG this attack upon our right one of our batteries ſilenced 
that of the enemy which had ſo much annoyed our infantry, and 
obliged it to be withdrawn, At the ſame tune, the attack upon 
our left was concluded with like ſucceſs, and the enemy's batteries 
at Malbergen were taken, In this attack the regiments du corps 


and 


their right extending towards the Weſer. 
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and Hammerſtein (Hanoverian horſe), the regiment of Holſtein 


(Pruſſian), and the Heſſian horſe and battalions of grenadiers, ſig- 
nalized themſelves prodigroully. 


GENERAL Wangenheim's corps maintained pretty nearly the 
fame poſition during the whole action. 


Tur batteries erected under the care of Count de la Lippe de 


Buckebourg, grand maſter of the artillery, in the front of Thon- 
hauſen, contributed greatly to decide the fortune of the day; he 


having by that battery which was before the genadiers, totally 


extinguiſhed the fire of the enemy's batteries on their right, and 


made, at the ſame time, great havock among the Swils and 


grenadiers de France. 


ABouUT nine n in the morning the enemy began to give 


way, a general confuſion ſoon. followed, and about ten the whole 
French army fled in diſorder, part took ſhelter under cover of the 


.cannon of Minden, and the Teſt made the beſt of their way over 
the bridges they had thrown over the rivulets between that town 
and the moraſs, every one of which they broke down as ſoon as 


they had paſſcd over for fear of being purſued, 


WT. Duke de Broglio covered the retreat ; he occupied with his 
-infantry the gardens near Minden, ſoon after which his cavalry 


followed the main body of their army. 


TowAaRDs the end of his battle the ales of the right was 


puſhed forward as cloſe as poſſible to the enemy poſted near 


the wood of Dutzen, who were part of thoſe battalions our piquets 


had drove out of the village of Hahlen, to which, in their retreat, 
they had ſet fire, 


Ea of the French army having retired into its old camp, 
his Serene Highneſs commanded the Britiſh artillery to advance as 
near the moraſs as poſſible to diſlodge them; this order was executed, 
and the enemy was, in conſequence thereof, obliged to retire behind 


the high ground whereon ſtands tne windmill of Dutzen, with 


GENERAL 
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GEenrRAL Gilſoe's corps that had been detached to Lubec, 
puſhed forward over the moraſs by Eickhorſt as high as the French 
camp, driving before it all the poſts which the enemy had re- 
maining on that fide, 7 


In this laſt poſition they ſtopt ſome time, and were beginning 
to retreat by Wittekendſtein to Hervorden ; but meeting with the 
ſhattered remains of the Duke of Briſac's corps flying from Covelt 
over the mountains, and ſeeing their retreat by that road cut off, 
they were under the neceſſtty of returning and croſſing the Weſer 
over the bridges they had made, under the cannon of Minden, 
which they burat as ſoon as they got over, | 


Tux cavalry which was poſted on our right did not engage this 
day, as they were deſtined to ſupport the infantry of the left line. 
When the enemy began to retreat, they were ordered to move 
forward, to purſue the flying troops of the enemy; but 
through ſome miſtake they did not come up in time, and were 
thereby prevented from reaping that ſhare of giory which they 
might otherwiſe have done. 1 55 ; 


Tu victorious army encamped the ſame night upon the field 
of battle, the head-quarters being fixed at Suderhimmen, The 
loſs of the Allies in this action amounted to about 2,300 killed and 
wounded, of which number the Britiſh troops alone made 1394. 
We loſt no officers of diſtinction, That of the French conſiſted 
in between 7 and 8000 killed, wounded, and made priſoners in the 
action; the Prince de Camille was amongſt the number of the ſlain; 
the Count de Lutzelbourg, and the Marquis de Monit, Marechaux 
de Camp, with ſeveral other officers of principal rank, were among 
that of the priſoners. The trophies gained were forty-three pieces 
of cannon, ten pair of colours, and ſeven ſtandards. Such was the 
ſignal and glorious victory of Thonhauſen, where the intrepid 
bravery of the troops, their reſolute and undaunted countenances 
during the whole action, (not one platoon giving way) gained 
them immortal honour, os 1 mn

AvuGcusrT 2d, His Serene Highneſs cauſed the town of Minden 
to be ſummoned at nine o'clock in the morning, which ſurrendered 
at diſcretion by noon ; the garriſon conſiſted of 2 500 regulars, 
and 300 light troops, who were made priſoners of war; there was 
moreover found in the town a conſiderable number of wounded 
officers, beſides 1 533 private men which were in the hoſpital. The 
quantity of baggage, proviſions, and warlike ſtores which the French 
left behind them here, was almoſt incredible. -. 


Aucvsr- 4th, the Allied Army marched from the neighbour- 


hood of Minden to Coveldt : his Serene highneſs detached this

Heſſe. 


M. d' Armentieres, who, after the capitulation of Munſter, had, 
on the 3 iſt of July, formed the blockade of Lipſtadt, raiſed the ſiege 
thereof this day, on information of the loſs of the battle of Minden, 
ſent away his heavy artillery and baggage to the Lower Rhine, 
together with a detachment of ten battalions to reinforce the 
garriſons of Weſel, and the city of Duſſeldorp; he, with the re- 
mainder, marched by the way of Paderborn to Warbourg, where 


he arrived on the 7th of Auguſt. The French garriſons that

this campaign, and were written at a time when they thought them- 
ſelves already ſecure of the poſſeſſion of Hanover, &c. They like- 
wiſe will ſerve to give a juſt idea, not only of the neceſſities of the 
French, and the difficulties they Taboured under to defray the ex- 
pences of the war, but alſo of the humanity of their intention, in

of the German princes.

Belleiſle 70 M. le Marechal de Contades, 


1 I Am till afraid that Fiſcher ſet out too late ; ; it is, however, 
very important and very eſſential that we ſhould raiſe large contri- 


butions. 1 ſee no other reſource for our moſt urgent expences, 
and for refitting the troops, but in the money we may draw from 


the enemy's country; from whence we muſt likewiſe procure ſub- 
ſiſtance of all kinds, (independently of the money) that is to ſay, 
hay, ſtraw, oats, for the winter; bread, corn, cattle, horſes, and 
even men to recruit our foreign troops. T he war muſt not be pro- 
longed ; and perhaps it may be neceſlary, according to the events 
which may happen between this time and the end of September, to 
make a downright deſert before the line of the quarters which it 
may be thought proper to keep during the winter, in order that the 
enemy may be under a real impoſſibility of approaching us ; at the 


| fame time reſerving for ourſelves a bare ſubſiſtance on the route 


which may be the moſt convenient for us to take, in the middle of 
winter, to beat up, or ſeize upon, the enemy's quarters. That this

A party of our Heſſian huſſars, who had been ſent to take pof- 


ſeſſion of the city of Munſter, appeared before the gates of that 


town, but were about an hour too late, for the French regiment of 


Volontaires de Clermont had juſt re-entered it. M. de Gayon alſo 


came thither ſoon after with a detachment of thoſe French troops 
which M. d'Armentieres had ſent to the Lower Rhine on his raiſing 


the ſiege of Lipſtadt. Colonel Boyd was therefore ſent with a party 


of regulars and fome heavy artillery and mortars, in order to 
diſlodge the enemy, and endeavour to make himſelf maſter of that 
town. He arrived there on the 7th, ſummoned M. de Gayon the 
commandant to ſurrender, and, on his refuſal, he immediately con- 
ſtructed ſome batteries, and began a bombardment, He was after- 
wards reinforced by three battalions from Lipſtadt ; but he was ſtill 

| too 
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too weak to inveſt the town on all ſides, or prevent their receiving 
tupplies and reinforcements from time to time, and was therefore 
obliged to quit the attempt, and retire towards Lipſtadt. 


ON the 8th, the Allied Army marched to Stuckenbroc, and on 
the gth, they proceeded to Paderborn, Where they halted on the 


next day. We made 400 priſoners in that town; and beſides the 


large magazines we found at Minden, we retook thoſe at Oinabrug, 
which the French had not touched, and alto ſcized on thoſe of the 


enemy at Bielevelt and Paderborn, which were very conſiderable.

M. de Contades, on the 11th, reached the neighbourhood of 


Caſſel, encamping the main body of his army near Lutzelberg: 


the Duke de Broglio encamped with his corps de reſerve at Ober- 
Weilmar. Their troops were greatly fatigued and worn out by the 


forced marches they were obliged to make, in order to ſecure the 


defiles of Munden, where they arrived on the gth. The Here- 
ditary Prince followed cloſe at their heels, laying hold of every 
opportunity of harraſſing them in their retreat. He attacked their 
rear fix different times with great ſucceſs, making a conſiderable 
number priſoners, and taking ſeveral waggons laden with their 


baggage; in particular, near Grubenhagen, Eimbec, and the defiles 


of Munden, in each of which places the enemy ſuffered conſi- 
derably. Their loſs by deſertion in this retreat was incredible; 
whole companies going off together, eſpecially of the Saxon and 
German troops that were in their ſervice, 


Tux barbarity and inhumanity of the French, in the countries 


through which they retreated, is beyond imagination : they not only 


pillaged, plundered, and ſtripped, every place they entered, but the 
very women were alſo abuſed and proftituted without reſpect to age 
T be. 
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or quality; numbers of the defence leſs and innocent inhabitants 


were wantonly murdered; and, to complete the whole, they ſet 
fire to moſt of the villages on their quitting them; Eimbec, Nord- 
heim, Gottingen, Biſperode, and Latforde, felt the effects of their 


cruelty in a particular manner; nor did the city and country of 


Hildeſheim fare better than the Hanoverians, though ſubject to 
their good friend the Elector of Cologne 


On the 13th, the Allied Army entered the country of Waldec, 
directing its march ſo as to gain the flank of the enemy, by Hartholtzen, 
Mengeringhauſen, to Corbach, where it encamped on the 2oth. 


Tux fame day, the Hereditary Prince paſſed the Weſer at Herſtal, 
fo thit he could either join his Serene Highneſs, or act ſeparately, 
as occaſion required; but he had firſt taken poſſeſſion of Munden 
and Witzenhauſen, in both which places he had left garriſons. 


Os the i 5th, Luckner's huſſars routed a conſiderable detachment. 


of the enemy at Volkmiſſen, and forced them to retire with con- 
ſiderable loſs. ok 9 9 


On the 17th, the Hereditary Prince diſlodged a part of M. d' Ar- 


mentieres' corps from Wolfshagen, where he had taken poſt. On 
the ſame day, the Prince of Holſtein attacked, ſword in hand, a 


whole battalion of the grenadiers Royaux at Naumbourg, in ſight 


of the enemy's army, and made them all priſoners. 


M. de Contades, perceiving that his Serene Highneſs intended to 
cut off his communication with his magazines at Friedbourg and 
at Francfort, found himſelf reduced to the neceſſity of abandoning 
the country of Heſſe; and accordingly he, on the 18th, evacuated 
the city of Caſſel, retiring towards Marpurg. | 


Ox the 19th, Major Frederics, at the head of ſome Hanoverian 
chaſſeurs, ſummoned that capital, which, after ſome cannon-ſhot, 
ſurrendered. The , garriſon, conſiſting of 400 men, were made 
priſoners of war. There were alſo found here above 1 500 wounded 
men, whom the French had left behind, beſides a conſiderable 


magazine.

On the 24th, the Allied Army marched from Frankenberg, and 
encamped at Munckhauſen, and the Hereditary Prince with his 
corps was advanced to Wohra.

Ox the 27th, M. d Armentieres was detached from the French 
Army with two brigades and ſixteen pieces of cannon to the Lower 
Rhine. This day M. d' Etrees, the oldeſt marechal of France, ar- 


rived at the French camp, where he was ſent to endeavour by

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his prudence and wiſdom to reconcile the animoſities and diſ- 


content that reigned in their camp, and to ſet things on a better 
footing. | | 


ON the night between the 27th and 28th, the Hereditary Prince 
marched towards Wetter, and in the morning early ſurpriſed Co- 
lonel Fiſcher's corps conſiſting of 2000 men, whom they attacked 
ſword in hand, entirely defeated, and diſlodged them, with the loſs 
of ſixty killed, numbers wounded, and 400 made priſoners, beſides 
a great number of horſes and their camp equipage : the remainder 
fled in the greateſt confuſion towards Marpurg. Ihe colonels 
Harvey and Beckwith, at the head of ſome Britiſh cavalry and 
grenadiers, diſtinguiſhed themſelves in a particular manner on this

O the 29th, the Allied Army marched from Munckhauſen, and 


encamped near Wette. 


On the 2d of September, the Hereditary Prince, who had lain 
hold of every opportunity of harraſſing the enemy on their right, 
ſuddenly croſſed the Lahn, and marched to Linhauſen on their 
left, where he encamped ; and on the fame day puſhed forward 
with a part of his corps to Nieder Weymer, where he ſurpiſed the 
enemy, made ſcveral prifoners, and took two pieces of cannon, 
without the loſs of one man, | | 2 


THe Prince of Bevern, alſo, this day marched towards Marpurg 
with four battalions, four twelve-pounders, and ſixteen light field- 
pieces, and took poſt on an eminence which commanded the caſtle 
of that place, not above 200 yards diſtant from the glacis. 


On the 4th of September, M. de Contades being cloſely preſſed 
on his lett by the Hereditary Prince, and judging by his motions 
that the Allies intended to cut off his communications by ſcizing on 
Wetzlar, quitted. his ſtrong camp between Marpurg and Ame- 


neberg, and retired towards Gieſſen, encamping that night at 
Muntzlar, | : 
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On the «th of September, the town of Marpurg was taken poſ- 


ſeſſion of by the troops of the Allied Army, but the French gar- 
riſon, commanded by M. du Tells, retired into the caſtle. 


o the 6th of September, the Allied Army encamped near 
Elermhauſen, where the head-quarters were eſtabliſhed. The Right 


- Honourable the Lord George Sackville ſet out from the Allied 
Army about this time on his return to England; and the command 


of the Britiſh troops in Germany was conferred on his Excellency 


the — Honourable the Marquis of Granby, 


Sinti Imhoff, who had how detached towards Munſter, 


had prepared with the greateſt diligence every thing requiſite to 
form the ſiege thereof ; and, though greatly impeded by the rains, 


opened the trenches on the 29th of Auguſt, and by the 2d of Sep- 
tember had got ready three batteries, from whence he began to fire 
on the zd early in the morning, and proſecuted the ſiege with great 


vigour. But on the 6th, he received certain information, that 
M. d' Armentieres was arrived the day before at Coeſveld with ten 
battalions of regulars, beſides ſome regiments of militia, drawn from 


the garriſons of Duſſeldorp, Cologne, and Weſel. That general not 


being able to man the trenches, and at the ſame time make head 
againſt a force ſo ſuperior, found himſelf under the neceflity of 


raiſing the ſiege, which he accordingly did this day, being the 6th 


of September, in the afternoon, retiring with his ſmall corps to 
Tellight, where he encamped ; and M. d' Armentieres encamped 


the following day under the walls of Munſter, 


AT this time four regiments more were ſent from the main 


army of the French to the Lower Rhine to reinforce M. d' Ar- 


mentieres. 


SEPTEMBER 7, the French Army quitted their camp at 


Muntzlar, and encamped on the heights of Gros-Buſec, with their 
left at Schiffenberg. and their head- quarters at Anroth. The corps 


de reſerve under the Duc de Broglio encamped at Munic-Stoltz- 


hauſen, with its right at Doudenhauſen, and its left extending to 


Wetalar. 6 
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O the 1oth, his Serene Highneſs marched to Nieder-Weimar, 
where the head-quarters were fixed, 


ON the 11th, Prince Charles of Bevern and the Count de 
Buckebourg,»who lay before the caſtle of Marpurg, having for 
ſome time cannonaded it, were obliged to open the trenches on 
the gth in form ; and on the morning of this day the commandant, 
M. du Pleſſis, ſurrendered by capitulation, The garriſon, con- 
ſiſtin of thirty- nine officers and 8 18 non commiſſioned officers and 
private men, were made priſoners of war. The beſiegers had not 
one man either killed or wounded at this ſiege, which is the more 
ſurpriſing as the trenches were opened in form. A great quantity 
of proviſions and ammunition was found in that town, 


Os the 13th, the enemy attacked the advanced poſts of the Duke 

of Holſtein, but were quickly repulſed with conſiderable loſs. The 
ſame day, a conſiderable body of horſe under the command of the 
Prince de Beausfremont changed their poſition in the French camp, 
and took poſt at Klein-Linden, about half a league from Gieſſen, 
where he encamped between that place and the Duc de Broglio's 
corps, in order to be able to ſupport him in caſe of neceſſity. | 


Ox the 18th, M. de Frederics and M. de Luckner, having in- 
telligence that the French intended to ſeize on the town of Wetz- 
lar, immediately repaired thither. The hunters paſſed the Lahn 
on the bridge, while ſome ſquadrons of huſſars forded the river. 
They puſhed the enemy back at firſt with ſome loſs; but M. de 
Broglio coming up with a conſiderable reinforcement, they were 
obliged to give way, and, retreating to Wetzlar, paſſed the Lahn 
under a very ſmart fire both of cannon and muſketry, which did not 
however kill or wound one of their men. The enemy after this 
burned down the bridge which had been conſtructed a little below 
the town, and the next day threw ſome troops into Wetzlar. 


SEPTEMBER 19, His Serene Highneſs marched to Croſdorff, 
where he fixed his head-quarters, the main army encamping with 
their right to Rotheim, and their left extending to Weiſmar, with 
its front about two miles from the town of Gieſſen. The corps 
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of General Wangenheim, and that of the Prince of Holſtein, were 
advanced on their right along the Lahn, oppoſite to the town of 
Woetalar, to obſerve M. de Broglio's corps. 


SEPTEMBER $3, General Imhoff, having received ſome ſmall 
reinforcements from Hanover, quitted his camp at Tellight, and 
again marched towards Munſter ; ; and M, d' Armentieres decamped 
from thence, on the night between the 11th and 12th, and re- 
treated towards the Rhine. That city was once more inveſted by 
the Allies; but M. d' Armentieres, being joined by the four regi- 
ments which had been detached, about the 6th, from the French 
Ariny, he again advanced by Dorſten to Luhnen, where he en- 
camped the 23d, having an advanced party at Ham. General Im- 
hoff, at the ſame time, raiſed the blockade of Munſter, and marched 
to Tellight, where he encamped. In this poſition they both re- 
main d for ſome time, each expecting to be reinforced. 


Tun 270 Colonel Count Schulenberg, at the head of a detach- 
ment of 200 infantry and 200 cavalry advanced to Newkirchen, on 
the river Solms, in the diſtrict of Weſterwald, ſurpriſed a party of 
Naſſau huſſars, and ſeiſed on a large magazine belonging to the 
French ; which they were forced to deſtroy, not being able to carry 
it of, T hey alſo took a cheſt containing 12,000 Horins. 


CoLoNEL Luckner and Colonel Freytag, at the head of the light 
troops, being detached on the left of the enemy, proceeded along 
the Lahn as far as Limbourg, where they arrived on the 23d; 
from whence they made excurſions on the rear of the French as far 
as Francfort, harraſſing the enemy's poſts, and intercepting their 

convoys. They alſo by their ſituation cut off the communication 
between M. d' Armentieres, and their main army, or at leaſt ren- 
dered it very difficult and precarious, and prevented their receiving 
any ſupplies of forage, &c. from the country of Triers. 


OcroBRR the 6th, a party of the Allies took poſt at Hombourg, 
on the river Ohm, which Foy fortified with redoubts and entrench- 
ments. 
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Tux 12th, the Allied Army remained in their old poſition at 


Croſdoff; and that of the enemy were alſo in their old camp round 
Gicſlen, | 


_  GeNERAL Imhoff, being reinforced by a large body of cavalry, 
again advanced; and M. d' Armentieres, having, on the 1ſt, thrown 
ſome ſupplies of proviſions into Munſter, retired, on the zd, to 
Nottelen, and, on the 4th, to Coesfeld in his way to Weſel. The 
blockade of Munſter was once more formed. General Imhoff's 
corps formed three camps, one at Dyckbourg, where the head- 
quarters were fixed; another at Luckenlech; and the third at Kin- 
derhaus: that General alſo received another reinforcement of five 
battalions and ſix ſquadrons, which had been detached from the 
Allied Army. M. d' Armentieres advanced, on the gth, to Boc- 
cum; and General Imhoff, with a part of his corps, marched to 
Dulmen, from whence he detached General Bulow, on the 11th, 
with ſome light troops ſupported by ſome infantry, who marched 
with all expedition to Dorſten, ſurpriſed the guard at the head of the 


bridge, who were all cut to pieces; and the French had juſt time 


to ſhut the gates: and while the Heſſians and Scheiter's grenadiers 
were endeavouring to force them open, the enemy evacuated the 
town at another gate, and fled with precipitation towards Weſel. 


They were cloſely purſued, and two captains, two lieutenants, and 


eighty private men, were made priſoners on this occaſion, 


On the 14th, a party of the enemy, conſiſting of 200 men, at- 


tacked our poſt at the bridge of Oberlimb, which was guarded by 
twenty hunters and forty grenadiers of General Wangenheim's 


corps. The hunters, who were advanced, were forced to give way, 
and fall back on the grenadiers ; but Lieutenant de Thun, who com- 
manded them, attacked the enemy with great bravery, and the hunters 


at the ſame time returning to the charge, the French were repulſed 


with the loſs of ſeven killed and ſeveral wounded, 
OcToBER 16, his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand Duke of 
Brunſwic and Luneberg was inveited with the moſt noble Order of 
the Garter, As that inveſtiture was performed in camp, the fol- 
lowing account of the ceremony is inſerted : 
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THE King of Great- Britain having conſtituted the Right Ho- 
nourable the Marquis of Granby, and Stephen Martin Leake, Eſq; 

Garter principal King of Arms, Plenipotentiaries, for inveſting his I 
Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand of Brunſwic with the moſt noble 3 
Order of the Garter, Mr. Leake arrived at the camp, with the ha- | 
bit and enſigns, on Monday the 15th. The next day, the Pleni- 
potentiaries had their firſt audience of his Serene Highneſs, at the 

| head-quarters, and preſented their credentials and the book of ſta- 
tutes; and his Serene Highneſs having agreed to accept the election 
with the uſual reſervations, the Plenipotentiarics immediately in- 
veſted him with the Garter, Ribband, and George, Garter pro- 
nouncing the uſual admonitions i in Latin. The next day was ap- = 
pointed for the public inveſtiture; and for that purpoſe, a large 5 
tent was prepared on a hill in full view of the French camp, and 
another leſſer tent at a little diſtance from the great one, for his 

Highneſs to receive the firſt part of the inveſtiture. To this tent 
the Prince came about twelve o'clock, eſcorted by a detachment of 

the horſe guards blue, who were afterwards drawn up on either fide 
upon the ſlope of the hill before the tent, others doing duty on foot. 
His Serene Highneſs was received by the Plenipotentiaries in the 
lefler tent, where the habit and enſigns had been previouſly laid on a 
table, and he was immediately inveſted with the ſurcoat and ſword, 
A proceſſion was then made to the great tent in the followin 8 order: 
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Gentlemen and officers of * Serene Highnebs

In this manner they proceeded to the great tent, where two chairs 
of ſtate were placed ; one for the ſovereign, having an eſcutcheon 
of the royal arms and titles over the chair; the other for the Prince,

having an eſcutcheon of his arms and titles above his chair. Upon 


entering the tent, every perſon made three reverences to the ſo- 
vereign's ſtate, and the habit and enfigns were ſeverally laid by the 
perſons who bore them upon a table before the ſovereign's tall, 
The Prince fat down in his chair, the two plenipotentiaries in 


chairs on each ſide of him, the muſic playing. After a little pauſe, 
the Marquis of Granby ſtanding up made a ſhort ſpeech in French, 
which was anſwered by the Prince. Garter then preſented the 


king's commiſſion, which was read by the Prince's ſecretary. The 


plenipotentiaries then inveſted his Highneſs with the habit and 


enſigns; viz. firſt, the mantle, then the hood, then the collar, 


Garter pronouncing the uſual admonitions. They then placed the 


cap and feather on the Prince's head, and ſeated him in his ſtall, 
the muſic playing. Laſtly, Garter proclaimed the ſovereign's ſtile 
in French, and then the Prince's, the drums beating and trumpets 
ſounding This being done, a proceſſion was made back to the 
lefler tent in the ſame manner as before, his Serene Highneſs having 


the train of his mantle borne by a page. | | 


H1s Highneſs continued in this tent about an hour, till the great 


tent was prepared for dinner, which was given by the Marquis of 
Granby, his Serene Highneſs ſitting at table in the habit of 


the order, having his cap held behind his chair, the plenipo- 


tentiaries on his right hand, and the Hereditary Prince of Brunſwic 
on his left. The ſecond courſe being ſerved up, his Serene High- 


| neſs ſtood up, put on his cap, and then taking it off, drank, 1ſt, 


the Sovereign's health; 2dly, the reſt of the Royal Family; 3dly, 
the Knights companions of the order: in return whereof the Mar- 
| quis 
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quis of Granby drank, 1ſt, the health of the Prince ; 2dly, the 
reſt of his family ; zdly, the King of Pruſſia. 


Tux next day his Serene Hig zhneſs gave an entertainment in three 
tents near the head-quarters, at which were preſent (as at the 
former) all the. principal officers of the army; the whole being 


conducted with as much order and ſplendour as the circumſtances of 


a camp would admit, and to the entire ſatisfaction of his Serene 


Highneſs, 


On the 21ſt of October, M. de Contades Shes ſix Roe, Fo 


of infantry and two regiments of cavalry towards the Lower Rhine, 


to reinforce M. d' Armentieres. 


Ox the 23d, Licutenant- coldel Luckner, at the head of a 
party of light troops, advanced to Niederbrechen, where the French 


had a ſtrong poſt, in order to cover their convoys of forage. He im- 
mediately attacked the enemy, and entirely defeated them with the 


loſs of one lieutenant- colonel, one major, two captains, and fifty 


non- commiſſioned officers and private men killed, beſides one officer 
and ſeventy private men made priſoners. He allo took 100 horſes, 
and 112 waggons laden with forage. 


Ox the 26th of O&ober, his Serene Highneſs 4 from his 


camp at Croſdorft four battalions of infantry and four ſquadrons of 


cavalry, to reinforce the corps under General Imhoff, who till 


| continued the blockade of Munſter. 


NovEMBER. The armies on the Lahn remained inactive, and 
kept the ſame poſition very nearly in their former camps. Nothing 
material paſſed between them, except ſome ſkirmiſhes, which ge- 


nerally terminated to the advantage of the Allies. Both armies 
cauſed their camps to be well fortified and entrenched, His Serene 


| Highneſs ordered his troops to hut, and took every neceſſary pre- 
_ caution to ſecure his men from the inclemency of the weather, 


which at this time was very ſevere. He allo iſſued out very preciſe 


and diſtinct orders for the torming of the troops, in caſe of an attack, 


upon the firſt ſignal, and the cavalry was almoſt conſtantly kept 


ſaddled for the ſame purpoſe, 
M. d' Eſtrees 
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M. d' Eſtrees and M. de Contades were recalled from the French 
Army, and M. de Broglio, who had been at Paris, returned to the 
French camp, inveſted with the full command of the whole, bein 
promoted over the heads of ſeveral ſenior officers, who all reſigned 


and quitted the army: among the number of theſe were M, de 
Chevreuſe, M. de N oailles, and M. de Briſac. 


Meſſrs. Luckner and Freytag continued their incurſions on the 
French poſts in the rear of their army with great ſucceſs, and 
diſturbed their communication with Francfort in ſuch a manner, 
that nothing could paſs or repaſs without a ſtrong eſcort. 


NoveMBER 1 I, the garriſon of Munſter made a fally, but were 
repulſed with the loſs of 100 men, 


Ox the 14th, the trenches were opened before Munſter with 


great ſucceſs. The batteries were completed on the 1 5th, and every 
thing got ready i in order to begin the ſiege in form. 


AzouT this time three companies of Keith's Highlanders joined 
the Allied Army. | 


NovrMBER 8, his Serene Highneſs ſent a body 4 5oo men 


to Wideleberg on the road to Cologne. This detachment not only 


alarmed the city of Cologne, and gave umbrage to M. d' Armentieres 
on account of his rear, but alſo enabled the Allies to draw forage 
out of the dutchy of Bergues. 


Tu Hereditary Prince was likewiſe 3 with a reinforcement 


of eight battalions to join General Imhoff before Munſter. 


erase 22. The batteries began to fire on the town and 
citadel of Munſter on the 16th, and the fiege was carried on with 
the greateſt vigour, Two attacks were formed under the direction 


of the Count de la Lippe Buckebourg, the one againſt the town, 
and the other againſt the citadel, The attack on the town was a

M. d' Armenier advanced within four leagues of the town, 
and made a ſhew as if he deſigned to attempt the relief of it. On 
the night between the 19th and 20th, he attacked the village of 
Albachten, and diflodpedfome of our Hanoverian chaſſeurs who were 
poſted there; but that place was ſoon recovered, and Genc ral Imhoff 
m. de the proper diſpoſitions for attacking their main body the 
following morning, but the enemy had retired with prec ip' tation. 
Had M. d' Armentieres, who was ſuperior in number, acted with 
vigour, the affair might have been doubtful; for General Zaſtrow 
who covered the fiege with eight battalions being ordered to join 
General Imhoff, there then only remained 3000 men to defend the 
trenches againſt a garriſon of 2500, and the deſtruction of part of 
the befiegers' works by a fally would have cauſed inſurmountable 
_ difficulties; on account of the Ley and badneſs of the weather. 


M. de de, who commanded in the town, , perceiving M. d' Ar- 
mentieres had retreated, ſent out a trumpet on the 24th to demand 
terms of capitulation, which being agreed on, the garriſon marched 
out on the 22d of November, when the Allies took ron of 
that city. 

Tre Hereditary Prince, who was in full march to that place, 
returned to the army at Croſdort?, as ſoon as he received the account 


of its reduction. 


NovEMBER 23, General Imhoff fixed his head-quarters at 
Munſter, and ſent ſtrong detachments to Halteren, Dulmen, Coeſ- 
veld, and Olfen, and he cantooned the reſt of his troops in the 
villages round Munſter. M. d' Armentieres after his retreat from 
Munſter put his troops into quarters in the dutchy of Cleves. 


| Tas Duke of Wirtemberg with a body of about 10, ,,000 of his 
troops entered the country of Fulde, and took up his quarters in that 
capital, in order either to join or act in concert with the French 
Army, according as occaſion ſhould require, His Serene Highneſs 
determined to ſend the Hereditary Prince to diſlodge him, and 
prevent their junction. F or this purpoſe,

ON the 25th of November, the regiments which had been at 
Corbach returned with their baggage to the army, and marched to 


Marpurg and its neighbourhood ; and the fame day thoſe which 
had been with Prince Charles of Bevern, on his expedition towards 
Cologne, returned likewiſe to Marpurg. 


On the 28th early in the morning, the Hereditary Prince of 
Brunſwic and Prince Charles of Bevern ſet out from Marpurg 
with the following regiments, viz. De Boch, Hanoverian dragoons, 


Prince William, and Prince Frederic of Hefle's cavalry, two bat- 


talions of the regiment of guards, and two of Imhoff 's of Brunſwic, 


the regiment of grenadiers, Heſſians, and that of Blunſbach, 100 
hunters of Trimbach's corps, one ſquadron of white, and one of 


black huſſars. This corps having left their baggage behind, marched 
the ſame day to Kiſdorff and Heimerſhauſen, and the following, 
being the 29th, to Angerſbach, their vanguard having i in their way 
gallantly repulſed a body of the enemy conſiſting of the voluntiers 
of Naſſau. The two battalions of the regiment of guards, 
and thoſe of the regiment of Imhoff, and Boch's regiment of 


dragoons, lay that night at Angerſbach ; Prince Charles of Bevern 
with the other regiments at Lauterbach: the huſſars and the vo- 


luntiers of Trimbach were poſted further on at Landerſhauſen, and 


the Hereditary Prince paſſed the whole night at the advanced poſt 


of the huſſars. At one o'clock in the morning of the zoth, the 
whole corps was again put in motion, and marched directly to- 
wards Fulde. As the enemy did not in the leaſt expect this viſit, 
no troops were met on the road, At a little diſtance from Fulde, 
the Hereditary Prince having ordered the whole corps to be drawn 
together behind the nearett height, and the huſſars to march forward, 
his Serene highneſs went to reconnoitre, in perſon, almoſt up to 
the gates of the town, 


As the country abit Fulde forms a plain of tolerable even 


ground, the right of which is watered by a river of the ſame name, 
the ßelds on this fide being divided by a long hollow way, on one 
fide of which the Wirtemberg troops had ranged themſelves in ſmall 
bodies on ſeparate ſpots of ground, our huffars and yellow dragoons 
drew up in front of thoſe troops thus AIRY an

Id the mean time the reſt of his Serene Highneſs's corps, both 
horſe and foot, went round the hill, and proceeded in their march, 
without interruption, to the other fide of the hollow way, in ſuch 
a manner, that they were ſoon able to take poſt upon the flank of 
the regiments of Wirtemberg, who by degrees retreated into the 
town. Our cannon fired on them during the whole time they were 


filing off. 


Tux enemy's infantry having made ſome ſhew of forming them- 
ſelves in the ſquare of the town, we played our howitzers upon 
them to drive them from thence. 


Tax whole corps of the enemy having then pm through the 
town, our huſſars and yellow dragoons, led on by the Hereditary 
Prince in perſon, together with the Heſſian ons Go and Boch's 
regiment of dragoons, paſſed it likewiſe in the purſuit ; whilſt 
Prince Charles of Bevern went round the out-ſide of it, and paſſed 
the river over the bridge. 


Tux enemy in their retreat ſhut all the gates of the town after 
them, but they were forced open by our cannon, Our troops 
found on the other fide of the town the enemy's three battalions of 
grenadiers, and the regiment of Wernich, formed again in order 
of battle, as if with an intention of defending theniſeves ; but the 
reſt of the troops of Wirtemberg had drawn towards che left, and 5 
retired as faſt as poſſible. 


Tur Hereditary Prince ordered immediately all the huſſars and 
| Boch's regiment of dragoons to advance upon the ſaid four bat- 
talions ; and in the mean time his Serene Highneſs with the reſt of 
the troops filed off along the heights to the right, 'till he found 
himſelf able to gain the enemy's flank. It was then that we broke 
in upon them; and though they fired in the beſt manner they 
could, there were but fix dragoons killed, and fourteen wounded, 
on our fide ; Count Platen, captain, was killed in the firſt onſet : 
by a muſket ball. A confiderable number of the enemy were cut 
to pieces, and the reſt, having thrown down their arms, were made 
priſoners of war, together with all their officers, We took from them 
two pieces of cannon, two pair of colours, and ar baggage.

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Tur next day, the firſt of December, 924 priſoners were ſent 
to Hirſchfeld under an eſcort commanded by Major Marſhall, The 
reſt of theſe four battalions were either killed or very much 
wounded, 95 


Ov huſfars went in purſuit of thoſe of the enemy who went 
off before the action, and took the greateſt part of their baggage, 
carriages, Waggons, &c. 3 


Tu Duke of Wirtemberg was in perſon with his corps, which 
he had juſt then drawn up for a feu de.joye; ſo that theſe regiments 
were in their beſt cloathing. The Duke had invited all the ladies 
in the town of Fulde to his table, and to a ball which he intended 
to have given that very day; but, upon the unexpected news of the 
Hereditary Prince of Brunſwic's being at the gates of the. town 
with his huſſars, the Duke thought proper to get off. That part 


of his cavalry which was not taken, was obliged to decamp in haſte 


with the reſt of his infantry, and to file off in our preſence, on the 
other fide of the Fulde. One of theſe regiments of cavalry, the 
grenadiers, and the regiment of Wernich, were commanded in a 
very diſorderly manner ; and this had enabled us to cut them fo 
eaſily in pieces, and with ſo little loſs on our fide, 

NovEMBER 27, Both the armies on the river Lahn remained in 
their old poſition without any material alteration, except that the 


cavalry of the Allies were cantooned in the neighbouring villages, | 


on account of the ſeverity of the weather. 


ON the 1ſt of December, the Hereditary Prince remained 
quiet at Fulde the whole day. But he afterwards advanced as 
far as Rupertenrode, a place ſituated upon the right flank of the 
French Army. This poſition, added to the difficulty of ſubſiſting 


their troops any longer ina country entirely exhauſted, probablydeter- 


mined the Duc de Broglio atlaſt to abandon his camp at Gieſſen, which 


| he did on the 5th of December. In falling back towards Butzbach, 


on the direct road to Francfort, his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand 
of Brunſwic detached two corps in purſuit of him. A garriſon of 


near 2000 men was left in Gieſſen, the commander whereot had been 
ſummoned to ſurrender, 
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On the 5th of December, his Serene Highneſs ordered his in- 


fantry to cantoon in the villages round Croſdortt, where they could 
be aſſembled on the ſmalleit notice. 


| DECEMBER 6, M. de Broglio had his head-quarters at Fried- 
berg, and the F rench Army cantooned in the villages between that 
town and Butzbatch. M. de Sc. Germain was advanced with 
forty companies of Grenadiers at Butzbatch, in order to cover their 1 
cantoonments, and ſupport their light troops upon occaſion. 4 


Ma jor General Blaiſcl, who commanded in Gieſſen, having re- 
fuſed to ſurrender, that town was inveſted by a body of troops under 
the command of the Duke of Holſtein, 


DecEMBER V, General Imhoff took poſt near Hattingen with 
his head- quarters at that place; and the troops under his command 
were cantooned in the country of Mare, being advantageouſly poſted 
on the Roer. This day his light troops gained a conſiderable 
advantage over thoſe of the F rench in the neighbourhood of 
Erbefeldt. 


THE 1 th: a detachment of the Allies ſurpriſed a party of 300 
French horſe, who were quartered in the village of Billerſheim, 
near Heingen, and made the greater part of them priſoners. 


On the 21ſt, the French commandant M. du Blaiſel als a 
fally in the night with a body of 1200 men, in order to ſurpriſe 
the regiment of Behr, which was cantooned in Klein-Lingen, but 
the piquets giving the alarm, that regiment immediately aſſembled, 
and forced them back into the town with * loſs of 30 men killed 

and 20 made priſoners. 


T as Duke of Broglio 5 this > the baton of Marechal 
of France. This baton, which is ſent or delivered to ſuch as his moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty thinks proper to create Marechaux de France, is

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On the 24th of December, the French troops which were can- 
tooned in the neighbourhood of Cleves, marched to Duſſeldorp, 


leaving only, one regiment of foot at Engheim, and one regiment 


of dragoons at Xanten and Calcar to patrole along the Rhine. 


Tur 2 5th, General Gilſoe marched, on the 4th, from the neigh- 
bourhood 51 Munſter, with the detachment under his command, 


by the way of Unna, and the country of Waldec, to the country 


of Heſſe, in order to join the Hereditary Prince, who, after this 


junction, marched towards Erfurth, at which place he arrived on 


the 18th; and from thence proceeded to Chemnitz and Leipſic in 


Saxony, where he joined the King of Pruſſia this day, 


Tre Duke de Broglio thinking to avail himſelf of the abſence 


of the Hereditary Prince with his detachment, which had conſi- 
derably weakened the Allied Army, cauſed the grenadiers of the 
French army, with the troops placed between Butzbach and Fried- 


burg to advance, on the 24th, towards the Lahn, and on the 
following day, being the 25th, a large body of the French Army 


appeared before the Allies without coming to any action; a flight 


cannonade only paſſed between them on the fide of Klcin-Lingen 


and Hachelhelm, without any great effect on either fide, when the 
enemy retired to their old cantoonments, 


ON the 28th, a e from General Imhoff $ corps, 
conſiſting of five battalions and ſeven ſquadrons, arrived at Ober 
Weimar, about three leagues' diſtant from Croſdorff. 


ON the 29th, Colonel Luckner with his chaſſeurs attacked a | 
party of the enemy conſiſting of 400 men, the greateſt part of 


whom were cut to pleces : the remainder were all made priſoners, 


with their commanding officer M. de Muret ; excepting about 
any; who * by flight, = 

ABour this time a party of Colonel Scheiter's corps paſſed the 
Rhine, ſurpriſed a detachment of the French, burned a large ma- 
gazine, took the- whole baggage of the Swiſs regiment of Jenner, 
and made ſeveral other captures, without any loſs on their ſide. 
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DECEMBER 31, the advanced parties of the Allies, which had 
been poſted between Butzbach and Gieſſen, were, after the 25th, 
removed to Stauffenberg on the left of the army, and on this day 
eight battalions and ſeveral ſquadrons of the French appeared before 
that village: however, they attempted nothing, but after the ex- 


change of a few cannon-ſhot retired the ſame way they had 


advanced. 
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N N. N ANUARY 1. General Imhoff having made ſome de- 
e tachments which traverſed the country of Bergues, one 
4 J I of thele advanced this day to Keyſerſwert, and from 

K thence to Urdingen, where they deſtroyed one of the 
KAY Ax French magazines. „ 


Ox the 7th, the Duke de Broglio, not having found it practicable 
to ſurpriſe the Allied Army, much leſs to attack it in front, was 
obliged, as was obſerved before, to retire back to Friedburg ; but in 
order, however, to draw ſome advantage from the weakneſs of the 
Allied Army fince the march of the detachment under the Here- 
ditary Prince, and being alſo deſirous to keep open his commu- 
nication with Gieſſen, which he had determined to ſupport, he 
made large detachments to our right and left. In conſequence 
whereof, ſeveral corps under the command of M. de Voyer marched 
by Weilmunſter to Limbourg and Weilburg, to ſupport their troops 
that were on their march from Duſſeldorp, and were actually ar- 
rived on the Dylle, Several ſmart ſkirmiſhes happened between the 
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advanced parties and light troops of both armies, in which ours had 
in general the advantage, excepting the following: M. de Voyer had 
ordered the Marquis de Vogue to attack, on the 3d in the mornin 

the town of Herbon, where there was an advanced poſt of General 
Wangenheim's corps, conſiſting of a captain and 100 men, who 
not retiring in time were, after a vigorous reſiſtance, all made pri- 

ſoners of war. The br igade of Picardy and Tour du Pin cantooned 
themſelves there that night ; and the brigade of Waldener with the 
corps of Fiſcher made themſelves maſters of the town of Dillem- 


bourg on the ſame day. The garriſon retired into the caſtle, which 


they maintained, though ſeverely cannonaded by the enemy ; and 
M. de Voyer cantooned his reunited corps along the Dylle. 


Wulrr the French made theſe motions on the right of our 
army, the Wirtembergers ſupported by ſome of the French light 
troops made incurſions into the country of Heſſe, by the way of 
Romrot and Alsfeldt, as far as Ziegenhayn, and by that means the 
French rendered the arrival of proviſions to the Allied Army ver 


difficult from the country of Naſſau, as well as from that fide. 


where the Wirtembergers were : moreover, the violent rains which 


fell at that time greatly retarded the convoys which came from 
Caſſel, His Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand, therefore, thought 


it moſt adviſeable for the convenience of his troops to change his 
cantoonments, For this purpoſe he ſent off his heavy baggage on 
the 2d, the artillery on the zd; the army marched on the 4th, and 
on the 5th Prince Ferdinand himſelf followed with the rear guard, 


fixing his head-quarters at Marpurg, the main body cantooning in 


the neighbourhood of that place, with the advanced guard at Dil- 
lembourg, as was ſaid before, and another on the right of the 
French. His Serene Highneſs ſet out at one o'clock in the morning, 

of the 7th, to relieve the caſtle of Dillembourg, which was now 
_ cloſely preſſed by the enemy; and on that evening the relief 

thereof was happily effected by M. de Derenthal, one of his Aid- 
de-camps, who forced the town, and threw proviſions into the 
caſtle. The French, beſides a number killed, leſt on this occaſion 


700 private men, and forty officers, who were made priſoners, 


among whom was M. de Paravicini; 3 as alſo leyen pair of colours, 
and two pieces of cannon, 
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Ox the ſame day, Major Keith's Hiahtanders, ſupported by 
Colonel Luckner's huſſars, attacked the village of Eyeſbach, near 
our quarters, on the fide of Dillemberg, where there was an ad- 
vanced poſt of the enemy, conſiſting of Beaufremont's dragoons, 
entirely defeated them, killed and diſperſed the greateſt part of 
that regiment, and made eighty men priſoners; they alſo took 200 
horſes, and all their baggage, The Highlanders diſtinguiſhed 
themſelves in a very particular manner on this occaſion, 


January 8, M. de St. Germain advanced on our left with the 
French grenadiers, ſupported by ſome dragoons, and eight battalions, 
but the Prince of Holſtein, at the head of our grenadiers, ſup- 


| ported by ſome dragoons, and four battalions, came up with them 


in the neighbourhood of Ebſdorff, and Greed them, after a briſk 


cannonade, to retire with precipitation ; our huſſars purſued 


them, and made ſeven officers and fifty men priſoners of war. 


| Janvary 19, The French army being diſperſed and gone into 


winter-quarters, the Allied Army alſo began their march to their 


reſpective winter-quarters this day ; thoſe of the Britiſh troops were 
at Oſnabrug, where they arrived on the 29th: his Serene Highneſs 


Prince Ferdinand cſtabliſhed his es keei at Paderborn; about 


14, ooo were quartered in the biſhopric of Munſter, under 


General Sporcken ; about 10,000 were quartered in the country of 


Heſſe, and the remainder in the neighbourhood of Paderborn, 
Lipſtadt, &c. 


Tur French placed large garriſons in Duſſeldorp, Weſel, &c. 


and their troops which were on the Lower Rhine extended along 
that river from Cranenberg to Cologne; the remainder of their 


army quartered on the Lahne, the Mayne, and the Rhine, in the 
neighbourhood of Francfort, Tlanau, &c, ; the Saxons and Wirtem- 


bergers were quartered 1 in Franconia, 


 Janvary 20, A 3 of the Wirtembergers 1 
towards Hirſchfield, with an intent to carry off, or deſtroy, a 
magazine belonging to the Allies in that town; but on information 


that a party of Hanoverians were in purſuit of them, and not a

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league off, they immediately retired with the utmoſt precipita-

JaxvaRy 27, The Hereditary Prince's detachment were can- 
tooned in the villages between Freyberg and Chemnitz, where they 
remained in perfect tranquility : his Serene Highneſs continued his

JaxUARY 28, This day his Serene Highneſs the Landgrave of 
Heſſe Caſſel died at Rintelen, aged ſeventy-ſeven years, ten months, 
and eighteen days, | 


FEBRUARY 3 party of the Allies attacked the advanced 
poſts of the enemy at Hackenberg, Wallenrode, and Alten- 


kirchen, made ſeveral of their men priſoners, and diſperſed the 
remainder, 1 | 


CoLower Scheiter carried off two whole companies, and a pair 
of colours, belonging to a new regiment, which was forming in th 
Weſterwald for the Army of the Empire. ; 


Tur detachment under the command of the Hereditary Prince 
being aſſembled at Chemnitz, his Highneſs came there on the 12th, 
at which time he began his march towards Heſſe; and notwith- 
ſtanding the ſeverity of the ſeaſon, arrived by briſk marches on the 
18th at Wanfried, where a part of them remained, and the reſt 


proceeded towards the country of Smalkalde. The Hereditary 
Prince arrived on the 29th at Paderborn. 


Marcn 1, The French made a ſhew of attacking the chain in 
the front of the quarters of that part of the Allied Army cantooned 
in the country of Heſle, with a body of 4 or 5000 men, but 
without any ſucceſs; one body of 2500 appeared by the road of 

Gieſſen before the town of Marpurg, and after ſome reſiſtance 
forced the gates, taxed the town at 100,000 france, for the payment 
of which they took two hoſtages ; they alſo formally ſummoned the 
caſtle, but were only anſwered from the mouths of the cannon, 
which ſoon forced them to abandon the town, retiring by the way

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they came: our huſſars went in purſuit of them, and made ſeveral 
— Other parties appeared likewiſe before Hombourg, 
Alsfeldt, and Hertzberg, but without attempting to attack them; 
ſo their expedition proved ineffectual, 


Tas French having ſent fone detachments into the country of 


Fulde, the Hereditary Prince at the head of a party of the 
Allies advanced on their right by the heights of Vogelſberg, while 
General Gilſoe with another body advanced towards the heights of 
Fulde, - This body, on the 14th, came to Hirſchfield ; on the 1 5th, 

they proceeded to Schlitz. The enemy's volontaires under the com- 
mand of M. de Noue de Vair were drove back from Sallamunſter, 
and our chaſſeurs under the command of General Luckner entered 
Fulde on the 17th, where General Gilſoe ſoon after arrived; but, 

on the 19th, he marched towards Neuhoff, on advice that the 
French had taken poſt on the heights between that place and Fulde. 

The enemy was immediately attacked and diſloged, retiring by the 
way of Schlichteren. General Luckner greatly diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
in this affair. General Gilſoe afterwards returned to F ulde. 


M. je Duc de Broglio, as ſoon as he had received a of 


the march of theſe detachments, cauſed the generale to be beat. 


The French Army were every where in motion, and repaired to 


their head- quarters; a large detachment was ſent to Gillenhauſen, 


and another on the road towards Fulde: but on notice that the 


Hereditary Prince had turned off to his left towards the country of 


Wurtzburg, he immediately ſent off lixtcen {quadrons to reinforce 
the Saxons and Wirtembergers, 


THE different objects of this expedition being fulfilled, ſuch as 


diſlodging the enemy from the country of Fulde, ruining ſeveral of 
their magazines, ſeizing on a number of recruits, which were raiſed 
in the country of Hanau for the completing of their German regi- 
ments, and alarming the French in their quarters, theſe detachments 
returned, carrying off with them 1036 recruits, ſeveral priſoners, 


and a number of carriages laden, without the leaſt interruption on 


their march from the enemy. 
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As ſoon as the French General had received certain advice that 
the Allies had marched back to their quarters, he recalled the de- 
tachments he had made, and ordered his army to return likewite into 
their quarters, which they accordingly did on the 25th of March.

APRIL I, General Imhoff with a brigade e his command 
marched towards Ziegenhayn, in order to be at hand to lupport the

APRIL 11. This day the Landgrave of Heſſe Caſt. had an in- 
terview with his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand and the Here- 
ditary Prince, with relation to the operations of the enluing cam- 


paign. 


APR11. 28. There happened this day a ſmart action at Vacha, 
a town ſituate on the frontiers of Heſſ-, which formed the head of 
our chain of cantoonments upon the Werra, A detachment of the 
enemy, conſiſting of the regiment of Mr. d' Apchon, together with 
ſome voluntieres, made an attack on that town. Colonel Freytag, 
who commanded in that place, being overpowered by the great 
ſuperiority of the enemy, was at firſt obliged to abandon it ; but he 
only retired to a riſing ground that was in the neighbourhood, where 
he took poſt, and kept the French in play till two battalions of our 
grenadiers, who were quartered not far from thence, came up to his 
aſſiſtance. The enemy immediately retired, and were purſued for 
three leagues, attacked and drove from Geila, where they intended 
to take up their quarters for that night. There were only two 
companies of chaſſeurs on foot, one on horſeback, and one ſquadron 
of the black huſſars, that had any ſhare in this affair. Our loſs in 
killed and wounded amounted to about 30 men; that of the enemy 
was about 120. The French had brought a number of waggons 
from Fulde, which they deſigned to have loaded with the plunder 
they ſhould take from Vacha and Hirſchfield, but they were ben 
to make uſe of them in carrying off their wounded men.

APRIL 29, his Serene Highneſs removed. his head-quarters from 
Paderborn to Neuhaſs, which is about the diſtance of half a league 
from thence ; but the Hereditary Prince {till retained his quarters in 
that town, 
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Tu Count de St. Germain, who had been at Francfort to concert 
meaſures with the Marſhal Duc de Broglio for the operations of the 
enſuing campaign, ſet out this day from thence to take the com- 
mand of the French Army that was to act on the Lower 
Rhine. 


Mar 5, the Britiſh troops who were quartered in and near Oſ- 
nabrug marched out of their quarters in order to take the field, and, 
on the 12th, the laſt diviſion of them arrived at Paderborn and the 


adjacent villages. His Excellency the Marquis of Granby, likewiſe, 
came there the ſame day. He had been obliged to remain behind 
ſome days at Oſnabrug on account of illneſs.

May 20, his Serene Highneſs eſtabliſhed his e at 
Wabern, and the army entered a camp which had been traced out 
for them on the heights near Fritzlar; and, on the 2 1ſt, they were 


reviewed by his Serene Highneſs. General Imhoff was advanced 


with a large detachment toward the right at Kirchain on the Ohm; 
and M. de Gilſoe was likewiſe advanced with another towards the left 
at Hirſchfield on the Fulde, The head-quarters of the Marquis of 


Granby were at Fritzlar, and that of the Hereditary Prince and the 
Duke of Holitein were at Melric. 


Tux three following Britiſh regiments from England joined them 
in that camp, viz. Royal Engliſh dragoons, Moſtyn, and Ancram, 


cavalry, er with 200 light horſe. 


G#NFRAL Sporcken alſo at the head of the troops quartered 3 in 


the biſhopric ot Munſter marched this day in order to take poſt at 


Dulmen, and formed a line from thence as far as Ham, to obſerve 
the motions of the French army on the Lower Rhine under the 
command of M. de St. Germain. 


ABOUT this time the troops of the Prince of Winzmbers, 1 


had been Ll now in the pay of the French, quitted that ſervice 
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on ſome diſguſt, and returned towards Swabia : they were computed 
to be about 9000 men. 


_ CorontL Fiſcher's corps, which were to join the corps of M. 
de St. Germain, took poſt on their flank at Erbefeld ; and a body of 


the Helſian huſlars, belonging to General Sporcken's Corps, were at 
285 tmond. 


May 23, General Luckner, who had orders to harraſs the 
enemy's convoys between Gieſſen and Butzbach, ſet out from his 
camp near Kirchain with a detachment conſiſting of 500 huſlars 
and hunters on horſeb.ick, and 500 grenadiers and hunters on foot, 
and after marching through Hellen Buſeck, and Scheiffemberg, 
he found himſclf, on the 24th in the morning, on the high road 
to Butzbach, without having met any of the enemy or their con- 
voys; he thence proceeded | in order to ſurpriſe that town, and carry 
off or deſtroy a magazine which the french had there, Count 
Waldner commanded in that place, with a garriſon of 400 infantry, 
| 100 of Caraman's dragoons, and fifty of Berchini's huſſars. 


M. Luckner had ſcarcely made the proper diſpoſitions for the 
attack, before a patrole of the enemy of a Cornet and twelve 
hufars appeared on the fide of Lich, theſe were all taken except 
the Cornet and one huſſar, who eſcaped and ſpread the alarm at 
Butzbach. A little after another officer and ſixteen huſfars ap- 
peared, but retired as ſoon as they perceived him; they were 
cloſely purſued by our huſſars, who entered the town along with 
them: M. de Waldner retreated out of the town by another gate, 
in order to gain a wood which lay on the road to Friedberg. Our 
huffars came up with a piquet of Caraman's dragoons, and took 
priſoners one officer and twenty men, the reſt having diſmounted, 
diſperſed, and fled over the hedges and ditches : a piquet of in- 
fantry was alſo overtaken, twenty-five of whom were made priſoners, 
the reſt eſcaping over the hedges. M. de Luckner then divided his 
corps into two parties : the hunters on horſeback entered the wood, 
took or killed all they could find, while the huffars of Brunſwic 
purſued the other runaways towards Friedburg, and brought back 
a great number of dragoons, huſſars, and about thirty Carriages.

1 M. Luckner then entered the town, and diſtributed to the poor 
i inhabitants the magazines and proviſions that they could not carry 
E away, On the 25th, he returned back to his camp with four 
I officers and 100 private men priſoners, His whole loſs amounted 
do no more than two huſſars killed and five wounded, 


Trosz who: had fled to Friedberg gave the alarm fo ſtrongly 
there, that the commandant thought proper to ſet fire to a large 


magazine in that place, but on advice that M. Luckner had re- 
tired, he cauſed it to be extinguiſhed. 


May 27, The French army, in conſequence of the alarm given 
by M. Luckner, were all put in motion towards Friedberg, and 
cantooned in Weteravia; having a large detachment under Prince 
Xavier of Saxony on their right, in the country of Fulde, and 
another under the Prince de Camille on their left, on the Lower 


Lahn. 


Max 29, In a ſkirmiſh that happened this day in the country 
of Fulde, the black huflars belonging to the Allied Army made 
priſoners a company of the regiment of Dauphin, 
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June 7, M. de Broglio having ſent a reinforcement to Prince 
Xavier in the country of Fulde, his Serene Highneſs detached 
the Hereditary Prince with a body of about four thouſand 
men to join General Gilſoe: on the gth he arrived at Schleitz, 
from whence he advanced to Fulde ; but the enemy, not thinking 
proper to wait for him, retired towards their main army, and the 
Prince returned, on the 14th, to Schlitz. 
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Juxe Iz, The Allied Army remained in their camp near Fritz- 
lar; and the French army continued in their cantoonments, 1 
having a very conſiderable corps under the command of the ”

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L1tvTENANT Colonel Bulow at the head of ſome of the Britiſh

Tux Frenth Army on n the Lower Rhine under M. de St. Germain 
were all aſſembled about the beginning of this month near Duſſel- 
dorp. On the r6th, they paſſed that river, and encamped at Kalkum; 
the 17th, they croſſed the Roer at Mulheim; on the 18th, they 
encamped at Steyl; on the 19th, they marched to Dortmond, from 
whence General Sporcken's advanced parties fell back to Ham; and, 
on the 2oth, they marched to Lohnen, where M. de St. Germain 
axed bis head- quarters. 


Tur French Army under the command of M. de Broglio aſ- 
ſembled, on the 19th, at Friedburg; on the 20th, it marched to 
Hungen; and, on the 2 1ſt, to Grumberg, where it halted on the 
next day, and was there joined by the reſerve under Prince Xavier 
of Saxony from the right, and M. de Guerchy from the left; on 
the 23d, it marched towards Scheveinſberg, where it paſſed the Ohm 
on the 24th, and on the fame day encamped in the neighbourhood 
of that place M. de Broglio fixing his Wente in that town. 


Tux Allied Army quitted their camp at Fritzlar on the 24th, 
and encamped at Frillingdorff; on the 25th, they proceeded to 


Neuſtadt, with an advanced — on the heights of Alendorff. 
On 
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On ithe 26th, the army was under arms, and formed the line of 
battle. M. de Broglio, expecting to be attacked, ordered the Count 
de Luſace, who had remained on the left fide of the Ohm, to paſs 
the river and march to Kirchdorff. He alſo formed the line of 
battle; but nothing paſſed except ſome ſkirmiſhes between the light 
troops. On the 27th, his Serene Highneſs marched back to Zie- 
genhayn, and encamped on the heights between that place and 
Treyſa on the right of the Schwalm, having that river in his front; 
the light troops being poſted on the other ſide thereof occupied the 


town of Waſſenberg and the woods in the front of Neuſtadt. The 


enemy ſent out their two vanguards and their light troops to harraſs 
our rear in our retreat, but without any effect. Theſe two van- 
guards joined at Neuſtadt, where they encamped that night. The 
next day M. de Broglio marched with the whole army, encamping 
with his right to that town, and his left to Speckwinkel, fixing 
his head-quarters at Neuſtadt. 


SEVERAL ſmart ſkirmiſhes paſſed between the advanced guards, 
piquets, and light troops, of the two armies. 


Ox the 29th, the Allied Army changed their poſition, placing 
their rizht to the heights of Treyſa, and their lett to Schonborn. 
General Iinhoff covered their right flank, and their left was covered 
by the Hereditary Prince of Brunſ{wic, who joined the army in this 
camp, having marched thither from the country of Fulde after 
ſome ſucceſsful ſkirmiſhes with the enemy, particularly on the 18th 
at Hoſenfelt, and on the 23d at Zielbach, where he made priſoners 
ſeveral officers and private men, and took a number of horſes, 


without any loſs on his part. ws a 


M. de Broglio detached M. de Chabot with the Iriſh brigades to 


lay ſiege to Marpurg, which ſurrendered on the 3oth. The gar- 


riſon, conſiſting of about 400 men, under the command of Major 
Puffendorf, were made priſoners of war. 


. ON the zoth of June, the Allied Army fired a feu de joye on 
the agreeable news of the French having raiſed the ſiege of 
Qebec. —_ 
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TH1s day the regiment of carabineers, cavalry, from Holand, 
Joined the army.

JULY 1, a body of about 1 500 French cavalry attempted 2 coup 


de main on Fritzlar, but M. de Luckner came up time enough to 
prevent them : he immediately attacked and repelled them with loſs, 
purſuing them as far as Freyenhagen. 


On the ad of July, Campbell's battalion of lane infantry, 
with zoo recruits for Keith 8 3 joined the Allied Army 
from England. 


Ox the zd, M. de Broglio detached M. de Clozen with a eng 


derable body to take poſt at Franchenberg. He likewiſe ſent another 


large detachment to Roſenthal under the command of M. de Poyanne, 


and ſome other parties marched at the ſame time towards Hayna 


and Ieſberg. 


Ox the 4th, General Imhoff was ; detached from the Allied Army 


to Nieder-Urff, and M. de Luckner alſo went to enn at 
Wildungen. 


On the 5th, Prined Ferdinand ordered a hw body of troops to 
croſs the Sala, who encamped behind ſome redoubts and works 
which he had cauſed to be thrown up on the heights before his 
camp on the other fide that river. The Hereditary Prince was * 
wiſe ſent to Ribelſdorff on his left. 


ON the 6th, a conſiderable body of the: enemy, under the com- 


mand of M. de Vair, advanced above Veirec to diſlodge thoſe troops 
'that were poſted on this ſide the Schwalm. They alſo made a ſhew 
of attacking our right, but they were repulſed with loſs, 


T HIS day M. de Luckner attacked the body of the enemy under 


M. de Clozen at Franchenberg, diſlodged them with conſiderable 
loſs, driving them back upon Roſenthal, where M. de Poyanne was 


poſted. 
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ON the 5th, M. de Rothe was detached from the French Army 


to take poſt at Holzdorff with two brigades of infantry and a body 
of cavalry. . 


His Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand perceiving the enemy had 
an intention to out-flank his right by the ſeveral detachments 
they had made on their left, and alſo having advice that their 
| reſerve on the Lower Rhine under M. de St. Germain, which had 
marched on the 4th from Dortmond to Arenſberg, was directing 
its route towards Brilon and Corbach, broke up his camp, and 
marched on the 8th at three o'clock in the afternoon, arriving in the 
morning of the gth on the heights of Brannau, not far from Wil- 
dungen, where he encamped. The advanced corps of the Here- 
ditary Prince, being reinforced by ſome battalions and ſquadrons 
under Major-general Griffin, was ſent forward the ſame day as far 
as Saxenhauſen. 


M. de Broglio, as ſoon as he was informed of the march of the 
Allied Army, judged that his Serene Highneſs deſigned to ſeize on 
the heights near Corbach, which poſt he alſo had propoſed to get 
poſſeſſion of, and M. de St. Germain was in full march for that 
purpoſe. He, therefore, ordered the advanced guard of his Army 
immediately to puſh forward for that place, and he followed them 


with the main body by forced marches, to be near at hand to 
ſupport them, ; 


ON the 1oth, Prince Ferdinand reſumed his march in the 
morning at two o'clock, and the Hereditary Prince likewiſe marched 
the ſame morning from Saxenhauſen towards Corbach. The enemy's 
advanced guard and the van of M. de St. Germain's corps had arrived 
there before him, and had formed themſelves on the heights near 
that place. „„ 


Txt Hereditary Prince judging them not to be ſo numerous as 
they really were, and imagining their whole force might not ex- 
ceed 10, ooo foot, and ſeventeen ſquadrons, determined to endeavour 
to diſlodge them; the attack was accordingly made with great 
vigour, and the engagement became extremely hot about two o'clock 


in 
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in the Afternoon; the enemy being continually reinforced with freſh 
troops as they arrived, and having thereby a great f' aperiority of 
numbers, with a large OR, the Prince found it was not poſ- 
ſible to drive them from their advantageous poſt, therefore, as there 


was no occafion for maintaining that poſt which he himſelf occupied, 


our main army being arrived at Saxenhauſen. and as it was moreover 


not pratticable to bring up a reinforcement in time to ſuſtain the 


Hereditary Prince in his poſt, his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdi- 
nand ſent him orders to rejoin the army, part of which was then 


formed. 


Taz Hereditary Prince accordingly made his diſpoſitions for a 
retreat, which was attended with ſome confuſion among our 


battalions and ſquadrons; the enemy taking advantage of this 
diſorder, preſſcd very britkly upon our troops, both with their 


artillery and a large body of cavalry ; our battalions would hive 


ſuffered conſiderably, had not the Hereditary Prince at the head 
of Bland's ſquadrons, and Howard's regiment of dragoons, with 
great bravery made a moſt turious charge on the enemy, and 


thereby given our infantry an opportunity of making 3 a lafe 
retreat. | 


GensRAL Count Kilmanſeg * diſtinguiſhed himſelf in this 


affair, as did alſo Major-general Griffin at the head of the two 


Britiſh battalions of Kerr and Brudenell; one ſquadron of Bland's, 
commanded by Major Mill, and Howard's regiment of dragoons, 


gained great honour; in a word, the troops in general behaved 


with great bravery and ſpirit, ſhewing much chearfulneſs and 
alacrity during the whole of the action. 


Tur Allies were obliged to leave behind them tele pieces of 
cannon, four howitzers, and thirty ammunition waggons, which 
could not be carried off, as we had ninety-fix artillery horſes killed 
and eighty more wounded ; our loſs in men amounted to ſeven 
officers, eight ſerjeants, and 163 rank and file, killed; eighteen 
officers, twenty-one ſerjeants, and 428 rank and file, wounded ; 


two officers, two ferjeants, and 175 rank and file, miſling ; 
making in the whole 824 men killed, wounded and miſſing.

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The Hereditary Prince received a flight wound in the ſhoulder, 


The loſs of the enemy was computed at between 7 and 800 men 


by their own accounts, 


Tur French encamped on the heights of Corbach, their reſerve, 
under M. de St. Germain, was at Canſtein on their left, and kept 


poſt at Stradberg ; the light troops were encamped between this 


reſerve and their main body at Mulhauſen ; the French and Swiſs 
guards, the grenadiers of France, and the grenadiers Royaux, with 


a brigade of cavalry, were encamped at Bornſdorff; M. de Stain- 
ville was at Frankenau with a body of cavalry. On the other 


hand, the Allied Army encamped at Saxenhauſen, their left not 


being above half a league fiom the enemy's right, ſeparated there- 


from by a hollow way almoſt impracticable; General Sporcken was 
encamped at Mingeringhauſen with his corps from Munſter, they 


had alſo another camp at Twiſte between the two; their light 
troops were poſted at Arolſen; frequent ſkirmiſhes paſt bet veen 


the advanced parties and light troops of both armies while they re- 


mained in this camp. 


On the 16th of July, the caſtle of Dillemberg, which had been 
for a conſiderable time beſieged by the French, ſurrendered 
after a brave and obſtinate defence; the garriſon, to the number of 
ab out 2 50, were made priſoners of war. { 


UPon advice that a detachment of the enemy, conſiſting of fix 
battalions, viz. three of Anhalt, two of Royal Baviere, and one of 
Turpin, beſides Berchini's regiment of huſſars, under the command 
of Major-general de Glaubitz, was advancing towards Zeigenhayn, 


and was actually encamped at Waſberg, his Serene Highneſs the 


Hereditary Prince was detached from Saxenhauſen the 1 4th of July 
at night for Fritzlar, towards which place fix battalions of the army 


had already filed off; viz. one battalion of Behr, one battalion of 


Marchal, two battalions of Manfbach, and two battalions of the 
Heſſian guards; he marched early the next morning to Zweſten, 


where General Luckner, with his regiment of huſſars, as allo 


Elliot's regiment of light dragoons (who were then juſt arrived 


there from England) joined him: they continued their march, and 


arrived that evening at Treyſa; but M. de Gaublitz had already 
i 1 85 | marched 
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marched from Waſberg, and encamped at Emſdorff. Our troops 
being fatigued paſſed the night at Treyſa, and marched the 16th to 
Speckwinckel, where Major Fredericks was poſted with his chaſ- 
ſeurs, and to which place Colonel Freytag had advanced with one 
of his brigades: our infantry did not arrive till eleven in the 
morning. | 


Tur Hereditary Prince himſelf went forward and reconnoitred the 
enemy's poſition, and found their camp placed at the opening of the 
mountains, with their left extending to a wood before Emſdorff, 
with the village of Erxdorff before their right: he took with him 
five battalions, placed the foot chaſſcurs, and a brigade ot the 
chaſſeurs on hol ſeback at the head as an advanced guard, and 
made a detour of near two leagues acroſs the woods, mountains, 


and the village of Wolſkuler, in order to gain the left funk of the 


enemy, who, thinking themſelves very ſecure, were ſurpriſed 1n 
their camp, and had only. time to place two battalions upon their 
flank, but theſe, after the firſt attack made upon them by the 
chaſſcurs, were routed by the ſecond regiment of Heſſian guards, 
the colonel of which, M. Naurodt, was wounded at the firſt diſ- 
charge. Four pieces of cannon played from the wood upon the 


camp, and the five battalions immediately drew out, and wheeling 
about puſhed the enemy who had ſcarce formed themſelves behind 


their camp. While this paſſed, General Luckner, whom the Prince 
had left in a bottom before Speckwinkel with the cavalry and a bat- 


talion of Behr (Hanoverian), got up the heights at the firſt firing, 
and attacked the right of the enemy, (where M. de Glaubitz had 


placed Berchini's regiment) and reccived a general diſcharge of all 


the muſketry of thoſe that could get to their arms, as well as from 


the artillery that was ready to play. The enemy was put to flight, 
and paſſed a wood which was behind them, the rear-guard only 
ſhewing ſome appearance of reſiſtance. All their baggage, artillery, 
and tents, were taken; they retired by Langenſtein, to which 
place Behr's battalion purſued them ; from thence, having thrown 
themſelves into another - wood, the ſame batcalion paſſed through 
Langenſtein, and poſted themſelves upon the ſtone bridge pag is 


over the river Ohm. During this time the cavalry had got up to 
our right, and keeping cloſe to the fide of the enemy, had cut 


them off from the road that leads to Amocnebourg, and it being 
impoſſible 
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the whole manceuvre, I have inſerted here, 
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impoſfible for our infantry to follow them, the Hereditary Prince 
took with him the regiment of Elliott's light dragoons, got together 
ſome huſſars, and paſſed in purſuit of them into the wood which 
they had reached on the other fide of the Ohm ; and finding them 
again on their march in the plain in their way to Neider-Kleyn, he 
charged and broke through them four or five different times, at laſt 
ſeparated 500 men from the main body, thoſe were ſurrounded, and 
obliged to lay down their arms, Not ſatisfied with this, he marched 
againſt the remainder of the enemy's infantry, which had thrown 
itſelf into Neider-Kleyn, and had fixed itſelf near a wood. 
They were immediately ſurrounded, and ſummoned to ſurrender, 


which they accordingly did. Berchini's regiment was likewiſe 
either entirely taken or cut to pieces by Luckner's huſſars. 


AmMoNG the priſoners, of the greateſt note, were Major-general 
Glaubitz himſelf, and the Prince of Anhalt, who was a brigadier. 
Count Heffenberg and Count Muſchinſki were killed by the ſame 
cannon ball, S %%% 


ON our fide the brave Colonel Freytag was dangerouſly wounded * 
M. Derenthal, Prince Ferdinand's Aid-de- camp, received a ſhot in 


bis thigh; M. Walmſden, major of brigade, had his horſe killed 


under him; and M. Normand, Major-general Behr's Aid-de-camp, 
had his head taken off by the laſt cannon ſhot that the enemy fired, 
Our loſs on this occaſion was 162 killed, 152 wounded, and ſix 
miſſing. The trophies gained were nine pair of colours, (almoſt all 
of which we owed to the intrepidity of Elliott's regiment, under 
the command of Major Erſkine, which for its firſt appearance in 
the field did wonders): five pieces of artillery, and a howitzer. 
Major-general Behr and M. de Biſchauſen had the honour to com- 
mand the infantry under the Prince's orders, whichſhewed throughout 
the whole as much courage as good will to march on and engage, 
though harrafled and almoſt exhauſted with the fatigues of their 


march, The priſoners were all conducted to Ziegenhayn. 


Tux following is the detail of the above affair as publiſhed by 
the French, which, as it is very circumſtantial, and particularizes 
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* THe brigade of Anhalt had been left behind to keep open the 


communication, It was encamped within a league of Marpurg. 
On the 14th of July, it received orders to draw near to Ziegenhayn, 
in order to form the blockade of that place. It had no cannon but 
the ficld-pieces of the regiments. This deſign was laid aſide after- 
wards ; for on the 15th, the brigade was ordered to return again, 
and encamp at the village of Epſdorif, two leagues behind Neuſtadt, 
in order to ſet out on the 16th for Ierſberg. The allowance of 
beef and bread was two days in arrears. Theſe proviſions were ex- 
pected on the 16th from Marpurg, that the brigade might begin 
its march, | TT | | 5 


As they were giving them out at noon, ſome muſket ſhot 
were heard in the woods. The brigade ſerved to cover Epſdorff, 
having its left at the woods, which are three miles long; Berchini's 
huffars and 400 chaſſeurs were quietly lodged at the head-quarters. 
There was another village a quarter of a league from the camp, in 
which there was not ſo much as a poſt of huſſars. M. de Glaubitz, 
 major-general, commanded, and had only placed a captain's com- 
mand in the woods on the left which flanked the brigade. The 
camp was in perfect tranquility ; the muſket ſhot redoubling, the 
ſoldiers threw away their bread, and ran to their arms in their 
waiſtcoats; they advanced to the woods, and haſtily formed in 
order of battle. Two battalions of Royal Baviere were neareſt ; 
the third battalion of that regiment had ſet out at ten o'clock for 
Marpurg, to cover our ovens there. Th 


* WHEN the troops had drawn up in order of battle at the 
entry of the wood, they diſcovered at the diſtance of twenty paces 
three battalions oppoſite to them, dreſſed preciſely as the regiment 
of Anhalt. The ſoldiers in their firſt emotion wanted to fire; they 
were ſtopped from a notion that it was really the regiment of 
Anhalt, which had got to the woods with more diligence than that 
of Royal Baviere, We continued in this miſtake for about eight 
minutes, looking at each other. The enemy, who waited for us, 
was before-hand with us, and gave us a diſcharge with their pieces 
almoſt cloſe to us, by which means upwards of 300 men of Royal 
Baviere fell, We returned their fire, but had ſcarce done it when 
we 
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we perceived other infantry on our left flank, who had made them- 
ſelves maſters of our head-quarters, 


«© WE could do nothing but retreat, and this was to be done 
only to the right of the village. All this while only the regiment 
of Royal Baviere and that of Anhalt, which came into the woods 
at the firſt, were alone engaged. Juſt at this time we perceived, at 
the diſtance of a ſhort quarter of a league, a conſiderable body of ca- 
valry, who were advancing to our camp at a full gallop: at the 
ſame time fix battalions were diſcovered coming out of a bottom 


to attack the camp. 


” UL regiment of Royal Baviere being driven out cf the 


woods, joined that of Anhalt, in order to make their retreat 


together. 


© Tyx camp was abandoned with all the tents ariding and all 


the equipage. We endeavoured to gain the right of the wood that 
leads to — but a ſtrong 8 of the enemy was poſted 


there. 


e Wx then turned to the left to gain the eminences and the 


woods, It was at this time that upwards of 2000 Engliſh horſe, 
chaſſeurs on horſeback and huſſars, fell upon the brigade ſword in 
hand, and picked up all that could not follow. We halted to give 


them a briſk diſcharge : they retreated : we continued our march 
croſs a rivulet, and got to a wood which extended to a kind of a 
ruined fortreſs, under which we wanted to retire, We muſtered 
our men, and found we had not loſt above a fourth, though we had 
marched aboye two leagues. We were greatly ſurpriſed to find the 
openings of the woods filled with chafſeurs, who ſtopped us ſhort. 


We changed our reſolution, and croſſing the wood came again to a 


plain. We imagined the enemy's cavalry would give us ſome reſpite, 
as they had moraſſes to paſs ; but ſcarce had we marched half a league, 
when the whole, again united, ſurrounded us, and fell ſword in hand 
on the brigade and the column. We gave them another ſharp fire: 
upwards of 300 horſemen had broke into the column, who were 
cutting about them with their ſwords ; aboye 200 of theſe were 
killed on the ſpot, 
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* THEY again retired, and we began to march, for the third 
time, to gain an open wood, and wait for the enemy in order 
of battle. In this retreat we left behind above half the brigade 
who could march no longer, One whole battalion of Anhalt was 
taken at this place. TE 


* WHEN we got into the open woods, the Hereditary Prince ſent 
an aid- de- camp to ſummon us to ſurrender, which we refuſed. The 
Prince then ſent General Luckner to M. de Glaubitz, who ſhewed 
him all the poſts, that he was ſurrounded by upwards of 2000 horſe, 
that there was no retreat for him, and that he muſt neceſſarily ſur- 
render, 


% M. de Glaubitz conſented without conſulting any field officer 
of the two regiments. We were told we were priſoners ; and ſoon 
after the Hereditary Prince came up, who highly commended the 
obſtinate defence and the long retreat we had made after being ſur- 
priſed. We were, indeed, completely ſurpriſed. The Prince and 
General Luckner told us that they came into our wood, and into 
the corn-fields, within 500 paces of our camp without ſeeing any 
patrole of huſſars, or any grand guard; that at eight in the morning 
they had placed two battalions in the village at a quarter of a league 
from our camp ; that they knew we expected our bread, and waited 
till it ſhould be diſtributing to fall on us. 


* ALL this is inexcuſable when it is known we had 600 huſſars, 
and 500 foot chaſſeurs, who guarded the head-quarters. As to 
Berchini's Huſſars, after the firſt attack on the village they fled at 
full gallop to Marpurg, abandoning the foot : they did not loſe ten 
men, and made no ſhew of defence ; they arrived to the number 

of 500 at Marpurg. : 


Tux Hereditary Prince had 8000 foot and chaſſeurs, and up- 
wards of 2000 horſe, with fourteen pieces of cannon. Above one 
third of the royal Baviere was killed or wounded, its colonel 

and major were both killed; the regiment of Anhalt did not loſe 
ſo many, This brigade had upwards of nine hundred men killed 
or wounded, MO OY RTE

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© Tye enemy own they had loſt above 1000 men, chiefly on 


the firſt attack of the wood. Our troops muſt be allowed to have 


defended themſelves with obſtinacy, when it is conſidered they were 
attacked and ſurprized at Ebſdorff at twelve o'clock at noon, and 
that they did not capitulate till fix o'clock in the evening near the 
village of Nieder-Klein, which 1s four leagues from Ebſdorff ; that 
they marched thoſe four leagues by croſſing fields of corn, moraſſes 


and hollow ways, and that the weather was exceſſive hot, this juſ- | 


tice cannot be denied them.“ | 


On the 17th of July, a large body of the French appeared 
upon. the right of our line, where the Marquis of Granby had his 


head-quarters; their irregulars advanced and fired on our piquets 


which were poſted in a wood; the two regiments of Kingſley and 
Hume, who covered the Marquis's quarters, immediately joined 


the piquets, and the enemy were repulſed. His Lordſhip re- 


moved his quarters to Saltſbach, and the two regiments joined the 
mm 4 . 


Ox the 18th, The Allies evacuated the town of paderborn, 


and a party of French entered that place, but however did. 
not think proper to keep poſſeſſion of it. This day Honey wood's 


regiment of cavalry from Ireland joined the Allied Army. 


On the 22d, the caſtle of Dillenberg was retaken by the 


| Hereditary Prince, and the garriſon made priſoners of war. 


THe activity of our huſſars and hunters rendered the arrival of 


the enemy's convoys to their camp very difficult and precarious, 
Captain Bulow, at the head of a detachment of Hanoverian 
chaſſeurs, near Gieſſen carried off and brought into camp a convoy 


belonging to the enemy of three hundred waggons laden with pro- 
viſions and ammunition, &c. which greatly diſtreſſed M. Broglio's 


camp, 


O the 23d of July, M. de st. Germain, who commanded the 


reſerve of the French army that had been on the Lower Rhine, re- 
ſigned, and returned to Paris, being ſucceeded in the command by 
the Chevalier de Muy, : 5

Tur hoſpital of the Allies, which was at Munden, 
was removed to Minden, and that at Caſſel was removed to 


| Munden, 


Ox the 24th of july, the French wel their tents, and made 
ome movements; the Allied Army alſo ſtruck theirs, and lay all 
day upon their arms. Monſieur Broglio divided his army 1060 
three corps, one of which, conſifting of about 15,000 men, he 
detached under the command of the Count of Luſatia towards 


Hirſchfield and Fulde, by the left of the Allied Army, in order, if 


ſſible, to draw the attention of his Serene Highneſs on that fide ; 
he likewiſe detached towards our right another conſiderable body, 
under the command of his brother the Count de Broglio, and the 


Count de Vair, in order to endeavour to cut off General Sporcken's 


corps from the main army under Prince Ferdinand, and prevent 
their junction: their main body, under his own command, marched 
forward that night a little to his left, to make a new as if he 
intended to direct his rout towards Paderhorn, whereas the real 


deſign of this movement was to ſeize, if poſible, on the defiles 


and gorge of Munden, and cut off the Allied Army from the city 
of Caſſel. 


His Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand no ſooner had notice of 


their different manœuvres than he immediately perceived the real 


intentions of the enemy, upon which he directly detached the 
Hereditary Prince to the aſſiſtance of General Sporcken, and to 


facilitate their junction, while he on the ſame night with the main 


body directed his march towards Caſſel, having before ſent off his 


baggage by Freyenhagen; the French harraſſed his rear, and preſſed 


him very cloſely, making ſeveral attempts to break in upon him, 


in which they were always repulſed with conſiderable loſs on the 


enemy's ſide, that of ours was very inconfiderable in compariſon. 
General Sporcken had a much more difficult taſæ, having been 
harraſſed for two days ſucceſſively by the corps under the com- 


mand of the Count of Broglio, and particularly in paſſing a very 
troubleſome narrow defile between Fiſhbach (where the army had 


reſted all the night on their arms) and Wolfshagen, where he was 


obliged to order the cavalry to march round a hill at leaſt two or 
three German miles, before they could Jain him on the other ſide ; 


the

© infantry was no ſooner out of this defile, than their rear, con- 
ſiſting of one battalion of Poſt, one battalion of Erſdorff, four 
hundred piquets, &c. was attacked by a large body of the enemy, 
both horſe and foot; nevertheleſs they continued their march, fight- 
ing all the way till they gained a riſing ground, where they took 
poſt ; here they maintained themſelves, notwithſtanding the great 
ſuperiority of the enemy, for two hours and a half, at which time 
the cavalry came up under the command of Genera Brietenbach, 


conſiſting of ſeven ſquadrons of Hanoverians, and two of Heſſians, 
who immediately attacked the enemy in flank, and ſoon put them 


into confuſion; the fury of the troops was ſo great, and ſo 


much were they exaſperated, that they cut — thing down be- 
fore them. 


THE enemy, by their own confeſſion, loſt above one thouſand 


men on this occaſion, beſides three general officers, viz. M. le 


Comte de Vair who was killed by a cannon ball, M. le Comte de 


Belſunce, and M. de Comoyras, who were wounded, The loſs of 
the Allies did not exceed two hundred men, neither had they one 


7 officer of note hurt, 


Tu E Allied Army encamped the 2 5th near Wolfshagen, the 


2th at Zierenberg, where the enemy ceaſed to follow us, and on 
the 9 by Kalle. 


Tur Chevalier de Muy, who commanded the reſerve of the 


French Army, paſſed the Dymel at Stadtberg, and extended his 
corps down the banks of that river, to cut off the communication 
of the Allied Army from Weſtphalia, while M. de Broglio, at the 
fame time, advanced with their main body towards Prince Ferdi- 


nand's camp; Prince Xavier likewiſe was marching on our left 
towards Caſſel. 


Hrs Serene Highneſs, therefore; determined to leave General 


Kilmanſeg with a body of troops at Caſſel for the protection of 
that city, and with his army paſs the Dymel between Liebenau 


and Dringelburg, 


For 
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Fox this purpoſe he ordered General Sporcken to march with 
his troops from the camp at Kalle to Liebenau about four o'clock 
in the afternoon of the 29th; the Hereditary Prince followed the 
ſame evening with a body of troops, among which were the two 
Engliſh battalions of grenadiers, the two of Highlanders, and four 
ſquadrons of Moſtyn's and Conway's. . 


Tur Allied Army was under arms all day on the 3oth, and 
about 11 o'clock at night it marched off in ſix columns to Liebenau. 
About five o'clock the next morning the whole aſſembled, and 


formed on the heights near Corbeke on the other fide of the 


Dymel, 


THE Hereditary Prince reconnoitred the poſition of the Chevalier 


de Muy, who from the 3oth in the morning was in poſſeſſion of a 


very advantageous camp, ſituated with his right to Warbourg, and 
his left near to the hill of Oſſendorff. Fiſcher's corps was poſted 

in the town of Warbourg. His Serene Highneſs immediately de- 
termined that the Hereditary Prince and M. de Sporcken ſhould turn 


the enemy's left, while the main army under his own command 


advanced upon their front, 


In purſuance whereof the Hereditary Prince marched, on the 
31ſt, in two columns to Donhelbourg, leaving Klein Eder on his 


left, and forming in two lines with his left towards Doſſel and his 
right near Grimbeke. The enemy was attacked almoſt at the ſame 


inſtant in flank and rear by the Hereditary Prince and General 
Sporcken with great ſucceſs; for after a very ſharp diſpute, they 


were obliged to give way, and by a continual fire were forced to fall 


back upon Warbourg. The army was at this time marching with 
the utmoſt diligence to attack the enemy in front, but the infantry 
could not march faſt enough to get up in time to ſecond the attack. 


General Waldegrave at the head of the Britiſh infantry preſſed their 


march as much as poſſible: no troops could ſhew more eagerneſs to 
get up than they did; many men from the heat of the weather, 
and overſtraining themſelves to get on through moraſſes and very 
difficult ground, ſuddenly dropped down on their march.

H Is Serene Highneſs then ordered the Marquis of Granby to ad- 
vance with the cavalryof the right wing, who, with General Moſtyn 
at the head of the Britiſh, advanced with ſo much expedition, bring- 
ing them up at a full trot, though the diſtance was near five miles, 
that they arrived time enough to ſhare the glory of the day: the 

French cavalry, though very numerous, retreated as ſoon as ours 
advanced, excepting only three ſquadrons, who were ſoon broke; 

General Moſtyn then fell upon the enemy's infantry, which 
ſuffered extremely, particularly the regiment of Lockman, Swiſs. 


CAPTAIN Phillips alſo brought up the Engliſh artillery on a 
gallop, and ſeconded the attack in a ſurprizing manner, having, 
by a very ſevere cannonade, obliged thoſe who had paſled the 1 
Dymel, and were formed on the other ſide, to retire with the : {l 
greateſt precipitation. „ 5 5 5 
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- His Serene Highneſs then ordered the town of Warbourg to be 
attacked by the legion Britannique. The enemy finding themſelves 
thus attacked upon both their flanks in front and in rear, retired in 
the utmoſt confuſion, with a conſiderable loſs, as well from the fire 
of the artillery as the charge of the cavalry. Many, alſo, were 
drowned in the Dymel in attempting to ford it. | 
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TIE brigade formed of the Engliſh grenadiers and Scotch high- 
landers greatly diſtinguiſhed themſelves, performing wonders. The 


brave Colonel Beckwith, who commanded them, was wounded in 
the head. 
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THE trophies taken were ten pieces of cannon, with ſome colours. 
The loſs of the enemy was computed at about 1 500 left on the 
field of battle, beſides about 2000 made priſoners. The brigades of 
Bourbonnois, la Couronne, Rochefort, and Planta, with the regiment 
of Auvergne, and Fiſcher's corps, were the greateſt ſufferers. The 
chief loſs of the Allies fell upon the Britiſh grenadiers and high- 
landers, who had 415 men killed and wounded, The Engliſh loſt 
in all 590 men: that of the other troops in the Allied Army was 

never made public, but we know it was very trifling.

Tur evening after the battle the Chevalier de Muy retreated to 
the heights behind Volkmiſſen, where the enemy lay all night on 
their arms. The Marquis of Granby, with ten Britiſh battalions 


and twelve ſquadrons, paſſed the Dymel the fame evening, and en- 
camped on the heights before Wilda. 


THE account of this action, as given by the French, is as 
follows, 


„TRE erde of the left, commanded by the Chevalier de Mu 

was encamped with its right at Warbourg, and its left towards the 
2 oppoſite to the villages of Menne and Oſſen dorff. In conſe- 
quence of the different accounts received from Marſhal Broglio of 
the enemy's march, M. de Muy, on the 3 iſt of July at day-break, 
detached the Marquis de Caſtries, lieutenant-general, with all the 
grenadier companies, and the hunters belonging to the foot, two re- 
giments of dragoons, and Fiſcher's corps, to obſerve the motions 


of the enemy. The Marquis de Caſtries could not perceive their 


march towards the camp at Warbourg 'till a thick fog had diſperſed, 


which was about half an hour after nine. 


« As two columns of the enemy eres to direct their march againſt 


the left flank, the Chevalier de Muy placed on the heights of Menne 


the four brigades of foot, of Bourbonnois, la Couronne, Jenner, 

and Planta, under the Major-generals d Amenzaga and de Travers. 
The brigades of la Tour du Pin, and Touraine, under the command 
of Lieutenant-general de Maupeon and Major-general de Roquepin, 
were diſpoſed on the right on this fide of Warbourg. The Lieu- 
tenant-generals de Lutzelburg and d' Auvet, with the Major-generals 
de Lugear, de Soupire, and de Mangenon, with the cavalry, occupied 


the center oppoſite to a very extenſive plain. The dragoons were 


placed between the right of the foot and the left of the horſe, and 
were commanded by the Duke de Fronſac. The brigade of Rou- 


ergue formed a reſerve on a ſmall eminence behind the left of the 


cavalry. The artillery was diſpoſed in the front of the line ; and 
Fiſcher's corps occupied the town of Warbourg. 


« Tae column of foot of the enemy's right wing having turned 


the heights behind our left by the village of Oſſendorff, the Che- 
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valier de Muy cauſed the brigades of Bourbonnois, la Couronne, and 


Jenner, to advance to the tower which is on thoſe heights, and at 
the ſame time brought up the brigades of Rouergue and Touraine to 
ſupport them. The head of the enemy's firſt column got before us 


to the height behind our left, their ſecond column at the ſame time 


advancing in a parallel line in the bottom, 


© WER EVO the Chevalier de Muy cauſed the brigade of our 


left to form in two lines, and the engagement began. The brigades 


of Bourbonnois, la Couronne, and Rouergue, led by Meſſrs. de 
Caſtries, Segur, and Travers, charged the enemy five times with 
the greateſt courage, and notwithſtanding their ſuperiority, forced 
them to give way ſeveral times. Thoſe brigades were well ſeconded 
by that of Jenner commanded by M. Amenzaga, which had the 


the ſecond column of the enemy to deal with. Mean while the 
enemy's horſe came into the plain, and part of it advanced againſt 
the flank of our infantry, to protect which M. de Muy brought up 


the brigades of horſe of Royal Piedmont and Bourbon. 


TRE combat had continued on the left upwards of four hours, 
with equal advantage on both ſides, notwithſtanding the ſuperiority _ 


of the enemy, when it was obſerved that ſome of the enemy were 
filing off towards our bridges on the Dymel. The danger was 
preſſing ; to prevent it the Chevalier de Muy marched thither with the 
brigade of Touraine under the Marquis de Roquepin. At the fame 
time he ordered thither M. de Maupeon with the brigade of la Tour 
du Pin, and cauſed the cavalry and dragoons to re-crols the river; 
at the ſame time he drew off the infantry of the left wing. The 


brigade of Planta covered their retreat with admirable order and 


bravery, M. de Lugear, who led the brigade of Bourbon, marched 
_ againſt the Engliſh horſe juſt as they were going to fall on the foot, 


and put them in confuſion. This vigorous and well-timed charge 


enabled us to paſs the river in good order. The dragoons under the 
Duke de Fronſac covered the infantry as they came out. 


Al our troops afterwards drew up in order of battle on the 
heights before the wood on the right of the Dymel, where batteries 
were erected, which ſtopped the enemy. 
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% AFTER two hours we marched to Volchmiſſen, where we 
encamped, without the enemy's daring to follow or harraſs us. 
This retreat, made in ſight of an enemy ſo much ſuperior in num- 
bers, ſhews the valour of the troops which fought that day, Not 
one pair of colours or ſtandard was taken from us. We loſt fix 
pieces of cannon, which it was impoſſible to bring off, notwith- 


ſtanding the pains of Major-general Pelletier, by whom all our 
batteries were placed to the beſt ante. 


* We have not as yet received the particulars of our loſs; the 


enemy make it amount to 3000 men killed and wounded : theirs 
muſt be more conſiderable. 


© TRE Marquis de Caſtries, Major- general d' Amenzaga, and 
Brigadier de Montbarrey, have received ſevere contuſions. Colonel 
Valance of the Bourbonnois regiment, the Prince of Rochefort, and 
the Chevalier de la Tour du Pin, are wounded. The Chevalier 
de Muy gives the higheſt commendation to all the private men, as. 
well as to the general officers and other officers who were engaged. 
He has likewiſe expreſſed his ſatisfaction with the field officers of 
the reſerve, particularly M. de Valognie, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
much in the action, and contributed greatly to the good order of the 
retreat by the openings he cauſed to be made. M. de Sauveur of 
the horſe, and M. de la Tour du Pin, deſerve high commendations : 
the latter was not wounded ' till the end of the action, after we had 
croſſed the Dymel. M. Lochman was killed; and M. de la 
Roche, Colonel of the regiment of Aumont, died of his wounds.“ 


ON the iſt of Auguſt, the Chevalier de Muy retired from the 
heights of Volchmiſſen towards Wolſhagen, where he encamped. 


Tus day the Count de Luſace at the head of the grenadiers and 
chaſſeurs made himſelf maſter of the town of Munden by a coup 

de main. The garriſon, conſiſting of 3 50 men, were all made 
priſoners of war. He alſo took the town of Dransfield, where there 


was a garriſon of 300 men, He likewiſe took poſſeſſion of Caſſel, 
Oottingen, and Eimbec. 8 | 


THE 
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THE Marquis of Granby, having intelligence that the main 
army of the French were in full march towards him, ſtruck his 
tents this evening, and the troops lay all night on their arms. On. 
the morning of the zd, he repaſſed the Dymel, and joined the lines 
by Warbourg, the ws being encamped on the heights near that 
place. 


On the zd of Auguſt, M. de Combefort, who had been anche! 
from the garriſon of Weſel, made himſelf maſter of the town of. 
Bentheim. There were only forty-eight men in that place. 


On the 5th, the Chevalier de Muy with he reſerve marched from 
Volchmiſſen towards Stadtberg ; where M. de Caſtries had before 
taken poſt with o men. The head-quarters of the French Army 
were at Oberuſtingen. It encamped upon the heights along the 
Dymel, and was only ſeparated by that river from the army of the 
Allies, which extended from Scherfeld on the right a as far as Ovel- 
gunne on the left. 


THe enemy made an attempt to take poſſection of one of the 
defiles near Stadtberg; but were prevented by the Hereditary Prince, 
who repulſed them with loſs. The Allies were alſo maſters of all 
the defiles along the Dymel. General Kilmanſeg was poſted with 
a body of troops near Beverungen on the Weſer; and Major-general, 
Luckner was advanced on the other ſide of that river with ſome, 
battalions and ſquadrons to make head againſt ſome detachments 
which were puſhed for ward in thoſe parts by Prince Xavier. 


THESE detachments were accordingly drove back from Eimbec 
and Nordheim ; but as there was only a ſmall number of Luckner's 
huſſars left to garriſon Nordheim in order to obſerve the motions of 
the enemy, a detachment of the French, conſiſting of 500 horſe 
and foot, appeared again on the 1oth and attacked that town. 
Luckner's huffars were obliged to give way to ſuperior force; they, 
however, retired in good order: but being reinforced with ſome 
hunters, they ſoon after returned, forced one of the gates of the 
town, and fell upon the enemy ſword in hand, The engagement 
was very ſharp for ſome time, but it terminated to the diſadvantage 
of the French, who had 150 men killed. Their commanding

officer was dangerouſly wounded and made priſoner, together with 


ten other officers, 300 foot ſoldiers, and 30 dragoons, who were 
all conducted to Hamelen. 


Arx the ſame time Colonel Donop attacked a body of 2000 of 
St. Victor's volontaires, who were detached by Marſhal Broglio into 
the wood of Sababourg, in order to preſerve his communication 
with the corps under the command of Prince Xavier. The enemy, 
notwithſtanding their advantageous poſition in a very thick wood, 
were utterly defeated and diſlodged, having loſt on this occaſion 500 


men killed, wounded, and made priſoners, together with three 
pieces of cannon, which were taken by the Pruſſian huſſars. The 


remainder fled with precipitation to Munden. 


| In conſequence of theſe actions, and to keep open their commu- 


nication, the reſerve of the right wing of the French, under the 
Count de Luſace, removed from Eſebec to Melenhauſen, and Prince 


| Xavier removed to Munden. On their march thither a party of 
200 of their volontaires were almoſt all cut to pieces by ſome of 


Luckner's huſſars near Gottingen, which town the French eva- 
cuated. 


Ox the 11th of Auges the caſtle of Ziegenhayn ſurrendered 
to the French. The garriſon, conſiſting of about 700 men, were 
all made priſoners of war, 


On the 20th, the two armies remained in the ſame poſition along 


the Dymel. Nothing material had paſled *till this day, when a 
large body of the French attempted to paſs the Weſer near Buſch- 


felde to 3 Prince Xavier; but they were ſo well received by 


General Wangenheim, who was poſted at Uſlar, that * were 
obliged to retire with loſs, 


THrrs day the French Army made preparations for decamping. 
On the 21ſt, the Chevalier de Muy began by retiring with his 


reſerve to Volchmiſſen, leaving ſome troops to keep poſſeſſion of 


Stadtberg. He alſo till maintained his poſts oppoſite to Meerhoff 
and Oſſendorff. The French volontaires attacked Colonel Scheiter's 
corps, but were repulſed with loſs, Our huſſars carried off a poſt

of the enemy near Rhoden, conſiſting of a captain and thirty men 
of the regiment of the Royal Ecoſſois. 


O the night between the 21ſt and 424 M. de Broglio broke up | 


his camp, and marched by his right. The Hereditary Prince crofled 
the Dymel on the 22d with a body of 12,000 men, in order to 
gain the left flank of the enemy ; and his advanced troops came up 
wich their rear guard near Zierenberg, and the light troops engaged 
for ſome time with various ſucceſs, The Hereditary Prince arrived 


in perſon with the Greys and Inniſkilling dragoons ſupported by the 
Engliſh grenadiers. The enemy were forced with conliderable loſs, 


and fled with precipitation to Zierenberg, into which place they en- 
tered, and ſhut the gates of the town, 


M. de Broglio fixed his head-quarters at Immenhauſen, encamping 
With his right to Mariendorff, and his left to Hohenkirchen, with 


the Fulde in his rear, from whence he ſent a conſiderable rein- 
forcement to Prince Xavier. 


Tux caſtle of Brentheim tn el on the 2 2d, to Major de 
Wenſe. The French garriſon, conſiſting of three officers and — 
five men, were made priſoners of war. 


Tar 18 day two battalions of the Britiſh legion were ſent to cover 


the city of Oſnabrug. 


' On the 25th of Auguſt, three battalions of hs Britiſh 3 
from England, under the command of General Cæſar, joined the 
army near the village of Buhne, where his Serene Highneſs had his 
Head-quarters. 

Tux Hereditary Prince encamped at Brune on the other fide the 

Dymel with a conſiderable detachment both of regulars and irre- 
gulars. The latter ſcoured the country as fair as Winterſtaſten near 
Caſſel, which occaſioned many ſkirmiſhes, 


Tae Hereditary Prince retired on the night between the 3 
and 31ſt from Brune, and encamped behind Warbourg. His light 
troops were ſtill at Wilda beyond the Dymel, extending towards 
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their right, in order to obſerve the r motions of the enemy on the 


ſide of Stadtberg. 


On the 29th, a detachment of the Allied Army marched to the 


left towards Burgholtz, where the Marquis of Granby had his 
head-quarters. 


A French detachment entered the town of Guntinger on the 25th 


of July, and the Hanoverian garriſon was obliged to retire before 
a force ſo ſuperior. The whole reſerve under the Count de Luſace 


marched in on the 26th, and having demanded a contribution of 
30,000 crowns proceeded to Eſebec, where they encamped, leaving 
a ſtrong garriſon in that town. 


Tu heavy baggage of the French Army filed off by Caflel, as 
did the artillery from Munden. The artillery that was at Caſſel 


was ſent to Ziegenhayn, and their hoſpital was alſo removed from 
thence. Their bakers quitted the ovens at the orange gardens, 


making uſe of thoſe of the town belonging to the city bakers, as 


they were before — to the incurſions of the light nt of 
the Allies. 


On the 5th of September, his Serene iehnefi had {till his head- 
quarters at Buhne. The Hereditary Prince maintained his poſition 
between Warbourg and Stadtberg. The body of reſerve under the 
Marquis of Granby was at Burgholtz ; and General TRIED: 
with his corps was poſted at Uſlar. 


Mann AL Broglio continued in his camp at enden a 


he kept continually changing the poſition of the troops. Prince 


Xavier, with forty-two battalions and as many ſquadrons, and a 
numerous corps of light — encamped ſtill at Eſebec. 


Tu is day a conſiderable body of the enemy, amounting to 


20, ooo men and upwards, attempted to made a general forage in 


the neighbourhood of Geiſmar; but Prince Ferdinand, having re- 


ceived previous intelligence of their deſign, croſſed the Dymel early 
in the morning of that day, and went in perſon with a corps of 


troops to oppoſe them ; and og his Serene Highneſs was much 
inferior 
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inferior in number to the French, yet he took his precautions fo well 
by occupying ſome advantageous heights, and placing artillery there, 
that he rendered the enemy's attempt totally ineffectual, notwith- 


ſtanding a large part of their army was in motion to cover the fo- 
ragers, : 


On the morning of that day, likewiſe, the Hereditary Prince 
(upon intelligence that the voluntiers of Clermont and Dauphine, 
conſiſting each, when complete, of 600 horſe and 600 foot, were can- 


tooned at Zierenberg, and from the very ſmall diſtance of the French 


camp at Dierenberg thought themſelves in perfe& ſecurity) went 
from his camp at Warbourg to Maltzberg, which is not much more 


than a league from Zierenberg, without ſeeing any of their poſts, 
or meeting any of their patroles. This made his Serene Highneſs 


. reſolve on an attempt to ſurpriſe them; for which purpoſe, he or- 
dered five battalions, a detachment of 150 Highlanders under the 
command of Captain M* Leon, and eight ſquadrons of dragoons, 


to be ready to march at eight at night. They left their tents 


ſtanding, and paſſed the Dymel near Warbourg, Maxwell's bat- 
talion of grenadiers, the detachment of Highlanders, and Kingſley's 
regiment, forming the head of the column. Theſe were followed 
by two other battalions of grenadiers and by Block's regiment, The 


eight ſquadrons of dragoons were Boch's, the Greys, and Inni- 


ſkillen's. At the village of Witzen, about a league on the other 
fide of the Dymel, they found all the light troops, which were 
under Major Bulow's command, and whoſe deſtination was to turn 
the town of Zierenberg, and to take poſt between it and Dicrenberg, 
in order to intercept whoever ſhould attempt paſſing to the enemy's 
camp. At the entrance of a large wood, near Maltzberg, the Greys 
and Inniſkillen's were poſted; at Maltzberg, a battalion of gre- 
nadiers ; the other battalion of grenadiers, the regiment of Block, 
and Boch's dragoons, were poſted at proper diſtances between Maltz- 
berg and Zierenberg to cover them in caſe they had been repulſed 
and purſued. At a mill about two Engliſh miles from the town, 
and within fight of the fires of the enemy's grand guards, Maxwell's 
grenadiers took one road, Kinglley's regiment and the detachment 


of Highlanders another. When they came within leſs than half 


a mile of the town, the vedettes of their grand guard challenged 
them, but did not puſh forward to reconnoitre them. The men 
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marched in the moſt profound filence, and in a few minutes they 
ſaw the fires of their piquets, which they had poſted cloſe to the 


town. The noiſe of their trampling over gardens gave them the 
alarm, and they began to fire; upon which the grenadiers, who 


had marched with unloaded firelocks (as had been agreed on), .ran 


on towards the town, puſhed the piquets, and having killed the 


guard at the gate, ruſhed into the town, and drove every thing be- 


fore them. Never was a more complete ſurpriſe, 


THe attack was ſo ſudden that the enemy had not time to 
together in any numbers, but began to fire at them from the 
windows ; upon which they ruſhed into the houſes, and for ſome 
time made a ſevere uſe of their bayonets. They afterwards loaded, 
and killed a great many of the enemy who had mounted their 


| horſes. It was about two in the morning when they got into the 


town, and about three the Prince ordered a retreat. ] he number 


- 08 killed and wounded was very conſiderable, from an ill-judged 


reſiſtance of thoſe who were in the houſes; but, in juſtice to the 
men, it muſt be ſaid, that they gave quarter to all who aſked it ; ; 
and there were ſeveral noble inſtances in the refuſing to take money 
from the priſoners who oftered — their purſes. 


GENERAL Griffin, who went into the town with the Prince by 
another gate, at the head of Kingſley's regiment, received a thruſt 
in the breaſt with a bayonet (as is ſuppoſed) from one of his own 


people, upon hearing him talk French to a ſoldier whom he had 


ſeized, and who would not quit his firelock ; but the wound proved 
a very flight one. | 


WHAT made this affair more fatisfactory was, that it did not coſt 
them ten men, which was wonderful in a night attack, where they 
might have expected to have loſt more * mie miſtaking friends 
"mn mn. | 


Taz behaviour of the officers and br avery of the troops upon 
this occaſion deſerves the greateſt commendation, Lord George 
Lenox was a voluntier in this expedition, and had his horſe wounded 
under him by a ſhot from a window. With the priſoners taken, they 


brought off two pieces or cannon ; and, had they had time to ſearch _ 
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the houſes, the number of their priſoners would have been doubled; 
but as day was coming on, and they might have been cut off from 
Warbourg, they retired the ſame way they came, and arrived there 
at eight in the morning of the 6th without being at all moleſted, 


M. de Nornnan, Brigadier, who commanded the volontaires of 


Dauphine, and M. de Comeiras, Colonel of thoſe of Clermont, 


together with 34. other officers, were made priſoners of war, beſides 


231 private men of Dauphine, and 161 of Clermont volontaires 
amounting in the whole to 428 men, 


Tn E following 1s the French relation of the above coup de main 

made on Zierenberg, in which place the brigades of the volontaires 
of, Dauphine and Prince Clermont were in garriſon, amounting to 
1900 men, and is here inſerted, as it mentions ſome particulars tend- 
ing greatly to the honour of the troops concerned, | 


Rt detachinent of nine or ten thouſand men, under the com- 


mand of the Hereditary Prince, ſet out from Warbourg on the zth 


at eight in the evening, and marched to Zierenberg in ſmall divi- 
ſions, conducted by ſome of the townſmen, and ſome deſerters who 
joined them the night before; the latter made them avoid the 
patroles and the different guards, the former guided them to the 
different paſſages and breaches that led into the town. The enemy 
could not however avoid a main guard of dragoons, but thoſe were 
ſoon overpowered ſword in hand, and got to the gate of Zierenberg 
that leads to Warbourg, at the fame time with thoſe dragoons that 
—_— | 


«A captain of Dauphine volontaires, who was upon guard there, 
had, on the firſt alarm, aſſembled his men, and ſtood his'ground 


by the two battalions of Engliſh grenadiers, who entered the town 
in columns by this gate, at the ſame time the two other gates were 
maſked by ſome cavalry and two Heſſian battalions, whilſt fix 
ſquadrons of huſſars took poſt round the town; 150 High- 


landers mounted the breaches, and were ſupported by ſome chaſſeurs 
or hunters, 
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6 Tur columns of Engliſh grenadiers advanced in great order, 
with their bayonets fixed without firing a muſket, by the two 
ſtreets that lead to the church-yard, the only ſquare or open place 
in the whole town, killing and ſeizing all who were running out of 
the houſes, and had not time to reach the church- yard, the principal 
place of rendezvous in the whole town for the troops: theſe grena- 
diers advanced to the church-yard in the greateſt order and the 
greateſt filence, the night was ſo dark that they formed at the fide 
of the French troops, who for ſome time imagined them to be their 
own piquets that had aſſembled ; but at laſt diſcovering their miſ- 
take, a fierce encounter enſued with bayonets, and ſeveral were 
killed or wounded ; the Engliſh being TIE! in number drove the 
infantry from the church-yard. . 


«© MEAN. while two regiments of dragoons made an attempt, 
ſword in hand, to force through the gate that leads to Douremberg ; 
it was occupied by four hundred grenadiers, who charged with their 
bayonets fixed : they went to another gate, where they met with 
the ſame reſiſtance, being ſaluted with a ſharp fire of ſmall arms; 
they then took the r to leap breaches that were fix feet 
high. | 


© Tae Hereditary Prince in perſon was in the town, where the 

attack laſted about an hour and a half; the Prince ſeeing the 
obſtinacy of the French troops, and being apprehenſive leſt we 
| ſhould receive a reinforcement from a camp, which was only a 
league diſtant, returned in the fame order in which he hated 
carrying with him fix officers of the brigade, and about four hundred 7 
ſoldiers and dragoons, taken in defending the place, the greater 
part of whom were wounded with bayonets, There were found 
in the town about one hundred men that were killed on both 
ſides. 


** As the enemy retired the French troops entered the town, and 
formed again in the church-yard, from whence a detachment of 
dragoons was ſent to obſerve the retreat of the Hereditary Prince; 
two of the four pieces of cannon belonging to the brigade were re- 

taken. M. de Vadreuil, Colonel of the Dauphine volontaires, at 
the head of all that were not taken priſoners, by his reſiſtance and 
ny 
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activity prevented a greater loſs, and reſtored order in the town, 
of which he retook poſſeſſion as ſoon as the enemy quitted it, 
he had till above one thouſand men left dragoons and foot. 


« THE Hereditary Prince, who is above all praiſe for the good 
order with which he conducted the attack, gave the vanquiſhed on 
this occaſion proofs of his uſual magnanimity and greatneſs of ſen- 
timent The humanity which all the Engliſh officers charged 
with the attack ſhewed to the priſoners, both during the action, 
and allo after it, deſerves likewiſe the higheſt commendation,” 


Hts Serene Highneſs having ſent out a detachment towards the 
Upper Eder, in order to cut off the communication of the enemy 
on the fide of Marpurg, Major Bulow advanced to that town, 
where he made priſoners eight officers, and about ſeventy men, the 
reſt having retired to the caſtle, He likewiſe deſtroyed the ovens 
which the French had there, took the uniforms of ſeveral of their 
regiments, and ſome hundreds of muſkets. He then puſhed for- 
ward Scheiter's dragoons to Butzbach, where they took two entire 
companies of the regiment of Rougrave, with two ſtandards, "They - 
likewiſe deſtroyed at Grumberg and Lungengons between two and 
three hundred waggons of flour, and for ſome time ſcoured that 
part of the country, intercepting the French convoys. On the 1 1th; 
Major Bulow marched to join Colonel Ferſen at Frankenberg. For, 


M. de Broglio, having advice of the ſucceſs of M. de Bulow's 
expedition, detached a conſiderable body of troops, under the com- 
mand of M. de Stainville, to open his communication with Mar- 
purg, and cut off the retreat of our detachment. 1 5 


On the 12th, M. de Bulow made a motion towards Frankenau, 
and M. de Stainville, who had arrived at Merdenhagen, marched to 
attack him, and came up with his rear near the village of Munden on 
the river Orcke. Col. Ferſen, who covered the troops in the paſſage 
of that river, bravely charged the enemy, but had the misfortune to 
be made priſoner with ſome of his cavalry, Major Bulow, who 


had moſt difficult defiles to paſs, was alto obliged to abandon ſome 
pieces of cannon, . 4 : oy 
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THis affair was ſcarce over when the Hereditary Prince arrived 
with a reinforcement ; but as it was then night, and his troops were 
greatly fatigued, having made a forced march of upwards of five 
German miles, his Highneſs thought it better to delay his attacking 
the enemy till early in the morning. But M. de Stainville did not 
think proper to wait for him, but retired in the night towards Fran- 
kenberg. The whole then returned to join the army. 


On the night between the 12th and 13th of September, M. de 
Broglio broke up his camp near Immenhauſen, and fell back upon 
Caſſel, where he occupied a very ſtrong camp, placing his right to 

that city, and his left to the village of Weſſenſtein. He at the ſame 
time recalled Prince Xavier from the neighbourhood of Gottingen, 
who retreated to Munden and Wiltzhauſen. This camp they en- 
trenched and fortified on all fides with redoubts, though it had been 
already remarkably ſtrong by the nature of its poſition. The 
gendarmerie were poſted at Lichtenau between the Fulde and the 


Werra. 


O the 14th, the corps de reſerve under the command of the 
Marquis of Granby paſſed the Dymel, and encamped near Geiſmar. 
General Gilſoe with his corps was advanced towards Sababourg and 
Rheinhartz-Wald, and General Wangenheim moved forward from 
 Uſflar, and took poſt at Lowenthagen. Several ſmart ſkirmiſhes and 
cannonading daily paſſed between the advanced parties and light 
troops of both armies, while they remained in this poſition, 


Ox the 1 5th of September, General Wangenheim diſlodged from 
the defiles of Schede a party of the enemy belonging to Prince 
| Xavier's corps, which had been detached with an intent, not only 
to cover his right, but alſo to ſecure that paſs which led to 


Dransfield, Gottingen, c. 


On the 18th of September, Marſhal Broglio having formed a 
ſcheme to cut off General Wangenheim's corps, went in perſon 
with the Prince de Conde, the Prince de Beauvau, and his brother 
the Count de Broglio, to join Prince Xavier with a reinforcement 
of troops; and on the 19th, thev advanced to Lawenthagen with 32 
battalions and 18 ſquadrons; but Gen. Wangenheim, though he had

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coly four battalions and fix ſquadrons, made good his retreat, and, 
like an able general, conducted the whole with great judgment, not- 
withſtanding the difficulty of the ground, and the vaſt ſuperiority 
of the numbers, 4 to his former poſition 3 at Uſlar, 


Tr1s affair in no meaſure anſwered the great preparations of the 
French, The loſs of the Allies amounted in the whole only to 150 


men killed, wounded, and made priſoners, befides four pieces of 


_ cannon, and ſome ſtore-waggons, which he was obliged to leave 
behind for want of horſes. The loſs of the enemy was com- 
puted to be at leaſt double that * the Allies in number of 
men. 


| Fc Xavier after this affair returned with the corps de 
reſerve under his command to Friedland, and M. de Broglio repaſſed 
the Werra with thoſe troops which he himſelf had led to reinforce 
Prince Xavier on this occaſion. 5 


O the 22d, M. le conte de la Lippe Buckebourg, was cles 


with a large train of artillery, and a body of troops, we the 
Lower Rhine. 


On the 434 M de Luckner fell in with a 3 1 the 


enemy's cavalry, belonging to Prince Xavier's corps, which had 


advanced towards Norten, he immediately attacked and defeated 


them with conſiderable loſs, making one lieutenant-colonel, ſome 


ſubaltern officers, and 107 private men priſoners of war. 


On the 24th, The corps de reſerve, under the command of the 


Marquis of Granby, quitted their camp near Geiſmar, repaſſed the 
Dymel, and joined the main army near Warpurg; General Gilſoe 
alſo, who was poſted at Rheinhartz- Wald, joined the army with 
his cor ps. 


On the 26th, the Hereditary Prince was . with a * 
of troops to gd the Count de la Lippe Buckebourg. 


ON 
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ON the 27th, A party of the enemy's light troops attacked 
ſome of our advanced poſts near Weldant, but were ſoon repulſed 
with loſs. " 


O the 1ſt of October, General Waldegrave marched towards 
the Lower Rhine, with a detachment contiſting of two battalions 
of Britiſh grenadiers, the Highlanders, Kingſley's, Hume's, and one 
regiment of Heſſian infantry, together wich the Engliſh dragoons, 
Inniſkillen's, and one regiment of Heſſian cavalry. 


O the 2d, General Howard alſo received orders to march 
to the Lower Rhine, at the head of the four follow regi- 
ments of infantry, viz. Buckland, Welth Fuſiliers, Gran, and 
Brudenell, together with Mordaunt's regiment of cavalry. 


A detachment of the troops under the command of the Here- 
ditary Prince paſſed by Scheremberg, on the 3oth in the morning, 
on their way to Weſel; another party croſſed the Rhine at Roeroert, 
on the 29th, and proceeding to Rhynberg, ſurprized ſome of 
Fiſcher's corps who were poſted in that place, and made them 
_ priſoners; they then continued their rout to Weſel on the left 
bank of that river, while detached parties were ſent to ſcour the 
country, | . 


ANOTHER detachment on the 29th in the evening took poſſeſſion 
of Rees and Emmerick, and on the 3oth paſſed over the Rhine 
and marched towards Cleves, ſending out flying parties to traverſe 
that country; the commanding officer of the French troops in 
that town retired into the caſtle on the approach of the Allies; 


the reduction of that place was committed to the care of Colonel 
Ditford, : 


Tar French troops, who had been poſted in the redoubts along 
that river, adandoned them with ſo much precipitation that they left 
their artillery behind, and neglected to deſtroy the boats, by which 
means a ſufficient number were found for the embarkation of the 
troops which had been deſtined for the paſſage of the Rhine, 


ON 
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On the 4d of October, the caſtle of Cleves ſurrendered, and M. 
de Barral who commanded in that place, together with the gar- 
riſon conſiſting of about 500 men, were all made priſoners of war. 
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THis day the town of Weſel was inveſted. The heavy artillery 
arrived in the evening at the camp of the Hereditary Prince before 
that place, and his Highneſs uſed the greateſt diligence in preparing 
every thing neceſſary for opening the ſiege in form. The two Swils 
regiments of Lochman and Planta, which had been ſent in order to 
reinforce the garriſon, were prevented from throwing themſelves into 

the town, « 


Tux 10th, the Allied Army on the Dymel received orders to 
build huts, both the cavalry and the infantry ; and, on the 12th,

It ; though his Highneſs the Hereditary Prince was there in perſon to 
ſupport them, but he found it impracticable.

MA jo General de Bock's corps, which his Highneſs had im- 
mediately ordered to join him, could not arrive till the next morning 
at ſix o'clock; Lieutenant General Waldegrave's corps paſſed the 
Rhine on a bridge about two miles below Weſel, and joined him 
likewiſe at eleven o'clock ; and Lieutenant General Howard's divi- 
ſion joined him about eight o'clock in the evening. Four Hanove- 
rian battalions of thoſe who were deſtined for the ſiege, and 
were {till on their march, could not complete their junction that 
night. .

IT was neceſlary to engage at a ſufficient diſtance from the Rhine, 
in order to run no riſk in caſe of accident, eſpecially as our princi- 
. A a pal 
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pal bridge was ſo much impaired by the current of high water oc- 


caſioned by a great ſtorm, that it was with very great difficulty 
the troops and cannon had paſſed over it. The troops were poſted 


in ſuch a manner as to have Rhynberg in their front, and Oſſenberg 
in their rear. | 


Tux enemy left no more than five battalions and ſome ſquadrons 


at Rhynberg, and marching by their left came to encamp behind the 


Convent of Campen. According to our intelligence of their {trength, 
they had not then been joined by their laſt troops, which were to 


arrive the next and following day; whereupon the Hereditary Prince 


thought it abſolutely neceſſary to make uſe of his time that night to 
ſurprize M. de Caſtries in his camp, and by that means endeavour 
to gain an advantage over him, if poſſible, 


His Highneſs had under his command twenty battalions and 
twenty ſquadrons; but, as has been ſaid before, ſeveral battalions 
had not been able to come up in time, and four others with five 
ſquadrons were left under Major-general de Bock in order to obſerve 


Rhynberg, and attack that poſt in caſe of ſucceſs on the ſide of 
Campen. M. de Caſtries had with him thirty battalions, and thir- 


ty-eight ſquadrons, 


Tux troops began their march, on the 15th at ten in the even- 
ing. In order to reach the enemy's camp, it was neceſſary to 


diſlodge Fiſcher's corps which ocupied the Convent of Campen, at 


about half a league's diſtance from the front of their army. This 
could not be done without firing ſome muſket ſhot, which gave the 
alarm to M. de Caſtries, and enabled him, at the ſame time, to put 
his troops haſtily under arms. He was, however, attacked and 
drove back twice, There was a terrible and well ſupplied fire of 


muſketry kept up from five o'clock in the morning 'till about nine 


at night without ceaſing. His Highneſs had his horſe killed under 
him, and received a flight hurt in his leg by the ſame ball. 


Tur Hereditary Prince perceiving at length, that it would be 
to no purpoſe to perſiſt in the attempt of driving the enemy out of 
the wood of which they had poſſeſſed themſelves, and our infantry 
having expended all their ammunition, he found himſelf obliged 2 

order 
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order a retreat which was executed in good order, and the enemy 
were not very briſk in their purſuit, The troops drew up on a 
moor not far diſtant from the place of action, where they lay on 
their arms, 


Tux loſs the Allies ſuſtained on this occaſion was ten officers, 
ſixteen non-commiſſioned officers, 221 rank and file, killed; ſix- 
ty-cight officers, forty-three non-commitſioned officers, and 812 
rank and file, wounded ; and ſeven officers, fix non-commiſſioned 
officers, and 429 rank and file, made priſoners, Lieutenant-colo- | 
nels Pitt and Lord Downe were wounded and made priſoners ; Ma- 
jor-generals Elliot and Griffin, together with Lieutenant-colonels, 
Jobnſon and Harvey, were wounded ; and Major Follock of Keith's 
highlanders was killed. We alſo loſt one piece of cannon which 
burſt, and fourteen ammunition waggons. 1 


Tu enemy owned the loſs of 841 men killed, and 1795 wound- 
ed, Lieutenant- general M. de Segur, and Brigadier- general M. de 
Wangen, ſeveral officers, and about 400 private men, were made 
priſoners.

THe Hereditary Prince marched by Genderick, on the 17th in 
the morning. An attack was made on an advanced body of the Al- 
lied troops which was poſted in a wood before Elverick, and ex- 
tended along the Rhine with its right at Geit, and ſome battalions 
beyond it to cover its flank. The firing both of cannon and ſmall 
arms laſted 'till night. A column of the enemy's infantry marched 

through Walack, and took poſt at a quarter of a league's diſtance in 


our front among the thickets: this was their vanguard commanded 
by M. de Chabot. | 


Tu Rhine was ſo much ſwelled, and the banks thereof ſo much 
overflowed about the Carthuyſer Inſul, that the bridge which we 
had over that river was damaged to ſuch a degree as made it neceſ- 
ſary to repair and remove it lower down. It was five o'clock in the 

morning of the 18th before that work could be finiſhed, and the 
bridge refitted. The enemy were only half a league off, The Al- 
a wy 7 lied 
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lied troops, however, paſſed the Rhine the fame day in their pre- 
ſence without the leaſt moleſtation. The paſſage could not be con- 
ducted with more judgment. 


O the night between the 18th and 19th, the Hereditary Prince 
raiſed the Blockade of Weſel; and, after he had ſent away his ar- 
tillery, ammunition, &c. marched to Brunnen about a league from 
thence, where he encamped. 


Tu Count de Luſace advanced again with his reſerve to the 
neighbourhood of Gottingen, which place he took poſſeſſion of, 
and ſent advanced parties as far as Nordheim; but they afterwards 
returned and joined the Count, FE - 


A conſiderable detachment of the reſerve of the French Army, 
under the command of M. Ferronnie entered the dutchy of Hal- 
berſtadt on the 18th, and exacted a million and a half of French li- 

vres contribution, payable in twenty-four hours; but, not having 

been able to obtain more than 28,000 crowns, they returned, car-

THr1s day the Allied Army was ordered to go into. mourning 
for his late Majeſty : black crape on the colours, drums, and ban- 
ners; the officers to cover their ſwords, knots, and ſaſhes, with 


black crape, to wear crape round their arms, and plain hats with | 


crape hat- bands. 


Om the 15th, his Serene Highne ſet out from his head-quarters 


at Deſburg 5 Uflar, and on the 16th he was followed by two 
battalions of Hanoverians, and two battalions of Brunſwic, with a 
train of twelve pieces of cannon ; the encampment of thoſe troops 


was taken up by three regiments of Hanoverians and Heſſians, who 


returned from the Lower Rhine, 


O the 20th 1 in the morning, one regiment of Hanoverian in- 


fantry, two troops of Elliot's light dragoons, and one regiment of 
huſſars, paſſed the Dymel. 


On the 2 5th, nothing material bad maſſed on the Lower Rhine ; 
the Hereditary Prince ſtill remained at his head-quarters at Klein 


Reckum, while M. de Caſtries encamped at Drevenick, within 
about two leagues of Weſel. 


TnAr part of the Allied Army about Warbourg were cantooned 
in the neighbourhood of that place, excepting ſome troops who re- 
mained in camp to defend ſome particular poſts that guarded the paſ- 


ſages of the Dymel, and thoſe were to be relieved every eight days; 


all the troops were ordered to be ready to march by the firſt alarm, 


which was to be given * ſetting fire to a pitch barrel erected on the 


Dykmberg, 
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Dyſemberg, on which ſix cannon were to be fired from the Britiſh 

park, and thoſe to be anſwered by ſix more from General Wan- 
heim's corps, the regiments on this ſignal were all to aſſemble at 
their alarm poſts, and from thence to advance directly to their for- 


* 


mer poſition in camp. 


Nor wWITHSTAN DING the exceſſive rains which had fallen for 
ſome time paſt, and rendered the roads almoſt impracticable, his 
Serene Highneſs advanced from Uſlar to Hardegfen on the 23d, 
with a body of troops which he had afſembled there, he alſo cauted 
ſome detachments to advance towards Caſſel and Munden. General 
Luckner was poſted at Duderſtadt, by which poſition he prevented 
the French from drawing any ſubſiſtance from Thuringia. On the 
26th his Serene Highneſs moved forward to Eſſebeck, fixing his 
| head-quarters at Harſte; and Count Kilmanſeg puſhed forward with 

a corps of about 7000 men to Sibolſhauſen. 05 


Tn French reſerve under the Count de Luſace retired, on the 
approach of the Allies, from Begerode to Witzenhauſen, leaving 
M. de Vaux to command in Gottingen with a numerous garrifon of 
ſelect troops. lp od 


Ox the 29th, the main body of the troops under Prince Fer- 
dinand were ſtill encamped at Eſebeck, and had taken poſſeſſion 
of Boventen, Seimerſhauſen, and Dransfield; a ſmall body of 
Pruſſians, conſiſting of fifteen hundred men, that were detached 
from the garriſon of Magdeburgh, and had joined General Kil- 

manſeg, were poſted behind Gottingen, ſo that town was entirely 
blocked up. | | 


Tux King of Pruſſia had alfo detached from his army a body of 
eight thouſand men, conſiſting .of infantry, cavalry, and huffars, 
under the command of the generals Sallern, Aſcherdeben, and 
Linden, to march through Thuringia towards Gottingen, in order 
to act in concert with his Serene Highneſs. 


SEVERAL ſmart ſkirmiſhes paſſed between the troops in the 
neighbourhood of Gottingen, particularly one on the 29th paſt at 
Heydemunden upon the river Werra, which poſt Major-genera! 

I: Briedenbach 
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Briedenbach, at the head of two regiments of Hanoverian and Brunſ- 
wic guards, with a detachment of Cavalry, attacked ; and, havin 


carried it, took poſſeſſion of the town, which was abandoned by the 


French detachment, part of which paſſed the river in boats, while 


the others threw themielves 3 into an entrenchment which corencd the 


paſſage, and which our troops made ſeveral attempts to force, but 
without ſucceſs, At length, our people being much galled by the 


fire of the enemy's redoubts on the other ſide of the river, General 


Breidenbach could not carry his point, and was obliged to fall back 
into the town, from whence he retired at midnight; but the 
enemy did not retake poſſeſſion of it till twenty-four hours after- 
wards, Our loſs on the occaſion amounted to about 150 private 
men. Five of our officers were killed, and fix wounded, 


Tux Hereditary Prince's head-quarters remained ſtill at Klein- 
Reckum, and nothing material had paſſed in thoſe parts, except that 


he made 120 detachments which had beat up and harraſſed the poſts 


which M. de Caſtries had eſtabliſhed along the Lippe. 


M. de Luckner, having in vain cannonaded and whe the caſ- 


tle of Arnſtein defended by M. Verduil, was obliged to abandon, 
the enterprize, and retire towards Friedland, 


'DecrmBER 11, The inclemency of the weather and the bad- 
neſs of the roads having not only rendered it next to an impoſhbllity 


for the troops to keep the field, but alſo made the conveyance of fo- 
rage and proviſions for the uſe of the troops utterly impracticable, 


his ſerene Highneſs found himſelf reduced to the neceſſity of quitting 
his deſign againſt Gottingen, and changing the cantoonments of the 


troops employed in the blockade of that town, in order to ſend them 


into winter-quarters. He accordingly withdrew his forces from that 


neighbourhood, and retired towards Eimbach and Uſlar : in the 


latter of which places he fixed his head-quarters, The troops like- 
wiſe which had advanced on the left of the Dymel, and in the wood 


of Sababourg, repaſſed the Dymel, and the whole army went into 


their winter cantoonments. . 'The Engliſh guards were at Paderborn, 
and the reſt quartered in that country, and along the Dymel, We- 


ſer, &, The Marquis of Granby had. his head-quarters at Cor- 
vey near Hoxter, 
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Tur troops under the command of the Hereditary Prince on the 
Lower Rhine went likewiſe into quarters, the greateſt part of whom 
occupied the biſhopric of Munſter, the remainder joined the army 
under his Serene Highneſs, 


Tux French under M. de Caſtries went alſo into their quarters, 
which extended from Cleves to Cologne. Marſhal de Broglio 
likewiſe ſent his army into their quarters, He fixed his head- 
quarters at Caſſel, and his troops extended towards the Upper 


Rhine. 


Tre detachments of Pruſſians which were on their march to Join 
the Allied Army, ſtopped at Erfurth, where they took up their 
quarters. | „„ | 


O the 23d of December, General Luckner, who was poſted 
with a corps of 3 or 4000 men at Heiligenſtadt, was attacked by 
a body of 10,000 French under the command of Count Broglio. 
The town being nearly inveſted on all ſides, General Luckner had 
no other method of retreat than by the road that leads to Witzen- 
hauſen, where he gained an advantageous eminence, from whence 
he cannonaded the French with ſuch ſucceſs, that he ſecured his 
retreat to Scarffenſtein, without the loſs of a ſingle man, or a horſe 
killed or taken, only of a few wounded in the affair; but an officer 
with thirty-four men belonging to the militia, who were left in 
the town, were taken. The loſs of the French on this occaſion 
was reckoned at above 300 men. On the 24th, General Luckner 
returned to Heiligenſtadt, and finding the French had left it, retook 


poſſeſſion, 
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FRA N N the iſt of January, the Hereditary Prince was 


1 K at Uſlar, in order to concert meaſures with his 
F% O F Serene Highneſs relative to the future operations. 
Prince Ferdinand returned his thanks to the troops 
| Nn IA for their good behaviour during the courſe of the 


laſt year, at the ſame time paying them the ,uſual 
compliments on the new year. 


On the 2d, the Count de Broglio and Licutenanf-general M. de 


Stainville, at the head of a large body of French troops, attacked 


the town of Duderſtadt, ſituate at the extremity on the left of the 
cantoonments of the Allied Army. General Manſberg, who com- 
manded there, found it neceflary to abandon the town, not being 
able to defend it againſt fo ſuperior a force. The enemy entered 
that place, and he retired to the heights of Herbiſhagen, where he 


took poſt, and mantained himſelf till the arrival of the Generals 


Kilmanſeg and Luckner, who had immediately marched to ſupport 
him, On the next day they attacked the French in Duderſtadt, 
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drove them from thence, and purſued them as far as Witzenhauſen. 
The loſs of the enemy, according to their own accounts, amounted 
to boo men, among whom were three complete companies of 


French grenadiers. The loſs on the ſide of the Allies was about 
190 men. 


ON the 8th of January, M. de Belſunce, having fe out from 
Gottingen with a detachment conſiſting of 1 50 horſe and two com- 
panies of grenadiers, ſurpriſed a party of the Allies who were potted 
in the neighbourhood of Gibelhauſen, and diſperſed them. The loſs 
on the ſide of the Allies were four officers and 100 men. 


On the 13th, Marſhal Broglio ſent to Gottingen a convoy of 
6000 horſes and eighty waggons, all laden with proviſions and am- 
munition, which had been collected at Munden, Witzenhauſen, 
and the places adjacent. The whole got fate into that town. He 
uſed the precaution of ſending fo many horſes inſtead of Waggons, 
iu order to clude the vigilance of the Allies. 


AzourT this Urne the French ſent off ſeveral detaclunents both of 
horſe and foot towards Langenſaltze in Thuringia, to join Prince 
Xavier of Saxony. They alſo ſent large detachments to the country 
of Eichsfeld, in order to cut off our communications with the 
Pruſſians. His Serene Highneſs, on the other hand, detached Ma- 
jor-general Rheden, with four regiments of cavalry from Dorſte, 
to Duderſtadt; and four battalions of grenadiers who were at 
Mohringen, and two regiments of fuſileers who were part of the 
garriſon of Northeim, alſo took the ſame route. 


On the 26th, Prince Xavier of Saxony made an attempt on the 
Pruſſian quarters at Sunderhauſen, on the left of the Allied Army, 
and carried off part of Wunſch's battalion from Ebeleben; but Oe. 
neral Luckner coming up at the head of four battalions and fifteen 
1quadrons, the enemy retreated, and were purſued beyond Langen- 
ſaltze. General Luckner ſeized on one of their magazines at Daiſ- 


witz, where he made two officers and thir i men priſoners of 
war, 
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On the 27th, the enemy alſo attacked ſome of our poſts which 


Tay on the right of our cantoonments. A detachment under the 


command of Monſieur de St. Victor advanced to the poſt of Stadt- 
berg, where they ſurpriſed part of a battalion of the Britiſh legion. 
Major Delaune, who commanded there, was killed in his chamber, 


obſtinately defending himſelf. Our loſs was 180 men made pri- 
ſoners. M. de St. Victor's corps retreated without being purſued, 


as we had no cavalry in that neighbourhood. M. de Maupeon, at 
the head of another party, at the ſame time attacked the poſt at 


Rhuden, but the enemy Were repulſed with loſs. 


Ox the 4th of February, General Howard's detachment, con- 
ſiſting of ten battalions and twelve * arrived in the neigh- 


bourhood of. Geſeeke. 


On the gth, the army under the command of his Serene High- | 


' neſs, having been for ſome time in motion from all quarters, were 
all aſſembled at their points of rendezvous; viz. the main body on 
the Dymel ; the detachments of the Generals Kilmanſeg and Wan- 


genheim, under General Sporcken, on the Rhume ; and. the two 


corps undei the command of the Hereditary Prince and General 


Briedenbach, in the Sauerland. Prince Ferdinand paſſed the Dymel, 
and went to Geiſmar, where General Gilſoe had marched with the 


detachment under his orders. The troops halted on the 1oth, and 


the diſpoſitions for the motion of the whole were communicated to 


the Generals. . 


Om the 11th, the army a in four alone. and paſſed the 


Dymel. The firſt column, led by the Marquis of Granby, pailed 


over the ſtone bridge at the lower town of Warbourg ; the ſecond 
column, commanded by the Prince of Anhalt, croſſed over at the 
ſtone bridge below it ; the third column, under the orders of Ge- 
neral Oheimb, marched by the bridge at Liebenau; and General 
Wutgenau, at the head of the 4th, paſſed over the bridge at Pillam. 
Each column was preceded by a vanguard of all the piquets, con- 
fiſting of fifty men of each battalion and twenty of each ſquadron, 
which were formed into battalions and ſquadrons: theſe were to 
ſecure the head of the cantoonments. The whole then advanced 
towards Caſſel, on the fide of Welt Uſſeln. The corps under Ge- 
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neral Gilſoe advanced from Geiſmar as far as Kalle. The Marquis 
of Granby had his head-quarters at Volckmiſſen. : 


Tur Hereditary Prince with the corps under his command 
marched by the way of Stadtberg to Mengeringhauſen; and Lieu- 


tenant-gencral Briedenbach advanced from Brilon to Sand, and on 


his march made 100 of the enemy priſoners in the village of 
Cuſtleberg. 5 


On the 12th, the army reſumed its march in the ſame order as 


they had done the day before, and arrived in the neighbourhood of 


Zierenberg. Lieutenant- general Gilſoe with his corps marched to 
Deurenberg. The vanguards of the four columns were all united 


into one corps, and were joined by the grenadiers of the guards, 


Elliot's dragoons, Baur's huſſars, and the brigade of chaſſeurs of 
Lindinch and Storkhoriens. The Marquis of Granby was appointed 
to command this body; he took poſt at Ehlen, and ſent forward 
detachments to the Caſcade and Weiſſenſtein. 


Tur Hereditary Prince cantooned his troops about Zuſchen, 
and having received advice that the garriſon of Fritzlar was not 


prepared for an attack, he went thither with a few battalions in 
hopes of being able to carry that place by a coup de main; the 


attack was accordingly made with great ſpirit, but Monfieur de 


Narbonne, who commanded there with a numerous garriſon of 


choice troops, was prepared to receive him, and defended it fo 


_ reſolutely, taking all the advantages which the ſituation of the 


place afforded him, that the Hereditary Prince thought it moſt 
adviſeable to deſiſt from the attempt, and to wait the arrival of 
ſome cannon to reduce it, Lieutenant-general Briedenbach marched 
to Munchauſen 8 


On the 13th, the army marched again and cantooned in the 
neighbourhood of Niedenſtein. The corps under the command 


of the Marquis of Granby marched to Kirkberg and Metze ; that 


under General Gilfoe remained in their former cantoonments at 
Deurenberg. The Hereditary Prince cantooned about Hademar, in 


the neighbourhood of Fritzlar, Lieutenant-general Briedenbach 


took poſlefiion of a magazine at Roſenthal, conſiſting of 40,000 
rations, 
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rations, and advanced towards Marpurg, which place he made an 
attempt to ſurprize, and vigorouſly attacked it; but the enemy 


were on their guard; and having a large garriſon, who made a 


brave reſiſtance, the enterprize failed, M, de Briedenbach was 
killed in this affair ; that excellent general fell greatly lamented. 
General Oheimb was * to the command of that corps. 


Ox the 14th, the army halted. The Hereditary Prince 4. 
tached Major-general Zaſtrow to Feltzberg, and ordered a part of 
the cavalry to paſs the Eder. An attempt was made to intimidate 
the garriſon of Fritzlar by firing ſome cannon ſhot, but to no 
purpoſe, In the mean while my Lord Granby made a movement 
towards Guderſberg, the garriſon of which place, conſiſting of 
two hundred men, retired into the old caſtle, In this village! were 
found proviſions and „ | 


Ox the 1 5th, the town of Fritzlar was bombarded, and M. de 


Narbonne offered to capitulate, if the moſt honourable terms were 


granted him; the Hereditary Prince returned for anſwer, that ſuch | 


ſhould be oranted him on account of his brave defence, upon con- 


dition however, that the garriſon ſhould not ſerve during the preſent 
campaign, and that the garriſons of Waldec and Wildungen ſhould | 


be included in the non, 


True Commandant having refuſed to ſubſcribe to that condition, 


a briſk cannonade was begun again, which continued for about 
half an hour, when the terms were agreed to, except thoſe con- 


cerning the garriſons of Waldec and Wildungen, which were no 
longer inſiſted on, upon his declaring that the troops in thoſe places 
were not under his command; he marched out of the town in 
the evening with his corps, conſiſting of ſeven piquets drawn from 
the Iriſh battalions, and 965 men of the royal grenadiers, beſides 
105 wounded or. lick, agreeable to the capitulation. 


On the 16th, my Lord Granby ſeat word to the commandant 
of Guderlberg, that he was ready to grant the ſame conditions to 
him as M. de Narbonne had obtained, which propoſal the com- 
mandant very readily accepted, as proviſions, and particularly water, 
began to fail chem, 
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Ox the 17th, the army renewed their march, and advanced as 
far as Ober-Vorſchutz. The vanguard took poffeffion of the paſs 
of Feltſberg ; Major-general Zaſtrow of that at Neidar-Mellerich ; 
the Hereditary Prince poſted himſelf in the neighbourhood of 
Falckenberg, and was before-hand with the enemy in taking 


poſſeſſion of the poſt of Hombourg with a party of his huſſars; the

great body of the army which remained in the neighbourhood of 
Caſſel, and were joined by the corps under General Gilſoe.

On the 18th, the army palsed the Eder at Feltſberg, and at 


Nieder-Mellerich, and was cantooned between the Aſſe and the 


Fulde, in the neighbourhood of Hombourg: the Hereditary Prince 
was a day s march before them towards Hirſchfeld. Lord Granby 
marched to Frittenhorff by the way of Ziegenhayn. 


THE enemy having re- aſſembled a body of troops ander Ober- 
Weimar, and Nieder- Weimar, not far from Marpurg, Lieutenant- 
general Oheimb determined at firſt to attack them, but altered his 


intentions upon receiving an account of the march of the Chevalier 


de Maupeon with a body of the enemy, who had come from Siegen 


with an appearance of making ſome attempt by Padberg and Barle- 
berg a F ranckenberg. 


GENERAL Oheimb on the [6th left Wetter to go to Francken- 
berg, and he found the enemy poſted near Rodenau in order to 
defend the paſſage of the Eder, which was made difficult by the 
marſhy ground there, The bridge of Franckenberg being broke by 
the ſwell of the water, M. d'Oheimb was obliged to ſtop to 
repair it: the enemy taking advantage of 1 obſtacles, with- 


drew 
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drew themſelves in the night towards Hallenberg, after having 
deſtroyed the bridge of Rodenau; M. d' Oheimb was no ſooner 
informed of that retreat, than he ordered a part of his cavalry to 
ford the river and to occupy the heights on the left bank of the 
Eder, and ſent parties to Sachſenberg * Hallenberg to get Intelli- 
gence of the enemy. 


THE repair of the bridge of Franckenberg was finiſhed, M. 
d'Oheimb having learnt the 17th, that M. de Maupeon was with 
his corps at Sachſenberg, after having ſufficiently provided for the 
| ſecurity of the poſt of Franckenberg, and of the heavy artillery, 
put himſelf in motion on the 18th early in the morning to march 
towards the enemy, whoſe advanced guard he met with between 
Sachſenberg and Neuenkirchen ; it was that inſtant attacked and routed, 
M. de Maupeon, lieutenant- general, who was there in perſon, was 
taken, with a lieutenant-colonel, five officers, and fifty ſoldiers. The 
enemy having fallen back towards Hallenberg, M. d' Oheimb re- 
turned to F ranckenberg to give his troops fome reſt there, and 
obſerve the motions the enemy might make on the fide of Mar- 
purg, towards which place ſeveral of their regiments had filed off. 
Major Scheiter attacked the ſame day a detachment of the enemy 
near Padberg, diſperſed it, and took 140 prifoners, among whom 
were four officers. 


On the 19th, the army arrived in the W of _ 
Sohwartzenborn. The Hereditary Prince's corps poſted itſelf at 
Ober-Geiſe, and puſhed detachments on to Gitterſdorff, Lord 
Granby went to Neuenkirchen: the enemy's detachments at 
Ober and Nieder Grentzbach, falling back upon Ziegenhayn. 


TRE patroles of the Hereditary Prince reported in the night 
between the 19th and 2oth, that they ſaw a fire at Hirſchfeld, 
which gave reaſon to ſuppoſe the enemy had abandoned that place 
and had ſet fire to the magazine: this ſuſpicion was confirmed 
the next morning, and our troops entered Hirſchfeld, where there 
had been fifteen French battalions, which marched away in the night 
towards Fulde, Great part of the magazine was ſaved, which had 
cnoſiſted of 80,000 ſacks of meal, 50,000 lacks of oats, and a million 


of rations of hay.

M. de Luckner marched the 
next day to Kulſtedt; Count Lg to Helmſtorff; and M. de 
Wangenheim to Beberſtadt. | 


M. de "WT Yo went to reconnoitre the enemy, ſeveral of whoſe 
regiments of infantry had paſſed the Werra at Eſchwege. There 
were 5000 French in the city of Muhlhauſen : that of Langen- 
ſaltze, and the villages in its neighbourhood, were occupied by 
Saxons. M. de Sporcken found on the heights of Dorne four bat- 
talions of grenadiers of France ranged in order of battle, and the 
infantry poſted in a wood towards Eſchwege, to protect the com- 
munication of the Werra with Muhlhauſen and Langenſaltze. 
M. de Luckner had orders to attack them the next day in the 
morning with his corps, which was to be ſuſtained by two bat- 
talions and ſix ſquadrons. The ſame day M. de Belſunce appeared 
before Duderſtadt with 3000 men and ſome cannon of the garriſon 
of Gottingen. He ſummoned Lieutenant-colonel Rehbom, who 
commanded in that town, three times; and upon the negative 
anſwers received from him, he cauſed the gates to be battered for 
three hours; but his attempts were fruitleſs, and he returned the 


fame night. 


M. de Luckner, on the 1000 attacked the French and 1 Swiſs 
grenadiers who had paſſed the night under arms, in the wood of 


Dorne, over-againſt his advanced poſts at Anerode and Buckewriede. 


He puſhed them as far as the Hes of Egerieden, where they 
gained 
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gained a thick wood, which Count de Solms had fortified by felled 


trees. They cannonaded each other. The enemy received rein- 


forcements from the quarters on the Werra and thoſe of the 
Saxons. 


Tux abc coming on, M. de Sporcken could not aſſemble his 
men ſo as to undertake any thing againſt the enemy. He contented 
himſelf with making ſome changes in the diſpoſitions of his quarters, 
and puſhing the enemy's poſts further on. The ſkirmiſhes of this 
day coſt him forty men in killed and wounded, The loſs of the 


enemy was more conſiderable, and four officers and fifty of their 
men were taken. 


M. de Sporcken put his troops in onder of battle on the r3th, 
at ſeven o'clock in the morning, upon the height called Eiſberg; 
but having found the enemy conſiderably reinforced, that they had 
occupied all the woods where the horſe could not act, and that the 
troops of his Pruſſian majeſty were at the diſtance of three marches, 


he reſolved to paſs the Unſtrut at Silberhauſen and Hortſmar, to 
draw near them by a forced march. 


He fac M. de Sibourg of his intentions ; and the motion 
was executed in preſence of the enemy without the leaſt loſs. The 
e were cantooned between Kayerſhager and Marolderode. 


Tae corps of Pruſſians advanced the 14th to the heights of Lan- 
genſaltze, which were occupied by 3000 Saxons. M. de Sporcken 
occupied the village on the left fide of the river Unſtrut with the 
troops of his firft line, and drew thoſe of his ſecond line as near 


as poſſible.

On the 1 5th at ſeven in the morning, all the troops came to the

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to ſuch a degree in twice twenty-four hours, that there was an in- 
nundation from Mulhauſen almoſt to Langenſaltze. 


Tue Pruſſian cavalry got through the paſſage of Merkleben 
while their cannon was battering the town of Langenſaltze. Eight 
. of M. de Sporcken's firſt line paſſed at Thomaſbruc, with 

a brigade of chaſſeurs, and a ſquadron of Luckner's, whoſe whole 
corps could not paſs, the waters continuing out all day, In the 
mean time the Pruſſian cavalry fell upon the enemy who were going 
out of Langenſaltze: and M. de Sporcken's corps did ſo likewiſe 
upon the troops which were coming down the hills to their aſ- 


ſiſtance. 


M. de Sporcken computed the enemy's loſs that day at 5000 
men, at the ſame time that his own ſcarcely exceeded 100. Lieu- 
tenant=general Hodenberg was wounded and taken priſoner, 


Tur Pruſſians took three battalions and ſeven pieces of cannon, 
and M. de Sporcken's troops took two battalions and fix picces of 
Cannon, 

DurixG the action, the infantry of M. de Sporcken's firſt line 
paſſed the Unſtrut at Thomaſbruc ; ; but the troops being greatly 
fatigued, M. de Sibourg cantooned his corps at Langenſaltze, and 
General Sporcken's corps re-entered its former quarters cn the left 
of the Unſtrut, except M. de Luckner's cd which remained at 
Mulverſtedt and Schonſtedt. * 


On the 16th, the firſt line under the command of General 
Sporcken paſſed the Unſtrut again at Bolſtedt, and advanced can- 
tooning as far as Gros Gultern and Opperſhauſen. The ſecond line 
paſſed the Unſtrut at the ſame place, and cantooned at Mulhauſen, 
where ſtill fifty- three of the enemy's ſick were found, and made 


priſoners of war. 


Ox the 15th, 1 Luckner with his corps compoſed 
the vanguard, and marched to Eiſenach, which he attacked, and 
forced the enemy, who were till there under the command of 
the generals Stainville and Solms, to retire to Vacha. About forty 


priſoners were taken there, and two Saxon officers. The army 
made 
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made a forced march in two columns, and cantooned in the 
neighbourhood of Streck and Neukirchen; Luckner's corps re- 


mained at Eiſenach.

On the 18th they halted. This day came in ere 100 Swiſs 
and Saxon deſerters.

Ox the 19th, Luckner's corps, reinforced with four ſquadrons 
of Veltheim and Bremer, marched as far as Vacha, (the bridge of 
which was barricaded) attacked and forced the enemy to abandon 
it about midnight 3 ſix of our men were killed, and about thirty 
of. the enemy's wounded, General Luckner lodged the light troops 
in Vacha, and cantooned the reſt of his corps on the right of the 
Werra near Vacha ; the firſt line marched to Ober-Elln and Forda,

O the oth, Luckner's corps halted. The firſt line of 
Sporcken' s corps marched to Herringen and Kieſelbach, and the

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On the 2 1ſt, Luckner's corps marched to Manſbach, and paſſed 
the Werra at Vacha: the. firſt line marched to Friedeniwald, 
Hamelſhauſen, and Lengers, paſſing the Werra at Vacha and Lengers; 
the ſecond marched to Heringen and Vacha. Many deſerters came in 
from Stainville's corps, which made 1 its retreat by Manſbach to Fulde. 


Ta1s day the brigade of Britiſh wh joined the advanced corps 
under the command of the Marquis of Granby. 


On the 22d, the Marquis of Granby marched to Treyſa, where 


a large party of the enemy had been poſted, who, on the approach 
of our troops, retired to Ziegenhayn, the blockade of which place 
was immediately formed; M. de Luckmantel commanded there a 


garriſon of 700 men. 


Lieutenant-general Oheimb advanced to Kirchain, and from this

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FEBRUARY 23, the army marched to Grebenau, andthe Hereditary 
Prince was advanced to Schleitz: eight battalions were detached from 
General Sporcken's corps, under the command of Major-general 
Scheele, to reinforce the Count de la Lippe Buckebourg before 
Caſſel, in which city M. le Conte de Broglio commanded with a 


gar riſon of ſeventeen battalions, beſide the volontaires of Saint 
Victor. 


A detachment from the garriſon of Gottingen puſhed forward as 
far as Nordheim, where they exacted 100,000 livres by way of 
contribution, and carried off hoſtages for the payment of that ſum. 
Another large detachment from the ſame garriſon marched out on. 
the 23d, and advanced to Duderſtadt, which place they took. 
poſſeſſion of: a party of 200 Hanoverians who were in garriſon

| | On the 24th, Major-general Schluter of the Heſſian artillery 
l . relieved the Marquis of Granby in the blockade of Ziegenhayn, 
and his lordſhip marched to Kirchain: the caſtle of Amoenebourg, 
which is within cannon-ſhot of that place, ſurrendered, and the 
garriſon, conſiſting of two officers and: fifty men belonging to the. 
Iriſh brigade, were made priſoners. Our huſſars advanced as far 
as Hombourg, where there was a detachment of the enemy, who 
immediately retired. The Hereditary Prince detached General. 
Luckner from Schlitz to Fulde, who made upwards of 300

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Taz Pruſſian corps anda General th. who acted i in con- 
junction with General Sporcken, ſerved to keep them in awe, and 
prevented them from advancing "7 farther. 


THE French troops which were * on the Lower Rhine 
were all in motion, and, by their different manceuvres, indicated a

deſign againſt the town of Munſter, but their views were fruſtrated 
by the prudent meaſures of General Hardenberg: that general was 


at this time aſſembling a conſiderable body on the Upper Lippe, ta 
act as occaſion required. 


Tals day in the evening, a detachment from the garriſon of 
Waldec, having been ſent out to annoy our convoys, fell in with 
one of our parties near Fryenhagen, which was patroling about 
that neighbourhood to keep the caſtle of Waldec in awe, and to 

rotect our convoys: Captain Wittenius who commanded the party, 
bad the misfortune to be dangerouſly wounded on the firſt onſet, 
by which means the advantage was on the ſide of the enemy, who 
took thirty horſes ; they failed however in their main deſign, the 


convoy arriving at its deſtination, except two waggons which. fell 
into their hands, | 5 


On the 26th, 27th, and 28th of February, the army arrived 
by ſeveral diviſions, and cantooned between the rivers Schwalme and 
Ohm, his Serene Highneſs fixing his head-quarters at Schweinſberg. 
The Marquis of Granby, with Major-general Oheimb under his. 
command, took poſt, on the 26th, for ſome time on the heights 
near Kleinſelkeim, but on their advancing, M. de Rouge, who had 
poſſeſſed himſelf of a very advantageous ſituation, retired towards 
Gieſſen ; his Lordſhip then took poſt between the Lahn and the 
Ohm, cantooning his troops in Schrock, Heſkem, &c. The French 
garriſon in Marpurg retired to the caſtle and abandoned. the town, 
which was taken poſſeſſion of by four Heſſian battalions. 


TRE corps under the Hereditary Prince having been reinforced 
by a part of the troops belonging to the corps that was under 
General Sporcken, (who joined the army with the remainder) his 
Highneſs advanced on the 2 5th to Lauterbach. 5 


LIEUTENANT Colonel Stockhauſen fell in with a detachment 


of the enemy near Kauſſungen, diſperſed them and made fixty. 
priſoners, „ a 


MARSsHAL Broglio, who was collecting all his forces together, 
had his head-quarters on the 26th at Marienborn, on the 27th at 


Friedberg, 
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Friedberg, and on the 28th at Vilben and Bergen, where he was 
fortifying his camp with the greateſt diligence, He received daily 
freſh reinforcements from the Lower Rhine, 


Ox the 1ſt of March, Count de la Lippe Buckebourg, having 
made the neceſſary preparations for the ſiege of Caſſel, opened the 


_ trenches at night. 


Tur Hereditary Prince advanced to Budingen, from whence he 
diſlodged an advanced party of the enemy who were poſted there, 
and took poſſeſſion of that place. General Luckner allo made him- 


ſelf maſter of Aſchaffenberg. 


ON the 2d, Major-general Schluter, in order to ſtreighten the 
fortreſs of Ziegenhayn, formed the deſign of getting poſſeſſion of the 
ſuburbs called Weickhaus: this enterprize had all the ſucceſs deſired. 
The ſuburbs were attacked and carried with great bravery: the enemy 
loſt in the action thirty men killed and wounded, and two of their 
officers, with fifty- ſix private men, were made priſoners of war; 
the loſs of the Allies conſiſted in ſix men killed and ſixteen wounded. 


M. de Schluter propoſed to M. de Luckmantel, who commanded 
in Ziegenhayn, to make a convention for the ſuburbs, but this 


propoſition was rejected, contrary to the practice in ſuch caſes, and 
the commandant having fired from the fortreſs on the ſuburbs, 


M. de Schluter, to fave the houſes, drew off his troops and placed 


them in-their former quarters; his aid de camp was killed in this 


action. 


MAJOR Scheiter took the caſtle of Battenberg by aſſault, and 


made priſoners one lieutenant-colonel, one captain, four ſubaltern 


officers, and 2 50 Swiſs, with ten huſſars; he alſo took four pieces 


of cannon. 


Tux Count de Broglio made a ſally out of Caſſel with a con- 
ſiderable body of troops, but he was repulſed and obliged to 
retire in the utmoſt diſorder, with the loſs of a great number of 
men.

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GENFRAL Hardenberg took poſt at Stadtberg with his corps 
from the — of Munſter. 


On the -th of March, the garriſon of Caſſel made a vigorous

'On the 1 ith, the Marquis of Granby paſſed the river 1400 
over a wooden bridge at the Neumuhl, below Marpurg, and can- 
tooned his troops at Lohr, Dam, Rodgen, &c. He teſt at 
Marpurg the four regiments that had taken poſſeſſion of that town, 


THE Healy Prince with his corps marched from Lauterbach 
to the neighbourhood of Grunberg, having an advanced poſt at 
Laubach ; General Luckner with his corps alſo fell back from 
Herbſtein and joined the army. 


MARSHAL Broglio having aſſembled all his troops, and being 

joined by all the reinforcements he expected from the Lower Rhine, 
quitted his camp at Vilben and moved forward, fixing his head: 
quarters at Friedberg with his vanguard at Gieſſen, and the neigh- 
bouring villages, 
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ſallies, having loſt a conſiderable number of men in each.

A ſmart ſkirmiſh paſſed between a detachment of the Allies 
and a body of the French, who were going from Weſel to Dul-

On the 17th, the French army marched to Gieſſen, where 
Marſhal Broglio fixed his head-quarters ; the ſame day the whole of 
his vanguard was advanced towards the Ohm, | 


Tre Marquis of Granby with his corps repaſſed the Lahn at 
the Neumuhl, and he immediately withdrew the four battalions 
from the town of Marpurg, of which the French took poſſeſſion 
and ſhut the gates. At nine o'clock in the morning, the whole 
drew up on the heights of Schrock, expecting to be attacked by the 
enemy's vanguard; however nothing paſſed but ſome ſkirmiſhes 


between the light troops near Heſkem. He cantooned the troops 


that night at Gros- Silkeim and Klun-Silkeim; and on the 18th in the 


evening, his Lordſhip repaſſed the Ohm, and retreated to Kirchain. 


Ox the 2oth, the poſition of the Allied Army was as follows, viz.

M. de Belſunce, who, with a detachment from the garriſon of 
Gottingen, had been for ſome time in poſſeſſion of Northeim, 
was driven from thence by ſome troops from Brunſwie and 
Hanover, which were joined by a ſmall party of Pruſſians. 


Ox the 21ſt of March, the corps under the command of the 
Hereditary Prince was attacked near Grunberg by a large detach- 
ment of the enemy, conſiſting of three columns of cavalry, and 
was obliged to fall back to the heights of Haimbach and Ermrode ; 
the enemy taking the advantage of the woods to conceal the march 
of their columns, particularly of that column which was to turn the 
Prince's right, were too near to ſuffer the retreat to be made with- 
out loſs ;- they began the attack juſt as the troops were entering a 
defile, by which means part of our rear was cut off. We loſt about 
2000 men made priſoners, belonging to the Brunſwic guards, the 
regiment of Roeder, and the battalions of Imhoff, ſome colours, 
and thirteen or fourteen pieces of cannon ; we had very few killed 
or wounded, The Hereditary Prince, with the remainder of that 
corps, retired to the main army at Hombourg. General Rheden, 
who commanded the Hanoverians, was killed. The enemy owned 
to the loſs of no more than 100 killed and wounded, among the 
number of the latter was the Baron de Cloſen, who commanded 
the whole, Sn op woot 5 


 Tnovcn the poſition of the Allied Army on the Ohm was 
excellent with regard to military operations, yet it became dail 

more and more inconvenient with reſpect to ſubſiſtance, which 
unavoidably began to grow ſcarce, after ſo long a ſtay in a country 
where they had no magazines, inſomuch that the ſcarcity of forage, 
&c. rendered it impoſſible for them to maintain their ground there 
any longer; his Serene Highneſs was therefore obliged to break up 
his camp and retire, which he did on the 24th to Neuſtadt, with- 
out any moleſtation from the enemy, excepting ſome trifling 
ſkirmiſhes with their light troops —— THANE 


O the 25th, Marſhal Broglio entered the town of Ziegenhayn ; | 
the ſiege of that place having been raiſed, The garriſon being 


Joined by ſome cavalry, commanded by M. de Monchenu, purſued 
the rear of the beſiegers in their retreat, and coming up with a 
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party of them at the village of Lemsfeld, between Frillendorff 


and Nieder-Graentzbach, gained ſome advantage, making about 


400 men priſoners, among whom were ſome officers of diſtinction; 
they alſo took two N of cannon. 


TE Royal Legion likewiſe took poſſeſſion of Arolſen, in 
which place they found about three hundred ſick men in the 
Britiſh hoſpital. 


Frcus R's corps having puſhed forward to Corbach, in order 
to intercept the convoys of the Allied Army, detached the Chevalier 
d'Origny with a party of 4000 men from thence towards Wolfs- 
hagen, he fell in with a battalion of the Britannic Legion, who 
were poſted at Netzen a little above Waldec, and made the greater 
part of them priſoners, | 

O the 27 th of March, the Allied Army paſſed the Eder. The 
Hereditary Prove covered their paſſage, and having attacked a party 
of the enemy near Klein-Engelſback, repulſed them with con- 
fiderable loſs, and made one hundred men priſoners on this 


occaſion. 


On the ſame day, the Count de la Lines e ne the 
proper diſpoſitions for raiſing the ſiege of Caſſel, and on the night 
between the 27th and 28th ſent off his heavy artillery, &c. by the 

way of Hohenkirchen. Count Broglio ſent out M. de la Borde 
with a battalion of foot, and ſome grenadiers, to the right bank of 
the Fulde, with orders to get as near as poſſible to Sunderſhauſen, 
and endeavour to cannonade them as they filed off on the other fide 
of the river. He alſo cauſed the 3 and hunters to take 

ſſeſſion of the third parallel, which had been abandoned, but 
the Count de Buckebourg ſtill maintained the firſt parallel with a 
conſiderable force till he ſhould have removed all the ſtores and 


pen employed in the hege. 


ON the 29th, the Allied Army affeenbled « on the heights n near 
Hachen, and retreated towards eisigen.

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O the oth of March, they reſumed their march, and encamped 


in the neighbourhood of Volckmiſſen, 


Tunis day Count de Broglio, who had marched out of Caſſel 
with his garriſon in order to harraſs the befiegers in their retreat, 
came up with their rear-guard, and attacked them with ſome ſucceſs, 


carrying off four pieces of cannon, ſome ammunition Waggons, and 
ſeveral priſoners. 


Tat troops that were made priſoners 1 in the affair near Grunberg 
were exchanged, 


On the 4 iſt, Marſhal Broglio cauſed Te Deum to be ſung in 
his camp on account-of the Allies having evacuated the county of

Tur whole of the Allied Army having repaſſed abe Dymel by 
the 1ſt of April, his Serene Highneſs ſent off a body of troops to- 
wards the Lippe, to obſerve the motions of the French on the 


Lower Rhine, and ordered the remainder to their former cantoon- 
ments, leaving a chain of troops along the Dymel to ſecure the 


paſſages of that river, 


 MaRsmAL Broglio alſo ſent back thoſe troops which had come 
from the Lower Rhine to join him, and were deſtined to make a 
part of the French Army which were to act in thoſe parts He 
alſo placed numerous garriſons in Gottingen, Caſſel, and Ziegen- 


hayn, and made large detachments to the country of Fulde; the 


reſt of his troops returned to their cantoonments, the Marſhal 
fixing his head- een at Franctort, 


Ox the 19th of April, the Marſhal de Soubile, who was to 
command a ſeparate army of the enemy this year on the Lower 
Rhine, arrived at Francfort, in order to concert meaſures with

General Luckner coming up with ſome grenadiers and huſfars, they 
were diſlodged, and forced to retire with precipitation, leaving be- 
hind fifty dragoons that were made priſoners. 


' Ox the 1ſt of May, mw large party belonging to the garriſon 
of Gottingen advanced towards Mohringen, but they immediately 
retreated upon the approach: of General Luckner, who purſued 
them as far as the Leihne, which river M. de Belſunce had only 

Juſt time to get over, adandoning part of his baggage. | 


Mar the 5th, M. Luckner having received intelligence that a 
detachment of the garriſon of Gottingen had marched upon an 
expedition towards the Hartz, with an intention to raiſe contribu- 
tions upon the country of Hanover, he immediately ſet out in 
ſearch of that corps, with a body of 100 huflars under his com- 
mand; and, coming up with the enemy, who conſiſted of 300 
horſe, he had the good fortune to rout them entirely, making pri- 
ſoners, one officer, thirty wonpert, and ſixty- one horſes. 


Tux ſame day Captain Brinſky, who had been detached by M. 

Luckner, likewiſe attacked them, with 100 huſſars and fifty of the 
Brunſwic cavalry, with ſuch ſucceſs, that he drove them before 
him into Gottingen, and made priſoners, two captains, one lieute- 
nant, two cornets, and hifty-three dragoons; J their commander,

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M. de Belſunce, having narrowly eſcaped being taken himſelf in 
the purſuit, | 


CAPTAIN Riedeſel, at the head of 100 Brunſwic huſſars, at- 
tacked the village of Spielen, beyond the Fulde, in which was an 
officer with fifty of the enemy, took thirty of them, and killed 
the reſt, with the loſs of five huſſars killed, and ſome few wounded; 


O the 14th, 15th, and 16th of May, the firſt diviſion of in- 
fantry, as well as the dragoons of the army under M. de Soubiſe, 
marched forward, in order to form three camps; the firſt diviſion 
encamped in the neighbourhood of Rees, under the command of 
the Marquis de Voyer; the ſecond diviſion encamped near Duſſel- 
dorp, under the orders of M. de Chevert; and the third diviſion, 
which was part of the main body of the French Army on the 
Lower Rhine, pitched their tents between Burich and Weſel, where 
M. de Soubiſe had fixed his head- quarters. e 


Taz Hereditary Prince alſo moved forward, with a large body 
of the Allies from Munſter, towards the Rhine, to be near at hand 
to obſerve the motions of the enemy, fixing his. head-quarters at 
Nottelen. Some of the light troops, belonging to this corps, at- 


tacked and defeated ſome of. the advanced poſts of the two French 
camps at Rees and Weſel. 1 


Max the 17th, the heavy artillery which the French had at 
Francfort ſet out for Caſſel and Hirſchfield, and ſeveral of their regi- 
ments alſo filed off towards that neighbourhood : they likewiſe rein- 


forced the garriſon of Gottingen with 3000 men, and erected ovens 
in that town for the uſe of their troops, „ 


May 29, Captain-Lieutenant Neimeier being ordered by M. de 
Luckner to occupy the environs of Northeim with 100 horſe of 
the regiment of Chevalerie, attacked and entirely diſperſed a party 
of the garriſon from Gottingen; he took on this occaſion one 
lieutenant-colonel, thirty-four dragoons, and forty horſe. M. de 
Belſunce, who commanded that party, very narrowly. eſcaped by the 
goodneſs of his horſe, 2 1 ee on SEPOTIOTs: 


ANOTHER 
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ANOTHER fkirmiſh alſo happened about the ſame time in 
the neighbourhood of Caſſel, in which the huſſars of the Allied 
Army made one lieutenant, and ſome huſſars of the enemy 
priſoners, 


May 3o, General Sporcken took poſſeſſon of the camp at 
Warbourg, having under his command thirteen regiments of Ger- 
man foot, and ſix regiments of German horſe; and on the ſame 
day, the Hereditary Prince encamped at Nottlen and Shaapdetten. 
A detachment of ſix battalions and four ſquadrons formed a ſeparate 
camp at Appelhauſen. His _ troops were poſted at Coesfeld, 
Dulmen, and Geſcher. 


Os the 16th of June, General Luckner took eighty-four oxen 
belonging to the enemy, under the walls of Gottingen, drove 
back a party of the garriſon, killed and wounded one hundred 
men, and made one captain and fourteen private men priſoners. 


Jux x 17, the French Army on the Lower Rhine began to 
move forwards on the 12th in three diviſions; that under the 
Marſhal de Soubiſe from Weſel encamped on the 13th on Aolt, 

the 14th at Eſſen, and on the 16th he marched to Bockum, where 
he joined the diviſion from Duſſeldorp under M. de Chevert, who 
had arrived at that place, the day before, by the way of Steyl ; 
the diviſion under M. de Voyer, from Rees, having advanced by 
the way of Rocklinghauſen, encamped the ſame day at Grimberg 
on the Emſer; Conflans's corps was at Gaſtrop, and all the volun- 
tiers of the army were at Dortmund, to which place their whole 
army came this day. 


Turs day Major Schleiter croſſed the 1. at Bilick with 
thirty-ſix <P" way and burnt the French magazines at Xanten, 
which conſiſted of 36,000 rations of hay and ſtraw, and 1400 ſacks 
of oats ; from thence he went to Sonſbeck, and paſſed by Gueldres 
and Stralen in the way to Kakirchen and Ruremonde ; but learning 
that Ruremonde was poſſeſſed by Auſtrian troops he went to Aerſen, 
where he burnt a great magazine of hay and ſtraw, which at a 
moderate computation conſiſted at leaſt of a million and half of 
rations, and two boats, having on board 4000 ſacks of oats which 


he 
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he caſt into the Maas: near Gueldren He met 100 carts, which he 
cauſed to be unloaded and burnt. From Aerſen he took the rout 
of Gennep, and burnt the magazine there, conſiſting of one hundred 


thouſand rations of hay and ſtraw, and ſome thoutand rations of 


eats, In this tour he made fixteen priſoners, whom he took along 
with him, beſides a ſerjeant and eightcen Auſtrians, and fort 

French boatmen, whom not being able to take with him, he left 
to the magiſtrates of Stralen and Acrſen *till his return. He after- 


wards burnt four double boats with forage, and croſſed the Khine 


again at SES 


AT Buderic there was a regiment of French cavalry with 
glandered horſes. They detached. 1 50 horſemen after him. Two 
hundred foot were ſent after him, in three detachments, from 
Weſel, but he eſcaped them. At Bockholt a ſtrong party waited 
for him in his return, but he made his retreat, and eſcaped them. 
likewiſe, having performed all this 1 in ninety-three hours' time, 


O the 19th of June, the Allied Army under his Serene High- 
neſs were all aſſembled, and encamped on the heights ee: 
Neuhaſs, and on the 21ſt they decamped and marched in ſix 


columns to Geſecke. The Hereditary Prince was at this time en- 


camped on the heights of Havel ; and een Howard 


was poſted with his corps near Ham. 


M. de Soubiſe, who was ſtill at Dortmund, puſhed forward a 
vanguard to Unna, Camen, and Lunen, theſe gained ſome ad- 
vantage over an advanced party of the Allies poſted at Lunen, who 


were obliged to fall back, with the loſs of 245 men made priſoners, 
beſides two 2 of cannon. | 


ON the 23d of June, M. de Soubiſe tithes: to Vine; where 
he fixed his head-quarters; the Prince of Conde was at Ulſen with: 


the vanguard, and M. de Voyer at Keſsburen.

Tus army under his Serene Highneſs halted on the 22d at 
Geſecke, and on the 23d by three o'clock in the morning, they de- 
cainped and marched to Alt-Gelecke, within one league and a half 
of Lipſtadt; from hence on the 24th, they proceeded to Sueſt, where 
they joined the corps under the command of General Howard ; in 
this place the Marquis of Granby took the command of a ſeparate 
corps, who encamped on the heights about a league from the front 
of the main army, | 


ON the 25th, a feu de joye was fired by the Allies, on account | 
of the reduction of Belleifle. 


TE army reſumed their march on the 28th, and encamped 
near Werle.

TuE Hereditary Prince, haying left General Kilmanſeg at Ham, 
marched to Kirchdenhern; and from thence, on the 28th, to 
Sundern, where he encamped on the right wing of the grand army 
under Prince Ferdinand. The caſtle of Werle was attacked by 
the enemy, but without ſucceſs, though they cannonaded it for 
ſome time: Major Raal commanded there with a garriſon of two 

hundred men. 


On the 29th of June, the whole army moved forward W 
the enemy in nine columns, including the two under the command 
of the Hereditary Prince. Their reſerve, commanded by the Prince 
de Conde, retired towards their grand army, and was harraſſed all 
the time of their retreat by the head of our columns. Part of 
the right wing of the Allies was ordered to fall back; and the 
whole army took an advantageous poſition between the Unna and 
the Roer. The firing on the van continued all this day, and began 
alſo the next morning. The right wing encamped before the 
village of Lunderen, where the head-quarters were fixed, and the 
left reached behind the village of Keſeburen, which the French 
had burned as far as to a fall of trees which covered their right.

Tus day Marſhal Broglio Hed to the Benne and paſſed that 
river; whereupon Gen. Sporcken was obliged to abandon the town 
of Wacbourg, and retreat towards Paderborn. In his retreat he 
loſt ſome pieces of cannon, and a few men made priloners. 


On the zoth of June, M. de Chabot, who commanded the van- 
guard of that army, took poſſeſſion of ringe boutg, ; he likewiſe 
ſent a detachment by Brackel to Steinheim on the toad to Hamelen, 
and ſome of his troops took poſt at Hoxter and Corvey: his main 
body marched to Dalem and Lichtenau. The light troops of the 
Allies ſtill kept polictiion of Holtzminden. 

O the 1ſt of July at eleven at night, the army under the 
command of his Serene Highneſs decamped from Lunderen, and 
turned the enemy's left flank wich a deſign to attack them in the 
rear; but the weather being exceſſively rainy, and the country full 
of moraſſes, it was found impoflible to bring up the cannon : 
Prince Ferdinand was therefore obliged to lay that attempt aſide. 
The army continued its march along the enemy's rear ; and, without 
any interruption or loſs, took poſt on their other flank, the head- 
quarters b-ing fixed at Dor tmund on the 3d, near which place the 
troops encamped, after a moſt fatiguing march of three days and 
two _ through roads that were ſcarce practicable, 


Tur enemy had, on the 2d, attacked our piquets under General 
Wutgenau with a corps of ten thouſand men ; but perceiving that 
four battalions of the corps under the command of Lord Granby 
were advancing to ſupport them, they retired : they loſt on this 
occaſion M. de Pedemont, bi 18 dier, who commanded the attack, 
beſides one colonel and one major killed, and a licutenant-colonel 
wounded and taken.

Ox the 4th of July, the whole army began their march by one 


o'clock, and by ten arrived at the rear of, the enemy's ſtrong camp, 
who immediately abandoned it, and retired behind Werle, placing 
the caſtle of that place (which till continued in our poſleflion) be- 
fore their right flank; they then occupied the very ſame camp 
where we had been but a few days before, and the allied army 
2 on the heights of Hemmeren. 


O the 5th, the Allied Army ſtruck their tents at day-break, 
the baggage afſembled at Hemmeren, and the troops marched for- 
ward in fix columns with an intent to attack the enemy ; but their 


ſituation was found to be too Es and the whole returned 
to their former camp. 


ON the 6th in the evening, Marſhal Soubiſe decamped and 


marched towards Soeſt, near which place the enemy pitched 
their tents. 


On the 2th, the Allied Army marched in the morning and 


| encamped near Hilbecke ; the little rivulet of Saltzbach parted the 
two armies, 


 Maxsnar de Broglio, having taken poſſeſſion of Paderborn, 
marched to join M. de Soubiſe; and the two armies accordingly 
completed their junction in the neighbourhood of Soeſt. 


On the other hand, General Sporcken, after his retreat from. 

Warbourg, marched round by Blomberg, Detmold, Bielefelt, 

| Rathberg, &c. with his corps, in order to join the main army 
under the command of his Serene Highneſs. 


On the 1 ith, his Serene Highneſs 3 his head. quarters 
from Kilbecke to Haus-Hohenover; and on the 12th, the main. 
army marched to the left in order to draw nearer to that place. 


osx the 13th, General Luckner ac early in the morning 
to. Samle, where the Count de Chabot was encamped with three 
regiments of dragoons, one regiment of huſſars, the voluntiers of 
Flanders, and two 3 of foot, on this fide the Lippe: this 


body & 
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body he attacked ſo vigorouſly and ſucceſsfully that M. de Chabot 
repaſſed the river in great confuſion, having loſt 150 men made 
priſoners, (among whom were two captains of horſe) and above 
two hundred horſes. The huſſars of Baner, and thoſe of Brunſwic, 
which formed the attack, penetrated thrice into the King's regiment, 
which they overthrew, and of which very few would have eſcaped 
but for the defiles, which ſtopped the huſſars. 


On the 14th, the Captains Kampen and Engel were detached 
towards Caflel with two hundred cavalry, in order to deſtroy the 
French convoys of proviſions ; in which they ſucceeded ; for whilſt 
Captain Engel watched the cauſeway that leads to Caſſel, and 
Captain-lieutenant Sandars that to the Dymel, Captain Kampen 
attacked and ruined the poſt and encloſure of Weſt Uffeln, and 
Niedar-Mieſſen, where he loſt one man; he afterwards deſtro yed 
two hundred empty waggons, and ham-ſtrung above three hundred 


horſes. 


_ CaprTain Engel alſo bake to pieces all 5 carriages that were 
going to Caſſel, and n al the horſes. 


e Muller being ſent with a party of twenty 
cavalry to meet a column of carriages that was eſcorted by 
ten dragoons, two officers, and fifty ſoldiers, fell upon them 
ſo briſkly that the two officers ran away directly, and the fifty 
ſoldiers were diſperſed; he then purſued the dragoons to the very 
gates of Caſſel, where they eſcaped him, his horſes being ſpent 
with fatigue. Above thirty carriages, with bacon and other pro- 
viſions, going to the French head-quarters, were burnt for want 
of time to carry them off, in fight of the garriſon of Caſſel. 


Tu Ev took from the enemy in al ſeven hundred heath; and 
ſpoiled two thouſand more, by the enemy's own confeſſion. 


Tar1s ſtroke was very ſenſibly felt by the enemy, who were 
before in great want of proviſions; having loſt on this occaſion a 
great quantity of bread, and alſo meal, part of which was carried 
off by the huſſars, and the reſt diſtributed to the peaſants, who 


Locked in from all - 
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Uyon their return, this body of light troops took 250 recovered 
men of the enemy 's troops. 


ON the 15th and 16th of july, from the time the Allied | 
Army occupied the camp of Haus-Hohenover, that of the enemy 
encamped at Soeſt, under the command of Prince Soubiſe, who 
was every day employed in reconnoitring the poſition of the Allies; 
this poſition was a very advantageous one, on account of the woods 
and defiles which it was neceſſary to paſs before they could make 
any attack on it. There was not a day in which the advanced. 
Poſts were not engaged. 


His Serene Highneſs was informed, on the 13th in the morning, 
that Marſhal Soubiſe's army had made a motion forwards, in con- 
| fequence of which, he ordered the baggage away, and the army 
to hold itſelf in readineſs to- be put under arms on the firſt ſignal, 5 


Os the 14th in the morning, the enemy's new camp was dit 
covered, the right of which ſtretched towards the convent of 
Paradies and Soeſt, the left reaching to the heights of Rhunen; 


and all having appeared quiet there, the baggage was ordered 
back. 


His Serene Highneſs, however, thought proper to aaks a 
movement with his army, the intention of which was, to reinforce 
the right wing; the Hereditary Prince was at the extremity of it, 
which extended as far as the village of Burecke, which was guarded 
by a detachment. The body of the army occupied the heights 
of Wambeln; and the Prince of Anhalt the ground between 
Illengen and Hohenover. Lord Granby kept his poſition on the 
left, upon the heights of Kirch Denckern ; and Lieutenant- general 
Wutgenau, who was encamped upon the heath of Untrup, 
marched by his right to approach the village of Kirch Denckern.

Turs was our poſition when his Serene Hahn was informed, 
on. the 15th about ſix in the evening, that Soubiſe's army had ſtruck

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inſtant he heard, that the enemy had diſlodged the advanced poſts 
of Lord Granby at Hauſe Nehle, and that they were advancing in 
a Tony body towards his camp, 


Tu sz informations determined him to make the following 
diſpoſitions: he ordered Lord Granby to maintain his ground to the 
laſt extremity; he had under him ten battalions, ſix ſquadrons, and 
ten Pieces of cannon, 5 


Lir0TENANT General Wutgenau was ordered with his corps, 
conſiſting of ſeven battalions, and five ſquadrons, to march to the 
left to Bloch, upon the high road from Lipſtadt to Ham, (by 
which his retreat could alone have been made in caſe of neceſlity, 
and which the French ſeemed chiefly to aim at) and to act in 
concert with Lord Granby, whoſe right was to be ſupported by the 
Prince of Anhalt, (v ith ten battalions and fix ſquadrons under him) 
3 who joined it with his left, his own right reaching to the river 
q Aaſt, above Kirch Denckern, | . 


LiEUTENANT General Conway (with eight battalions, ſeven 
ſquadrons, ſome Britiſh artillery, and one battalion of Saxe-Gotha) 
replaced the Prince of Anhalt between Illingen and Hohenover. 
The Hereditary Prince ordered Lieutenant-general Boſe to march 
with part of his troops to occupy the heights of Wambeln, and 
left Count Kilmanſeg on the fide of Bureck, The greateſt part 
of the artillery was diſtributed by Count deen PLE on the 
front of the left. f 


M. de Sporcken, who was encamped at Hertzfeld on the other 
| ſide of the Lippe, was ordered to ſend fix battalions, and fix ſqua- 
drons, over the Lippe, which were to ſupport M. de Wut genau; 


and he was to act with the reſt in the 1 manner he ſhould think ; 
moſt proper. ; | 3 


THESE diſpoſitions being made, his Serene Highneſs came to 
Lord Granby's camp, which was attacked very briſkly ; his Lord- 
ſhip had taken his meaſures ſo well,, that he ſuſtained. 8 efforts. ß 
the enemy till the arrival of M. de Wutgenau, who coming upon 
his left, Ra having taken the enemy in flank, they could not 
withſtand 
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withſtand theſe united efforts, and were driven back into the woods, 
after a fire of artillery and ſmall- arms, which continued till late 
at night, M. de Wutgenau kept the ground he had juſt gained: 

he extended his right to Haus-Velinghauſen, and turned his left to- 


wards the high road of Ham, the gefente of which place was his 
chief object. 


His Serene Highneſs had learned from the priſoners, that 
Marſhal Broglio had decamped at break of day, and marched with 
his whole army from Erwite, in order to give us battle, in con- 
junction with that of Prince Soubiſe. His Serene Highneſs judging 
that the chiefeſt efforts would be made on our left, o:dered General 
Howard- to bring up the brigade of foot commanded by Lord 
Frederick Cavendiſh, and that of cavalry by. Majot-geaeral Lord 
Pembroke; Colonel Grevendorff was ſent with two battalions to 
Kirch Denckern to barricade and fortify that village, who, in 
caſe of neceſſity, was to be ſupported by Lieutenant general Howard, 
with four battalions, ſeven ſquadrons, two brigades of Hanoverian 
artillery, and one battalion of Buckebourg. The enemy was in 


poſſeſſion of ſome poſts oppoſite to our piquets, and the patroles 
were iirmitieg all night. 


Tur battle began a- freſh the next morning, being the 16th, at 
three; and the enemy redoubled their efforts againſt M. Wutgenau' 8 
corps, who ſuſtained them with great firmneſs. The fire from the 


artillery, and ſmall arms, continued five hours without the enemy's 
gaining one inch of ground. | 


Ir was near nine when word was brought to his Serene High- 
neſs, that the enemy ſeemed to deſign placing ſome batteries upon 
an eminence oppoſite to Lord Granby's camp, which he had not 
been able to encloſe within his lines: his Highneſs perceiving the 
neceſſity of preventing the enemy from ſeizing this eminence, from 
whence they might have very much galled the troops, and being 
Informed of "the arrival of the detachment under General Sporcken, 
reſolved to make advantage of the irrefolution which appeared in 
the motions of the enemy, and ordered the troops which were 
neareſt at hand to pers i red them ; VIZ, the battalions of Max- 


well,

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well, Campbell, and Keith, Britiſh ; two battalions of , 


two battalions of Hanovetian guards, and Boch's. 


Tris movement was deciſive, and had all the ſucceſs that could 
be defired. Theſe troops having advanced with the greateſt intre- 


pidity ſoon obliged the enemy to give way, and to retreat with 


precipitation, having abandoned their dead and wounded, and ſe- 
veral pieces of cannon, ſome of which were 16 pounders. Maxwell's 


| battalion of grenadiers took the regiment of Rouge, formerly Bel- 


ſunce, contating of four battalions, with its cannon and colours. 


"Tas victorious troops followed the enemy as far as Haltrup ; but, 
the nature of the ground not having allowed the cavalry to act, his 
Serene Highneſs was then obliged to content himſelf with detaching 
the light troops in purſuit of them, 


A briſk cannonade was ſtill dine on the ſide where the He- 


reditary Prince commanded. His Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand, 
perceiving the right wing of the enemy were entirely broke, flew to 


his aſſiſtance, bringing with him half of the Britiſh heavy artillery 
and Lord Cavendiſh's brigade ; but, before this reinforcement ar- 
rived at its place of deſtination, every thing was quiet on that ſide ; 


for M de Soubiſe, upon the news of the defeat of their right wing, 


was very probably induced to give o over his attacks in that quarter 
lkewiſe. 


He had attacked in three different places our piquets, who de- 
fended the paſſages of the rivulet of Saltzbach. The attack on their 
right near the river Aaſt was but feintly carried on, and without 
effect; that on the center made themſelves maſters of the bridge 
and village of Scheidingen; but though they made ſeven different 
vigorous attacks on a redoubt which commanded the debouche 
of that village, yet they were always repulſed. This redoubt was 
occupied by 200 men under the command of Major Limbourg, 
who braveſy defended it, and was ſupported by the piquets and 


ſeven battalions. The Iriſh brigade attempted alſo the paſſage of 


that rivulet on the left of Scheidingen, but in vain : it was de- 
fended by ſome piquets ſupported by three battalions. 
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A conſiderable body of Soubiſe's left, who were encamped on 
the heights of Rhunen, marched to the right of the Allied Army, 
and one column thereof, conſiſting of ſixteen battalions and thurt 
ſquadrons, under the command of the Marquis Dumeſnille, 
took poſt near Bureke; another column, conſiſting of twelve 
battalions and fourteen ſquadrons, marched to Unna ; ; both theſe 


corps were deſtined to attack our right under the Hereditary Prince 


both in flank and rear, in caſe the attack under M. de Broglio on 
our left had ſucceeded, 7 


THE day ended with a gener] retreat of the Frenh Army. 


THe loſs of the Allies in this affair was, on the ſide of Velling- 
hauſen, 290 killed, 927 wounded, and 183 made priſoners, beſides 
three pieces of cannon; and that of the corps under the Hereditary 
Prince was, twenty-one killed, eighty- four wounded, and nine 


made priſoners; amounting in the whole to 317 killed, 1011 
wounded, and 192 made priſoners. 


Tux loſs of the French was computed to be in killed, wounded, 
and priſoners, between 5 and 6000: they alſo had nine pieces of 
cannon and fix pieces of colours taken, Their loſs in officers, 
ſome of whom were of the firſt rank, was very conſiderable. The 
Duke of Havre, and his ſon in law the Marquis de Cirrae, the 
 _— de Rouge, lieutenant-general, and his ſon, the colonel, 
were killed, beſides ſeveral other principal officers made priſoners. 


The following account of the above affair Was publiſhed by the 
French general, 


e MARSHAL Broglio having, early. in the morning of the 


1 5th, marched the body of forces which were encamped at Ervette 


to Eſtinghauſen, went thither in perfon from Soeſt, and at four 
in the afternoon began his march with all the troops in three 


columns to take poſſeſſion of the caſtle of Nadel and the village 
of Vellinghauſen. The Marſhal had concerted this movement 


with the Marſhal de Soubiſe, who, on his part, was to encamp a 
part of his army the ſame day on the heath oppoſite to the paſles that

© THE columns of the left, conſiſting of the vanguard under 
M. de Belſunce, and the corps of the grenadiers of France, and 
the royal grenadiers commanded by the Count de Stainville, were 
deſtined to proceed along the right fide of the rivulet Aaſt, and 
ſeize the caſtle of Nadel, which he did accordingly. This caſtle 
was occupied, and an hundred priſoners taken, who made ſmall 


reſiſtance. 


* Tye columns of the right, of which Baron de Cloſen led 
the van, were to march by Ultrop, advancing to Vellinghauſen, 
and to make an attack upon that village ; this was likewiſe executed 
with ſucceſs: Baron de Cloſen not only gained poſſeſſion of the 
village, after an obſtinate defence, but alſo drove the enemy's troops 
that were in it beyond the barricade before their camp, and took 
poſt in it, and at a redoubt which they had thrown up there. The 
whole body of troops which Lord Granby commanded made 
ſeveral attempts to diſlodge us, but without effect: he would 
indeed in all probability have ſucceeded, if Marſhal Broglio had 
not conſiderably reinforced the fix battalions of Naſſau, and royal 
Deux-Ponts, with the two battalions of grenadiers and the hunters 
of Avergne and Poitou, and St. Victor's voluntiers, who had made 
the firſt attack. wn y 


© THE Count de Guerchy, who commanded the diviſion on 
the right, advanced very ſeaſonably to ſupport St. Victor's voluntiers 
with the grenadiers and hunters of the brigade of Dauphiny ; and 
this brigade, commanded by the Marquis de Maupeon and the 
Marquis de Rochechouart, as alſo the brigade of the King, com- 
manded by M. de Meironnet, were ſent or led by the marſhal to 
ſuſtain M. de Cloſen, by which means we remained maſters of the 
village, of the barricades and redoubt, and of three pieces of 
. cannon taken by St. Victor's voluntiers and the regiment of Naſſau. 
The fire of the ſmall arms and cannon continued 'till after ten 
a'clock at night, e 1 1

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„Tur Marſhal employed the reſt of the night in relieving the 


ſix German battalions, the two battalions of grenadiers and hunters, 
and St. Victor's voluntiers, by freſh troops. The Duke de Havre led 
up the brigades of Rouge (late Belſunce) and Aquitaine; and the 
Duke de Duras and the Count de Vaux led up the — of 
Champagne, Avergne, and Poitou. 


e In this poſition (in which we > contented ourſelves with remain- 
ing upon the defenſive, and of which the marſhal ſent notice to the 


Prince de Soubile at eleven at night) we waited - to ſee what ſtep 


the OY would take next day. 


« Ar day-break the cannonading began again, and cgntinued 
with great vivacity 'till five o'clock, when it ſlackened conſiderably, 
The enemy appeared at that time to have no thoughts of attacking 


us; they ſeemed to be waiting the iſſue of what was doing on their 
right, to determine what part they ſhould take. They did not 
remain long in ſuſpence, for about ſeven we ſaw columns filing off, 
which came from the center and the right of their army, towards | 


their left. The fire of the ſmall arms which had been kept up all 


the morning on our right was now conſiderably augmented ; the fire 
of the cannon was redoubled ; and ſoon after we perceived diſpoſi- 
tions made, and columns marching, to attack us with a force much 


Mt ens to ours, 


1 Bur the coed being informed of certain incidents, found 


that he had no other part to take than to return to the camp at 
Eſtinghauſen. He immediately ordered the troops to march out of 
the village of Vellinghauſen. This movement, made in the pre- 
ſence of forces ſo much ſuperior, was very critical, and was 
executed in the beſt order; only the regiment of Rouge, which 


was the moſt expoſed; and had already ſuffered conſiderably, was 
overtaken, and partly intercepted by the enemy, who took many 


_ priſoners, and ſome of its colours; the horſes which drew its 
cannon being killed, its four pieces of cannon were alſo loſt, There 
were likewiſe left in the village, which is very much ſurrounded 


with hedges and marſhy hollow ways, five pieces of cannon, of 


which the horſes were killed, or which were diſmounted in the 
moment of the retreat. 
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* Tae Marſhal himſelf formed the rear with the divifion of 
the grenadiers of France, and the royal grenadiers, under the com- 
mand of the Counts de Stainville and de Scey, and the Chevalier de 
Modena, who led them with all poſſible order and firmneſs, 
We retired in order of battle in ſeveral lines, and halted ſeveral times, 
keeping the enemy in ſo much awe, that they did not venture to 
advance beyond the hedges of Vellinghauſen ; only ſome of their 
light troops came as far as Uitrup. 


„W brought away all our wounded, excepting about fifty 
private men, and five officers, who were not fit to be removed: we 
alſo brought away the three pieces of cannon, and about 200 priſon- 
ers that we took the day before. The army came to encamp at 
Eſtinghauſen, leaving the van under M. de Belſunce before. us on 
the road leading to.Ultrup, on the left of the Aaſt. 


4 Oun loſs, though conſiderable, is much lef than there. was 
room to expect from two ſuch ſharp and long engagements as thoſe 
of the 15th and 16th. The returns of the killed, wounded, and 
Fe ently amount to 2400 men, more, or. leſs, The loſs of the 
enemy muſt be very great. The priſoners and deſerters aſſure us, 
that the fifteen. Engliſh and Scotch, regiments, whom we had to 
deal with in the morning of the 15th, ſuffered prodigiouſly, The 
officers of the enemy's light troops owned to ours, that they had 
ſuffered much, and had been obliged to ſend away to their rear the 
regiments that had fought-on the evening of the 1 5th, and the next 
morning. As to the Brunſwic and Heſſian troops, who replaced 
the Engliſh on the morning of the 16th, we know not. their loſs. 


«© All our feld cars behaved in the. beſt manner, and * of 
great uſe. In ſhort, never did any army keep up more firmneſs 
and good order in two ſuch long engagements, the laſt of which 
was very anequal, and on interſected ground. 


Tus troops of the Allied Army returned-to their former. camp, 
except ſome brigades of artillery, which remained on the left. 


Ox the 17th of July, General Sporcken with his corps returned 


alſo to his former camp at Hertzfeld, 
Ma jon 
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Ma jox General Luckner took the town of Neuhaſs, near Pader- 
born, by a coup de main; the action was very ſmart, as the enemy 
defended themſelves bravely. He made on this occaſion 150 men 
priſoners : he was afterwards obliged to abandon it, on the morning 
of the 19th, upon the approach of a large detachment of the 
enemy, which had been ſent by Marſhal Broglio from his c- ap at 
Erwite towards Paderborn. | 8 


: Tory 18 to the 21ſt, Colonel Freytag, having marched on the 


18th from Eimbeck to Langerſhauſen, with three brigades of 
chaſſeurs, detached, on the 19th, the Captains Engel and Hampen, 
with 100 chaſſeurs, towards Fulde, in order to harraſs the enemy 
in that quarter. 4 | 


Tr 1s detachment marched for that purpoſe at day-break from 
Langerſhauſen; they arrived by noon at Alendorff, where they 
_ paſſed the Werra, and poſted themſelves in a wood at a leagye's. 
diſtance from Rothenburg : here they took, on the 2oth, three 


French commiſſaries, and burnt ſome boats laden with flour and 


oats. 


CAPTAIN Engell ſet out with eighty chaſſeurs to deſtroy the 
enemy's magazines at Hirſchfeldt ; he met in his way twenty-ſix. 
boats laden with flour, oats, balls, bombs, and 240 barrels of gun- 


powder, which he threw into the river Fulde, and ſet fire to the. 
| boats, = 


AcCcoRDING to the advices he had received, the garriſon of 


 Hirſchfeld was ſuppoſed to conſiſt only of 200 men, which induced 
Captain Engell to make his diſpoſitions, after having cut his way 
through the outguard, for attacking the plice, % 


SOME. chaſſeurs appearing in the evening, the commandant had 


doubled the guard, and the piquet poſted at the gates of the town; 
he had alſo ordered ſixty dragoons from Melſungen, who arrived at. 
Hirſchfeld about three in the morning. : 


NoTw1THSTANDING, Captain Engell ordered the gate to be 
forced by a lieutenant, who, having diſperſed the guard, penetrated 
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into the city; ; but, finding the enemy's infantry very alert, and that 
they fired upon him from the houſes, he was obliged to retreat, 
Captain Engell attacked at the ſame time the piquets, whoſe officer 
and thirty men threw themſelves into a barrac thatched with ſtraw. 
They ,were ſeveral times ſummoned to lay down their arms, but, 
on ther obſtinate refuſal, the barrac was ſet on fire, and the whole 
piquet were cut to pieces except four men, who had demanded 
quarters, and five, who periſhed in the flames. 


CarTain Engell having got rid of the piquet, and meeting 
with no other obſtacle, cauſed the hay, lodged along the Fulde, to 
be ſet on fire, and links of burning pitch to be faſtened to the 
ſacks of meal and oats, This fire communicated itſelf to many 
barrels of powder (of which there was a great quantity on the 
bank of the river) which blew up. If he had had a greater 
force he would have been able to have thrown many thouſand 
bombs and cannon balls into the river, 


Tuz whole loſs attending this expedition conſiſted in one chaſ- 
ſeur wounded in the hand by a bayonet, and one horſe. Captain 

Engell rejoined Captain Kampen at Eimbach, bringing with him 
one lieutenant-colonel, two lieutenants, and fourteen private men, 
priſoners; from thence they ſet out for Eſchwegue, where they 
arrived on the 21ſt at eight in the morning, having marched nine- 
teen German miles in forty-eight hours. 


CoLonsL Freytag intercepted and deſtroyed a large convoy of 
proviſions belonging to the enemy, on the road between Caſſel and 
Warbourg. The Brunſwic huſſars likewiſe ruined two F rench 
magazines on the Werra. | | 

On the 210 of July, his Serene Highneſs's head-quarters were 
Rill at Hohenover, Marſhal Broglio was at Erwite, and M. de 
Soubiſe at Haarſtrang, with his right to Soeſt. Several ſmart ſkir- 
miſhes paſt between the light troops and advanced parties, particu- 
larly this day, when the black huſſars and Hanoverian hunters at- 
| tacked a conſiderable body of the enemy poſted near Rhunen. 
Prince Albert Henry of Prunſwic, third fon of the reigning duke, 
was dangerouſly wounded 1 in the neck at this place,

On the 26th, M. de Soubiſe (having ſent thirty-four battalions, 
200 men of the brigade of Pelletier, with twenty-four pieces of 
cannon, together with forty-four ſquadrons, beſides the huſſars of 
Chamborant, to reinforce M. de Broglio) broke up his camp, and 
paſſed the Roer, directing his rout towards Herding. Marſhal 
Broglio alſo decamped, and marched towards Paderborn. 


On the 27th, the Allied Army likewiſe decamped ; the main 
body of his Serene Highneſs directing their march towards Pader- 
born, in order to obſerve the motions of M. de Broglio, en- 
camped near Borgelen, while the Hereditary Prince marched to- 

wards the Roer, to watch thoſe of M. de Soubiſe. | 


Ox the 28th, his Serene Highneſs refamed his march, and en- 


camped near Ervitte. 


Tas 45 early in the morning, the Britannic legion came up 
with and attacked a large body of the enemy, poſted on the heights 
of Hoengen, whom they diſlodged; but the Prince de Conde 
coming up with his corps obliged them to fall back on the chapel 
of Hoengen, where they maintained themſelves till they were rein- 
forced by ſome infantry and cavalry ſent to the village of Bremen 
for that purpoſe by his Serene Highneſs, The attack was again 
renewed, and the enemy were fo briſkly charged, that they aban- 
doned the hill with great precipitation, and fled into the woods ; 
but the Baron de Wurmſer bringing up the regiment de Soubiſe, 
and the voluntiers of the French Army, the whole again advanced, 
and we were in our turn forced to retire to the chapel. The loſs 
of the enemy on this occaſion was very conſiderable, the regiment 
de Soubiſe in particular ſuffered much, Prince Ferdinand of 
Brunſwic received a ſmall contuſion 1 in his right arm on this occaſion, 


On the 29th of N his Serene Highneſs encamped near Ge- 


ſecke. The vanguard of the Allied Army had frequent ſkirmi ſhes 


with the rear of M. de Broglio, who encamped between Paderborn 
and Dribourg. 


ox the zoth, the Allied Army continued its march in four 


Men and encamped near r Buren, The Marquis of Granby 13 
the 
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the vanguard was poſted at Haren, General Luckner attacked, 
near Lipſprick, the rear-guard of the enemy with great ſucceſs, 
and cut to pieces the whole corps des volontaires de Broglio, 


Tn French encamped near Lichtenau; and had puſhed forward 
a body of troops to Hamelſberg on the Weſer, nearly oppoſite to the 
town of Hamelen; they were alſo employed in throwing up en- 
trenchments at Hoxter. M. de Belſunce likewiſe marched to Gottingen 
(where they were forming magazines, and had fixed a bakery) with 
a corps of 6000 men, This obliged Colonel Freytag, * had 
been ſo ſucceſsful in his incurſions into Heſſe, to retire to Oſterode 
in the Hartz, where he obſerved the motions of the enemy. Count 
de Luſace was ordered to obſerve the motions of General Luckner, 
who was at Blomberg: and Lieutenant- general de Stainville, with 
a corps of eighteen battalions, and as many ſquadrons, took poſt 
between FAO and Heddinghauſen, 


Tux corps under Generel Sporcken and General Wangenheim 
joined the army under his Serene Highneſs ; and the light troops of 
_ Allies took poſſeſſion of the town of Paderborn. 


AvevsT Be the corps under the command of the Marquis of 
Granby was reinforced on the afternoon of the 4th, by ſome battalions - 
and ſquadrons who left their tents and baggage in the camp. His 
Serene Highneſs came alſo to Meerhoff the ſame evening, where 
he ſtaid all night. The army and the corps under the Marquis 
of Granby, remained under arms till morning, At break of day 
General Sporcken's firſt line marched from Brincken to Meerhoff, 


leaving their baggage alſo behind them. Theſe troops had juſt joined his 


Lordſhip's corps when the enemy, who advanced in great numbers 


from behind Stadtberg, began a briſk cannonade ; ſoon after which 


the fire of the muſketry began on both ſides, At this time 
General Wangenheim had quitted Buren with the corps under his 
command, and feigned a march towards Stadtberg; but inſtead of 
that, he ſuddenly turned to the right of that place, and took the 
enemy both in the rear and in the flank. This motion decided 
the whole affair. M. de Stainville, who commanded the 
enemy, was obliged to retire with conſiderable loſs, and in great 


diſorder 
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diſorder to Warbourg. His Serene Highneſs purſued them above a 
league and a half beyond Welde, taking many priſoners, ſome 
cannon, tents, and baggage. | 


ON the 6th 1 Auguſt, Colonel Freytag, with a detachment of 


hunters, intercepted a convoy belonging to the enemy, conſiſting of 


250 waggons, which was going from Gottingen to Hoxter. The 
meal and bread was diſperſed and given to the country people, and 
the waggons and horſes were ſent back to their reſpective villages. 
This was the firſt convoy the F nen had attempted to ſend by that 
road. 


O the 4 the Cheralier de 8 with a party of thicty 
men belonging to the light troops, ſurpriſed and diſperſed an 
Auſtrian detachment that was poſted there to guard ſixty- five 
pontoons, the greateſt part whereof were mounted on their carriages 
and ready to march. He burnt the pontoons, as alſo a ſmall maga- 

zine belonging to the French. 


On the night between the gth and Is Prince Albert Henry 


of Brunſwic, died at Ham (of the wound he received on the 2 1ſt 


of July in the affair of Rhunen) aged nineteen years. He was 
attended by the belt ſurgeons. both of the Allied and French 
| armies. 


ON the 9th, Marſhal Us Soubile ſent off 2 detachment 


to reinforce Marſhal Broglio, conſiſting of fourteen battalions, 


viz. eight of the royal grenadiers, four of Tallern, one of the 


Qucen's, and one of Foreſt; beſides tour ſquadrons of Thiange' 8 
dragoons. 


Tur Hereditary Prince likewiſe marched with a detachment to 


join the grand army under his Serene Highneſs. He left General 
Kilmanſeg behind, with a corps of about 12,000 men, to obſerve 
the motions of Marſhal de Soubiſe, who Was encamped at Eſſen. 
General Kimanſcg cook poſt at Kamen. 55 


ON the 10th, the Allied Army marched and encamped in che 


ieee of Delbruck, 
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ON the 11th, the Allied Army reſumed its march, and encamped 
near Stuckenbroeck, to the northward of Paderborn. General 
Luckner paſſed the Weſer with his corps at Hamelen, where he 
was joined by Colonel Freytag,, in order to obſerve the encmy on 
that fide the river, and endeavour to diſlodge them from the poſts 
they were fortifying.

Tur French King's houſhold, being ſickly, encamped o on the

Os the 1 goth, the French Army reſumed their march, and 
croſſed the Ru Weſer over ſome pontoon bridges which they had 
conſtructed near.

On the 3oth, a body of the Allies ſurpriſed Dorſten, andm ade 


priſoners M. de Vierſet, with the firſt battalion of his regiment, 


together with ſeveral piquets, after a vigorous reſiſtance : next day 
the light troops took 300 waggons, a number of equipages, and 
the patroles of the French horſe that were along the Lippe. This 


affair, and the Hereditary Prince's march, occaſioned orders to 


be ſent to the French King's houſhold, who were quartered in . 
Cleves, to aſſemble immediately at Burick, in order to paſs the 


Rhine, and keep open the communications, 


TH1s day the corps of the Marquis of 3 with the reſt of the 
troops, repaſſed the Dymel and encamped at Buhne and Corbeke. 


ON the z iſt, ſome detached corps of the French army paſſed 
the Hartz mountains, and, by their great. ſuperiority, got poſſeſſion 
of ſeveral conſiderable paſles. Some corps of the Allies under 


General Luckner, Colonel Freytag, and Colonel Stockhauſen, were 
_ obliged, after a brave reſiſtance, to retire further back, 


H1s Serene Highneſs ordered Lientenant-general Watgenau, 
with his corps, to croſs the Weſer at Grohnde, in order to obſerve 


the motions of the enemy in that quarter. 


ON 
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ON the zd of September, M. de Soubiſe detached M. de Vouge 
with a large body towards Dorſten, in order to recover that poſt; 


he. accordingly effected it, and made 180 of the Allies priſoners, 
and took one piece of cannon, 


ON the 4th, Marſhal Soubiſe raiſed the blockade of Munſter, 
and marched that day to Holterhauſen; and, on the 5th, he repaſled 
the Lippe in three columns near Dorſten, encamping near Weſter- 
bolt. The Hereditary Prince arrived this day at Dulmen, and the 
Britiſh guards marched from the neighbourhood of Hoxter, by the 
way of Borgholtz, towards Brogentrick, near which place they en- 
camped, on the right of his Serene Highneſs, 


O the -th, the Hereditary Prince had his head-quarters at 
Bockeim near Ham; and Marſhal Soubiſe ſtill kept on the other 
fide the Lippe. His Serene Highneſs remained in his camp at 
Buhne; and the poſition of the troops under M. de Broglio was as 
follows: Prince Xavier of Saxony, with the reſerve, encamped be- 
tween Grene and Eimbeck ; the main army at Sulbeck, with a 
large detachment before its right, and another before its left, on 
the ſide of Mohringen ; another corps near Gottingen, with ſmaller 
ones between that place and Munden to keep open the communi- 


cation; and Lieutenant-general Stainville with thirty-ſix battalions 
was at Grabenſtein, fronting the Dymel. 


On the 16th, the Britiſh guards joined the main body under | 
his Serene Highneſs. The French had ſent ſome ſtrong detach- 
ments to Seeſen and Ganderſheim, from whence they puſhed 
forward in advanced parties towards Hanover, Hildeſheim, and 
Wolfenbuttle, who exacted large contributions ; this occaſioned 
ſome battalions to be lent to reinforce. the garriſon of Hanover, 


1 0 x the 17 5th, the Hereditary Prince, having drove back M. de 
Soubiſe to 8 Rhine, returned to Warbourg; and at eleven o'clock 
this night, his Serene Highneſs, with the corps encamped on the 

Dymel, began their march in order to croſs that river; the Hereditary 
Prince paſſed over at Warbourg, the Marquis of Granby at Liebe- 

nau, and Prince Ferdinand, at the head of the main army, took the 

rout of Silen, When the Whale had got over, they halted till 


day- break 
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day-break on the 18th, when they continued their march, and, 
Pang by Geiſmar, advanced towards Immenhauſen, where 
Lieutenant- general Stainville, with a large body of the enemy was 
poſted, who, upon the approach of the Allies, retreated about four 
miles, where they drew up in a very advantageous poſition ; but 


Count de la Lippe bringing up ſome artillery, and the columns of 


the Allies advancing up briſkly, they again retreated with precipi- 


tation, but not without loſing a great many men, as they were 


cloſely purſued by Elliot's dragoons and the huſſars. The Hereditary 
Prince had at the ſame time advanced on their right to Wilhem- 
ſtall, and alſo made a great many priſoners. The enemy retired 
to their ſtrong entrenchments on the Kratzenberg near Caſſel; and 
the Allies fixed their camp e at Ob-Weilmar. 


Arx the time that his gerene Aken palſed the pd General 
Luckner had alſo paſſed the Weſer at Hamelen, and Colonel Frey- 


dag took poſt at Halle. 


AFTER the departure of the Hereditary Prince from the country 


of Munſter, Marſhal Soubiſe again advanced, fixing his quarters, on 


the 18th, at Dulmen, and the Prince de Conde marched forwards 
towards Munſter. 


On the 20th of September his Serene Highneſs, having an 
account that M. de Broglio was on his march with a large detach- 


ment in order to join General Stainville, removed ſomewhat to 


his right, encamping near Wilbemſtall in a more advantageous 


fituation. 


On the "Py a body of 400 French attacked a party of 105 


Highlanders that had been poſted in Winter-Kaſten, who, after 
a brave and obſtinate defence, were obliged to ſurrender. 


Ta1s day a feu de joye was fired in the camp of the Allied his, 


on account of the coronation of their Majeſties the King and Queen 


of Great-Britain. 


Ox the 24th, the Hereditary Prince, who had been iel 


by the way of Fritzlar, over the Eder, 'eocamped at Holtzdorff, 


within | 
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within four leagues of Marpurg; his light troops puſhed forward 


as far as Butzbach, and entirely cut off the French communi- 


cations on that ſide, having ſurpriſed and intercepted many of their 
convoys. : 


A body of between 7 and 8000 French, under the command of 
General Cloſen, unexpectedly appeared in the morning before the 


city of Wolfenbuttle with a numerous artillery, ſummoned the 
garriſon to ſurrender, and on their refuſal, cannonaded and 


bombarded the town very briſkly for four hours; but having in- 
formation that General Luckner was in full march towards him, 
and at the ſame time perceiving that Gen, Stammer, with a garriſon 
of about 2000 men, was determined to defend the town to the 
laſt extremity, M. de Cloſen thought proper to retreat the ſame 
day at three in the afternoon, by way of Horneburg. 


M. de Soubiſe having detached the Marquis de Conflans, and 


M. de Campfort, with 3000 irregulars, into the country of Eaſt 
Frieſland; they, on the 22d, took poſſeſſion of Lier, Weender, 
and Jemgum, which places they immediately plundered, as well as 
all the adjacent farm houſes; and this day they marched to Embden, 
the garriſon whereof conſiſted only of 200 Britiſh invalids, who 
were obliged to ſurrender on capitulation, as the magittrates and 
burghers refuſed to join them in the defence of the town. The 
capitulation was, that all the burghers and inhabitants ſhould enjoy 


their rights and privileges, as under the King of Pruſſia, without 


being moleſted or injured ; the garriſon were to be accounted as 
priſoners of war, but were to be at liberty. The birbarities the 
French exerciſed in this country were ſo great as to be hardly 
credible; this ſo enraged the peaſants, that rhey had recourſe to 
arms, and attacked a body of about 1000 of the French, of whom 
they killed 150, and wounded M. Campfort their commanding 


officer : this obliged the firſt corps to retire, but they ſuddenly re- 


turned in greater numbers, and placed a garriſon of 800 men in 
Embden. Se 


Tus city of Oſnabrug was treated in the ſame manner by another 
party of them who had entered that place; they not only ſtripped 
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the houſes, but abuſed the inhabitants, and carried away to Weſel 
112 waggons laden with cloaths, linen, &c. 


Ox the 25th of September, the caſtle of Schartzfels, ſituate in 
the Hartz, was obliged, for want of ammunition, to ſurrender to 
the F rench after a brave defence. The garriſon, confiſting of about 
360 men, chiefly invalids, were made priſoners of war. M. de 
Broglio ordered it to be diſmantled and blown up. 


On the 1ſt of October, his Serene n ſent off the heavy 
aggage of the army to Kalle, and the Hereditary Prince returned 
from his expedition on the Eder to Hoff. 


Ox the 2d, the Allied Army dope from Wilhemſtal and 
marched to Brune. 


Taz Hereditary Prince and General Hardenberg were detached 
with a conſiderable body of troops towards the Lower Rhine, in 
order to drive the French from the bilhopric of Munſter and the 
country of Eaſt F rieſland. 


Ox the 6 they reſumed their march, and encamped in the 
neighbourhood of Volchmiſſen. 


THe Prince de Conde opened the trenches on the 1ſt of this 
month before Meppen, which place capitulated this day. The gar- 
riſon, conbing of 500 men, were made priſoners of war. 


M. de Soubiſe remained ſill in his camp at Coesfelt, and his ir- 
regulars over- run the whole country of Eaſt Frieſland even as far as 
Bremen. On the night between the 2d and zd, a body of 5 or 600 

French came in waggons to the gates of the new town of Bremen, 

with a deſign to ſurpriſe it, The garriſon of the allies put themſelves 

under arms at one o'clock in the morning. The French after ſkir- 
miſhing for ſome time retired, and a part of the garriſon ſallied out, 
but could not purſue them far, as the neighbourhood ſwarmed with 

French,

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| Prince Xavier of Saxony and the Baron de Cloſen were ad- 
vanced to Seeſen with a large body of troops, which Og General 
Luckner to fall back to Hildeſheim, 


OcToBeR 10, Prince Xavier of Saxony having advanced from 
Seeſen inveſted Wolfenbuttle, which he both cannonaded and bom- 
barded for ſome days very briſkly. General Stammer, who defended 
that place with two battalions of militia, was obliged to capitulate 
on this day, to prevent the entire deſtruction of the town, part 
thereof * been e EE to aſhes, 


— 


Ox the 1 2th, he ley to Brakel. 
On the 13th, he encamped near Marien, Munſter. 
Ox the 1 «th, he marched to Ottenſtein on the Weſer. 


On the 16th, he fixed his head-quarters near the village of Ohr, 
about two leagues from Hamelen, where he cauſed a bridge of 
pontoons to be thrown over the Weſer. The Marquis of Granby 
with his corps was poſted at Hildesfelt, with an advanced guard near 
Halle. The Hereditary Prince was at Hildeſheim; for M. de Soubiſe 
on that Prince's approach towards Munſter, had recalled his parties 
from Eaſt Frieſland, and retired towards Weſel; whereupon he only 
left a detachment on the Lippe, and returned to join his Serene 
Highneſs on the Weſer. Marſhal Broglio was at stadt-Olendorff. : 


Tae ſudden ſurrender of the town of Wolfenbuttle on the Ioth, 
having prevented the ſuccour ſent to its relief from coming up in 
time, Prince Xavier of Saxony immediately proceeded to inveſt 
| Brunſwic, and open the trenches before it; a bombardment com- 
menced with great fury: the garriſon was very thin in proportion to 
the extent of the place, but they however were determined to make 
a vigorous defence, Prince Xavier, in order to cover the fiege, had 
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taken poſſeſſion of Londorff, and the i important paſs of Olpen, which 
laſt place he had ſtrongly entrenched. 


GrxRERAIL Luckner, and Prince Frederick of Brunſwic, arrived 
by forced marches, on the 12th, in the neighbourhood of Peina, 
having on their march met with, and defeated, the corps of Caraman 
and Chabot on the 8th, and drove them back on Daſſel. The 
affair would admit of no delay, wherefore they, without waiting 
for the troops which General Manſberg was bringing up, proceeded, 
on the 13th, directly towards Brunſwic ; but as all the avenues 
were blocked up, Prince Frederick determined to force the entrench- 
ments at Olpen, which were defended by a body of 1000 men, 
while General Luckner covered the attack. That poſt was accord- 
ingly attacked and carried. The French had zoo men made pri- 
ſoners, among whom was General Daſton and ten other officers; 
they alſo loſt one piece of cannon. 


GENERAL 1 after the entrenchments were carried, re- 
turned with the cavalry to Peina, without meeting wich the leaſt 
diſturbance from the enemy on their march, 


On the other hand, Prince Frederick proceeded dk loſs of 
time to Brunſwic, which place he entered the fame day with fix 
battalions, and was received with the greateſt joy by the garriſon 
and the inhabitants. Their arrival was notified to the beſiegers by 
a general volley from the ramparts; whereupon the French aban- 
doned the trenches with great precipitation, and retired to Finmel- 
ſen, about four leagues from Brunſwic. 


Taz French likewiſe evacuated Wolfenbuttle, on the 1 5th, after 
levying exorbitant contributions, as they had done wherever they 
came, and retired to Ganderſheim. 


FRomM this time nothing material happened during the remainder 
of the month of October. The armies on the Weſer remained 
nearly in the ſame poſition ; and the Prince de Soubiſe, on the 
Lower Rhine, contented himſelf with ſending out ſmall parties and 
patroles. 


I 
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Ix the beginning of November, whilſt Prince Ferdinand had his 
head - quarters at Ohr, upon the left of the Weſer, Marſhal Broglio's 
poſition, upon the right of that river, was as follows. The Hartz 
was occupied by 2000 men; Lieutenant-general Stainville encamped 
at Seeſen with ſixteen battalions; Prince Xavier of Saxony at Gan- 
derſheim with nineteen Lions ; Marſhal Broglio with eight bat- 
talions at Eimbec, which made the qa" nd General Chabot _ 
with fifteen battalions at Eicherſhaulen : reſt of the infantry, 
with the cavalry, cantooned in the villages behind the camp as above 
ſpecified. To ſecure at the ſame time the communication with 
Heſſe and Franconia, General Rochambeau was left at Caſtel with 

eight battalions and che Iriih brigade n the Eder. 


Prince Ferdinand determined to march, if poſſible, drectiy to 
Eimbec, and to endeavour to prevent the French Army ſo diſperſed 
from collecting i into a body : but that did not ſucceed in the manner 
that had been wiſhed. The diſpoſition made by his Serene Highneſs 
for that pu: poſe was this. General Luckner was ordered to march 
with his de:achinent, joined by the garriſon of Woltcnbuitle, on 
the zd and 4th, by Ringelheim and Lutter, ſo as to be oppoſite 
M. Stainville s Corps at Sceſen on the 5th, and either to keep. him in 
check, or to follow him it he marched, The Hereditary Prince 
was directed to mar ch, on the zd, by his right from Hildeſheim, to 
croſs the Leine at Coldingen, ind to procecd the 4th to Ahlfeldt, ſo 
as to be able to get poſſeſſion of the Huve and Eimbec on the «th, 

The Marquis of Granby was ordered to march ihe 3d to Copper = 
| brugge, the 4th to Duſen, and to force the fame day the poſt of 
8 and to be on the 5th at Wickenſen, ſo as to block 
the defile which leads from Elcherbauſen to Eimbec. His Lordſhip 
after a ſmart action forced the enemy at Cappelnhagen, and. found 
means to be, at the hour appointed, on the 5th at Wickenſen. 

Theſe ſeveral cor ps had been for ſome time upon the right of the 
Woeſer. Thoſe upon the left croſſed the river in the following 
manner. Prince Ferdinand, on the 4th, with the main body of 
the army, which encamped bet ween Fundern and Haſtenbec ; Lieu- 
tenant-general Conway being advanced the ſame day to Borgel, and 
Gene al Scheele to Bremke, who joined at Hall the 5th in the 
morning. The intention of his Serene Highneſs was to cut off 
General Chabot's corps, which lay at Elcherſhauſen, and he date 
this 
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this march for that purpoſe on the 5th, M. Chabot, finding him- 
ſelf likely to be attacked, left Eſcherſhauſen and marched towards 


Wickenſen, in order to get to Eimbec and join Marthal Broglio. 


Surpriſed to find a large body of troops in his, way, which was that 
of the Marquis of Granby, he fell back upon the road to Eſcher- 
ſhauſen, *till he could turn to the right towards Stadt-Oldendorp ; 
the only way left him to eſcape, and which, without an accident, 


he would have likewiſe found blocked up, and his retreat entirely 
cut off, Lieutenant-general Hardenberg, who was to have paſſed 


the Weſer at Bodenwerder on the 4th at night, ſo as to have been 


on the 5th in the morning at Amelunxborn, upon the road to Eſ- 


cherſhauſen was prevented by the pontoons overturning in a hollow 


way, which delayed his arrival at Bodenwerder 'till the 5th at ſeven 


in the morning; ſo that M. de Chabot had the good fortune to 


__ eſcape by Daſſel to Eimbec, where he arrived about twelve o'clock 


at noon, and took poſt upon the Huve. The Hereditary Prince 
was diſappointed by this accident likewiſe in his project upon Eimbec; 
for he arrived oppoſite the Huve at two o'clock, and was joined by 
the Marquis of Granby and Lieutenant-general Conway at four in 


the afternooon, A warm cannonading enſued *till night ; but 


Marſhal Broglio had had time to collect ſo many troops, that the 
Hereditary Prince did not think it adviſeable to attempt to force the 
Huve under that change of circumſtances. y 


PRINCE Ferdinand encamped at Eſcherſhauſen the 5th at night, 


where General Hardenberg joined him, 


THE 6th paſſed in ſkirmiſhes on all ſides with different ſuccceſs. 
- His Serene Highneſs, on the 7th, ordered the Marquis of Granby 


to march from Wentzen to Foorwohle, and the Hereditary 


Prince to Ammenſen, Marſhal Broglio taking this motion for 
a retreat purſued the Hereditary Prince, but without attempting 


to attack him. His brother, Count Broglio, who followed 


Lord Granby, attacked him juſt as he was beginning to encamp at 
Foorwohle, and drove in his out-poſts ; but his Lordſhip had the 
ſatisfaction, in the preſence of Prince Ferdinand, to repulſe the 


enemy, and to purſue them quite back to the Huve, with the 


greateſt ſpirit and conduct. : a

I'T not being found practicable to attack the enemy in their 
preſent poſition on that ſpot, Prince Ferdinand therefore reſolved to 
attempt getting round their left flank, and to put them under a 
neceſſity of attacking him, or of abandoning Eimbeck, and all that 
part of the country. 


His Serene Highneſs, after having reconnoitred on all ſides on 
the 7th 'and 8th, marched on the gth, at three in the morning, to 
the height between Mackenſen and Lithorſt ; the Hereditary Prince 


to replace Lord Granby at Foorwohle; and General Luckner to 


occupy the Hereditary Prince's camp at Ammenſen, The Marquis 


of Granby was again attacked that morning upon his leſt, before he 


could march to follow the army, but his Lordſhip received the 

enemy with the ſame ſpirit as before, and repulſed them with a 

conſiderable loſs, Major Fraſer diſtinguiſhed himſelf. greatly on

MAR$SHAL Broglio finding, by his detachments which were 


driven off the heights of Lithorſt, that Prince Ferdinand had 
gained his flank, and was partly in his rear, having it in his choice 
to riſk an action or retire, choſe the latter, and went off the 
gth in the night; quitting Eimbeck, and all the adjacent 


country. 


Ar the time his Serene Highneſs croſſed the Weſer, he ſent 
General Boch with a detachment to give the enemy ſome uneaſineſs 


in the countries of Heſſe and Waldec. 


ON the 11th of W the cantoonments for the Allied 
Army were regulated; and, on the 12th, all the troops maiched 
into them, except the following battalions, who (being the oldeſt 
in each brigade) were encamped under the command of Lieutenant- 


general Conway, on the Huve, near Eimbeck, viz. Firſt regimcit | 


of guards, Hodgſon, Bockland, Barrington, Brunſwic, Lieb egi- 


ment, one battalion of Imhoff, one of Hardenberg, and one of 


La Chevalerie, together with a train of ſixteen pieces of canon, 
and the Saxe-Gotha regiment, The army received orders to 


aſſemble immediately on the firing of nine cannon, and join this 


corps, Prince Ferdinand —_ his head-quarters at Euubeck. 
; : Doxise 
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DURING the above important motions on the Weſer and Leihne, 
the army under the Prince de Soubiſe, which had been cantooned 
for ſome time in the neighbourhood of Eſſen, had been employed 
in taking up its winter quarters, which were fixed on the 
other ſide of the Rhine. Strong garriſons were placed in Weſel, 


Duſſeldorp, and Cologne. M. de Soubiſe's head- quarters were at 
Duſſeldorp. 


On the 13th of November, the Hereditary Prince came up in 
the evening, near Hatlenbourg, with a large detachment of French 
cavalry commanded by M. de Cloten, whom he immediately at- 
tacked and routed with conſiderable loſs on their fide. 


Tr1s day Marſhal Broglio arrived at Gottingen, and the 


main body of the French army encamped between that town and 
Munden. 


Azour this time, M. de scheiter, having advanced as far as 
Lunen, had the good fortune to ſurprize and carry off a whole troop 
of horſe grenadiers, with their arms; and Major Wintzigerode took, 
in the neighbourhood of Fritzlar, a French officer and twenty ix 

men, belonging to the corps under General d' Auvigny. 


On the 24th, a corps of ſome thouſand French again advanced 

to the neighbourhood of Northeim, with a dehgn to keep in awe 

General Luckner, who was poſted at Alderſhauſen, and to prevent 
him from falling upon their heavy baggage which they were lending 
over the Werra towards their Winter-quarters, 


Ox the 28th, the Britiſh guards, and Highlanders, marched 
out of their cantoonments in order to proceed to their winter- 
quarters. The battalions which were encamped on the Huve 


likewiſe broke up their camp, and joined their reſpective deen 
this morning. 


Is the beginning of . Marſhal Broglio withdrew his 
troops from Norten, and the whole of the French Army marched 
to their winter-quarters. The infantry were diſtributed in the 
neighbourhond of Eiſenach, Gotha, and Mulhauſen; and the 


cavalry 
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cavalry in the diſtrict of Fulde, and the towns and villages about 
Francfort. Marſhal Broglio fixed his head-quarters at Caſſel, and 
placed numerous garriſons in that city and Gottingen, 


Ox the 4th of December, his Serene Highneſs fixed his bf. 
quarters at Hildeſheim, and the whole army marched off ſucceſſively 
to their winter-quarters. The Engliſh cavalry quartered in Eaſt | 

Frieſland; the Engliſh infantry in the biſhopric of Oſnabrug, The 
Hereditary Prince had his quarters at Munſter; General Sporcken : 
at Hamelen ; and General Luckner at Eimbec,

RN MN the night between the 10th and 11th of March, a 
dN N body of 3000 French allied forth from Gottingen, 
-O EE and el upon the line of the Allies at break of day; 
re z the attack was briſk and ſudden, and made in ſeveral 
NN places; the principal one was at Gittel, where many 
were killed 1 wounded on both ſides. The Brunſwic rangers loſt 
thirty men made priſoners. The French had one major dangerouſly 
wounded. At the attack on Kablefeld, the enemy were repulſed 
with the loſs of one officer, and fix men, made priſoners. 


Ox the 2oth, a body of 3000 of the Allied troops arrived in the 


neighbourhood of Eimbeck, in order to reinforce the line in that 
part, and * the garriſon of Gottingen in awe. 


ArRIL 6, General Luckner having detached 590 I to 
Heilingſtadt, the Marquis de Lortange marched out of Gottingen 


with 1800 horſe, and 2000 foot, in order to intercept them; 
General Luckner, on information of their march, immediately put 
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himſelf at the head of 1600 horſe; and, having come up with the 
enemy as they were retreating with great expedition towards 
Gottingen, he fell upon their rear, killed thirty men, and took 
eighty. priſoners, beſides 100 horſes. 


Tat French about this time aſſembled corps in the neighbour- 
| hood of Mulhauſen ; and the Allies, on the other hand, were in 
motion about Eimbec; their light troops carefully obſerved what 


paſſed in the neighbourhood of Eichsfeldt. 


Major Wintzengerode, who commanded the Heflian huſſars, 
made one officer, with fifty private men belonging to the French 
huffars, priſoners, in the country of Eichsfeldt. 


APRIL 19, the Hereditary Prince, having aſſembled a body of 
troops at Unna, proceeded to Arenſberg; and, by the 18th at 
_ eleven in the forenoon, ſome batteries were finiſhed and mounted 
for the attack of the caſtle. The French commandant then offered 
to deliver up the place on the 2 1ſt, on condition of marching out 
with all the military honours, in caſe he was not relieved before that 
time; this delay could not be granted him, as the Prince knew the 
French troops were all in motion, + 


Tur night between the 18th and 19th, every thing was quiet 
on both ſides, but, on the 19th at ſix in the morning, the batteries 
began to play; at nine, the Hereditary Prince made an offer to the 
commandant of permiſſion to march out with all the military honours, 
and two pieces of cannon, which M. Muret rejected. The fire was 
again renewed with double fury, and about noon both the caſtle | 
and town were all in flames; the garriſon, conſiſting of nine officers, 
and 231 private men, ſurrendered at diſcretion, There was found 
in the caſtle twenty-ſix pieces of cannon, 


Tuls excurſion of the Hereditary Prince into the country of Ber 
greatly alarmed the French, for 400 men of each battalion, and 100 oz 
each ſquadron from Cologne and Duſſeldorp, paſſed the Rhine, and 
marched, on the 19th, to Rattenberg; on the 20th, cantooned at Lan- 
genberg; and, on the 22d, proceeded to Hardenberg, in order to make 
room for M. d' Apchon, who had aſſembled a corps of 10, ooo men

at Hattingen ; but, on information that the Prince had retired, they 
returned to their reſpective quarters. 


| Tris poſt was a place of great importance to the French, in 
order to preſerve their communication between Weſel and Duſſeldorp,

the country of Berg. 


Ox the 20th of April, Marſhal Soubiſe arrived at Caſſel: he, 
in conjunction with Marſhal d' Etrees, was to command the French 
Army on the Upper Rhine and Mayne. 


ON the 24th, the Prince of Conde arrived at Puſſeldorp, in 
order to take upon him the command of the French troops on the- 


Lower Rhine. „ 


May 9, the Hereditary Prince of Brunſwic being determined to 


raiſe the contributions he had in his late expedition demanded of 
the country of Berg, ſuddenly marched with a large body of troops 


from Unna, and appeared at Elberfeldt before the enemy had the 
leaſt notice of his march, The corps under M. de Conflans, and. 
the other French troops that were poſted there, retired with the. 


utmoſt precipitation, though not without loſs. He thence pro- 


ceeded to Solingen, and having fulfilled the object he had in view, 
by taking hoſtages for the payment of the. contributions, retired 


without any loſs, 


On the firſt notice of this movement, the Prince of Conde. 
aſſembled ſuch troops as were neareſt at hand and marched to 


Medman ; but on advice that the Hereditary. Prince had retired, he 


ſent back the troops to the garriſons from which they had been 
drawn, ot 2 


_ Mar 18, this day his Serene Highneſs, eſcorted by a battalion 
of Hanoverian guards, went from Hildeſheim to Pyrmont, for 


which place the troops that were quartered in that neighbourhood 
had filed off the day before. All the reſt of the troops of the 


Allied Army on the Weſer were likewiſe aſſembled in their reſpective 
cantoonments, General Luckner took poſt on the Huve, and the 


pontoons 
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pontoons were ſent off from Hanover to the Weſer. The Hereditary 


Prince had marched out of Munſter, and fixed his head-quarters 
at Bulderen, 


TAE French on the Upper Rhine had marked out ſeveral 
camps, and were likewiſe in motion in order to aſſemble between 
the Fulde and the Werra. Thoſe on the Lower Rhine were 
encamped in three corps at Dufſeldorp, Weſel, and Rees, under 
the Licutenant-generals Monteynard, Levi, and St. Chamant. | 


Mav 24, General Luckner and Prince Frederick of Brunſwic, 
having advanced on a reconnoitring party towards Gottingen, 
eſcorted by the huſſars of Brunſwic and Baur, forced the ad- 
vanced guard, but M. de Lahr, lieutenant- colonel of the voluntiers 
of Auſtraſia, ſallied out with a detachment of horſe dragoons and 
huflars to ſuſtain them, when he was attacked with ſo much im- 
petuoſity, that he was obliged to retire into the town in the 
greateſt confuſion; and thoſe generals having made ſuch obſervations 
as they purpoſed, returned to Eimbec, carrying off eighty priſoners 


and 100 horſes, M. de Lahr was mortally wounded with the 
ſtroke of a ſabre. | 5

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On the 21ſt, the main army marched to Buhne, and occupied 
the camp between Corbeck and the heights of Tiſſel, at A. 


Tux fame day, two battalions of Britiſh grenadiers, two battalions 
of highlanders, the chaſſeurs of Lord Granby's corps, and Elliot's 
dragoons croſſed the Dymel and advanced to Volchmiſſen, leaving 
their tents ſtanding ; the-intent of their march was to gain intelligence 
of the enemy, This party returned to their camp on the next day, 


Tu chaſſeurs and huſſars paſſed the Dymel, and attacked the 
caſtle of Zappaburg, which ſurrendered; the garriſon, conſiſting 
of one captain, and fifty men, were made priſoners of war:

M. Stainville's corps encamped at F, on the heights near Schaclen 
in the front of their left wing, which was rendered inacceſſible by

ON the 24th, his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand having 


determined to attack the enemy, and knowing of what importance 
the poſt of Zappaburg was, for the march of his troops through the 
woods, cauſed a brigade of infantry to march towards Drendeberg, 


and take poſt at &: he likewiſe ordered the troops which were 
poſted on the other fide the Dymel, at H, to ſuſtain that poſt in.

THE diſpoſitions made for the attack were as follows, viz. 
Lieutenant-general Luckner, who was poſted at Sulbec on the 
Leihne, having Eimbec in his front, with fx battalions of grenadiers,

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four ſquadrons of dragoons, and eight of huſſars, to obſerve the 
motions of Prince Xavier, who lay encamped with his corps de 
reſerve between the Werra and Gottingen, received orders, in the 

night between the 22d and 23d, to march to Gotſbuhren in the 

Rheinhartwalde, with the grenadiers, four ſquadrons of horſe, and 
his own regiment of huſſars. The Heſſian huſſars were ordered to 
remain in the neighbourhood of Mohringen, in order to conceal his 
march and to obſerve Prince Xavier, General Luckner began his 
march accordingly from Hollenſtadt on the 2d at fix in the morn- 
ing, got to Uſlar at noon, paſſed the Weſer at Bodenfeldt at ſix in the 
evening, and towards night reached Gotſbuhren, where he en- 
camped at I, He had alſo orders to proceed, on the 24th at 
three in the morning, through the wood of Zappaburg to Marien- 
dorff, and to form between that place and Udenhauſen at L, by 
ſeven in the morning, | 


Tu Marquis of Granby paſſed the Dymel in three columns at 
Warbourg, between two and three in the morning, with the corps 
de reſerve under his command : this corps confiſted of two battalions 
of Britiſh grenadiers, two battalions of Highlanders, the Blues, 
and Elliott's dragoons; two regiments of Hanoverian cavalry, three 
regiments of Hanoverian infantry, ſome Heſſian artillery, and 
Lieutenant-colonel Baur's huſſars.

Tu E main body of the army paſſed the Dymel at four in the 
morning in ſeven columns, between Liebenau and Sielen. The 
two columns on the left under the command of Gen. Sporcken, con- 
ſiſting of twelve battalions of Hanoverians, and part of the cavalry of 
the left wing, marched between Humme and Beverbec, in order to

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form between Hombrexen and Udenhauſen, at N, on the right of 
the enemy. He had orders as ſoon as he had formed to attack the 
right flank of the corps under M. de Caſtries; while General

Hrs Serene Highneſs at the head of the other five columns, con- 
fiſting of twelve battalions of the Engliſh, eleven battalions of the

_ Engliſh cavalry, and part of the German cavalry of the left wing, 
marched to Langelberg. The whole then drew up at T, in the 
front of Keltz, oppoſite to the enemy. The piquets of the army 
formed the vanguard on the left, and the chaſſeurs of the Engliſh | 
infantry, commanded by Lord Frederick Cavendiſh, with Freytag's 
HFanoverian chaſſeurs, that of the right. They were ordered to

Tus n plan was put in execution with ſuch ſucceſs, that the 
whole was in the preſence of the ny before they had the leaſt 
apprehenſion of being attacked, 


M. de Caſtries, ſeeing that his right was turned, formed ls } in- 
fantry at R, to make head againſt M. Sporcken; who began a 
ſevere cannonade, and drew up his cavalry at 8, to oppoſe the corps 
under General Luckner. The body of cavalry belonging to the 
Allies, which was formed at O, advanced and entirely broke their 
Infantry, and took two pieces of cannon. M. de Riedeſel, alſo, 
totally overthrew the regiment of Fitzjames, took 300 of their 
horſes, and their two ſtandards. M. de Caſtries fell back with the 


greateſt prevegetation on the right of the enemy's army, 


His Serene Inde at hs head. of the main body advanced on 
the enemy in front, while the Marquis of Granby advanced by 
a Ne k Erſen 
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Erſen and Furſtenwalde, in order to come round the left of the 
French, 


Tux two Marſhals ſeeing themſelves attacked in front, flank, and 

rear, uſed the utmoſt expedition they could to gain the heights of 
Wilhemſtal, marching by as many columns as the nature of the 
ground would admit of. They at the ſame time abandoned all 
their equipages at Gravenſtein, 


M. stainville, perceiving that the retreat of part of their army 
had been cut off by the manceuvre of Lord Granby, particularly 
that of his own corps, immediately gained the wood of Meijen- 
breckſen with the grenadiers of France, the Royal grenadiers, the 
regiment of Aquitain, and ſome other corps, being the flower of 
the French infantry, in order to favour the retreat of the main body, 

which would have been entirely routed but for this ſtep, as they 
were cloſely preſſed by his Serene Highneſs. But this reſolution coft 
him dear; for he was immediately attacked by the Marquis of 
Granby's corps at V, and as our army advanced briſkly to Wilhem- 
ſtal its right gained the height at X, they thereby found themſelves 
in his rear. The whole of his infantry were either killed, taken, 
or diſperſed, after a gallant reſiſtance, except two battalions who 
found means to eſcape. Some of theſe troops had before ſurrendered 
to Lord Granby's corps, but on the coming up of the army, the 
remainder, after one fire, ſurrendered to General Hodgſon s regiment.

Tux enemy placed ſome cannon on the height i in the grand 
avenue of Wilhelmſtal, but it was ſoon filenced by a battery of 
ours at Y : after which the enemy made no further reſiſtance, but 
retired into their intrenched camp at Z under Caſſel, being cloſely 
purſued till within reach of the cannon of that town, 


_ His Serene Highr eſs encamped the troops the fame night on the 
| heights between Holtzhauſen and Weimar, at Z. 


Tas French infantry conſiſted of 100 batialions, and the Allies 
had no more than ſixty, 
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Lok p Granby acquitted himſelf upon this occaſion with his uſual 
intrepidity and good conduct, and greatly contributed to the victory. 
All the troops in general behaved with uncommon ſpirit, but parti- 
cularly the firſt battalion of grenadiers belonging to Colonel Beck- 
with's brigade, who diſtinguiſhed themſelves greatly. 


Tux loſs of the enemy in killed and wounded was never 
particularly aſcertained; they owned to the loſs of 9oo men, 
and, by the account of the Allies, it was above double that 


number; but the tollowing is an authentic liſt of the French made 
priſoners.

O the 23d of June, the enemy's whole army paſſed the 
Dymel, and at night the Engliſh advancing on our left towards Zie- 
— from whence they might get to Caſſel before 3 of 

arſhals 
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Marſhals d' Eſtrees and Soubiſe thought proper to quit the camp of 
Grabenſtein, in order to arrive at Caſſel before the enemy, This 
march was performed in the greateſt order, 


Tur Marquis de Caſtries with the corps under his command, 
which had been detached before our right to obſerve the Allies, re- 
joined the army, after having ſucceſsfully charged the enemy ſeveral 
times with his cavalry, The regiment of Alſace ſuſtained with the 
_ greateſt firmneſs the ſhock of the enemy's cavalry, and killed them 
many men, A conſiderable number of priſoners was alſo made in 


that part, 


« On our left the Count de Stainville, ſeeing the Engliſh advance 
to ſeize the *heights of Wilhemſtal, and being ſenſible of the im- 
portance of that poſt, attacked them, notwithſtanding their great 

| ſuperiority, in the deciſive moment for the ſafety of our army in 
its march. He ſucceeded in two molt vigorous charges, and took 
from them ſeven pieccs of cannon, At the third charge, the gre- 
nadiers of France being too far back in the wood, ſeveral companies

C Ox the 26th, the Allies ſent us back the priſoners they took 
on the 24th: their number amounted to 1600, moſt of them be- 
| longing to the grenadiers of France, the Royal grenadiers, and the 
regiment of Aquitaine, There were alſo among them ſome private 
men of the regiment of Poictou. This regiment and that of Aqui- 
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taine formed the brigade which diſtinguiſhed itſelf ſo much in 
Count Stainville's attacks. 


* ProM the returns of the regiments that were engaged, it 
appears that our loſs in killed and wounded does not amount to goo | 


men. The Chevalier de Narbonne, colonel of the grenadiers of 


France, was the only officer of diſtintion that was killed. The 
Marguis de Peyre, and the Marquis de la Rochelambert, colonels 
of grenadiers, and the Duke of Picquingy, were ſlightly wounded. 


Tux priſoners we made amounted to 300, and the killed and 
wounded of the enemy to many more. Of the ſeven pieces of 
cannon taken by M. Stainville in his repeated attacks five were re- 
taken at the third charge; the two others, which were heavy 
cannon, were ſent to Caſſel.“ 


O the 25th of June, the two French Marſhals pale ied the 
Fulde with their army, encamping near Landwerhagen; their 
right extending towards Munden, Lieutenant- general Stainville 
was left behind with his corps at the Kratzenberg. The corps 
under Prince Xavier of Saxony, which was encamped near 
Dransfield, retired from thence, and croſſed the Fulde in order to 
join the main army; but in their retreat they loſt their baggage, 
moving hoſpital, and medicines, which, together with their eſcort 
were all taken near Volparſhauſen, by M. de Speth, major of the 
corps of Brunſwic hunters.

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JoLY 1, Prince Ferdinand having received advice, that M, de 
Rochambeau had aſſembled ſome brigades of infantry and cavalry 
near Hombourg, with a view to cover the communications of the 
enemy's army with Francfort, took the reſolution of diſlodging him 
from the poſt which he had taken poſſeſſion of. For which purpoſe 
his Serene Highneſs ordered Lord Frederick Cavendiſh to advance 
with the chaſſcurs of the infantry of the army, Freytag's chaſſeurs, 
and Bauer's and Riedeſel's huſſare, from Lohn to Felzberg and 
Lord Granby, with the brigade of the Britiſh grenadiers, Elliot's, 
the Blues, and the four Hanoverian ſquadrons, from Hoff to 
Fritzlar. The former were to march towards Hombourg, in ſuch 
a direction, as to cut off the enemy's corps from Melſungen and 

Fulde ; the other, to cut off their retreat to Ziegenhayn : : which 
orders were executed in the following manner, The hour of ren- 
dezvous on both ſides of Hombourg, for the attack of M. de 
Rochambeau's corps, was agreed on. The diſcharge of three pieces 
of cannon from Lord Frederick Cavendiſh's troops was to be the 
ſignal of his arrival, Elliot's being arrived at a quarter of a league's 
diſtance from Hombourg, attacked the advanced poſts, and drove 
them from the heights, and took poſt there. The reſt of Lord 
Granby's corps were in the rear of Elliot's, behind the declivity of 
the height, and the enemy's tents continued ſtanding. At the ſome 
time Lord Frederick Cavendiſh's huffars began to exchange tome 
| ſhot with the enemy, when their tents were immediately ſtruck, 
and they got under arms at the foot of the mountain and in th. 
hedges near the town: their cavalry formed on the plain. The tl.

Tur fituation of the two regiments was at this time very 
critical; but the mutual ſupport which they gave each other, Elliot's 
dragoons by continual {kirmiſhing with the enemy, and the Blues 
by their manceuvres in {quadrons, and by their ſteady countenance, 
kept the enemy at bay till the infantry could come up. They then 
began their retreat in the utmoſt hurry, the grenadiers and High- _ 
landers following them with their uſual ardour. If their infantry 
had not poſted themſelves in a hollow way, to ſuſtain their ſquadrons 

which the Blues and Elliot's were charging, the whole would have 
been routed. During their retreat, Lord Cavendiſh's corps, which 
could not adyance ſooner, followed them cloſe, and puſhed them 


vigorouſly. 


Tur Colonels Hervey and Erſkine, Majors F orbes and Ainſley - 
diſtinguiſhed themſelves greatly. 


Tux loſs of the Allies in killed, wounded, and taken, was com- 

uted at about eighty men. That of the enemy was very conſi- 
derable, as the number of priſoners taken amounted to upwards of 
250 men, excluſive of the killed and wounded. 


Tas troops returned to Melſungen, 3 firſt ſent off the two 
regiments of huffars of Bauer and Riedeſel to Rothenburg, in order 
to deſtroy the enemy's magazines.

GrnerAr Luckner took priſoner the French partizan Monet,

Caſſel. 


Tun Prince of Conde detached a body of troops towards the 
Lower Eems and Haze; they deſtroyed in Eaſt Frieſland, and its 
neighbourhood, ſeveral conſiderable magazines, and exacted large 


contributions from the country of Lingen, and that of Trecklen- 


burg ; they likewiſe intended to have made an attempt on Oſnabrug, 
and ſome magazines that were there, but were prevented by a party 
of the Hanoverians poſted near the village of Leneric, They after- 
wards returned to Denen. * 


On the 10th, part of the bakery belonging to the Allies at War- 
bourg was deſtroyed by the Marquis de Chamborant, who carried 
off one commiſſary, and eighty other Perſons, beſides ſome 


horſes. 


M. de Reideſel the Brigadier de Nomen priſoner, in the 
neighbourhood of Marpurg, and brought off eighty horſes. | 


ON the 11th, the caſtle of Waldec, 1 the neighbourhood of 
Fritzlar, ſurrendered to the Allies, having been bombarded by 
General Conway for two days the French garriſon, conſiſting of 
four officers, and 160 men, ſurrendered by capitulation, on con- 
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dition of not ſerving againſt the Allies for the ſpace of one 
year, 


a Prince of Conde detached a corps of ten battalions and 
fix ſquadrons, together with all the grenadiers and chaſſeurs of his 
army, under Lieutenant-general d'Auvet, with an attempt to 

{urpriſe the city of Munſter, but, having intelligence on their march 

that the garriſon was on their guard, they returned again to join 

their main body. | 


tory 12, the corps under General Cæſar, that was * at 
Hoff, marched to Gudenſberg, where the whole corps under the 

arquis of Granby were again aſſembled; his Lordſhip's head- 
quarters were fixed at N ieder-Worſchutz. 


GENERAL Lucknee; at the head of Elliot's dragoons, one 
regiment of Hanoverian dragoons, the chaſſeurs, and ſome huſſars, 
marched from Wildungen, in order to attack a party of the 
French poſted in the neighbourhood of Feltzberg, but the 


enemy were ſo much ſuperior in numbers, chat they halted near 
Hombourg. 


ON the BY the corps under the command of Lord Granby 
marched by day-break to Feltzberg, where they drew up on the 5 
river Eder, took poſſeſſion of a bridge, and cannonaded the enem 
in the evening they encamped there. General Luckner had at ho 
{ame time advanced from Hombourg towards Falkenberg, but re- 
tired again the ſame evening. 


ON the 15th, his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand marched 
from Wilhemſtal to Hoff; and on the fame day all the enemy's 
poſts along the Fulda, as far as Melſungen, were attacked ; in par- 
ticular, the corps under the Marquis of Granby advanced to the 
Eder leaving their tents ſtanding, The Britiſh grenadiers, High- 
landers, and Bland's, forded that river between Nieder-Melric and 
Feltzberg, while General Freytag, with the huſſars and hunters, 
paſſed over the bridge at Feltzberg; theſe drew up in the front of 
the enemy, while General Luckner, who had been before on that 
ſide the Eder, advanced on their Aank ; but the enemy having 

cConſiderably 
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conſiderably reinforced that poſt the night before, and their ſituation 
being alſo too ſtrong to be forced, his Lordſhip returned that night 
to his camp, and General Luckner retired to above Otterhaus. 


Tur French, uncertain what might be the intention of the 
Allied Army, ſtruck their tents, and Lieutenant-general Chevert 
was recalled from his poſt at Dransfield to join the main army. The 
garriſon of Gottingen, having likewiſe took the alarm, abandoned 
that town in the afternoon; but they returned again the next 
morning. 


Tre French Marſhals after that quitted their camp at Landwer- 
hagen, encamping along the Fulde at Melſungen and that neigh- 
bourhood, leaving a ſtrong detachment at Luttemberg, and another 
on the Kratzenberg, in the entrenched camp before Caſlel, | 


JULY 16, this morning the corps under the command of the 
Marquis of Granby returned to Gunderſberg, and encamped in the 
neighbourhood of that place. s 1 95 


O the 22d, the corps de reſerve, under Lord Granby, marched 
from Gunderſberg, and, crofling the Eder on the ſtone bridge at 
Fritzlar, encamped near Kraetzenhauſen, 1 


His Serene Highneſs alſo removed from Hoff to Gunderſberg, 
fixing his head-quarters at Nieder-Worſchutz. 


Ox the 23d, Lord Granby marched to Singlis, where he en- 
camped at about a league's diſtance from Hombourg in front, near 
which place the enemy had a ſtrong detachment poſted on the 
heights. © 


His Serene Highneſs having determined to diſlodge the corps 

under Prince Xavier from the poſt of Lutternberg (which was 
compoſed of all the Saxon troops, and thirteen ſquadrons of French) 
made the following diſpoſitions for the attack. 


GN TRAIL Gilſoe was ordered to paſs the Fulde at Spele with 
eight battalions; General Block was to croſs it with eight ſquadrons 
— 114 ——— at 
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at Spiegehnuhl ; and General Zaſtrow at Willemſhauſen. General 
Waldhauſen poſted Colonel Pleſſe at Bonnafort, in order to cover 
the left of the attack, and curb the garriſon of Munden, while he, 
in conjunction with Colonel Schleiben, who had been towards 
Cottingen, and was on this occaſion to paſs the Werra at Heide- 
munden, ſhould endeavour to take the enemy in the rear, 


ALL this was executed with the greateſt bravery and ſucceſs. 
The attack began by four o'clock in the morning. The grenadiers 
on the left began it, by paſling the river in the preſence of the 
enemy, amidit a ſevere fire of cannon and muſketry, which 
they ſuſtained with ſurpriſing intrepidity; the reſt of the in- 
fantry followed their example, though the water was above their 
walſts. 


GENERAL Gilſoe immediately cauſed a wood to be occupied 
that was on the enemy's right, which obliged them to change their 
poſition a little in order to cover their flank, and at the ſame time 
divided their attention. 


Tur affair was ſharply diſputed for ſome time, but the enemy 
were at length drove out of four palliſadoed redoubts one after 
another, as alſo from all their entrenchments. During this action, 
and at the juncture the enemy was giving way, Major-general 
Waldhauſen, with M. de Schlieben's corps, gained the rear of the 

enemy's right Hank, and charged it with ſuch vigour, that they 
overthrew the French {quadrons, 


THz Saxons, apprehenſive of having their retreat cut off, retired. 
with the utmoſt precipitation by the road that leads to Caſſel: in 
' their retreat they loſt one regiment of cavalry, and two regiments 
of grenadiers, made priſoners ; that of cavalry had ſuffered greatly 
before they were taken, 


DuRING hs time of this attack, Prince Frederick of Brunſwic 
had marched towards. the enemy's entrenched camp on the Krat- 
zenberg, and cannonaded their lines. General Stainville, who was 
poſted there with a corps of ten thouſand men, having an account 
of the defeat of the Saxons, Jute his entrenchments, and 

marched 
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marched to cover the retreat of Prince Xavier. That ſtrong camp 


was immediately taken poſſeſſion of by Prince Frederick, who cauſed 


all the works, redoubts, &c. to be deſtroyed. 


Tur loſs of the enemy, killed and wounded in this action, was 8 


very conſiderable: the number of priſoners taken amounted to 1100 
men, among whom were Lieutenant-general Prince d'Vſemberg, 
and ſeveral officers; beſides thirteen pieces of cannon, and two 


ſtandards; whereas the loſs of the Allies did not in the whole 


exceed tes hundred men, 


ON the 24th of July, the Marquis of Granby ordered out the 


firſt regiment of Britiſh guards, one battalion of Hanoverians, and 


100 men from each of the other regiments, who advanced to the 


heights of Hombourg, from whence they diſlodged a party of the - 


enemy, and occupied that poſt all night. 


TAE Prince of Conde, leaving only derne light troops under 
M. Cambefort in the country of Munſter, decamped the 16th from 
Coesfeldt, and arrived the ſame day between Haus-Dulmen and 
Siten. A violent rain, which continued all the day, had ſo greatly 
damaged the roads, that the light troops of the Allies, who preſſed 
them very cloſely, took a quantity of baggage, horſes, &c. beſides 


many priſoners, 


ON the 17th, they marched by St. Annen and Boſſendorff | 


towards the Lippe, which they paſſed near Halteren. 


Ox the 18th, they continued their rout to Weſterbolt, where : 


they halted, 


ON the 21ſt, they proceeded to Bockum, from 3 they 


arrived at Duſſeldorp this day. 


THE Hereditary Prince having drove all the French . 
ments from the neighbourhood of Oſnabrug, and being informed 
of the march of the Prince of Conde, decamped, on the 18th, 
from Wolbeck, and was this day encamped at Marc, near Ham, in 


order to N his motions. 
Jury 
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JoLY 25, his Serene Highneſs croſſed the Eder this night, with 
three brigades of infantry, and eight ſquadrons of horſe, and joined 
the corps under the Marquis of Granby, which had alſo marched, 
at one clock in the morning, from Singlis through Hombourg, and 
were drawn up on the heights of Falckenberg: the enemy, who 
occupied thole heights, having retreated on his Lordſhip's approach. 
The intention was, if practicable, to attack the left flank of 
the main body of the French Army, poſted between Hilgenberg 
and Melſungen, whilſt General Sporcken ſhould engage their front, 
and Prince Frederick of Brunſwic their right, General Sporcken 
was to paſs the Eder at Feltzberg, and Prince Frederick at 
Brunclar. a 


H Is Serene Highneſs found, upon reconnoitring fo cloſe to the 
enemy as to be expoſed to the fire of three batteries, that their 
_ poſition was too ſtrong, and too well provided with troops, to riſk 
an attack. Whilſt Prince Ferdinand was doing this, he left his 
army formed in columns, preſenting the heads of the columns on] 
to their view ; but obſerving them to be embarraſſed, he formed, 
at eight o'clock in the evening, within cannon-ſhot, and General 
Sporcken began to cannonade them. At ten o'clock at night his 
Highneſs withdrew the troops to the heights of Falkenberg, leaving 
the piquets advanced to keep the fires burning to deceive the enemy. 
At two o'clock in the morning, he marched to repaſs the Schwalm 
at Harte, and the Eder at Nieder-Melric; ſuſpecting however that 
the French would decamp in the night, he left Lord Granby upon 
the Falckenberg, with orders to ſtay till day-light, and, in caſe 
the enemy had retired, to take poſſeſſion immediately of the high 
grounds of Melſungen. His Lordſhip found that the French had 
repaſſed the Fulde in the night, and executed the orders he had 
received; ſo that Prince Ferdinand had ſucceeded in obliging the 
enemy to abandon a poſt they gave out was not to be forced without 
riſking a double action, and which could not fail to coſt a great 
many lives. The French then returned back again towards 
Caſſel and Lutterberg, abandoning entirely their communica- 
tions to the diſcretion of Prince Ferdinand, having only left a body 
of about 10,000 men under Lieutenant-general de Guerchy oppoſite 
Melſungen. | 
THE 
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Taz ſame day General Stainville, marching along the right of 
the Fulde towards Rothenberg, with four regiments of dragoons, 
fell into an ambuſcade at Morſchen, where General Freytag com- 
manded, by whom M. de Stainville was very roughly handled ; his 
dragoons routed and diſperſed with great loſs. General F reytag's 
troops got a great deal of booty. 5 


JuLy 26, General Luckner, who had been encuniped on the 
23d near Neukirchen, received orders to march to Hirſchfeldt, 


where he arrived about nine in the evening, and made an attempt 
to take it by ſurpriſe, but the garriſon being too ſtrong, and on 


their guard, he was obliged to deſiſt, with the loſs of two men 
killed and thirty wounded, He then marched by Schlitz to Fulde, 
which place he took this day without any loſs ; the garriſon, con- 
fiſting of 400 men, were made priſoners of war. They alſo took 
a conſiderable quantity of baggage, a large convoy of wine, and 
300 fat oxen that were going to the French Army, beſides a 
contribution of ſeventy thouſand florins. By the taking of bs 
town the communication of the French Army with Francfort \ was 
entirely cut off, 


Jury 28, General Stainville, at the 1 head of a conſiderable body 


of French troops, being detached to open the enemy's communi- 


cations, by the way of Fulde, advanced this day to Vacha, near 
which place he fell. in with a party of four hundred of the light 
troops belonging to the Allies, whom he defeated : from thence he 
advanced to Manſbach and Hunefeld on his way to Fulde, General 
Luckner was obliged to quit that city on his approach, WIE he 
did, on the 31ſt, taking poſt at Gros-Lieder. 


AuGusT 1, the two armies on the Fulde having formed a chain 
of piquets along that river, were with great diligence fortifying their 
poſts on each ſide, and erecting batteries: frequent {kirmiſhes N 
between the out- parties, with various ſucceſs. 


M. de Rochechouart, and M. de Loſtanges, came up with a 


detachment of the Allies near Ullar, whom they entirely diſperſed, 
making near two hundred priſoners. They afterwards divided their 
forces, the one taking the rout of Carleſhaven, and the other that

zine, and twenty-nine boats laden with proviſions. About the 


ſame time M. de Vertucil deſtroyed another magazine at Brackel, 
and made ſixty men priſoners, 


Tu Baron de Blaiſel marched. from Gieſſen to Amoneberg, 


and ſurpriſed four hundred of the Allies, whom he made priſoners 
of war. 


Tu Prince de Conde having received repeated orders to join 
the two marſhals with his corps, they filed off from Duſſeldorp 
in four diviſions by the rout of Opladen, Siegbourg, and 


Hackenburg, : at which laſt ym * whole were aflembled this 
day, 


AUGUST 2, General Freytag, who was poſted at Neu Morſchen 


on the Fulde, was attacked by a d party of the French, but 
* were repulſed with lols, 


Tux private men of the Allies and French, as the troops were 
ſo near each other, uſed to paſs the centinels, and come into the 
ſame fields promiſcuoully, in order to gather roots, in which they 
amicably aſſiſted each other, and converſed friendly together; this 
oOccaſioned poſitive orders to be iſſued, that no one ſhould preſume 

to go beyond the centinels, or have any converſation with the 


enemy. I mention this, though immaterial, as an extraordinary 
inſtance. 


Ab usr 4. The enemy under the prince de Conde marched, 
on the 2d, from Hackenberg to Hain; they proceeded from thence, 
on the zd, to Rode; they paſſed the Dille this day at Herborn, 
and encamped at Hohen-Solms. He then detached four regi- 
ments to Gladenbach, and puſhed ſome detachments between 


Marpurg and Gieſſen. T he Hereditary Prince was arrived at 
Wetter. 


Ox the 57th, the Count de Stainville, at the head of eight 
hundred men, appeared before the town of Friedwalde, which 
ſurrendered after a ſeyere Cannonade ; the garriſon, confiſting of 


fifty 
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fifty men, were made priſoners of war, They plundered the 
_ villages, and ſtripped the inhabitants, 


PRINCE Frederick of Brunſwic marched with great rapidity to 


the rear of the French Army, and took poſſeſſion of Eſchwege, 
Wanfried, and Mulhauſen, by which the communications of the 
enemy were effectually cut off on all ſides. 


LIx ur. General Julius Cæſar died this morning at his quarters 
in Elferſhauſen; his death was occaſioned by a fall from his horſe. 


On the 8th of Auguſt, Lord Granby's corps de reſerve marched 
towards the Fulde, when a briſk cannonade enſued. Prince 
Ferdinand with the main army moved forward in ſeveral columns. 
The river, by a ſudden rain, had ſwelled to ſuch a height, as ren- 
dered the fording thereof too dangerous for the troops to venture 
a-croſs, as had been intended: a body of the infantry of the right 
wing however paſſed over, and, driving the enemy from one of the 

paſſes, took poſt oppoſite the center of their camp. The French 
made ſeveral attempts to diſlodge them, but they were conſtantly 
repulſed with loſs : theſe attacks were made not far from Mel- 
ſungen: Lieutenant-colonel M*Dowal was ordered with a detachment 
from the 2d and 3d regiment of Britiſh guards to attack that town ; 
they accordingly cut down the chevaux de frize, and endeavoured 
to force one of the gates, but it was gorged with dung, which ren- 
dered the attempt impracticable. The army lay out on the nights of 


the 8th and gth; and, on the 1oth in the morning, they returned to 
their former encampment, | 


CoLoNEL de Wurmſer was ordered by the Prince de Conde, 
who was poſted at Grunberg, to advance with his regiment of light 
troops to reconnoitre the caſtle of Ulrickſtein, which was occupied 
by the Allies. The Prince, in conſequence of his report, detached 
the ſame night a body of horſe and foot, under the command of 


Licutenant-general d'Afﬀry, with four pieces of cannon, and two 
howitzers, to reduce it. 


He, at the ſame time, ſent orders to M. de Levis to make a 
falſe attack with his advanced guard upon the front of the Hercditary 
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Prince's camp, who was poſted on the heights of Hombourg; this 
was done with a view of covering M. d'Affry's march. M. de 
Levis accordingly began his attack by eight the next morning, and 


retired about noon. 


M. d'Affry arrived in the morning before the caſtle of Ulrick- 
ſtein, which he immediately inveſted and cannonaded: the garriſon, 
conſiſting of 60 foot and 50 chaſſeurs, ſurrendered at diſcretion by noon, 


M. de Conflans, who commanded a detachment belonging to 
the army under the Prince de Conde, ſent a party of 200 men to 
ſeize the town of Pattenberg, (or P-dberg) together with a redoubt, 
which, by its ſituation, commanded the town, The French ac- 
cordiugly made themſelves maſters of that poſt; the garriſon, con- 
fiſting of ſeventy-two men, were made priſoners of war, after a 


vigorous defence, 


Tur French made an attempt to force the left of the Hereditary 
Prince's corps at Romrodt, where General Hardenberg commanded, 


but they were repulſed with ofs. 


ON the 16th of Angutt the French evacuated the city of 
Gottingen, having firſt deſtroyed part of the ramparts, but not the 
outworks ; they allo ſet fire to the powder magazine, by the ex, 

loſion whereof fixty Saxons periſhed, and the town was much 
damaged. They retreated by the way of Witzenhauſen, leaving 
behind them three pieces of braſs cannon, and a great quantity of 


ammunition of all forts. + 


FrInce Frederick of Brunſwic was with his corps at that time 
in the neighbourhood of Eimbec, having juſt returned from the 
expedition he had made on the Werra; he immediately marched to 


take poſſeſſion of that city. 


Os the 17th, the two 3 beoke up their camp and aban- 
doned the ak of the Fulde, marching away by their right to 
_ occupy the ſpace between Spangenberg and Lichtenau; they alſo 
withdrew the garriſon from the town of Munden, which Prince 


Frederick directly entered. 
** ON 
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Ox the 18th of Auguſt, his Serene Highneſs marched and en- 
camped in the neighbourhood of Hombourg ; the corps de reſerve 
being at Burnſhaſhulen. 


ColoneL Ricdeſel kiflodard M. Cn Eo he town of 


Pattenberg, with the loſs of one captain, and ſeventy private men, 
beſide a number of horſes. 


Pane Frededh inveſted the city of Caſſel, and fummoned 
the commandant. The French left a garriſon in that city of 
eleven battalions, and two regiments of cavalry, under the com- 


mand-bf M. de Dieſbach. 
On the 19th, the Allied Army encamped near Oſterode, 
Ox the 2oth, they marched and encamped near Neueſtein. 


O the 21ſt, they halted, General Luckner, who was en- 
camped. at Eimbach, this day diſlodged a party of the enemy 
from the neighbourhood of Rupertenrot, The light troops made 
one captain, one lieutenant, and 120 men, priſoners on this occaſion ; 
they alſo took one piece of cannon, and ſeveral horſes, 


Tur two French marſhals were i near Hirſchfeldt, and 
covered by the Fulde. The Prince of Conde was at Grunberg. 
The Hereditary Prince obſerved his motions, and directed his rout 
ſo as to prevent his junction with the grand army. 


On the 22d, the two marſhals decamped from Hirſchfeldt, and 


fixed their head-quarters at Mohr. The Allied Army marched this 
day to Trillengen. 55 


THE Hereditary Prince attacked this day the vanguard 4 the 
Prince de Conde, under the command of M. de Levis, who was 
obliged to fall-back to the main body ; the French loſt about 150 
men in this affair. The two armies then drew up in order of 
battle, and continued 4 in ſight of each other 'till night, 
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On the 23d of Auguſt, the two marſhals marched to the Fulde ; 
and his Serene Highneſs encamped near Nieder Joſſa. General 
Luckner this day joined the Hereditary Prince. LE 


On the 24th, the Hereditary Prince marched from Lich, in 
order to ſurpriſe the Prince de Conde in his camp at Grunengen, 
but as it was dark before he could come up, the French had time 
to retreat to the heights near that town, 


On the 25 th, the corps under the Hereditary Prince, and that 

under the Plow of Conde, cannonaded each other ; but as the 
latter were too advantageouſly poſted to be attacked, the Allies re- | 
turned to Muntzenberg, having loſt five officers and fifty men, 
beſides three field pieces, 


TEE Marquis d'Auvet, who commanded: the French on the 
Lower Rhine, appeared, on the 2oth, before the town of Ham, 
which he immediately inveſted, and the fame night began a furious 
cannonade, firing red-hot balls, which ſet fire to, and conſumed 
ſeveral houſes, The ſiege continued till the 2 5th, when M. 
d' Auvet thought proper to break it up and retire to the Rhine, 
upon receiving intelligence that a detachment of 4000 men from 
the Allied Army were in full march to its relief. 


ON the zoth, his Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand encamped 
this day in the neighbourhood of Nidda, having marched from 
Nieder-Jjofla by the rout of Mahr, Seeker{dorff, Herbſtein, Brungle- 
hauſen, and Schotten; the F rench Army under the two marſhals 
having fallen back by the Fulde towards Friedberg. 


THE Prince de Conde having retired ſucceſſively as far as 
Friedberg, in order to make a junction with the Marſhals Soubiſe 
and d'Eſtrees, abandoned even the heights near that town, and 
marched to Rodheim on the 2gth; on which day the Hereditary 
Prince arrived at Wolferſheim, His Highneſs thought it neceſſary 
to puſh General Luckner forward, on the 3oth, to the other ſide 
of the Wetter, to occupy thoſe heights with eight battalions and 
ſeven ſquadrons, whilſt he marched forward with his main body to 

Aſſenheim. On his march he was informed that a large body of the 
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French were returning towards Friedberg, and being deſirous to kee 
poſſeſſion of the above high grounds, he altered his plan; and, in- 


ſtead of continuing his march to Aſſenheim, determined to ſupport 
General Luckner. 


Tut Prince had at ; that time no reaſon to imagine that the 
Prince de Conde had been reinforced, though it afterwards appeared 
that he had been joined by the Count de Stainville's corps, and that 
the grand army of the French was at hand to ſupport them. The 
Hereditary Prince's infantry attacked them with the greateſt bravery 
between Newheim and Friedberg, and in a ſhort time drove the 
enemy into the plain from the ſteep mountains called Johannes- 
Berg, where they had been poſted ; but receiving conſiderable re- 
inforcements from the Marſhals Soubiſe and d'Eſtrees, they, in 


their turn, attacked the Allies with advantage, = obliged them 
to repaſs the Wetter. 


PRINCE Ferdinand, upon the firſt intelligence of the Hereditary 


Prince being engaged, and being better informed than the Hereditary 


Prince of the real ſituation of the French Army, immediately 
marched with a conſiderable part of the Allied Army from his 


camp at Nidda, in order to ſupport him, and arrived time enough 


to prevent the enemy from purſuing their advantage, 


Trex loſs of the Allies on this occaſion was two commiſſioned 


officers, ſix non- commiſſioned officers, and fixty-four rank and file, 


killed; nineteen commiſſioned officers, ſixteen non-commiſſioned 


officers, and 331 rank and file, wounded; thirty-four commiſſioned 
officers, forty- ſix non commiſſioned officers, and 880 rank and file, 


made priſoners, or miſſing; the whole amounting to 1398 men: 


they alſo loſt ten ſmall pieces of cannon. The French owned to 
the loſs of 500 men killed and wounded, though it was generally 


imagined to be much more conſiderable. The brigade of Boisgelin 
ſuffered extremely, and M. de Guiche, Lcutenant-general, who. 


commanded it, was ace priſoner, 


Turk were no other Britiſh troops in this action than Major- 


general Elliot's dragoons, and the chaſſeurs under Lord Frederick 


Cavendiſh. 
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Tur Hereditary Prince was wounded by a muſket ſhot as he 
was rallying the troops in the time of the retreat; the ball entered 
on the right ſide a little above the hip-bone, which it gr zed, and 
came out on the back part ot his body about four inches below. | 
Colonel Clinton, of the firſt regiment of guards, who acted as aid 
de camp to the Prince, received alto a wound nearly in the 
ſame place; he remained two hours with his Highneis after he re- 
ceived this wound, without mentioning it to him; nor did the Prince 
know any thing of it 'till on giving him orders 0 carry the account 


of the action to Prince Ferdinand, the colonel was obliged to de- 


clarc himſelf * of executing his commands. 


Tun remainder of the Allied Army came up the. next day, 
and encamped behind the Wetter, oppolite to the French Army: 
Prince Ferdinand's head-quarters being fixed at Bingenheim on the 


Horloff, the Marquis of Granby at Gicſs-N idda, and the Hereditary 
Prince 8 88 at Butzbach. 


On the 2d of 88 his Serene Highneſs . on \ the - 
enemy, marching to Staten, where he fixed his head-quarters, being 
the center of the army ; the right extending towards Gieſſen, and 
the left towards Hanau, Lord Granby's corps was puſhed forward 
near the villages of Steinheim. The poſition of the main body of 
the French Army was between Aflenheim and Friedberg; the 
Prince de Conde between Butzbach and Oſtheim; the Count de 
Luſace between Bergen and Vilbel, and M. de Caltries joined him 
on the fide of Carben, 


GrNTR AL Luckner's corps, which was poſted at Butzbach, Ws 
drove from thence, and removed to Grumbach. 


O the 6th, the French Army encamped at Oberweſel ; and, 
on the 7th, they made a movement by their left towards Gieſſen, 
and encamped near Langons. | 


Ox the 8th, the Allied Army decamped from Staten, and 
marched to Grunberg. The Marquis of Granby took poſt at Staten 
with his corps de reſerve, from whence he removed at noon to 
Ulffe.

- 
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Ox the gth of September, the French continued their rout by 
their left, and eſtabliſhed their head-quarters at Burchartzfeld, 
The Prince de Conde, with the vanguard, was poſted at Buſeck. 
On the contrary, the Allied Army marched to Hombourg ; and 
Lord Granby was poſted at Ober-Scheffertenrode. The two 
marſhals had an intention to make themſelves maſters of the heights 
of Hombourg, by which means they would have had it in their 
power to relieve Caſſel; but his Serene Highneſs by this march was 
before-hand with them, and prevented their Palling the Ohm. 


MN. de Caſtries, who commanded the rearguard of the French 
Army, attacked the eſcorte of the baggage of one of the columns 
of the Allied Army, which he diſperſed, took ſome pontoons, 200 
of the baggage, and made ſeveral prifoners. 


O the 10th, his Serene Highneſs marched to tba; and 
Lord Granby, with the corps de reſerve, was poſted at Mulbach. 
The French Army directed their march towards Marpurg. This 
night and the next morning ſeveral ſmart ſkirmiſhes paſſed be- 
| tween the enemy's advanced guards and Lord Granby's corps de 


reſerve, in which the former were drove back with conſiderable 
loſs, 


Ox the 13th, the French Army; having id the Las en- 
camped in the neighbourhood of Marpurg and Nieder- Weimar: 
their corps de reſerve, under the Prince de Conde, was poſted at 
Groſsfeln; and M. de Levis, with the advanced guard, and light 
troops, occupied the town of Wetter, and the heights behind it. 


Od the other hand, his Serene Highneſs marched to Kirchain ; 
and Lord Granby encamped near dchweinſberg, with his right to 
Amoneberg ; he was here joined by Hardenberg's and Boch's corps, 

with the troops of the left wing. 


O the 14th, "0 main body of the Allies encamped at 
| Schwartzenberg, and Lord Granby's corps at Schonſtadt. The 
Generals Luckner and Conway took poſt at Wolmar, between 
Wetter and Franckenberg, in order to obſerve M. de Levis, and 
cut off his communication with the laſt of theſe places, 4 
HE. 
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Tur deſign of the French appeared to be to get round the right 
of the Allied Army, through the country of Waldec, for which 
purpoſe the Prince de Conde had been employed to open march 
routs towards i ranckenberg; which after wards ſerved for the march 
of the Allied — 


On the 1 5th of September, his Serene Highneſs being d determined 
to dillodge the enemy from Wetter, where they had conſiderably 
reinforced M. de Levis with a large body under the command of 
M de Conflins, who were ſupported by the whole corps under the 
Prince de Conde on this fide of the Lahne, with the main body 
of their army on the other fide cloſe to the banks, made the 
follow ing diſpoſitions for that purpoſe; the main body was to occupy 
the heights of Ober-Roſphe, Nieder-Roſphe, and Melnew, in 1 . 
front of the enemy; Lord Granby's corps de reſerve, which wa 
at Schonſtadt, had orders to keep itſelf in readineſs to march, he 
to ſupport the main body or to move to its left in caſe the French 
ſhould attempt to paſs the Ohme any where b.tween Kirchain and 
Burgemunden ; General Conway had orders to march by the right 
on the night of the 14th, with a large detachment, all Germans, 
except Monpeſſon's brigade, and to croſs the river Wettſhalff about 
three leagues above Wetter, and from thence march towards the 
enemy's left, and begin the attack as ſoon as he perceived the main 
body appear on the plain in their front; General Luckner, who 
was poſted at Wolmar, was to make a circle and get into the rear 
of their left, with the chaſſeurs of the army, fix battalions of 
grenadiers, two regiments of OT, beſides Elliot's dragoons, and 
his own huſſars. ; 
Tur whole was conducted with the utmoſt preciſion, and all 
the columns were at their ſeveral deſtinations to a moment of the 
time appointed. General Luckner, who had arrived at Wartzbach, 
began with a briſk cannonade on the back of the hill above the 
town, from whence the enemy very ſoon retired, The town was 
then cannonaded for ſome time, which they immediately quitted 
as ſoon as General Conway came up, retiring with a good deal of 
confuſion up the hill, from whence they alſo ſoon after retreated 
with great precipitation and repaſſed the Lahne, their rear being 
all the while ſeverely cannonaded, The: um afterwards a A 
where 
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where it had formed in order of battle, their poſts extending from 
Wartzbach on the Lahne to Hombourg on the Ohm. 


On the 16th of September, on the movement which the arm 
had made to its right towards Wetter, the enemy paſſed the Ohm 
with a large body of light troops under M. de St. Victor, and 
puſhed forwards towards Alsfeldt with an intent to deſtroy the 
bakery of the Allied Army, which was then removing from 
that place, General Freytag was immediately ordered in queſt of 
M. de St. Victor, and came up with him between Alsfeldt and 
Neuſtadt very opportunely to fave the bread waggon train. The 
enemy were diſperſed, and repaſſed the Ohm with the greateſt 


Precipitation. 


Uro General Freytag's quitting Hombourg, another body of 
the enemy, moſtly cavalry, paſſed the Ohm at Nieder-Ufflciden, 
between Schweinſberg and Hombourg, and puſhed forward as far 
as Nieder-Klein. Lord Granby was ordered with part of the re- 
ſerve to march in purſuit of them. They made a ſhew of maintain- 
ing themſelves at Schweinſberg; but on ſome cannonading they ſoon 
abandoned it, and repaſſed the hm. | 


GENERAL Hardenberg was left with ſix battalions and eight 
ſquadrons on the heights of Rodeker, and the reſt of the reſerve 
marched to Stautzenbach, where it encamped. 8 _ 


On the 17th in the morning, the enemy carried off one of 
Hardenberg's out parties poſted in a fleche beyond the Ohm. 


O the 18th, General Wangenheim was detached to Danrodt, 
with three battalions and four ſquadrons, to ſupply General Freytag's 
place, who was ſtill in queſt of the enemy's light troops. 


On the 19th, the enemy had conſiderably reinforced their right 
by marching their reſerve to Deckenback, and poſting the greateſt 
part of their army between Holthauſen and Bauerbach. General 
Wangenheim's corps was reinforced, Lord Granby's reſerve 
marched to the heights behind Kirchain, where it arrived by day- 
break on the morning of the 21ſt. General Weſſenbach replaced 

| Na Lord 
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Lord Granby at Stautzenbach, with ten Heſſian battalions, and eight 
ſquadrons. Beckwith's brigade, thoſe of Engliſh guards, and of 
Maltzberg, occupied the heights of Langenſtein. 


AT this time Amonchourg was occupied by a battalion of the 
Britiſh legion, and a detachment of 200 men from the corps of the 


_ reſerve, Kirchain had a garriſon of 400 men; and the bridge over 


the Ohm at the Brucker Muhl was guarded by a detachment 
of two hundred men from Hardenberg's corps, the greateſt 
part of which were poſted in a ſmall work on this fide of the 


bridge. 


In the night between the 2oth and 21ſt, the enemy having 
reſolved to get poſleſſion of Amonebourg, raiſed ſeveral batteries for 


that intent, and ſeized on the Brucker-Muhl, where they threw up 


a ſmall breaſt work, and a kind of trench to ſecure the entrance. 


 ABovurT fx in the morning of the 21ſt, the weather being ex- 
tremely foggy, the French attacked the redoubt on the other fide 
of the bridge, which was bravely defended by the Hanoverians; 
they planted at the fame time ſome cannon at the foot of the hill 


of Amonebourg, to bear on the redoubt. 


Ox the fog's clearing up, it was perceived they had both cavalry 


and infantry formed on the height beyond the bridge; their cavalry 


was cannonaded and diſperſed, their infantry likewiſe gave way 
but were ſoon ſupported by freſh troops: the cannonade and fire 
of ſmall arms continued very ſevere on both ſides. In the mean 
time the brigade of Britiſh guards was ordered to march to the 
left to ſuſtain the battery and flanks on the river, both above and 
and below the Muhl ; this ſuccour came juſt in the proper time, as 
the Hanoverian troops had already ſuffered very much, and their 
ammunition of every kind was almoſt expended : the orenadiers of 
the guards were ordered to enter the battery and relieve the Hano- 
verians, which was done with the greateſt bravery, though they 


were obliged to march near 400 paces expoſed to a moſt ſevere fire 


of ſmall arms, and cannon laden with grape thot, 
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ABouT this time ſome heavy twelve-pounders were brought up 
and played with great ſucceſs. The enemy on their part ſtill kept 
bringing up more cannon ; and the Allies did the fame, The firſt 
regiment of guards relieved the grenadiers, and fo on alternately 
through the brigade, Four Heſſian battalions were then ordered to 
relieve the Engliſh, The fire both of cannon and ſmall arms was 
kept up on both ſides with the utmoſt ſeverity, and moſt deter- 
mined reſolution, till dark night at laſt put an end to it. There 
was no attempt made on either fide to paſs the bridge, but the 
troops were relieved in the redoubt as ſoon as their ammunition of 
ſixty rounds was expended. 


Tur whole affair laſted fourteen hours without a -moment's in- 
termiſſion; and though there were near fifty pieces of cannon 
employed, their execution was confined to the ſpace of about four 


hundred paces. Hiſtory can ſcarce furniſh an inſtance of ſo ob- 
ſtinate a diſpute, 


TRE loſs of the Allies was computed at about $00 men. The 
French acknowledged the loſs of 3oo killed, and 800 wounded ; 


among the number of the latter were M. de Caſtries, and the 
Chevalier de Sarzfield. 


Wx maintained the redoubt, and the enemy the Muhl, durin 
the attack of the bridge; the enemy played likewiſe ſome batteries 
upon the town of Amonebourg, which they alſo kept up all 


night, and, having made a breach, aſſaulted it; but without 
ſucceſs. 


Tre following is the French: account of this affair. 


„THE caſtle of Amonebourg being | in the center of the King 8

the voluntiers of Hainault, the battalions of grenadiers and e e 


of the brigade of Vaubecourt, Alſace, and Epting, began the 
march, with their labourers, followed by the brigade of Vaubecourt, 
which conſiſted of the regiments of Vaubecourt and Lorrain guards. | 
The grenadiers ſtopped within cannon ſhot of the caſtle, to ſupport 
the voluntiers in the attack of the redoubt at the village of Kirken 
on this ſide the Ohm, and at the right of which was a ſtone bridge. 
The Allies had only a ſmall poſt there, which made no TS 
The labourers were afterwards carried to the face of the caſtle, 


that part a little obliquely, in order to eſtabliſh a hoyau de wa, 


They could not have been covered by day-break, had they not been 


favoured by a thick fog. This being done, we mounted cannon. 


to batter in breach the oppoſite faces of the caſtle, which was 


ſpeedily executed. 


On the 21ſt in the morning, the batteries wo to 1 The . 
Allies almoſt at the ſame time "appeared at the head of the bridge, 


and began a very briſk fire of ſmall arms on the Hainault voluntiers, 


who were ſupported by the grenadiers and chaſſeurs. The enemy 
being reinforced, our people were fo likewiſe, and the fire beeame 
no leſs obſtinate than ſmart. Two pieces of cannon were mounted 
in battery, which played upon the enemy at the entrance of the 
bridge. During this cannonade, the fire of the ſmall arms, inſtead 
of ſlackening, increaſed. T he Marquis de Caſtries, who kept 


with the grenadiers, received a ſhot" in his left arm, which touched 


the bone. The regiments of Vaubecourt and Lorrain guards came 
up with a moſt military countenance ; they began a ſmart fire of 


ſmall arms, which was well kept up till the barrels of their guns 


became fo hot that they could load them no longer ; however, 
the fire of the enemy's cannon was removed further off; ad 


ſlackened, by the manner in which our cannon was ſerved, and by 
our ſmall arms, 
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* At five in the evening, the brigade of Vaubecourt was relieved 
by that of Poictu ; and the firing did not end 'till night, excepting 
that before the caſtle, the ſiege of which continued 'till the 229, 
when it ſurrendered : the garriſon, conſiſting of 600 men, were 
made priſoners of war.” 


Ox the 22d of September, in the morning every thing was 


quiet, and at day light it was perceived that the enemy had worked 


hard in repairing their redoubt, and had likewiſe added conſiderably 
to their trench of communication, The Allies had wrought hard 
all night to put their redoubt in a ſtate of defence, and to make 
an intrenchment about 100 paces in the rear of it. The French 
drew off their cannon. in the night, and left only three pieces 
behind, to which the Allies had oppoſed an equal number ; both 
ſides continued the works they had begun, without the leaſt 
moleſtation. The Allies alſo traced out a large redoubt upon a hill, 
within the reach of grape ſhot of the bridge, as the enemy did a 
battery on their fide, The adyanced centinels were not ten yards 
diſtant from each other, 


As every thing appeared quiet on the ſide of Amonebourg, his 
| Serene Highneſs returned to his quarters, which were removed to 


Kirchayn. The avenue to this town on the ſide of the enemy was 
by a cauſeway leading through a moraſs, A little rivulet which 
runs cloſe by the town, falls into the Ohm at a ſmall diſtance from 
it. A battery was made on this cauſeway to keep the enemy at a 
diſtance, and ſome heavy cannon. were placed in the church-yard, 
which is the higheſt part of the town ; but all the carriages were 
ordered to remain without the town, as the place might be bom- 
barded. The enemy were perceived marching from Kirchayn 


in the road leading to the town of Amonebourg, and no oppo- 


ſition made from within ; ſoon after which their centinels appeared 
on the walls. 


On the taking of this town, the itind army of the enemy made 


a movement to the right, poſting a conſiderable body between 
Amonebourg and Klein-Selhein.

GENERAL Conway was ordered to quit the heights of Wetter 
and to fall back to thoſe of Melnau. The grand army likewiſe 
made a movement, and encamped with the right at Schonſtadt, and 
the left at Staultzenbach. Lord Granby's reſerve occupied the 
ground before Nieder-Kleiſs, to be at hand to defend the paſſage of 
the Brugge Muhl : his Lordſhip's head-quarters was fixed at 
Nieder-Klein. General Wangenheim remained on the heights by 
Danrodt to face the Saxons; and General Luckner occupied the 
gorge of Nieder-Aſpe, on the right of General Conway, 


ON the 23d of September, Captain Crueze, who had com- 
manded at Amonebourg, was ſent back with his garriſon as priſoners 
of war; and he gave ſuch reaſons for capitulating as ſatisfied his 
Serene Highneſs: a large breach had been made in the wall of the 
caſtle where he was poſted, (the detachment from the enemy 
being charged with the defence of the town) by which an officer 
and fifty men of the enemy had got into bs court-yard of the 
caſtle, on the night of the 21ſt, and others were following them ; 
but they met with ſuch a reception, that thoſe who had entered 
were either all killed or made priſoners, and the reſt were repulſed. 
The morning of the 22d they made a ſhew of ſtorming again, 
with many batteries; but firſt ſummoned the place: the command- 
dant, on ſuch a formidable apparatus, having no proviſions, and 
very little ammunition, r 


Ox the WY the enemy made a feu de joye for the taking of 
Almeida 1 in Portugal, 


A party of the French ſurpriſed a poit on the right of General 
Luckner's corps, but were ſoon repulſed by the cavalry, The 
Allies had one officer and thirty private men ogg to 9 
infantry made priſoners. 


ON the 25th, the enemy made a regular communication on 
the other fide of their redoubt, by which they could c come into 
it by the hill of Amonebourg under cover. 


TE * redoubt of the Allies by the gallows was almoſt 
finiſhed, and others to the right and left begun. As the Ohm 
5 I Was 
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was at this time fordable | in many places, the Allies collected all the 


harrows they could find in the adjacent villages, and placed them in 
the moſt practicable fords. 


O the 26th of 8 his Serene Highneſs ks ;ntelli- 
gence that the enemy had detached a corps towards Alsfeldt, ordered 
Lord Granby to march in the evening with ſeventeen quadrons, 
a brigade of infantry, and ſome heavy cannon, to attack them. 
General Wangenheim, whoſe corps was part. of the troops that 
were under Lord Granby's orders, on this occaſion marched with 
them. Beckwith's brigade replaced Wangenheim's infantry on the 

heights of Danrodt. Some other movements were made on the 
right of the Allies, but of no conſequence, one brigade only taking 


up the ground which another was ordered to leave, for preſerving 
the communications, 


ON the 27th, Prince Ferdinand, having * intelligence that the 
Prince de Conde's corps was to march to Siegen this day, ordered 
General Conway to occupy the heights of Wetter, and General 
Gilſoe to replace him on thoſe of Melnau. Luckner's corps was 
at the ſame time to march to Watzenbach, to prevent the enemy's 
coming by the gorge of Culmbach into Gereral Conway's rear. 
The enemy's main army continued in the ſame-polition they had 
been in for ſome time paſt. Their grand guards were poſted on the 
hills above Wetter, but fell back upon the approach of our troops. 
Three battalions marched this day to reinforce Lord Granby, 


SEPTEMBER 28. Deſerters, wha came in on the night of the 
27th, affirmed, that the enemy intended to attack the left of the 
Allies this morning; and the ſtory was fo probable, that his Serene 
Highneſs ordered three battalions from his right to reinforce his 

left, and went himſelf at day- break to Nieder-Uffleiden; but 
finding every thing quiet, he returned to Kirchain, and ordered 
the three battalions, which were met on their march, and who 
had left their tents ſtanding, to return to their former poſition, 


Ox the 29th, Lord Granby returned to his former poſition, as 
did the other troops. His Lordſhip arrived at Romrodt the 26th at 
midnight; the 27th he had an account that the enemy had puſhed

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on towards Ziegenhayn, and that they had fallen back to Eyſſa in 
the evening, upon which he nl an to Alsfeldt. They retired in 
the night, and he had orders to return. 


TRE v had puſhed a conſiderable detachment of cavalry to eſcort. 
waggons to Ziegenhayn, and thought themtelves ſtrong enough 
to force Major-general Freytag; but he attacked and purſued | 
them to Alztcld:, killing, wounding, and taking 400 men. It wes 
imagined their intention was to have laden their \ waggons with meal, 
of which they had great quantities at Ziegenhayn, and to endeavour 
to ſupply the garriton of Caſſel, which was at that time ſaid to be 
in great diſtreſs for want of proviſions M. de Poyanne commanded 
this corps. 


Ox the zoth of September, there being intelligence that part of 
the corps was ſtill in the neighbourhood of Ul ickſtein, Major- 
general Alfelt was detached at two this morning, with two bactalions 
and eight ſquadrons, and ſome pieces of cannon, from General 
Wangenheim' s corps, to attack them, 


THE enemy having likewiſe occupied Bergemunden, M ajor- 
general Freytag, whoſe corps was at Mulbach fince his purſuit of 
the 27th, was ordered to attack that poſt this evening. 


His Serene Highneſs went to the heights of Handen about 
noon. 


THe enemy were diſlodged from both theſe ARE but a large 
party « of them took poſt at Nieder-Ohm. 


OcTozer 9, the poſition of the two armies continued nearly 
the ſame, the enemy contenting themſelves with making detach- 
ments on the right and left of the Allied Army, in order to open a 
communication with Caſſel, and the whole of the operations ter- 
minated in ſome ikirmiſhes between the light troops. 


Gas ir Luckner, with the two ſquadrons of Elliot's, and a 
detachment of infantry, marched to Berberberg, where he attacked 
ſome light troops of the enemy, and drove them from thence.

As * was very ſcarce, one half of the baggage of the Allied 
Army, with all the ſpare horſes of the cavalry, were or ordered to be 
ſent to the environs of Hamelen. 


' Ox the i6th, the trenches were opened before the city of Caſſel, 
which had been cloſely blocked up for ſome time before by Prince 
Frederick of Brunſwic : the loſs of the Allies on this occaſion was 
about 20 men killed and ſeveral wounded, The garriſon made a 

ſally, but without ſucceſs, being 80 repulled, 


O the 22d, General Dieſbach, the commandant of Caſſcl, made 
a fally with the whole garriſon, and obliged the ordinary g guard to 
retire, but Prince Frederick, at the head of four battalions, imme- 
diately came up to their ſupport, and drove the enemy back into the city 

with great loſs, before they had time to deſtroy wy of the works. 


ON the zoth and 3 iſt of October, the French partizan Cambe- 
fort took and plundered the city of 3 which had no 
garriſon to defend it. 


NoveMBER 1, the city of Caſſel ſurrendered to the Allies upon 
the following articles of capitulation :

« HIS Serene Highnef acquainted the generals yeſterday of 
the conditions he had propoſed to the Marſhals d'Eſtrees and Soubile, 
to agree upon a ſuſpenſion of hoſtilites, viz. The evacuation of 
Ziegenhayn, and though he has not as yet received the leaſt ac- 
count from his Majeſty of the concluſion of the peace, he would 
nevertheleſs ſhew his readineſs in agreeing to ſo ſalutary a work, 
and put a ſtop to- hoſtilities, reconciling this ſentiment of humanity | 
to that which honour dictates to him ; but as they, as yet, heſitate 
to agree to the condition, his Serene Highneſs has thought proper 
to inform the generals of the ſtate of the negotiation, from whence 
it follows, that the fame vigilance and exactneſs are to be obſerved 
by the troops as before. 


In conſequence of theſe orders the ſiege of Ziegenhayn was re- 
ſolved upon, as the Prince could not in honour ſuſpend the operations. 
whilſt the French kept poſſeſſion of a garriſon in the rear of the 
Allied Army, which prevented his going into winter quarters.

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GENERAL Luckner was this day detached towards Munſter, in or-

This con- 
tained three articles, viz. 


I. Tuar a ſuſpenſion of arms between the troops of the two 


armies ſhall take place from the day of the ſignature and ratifica- 
tion of this convention, by the generals on each fide, and as ſoon as 
pofſible with the troops at a diſtance, | 


II. Tur ſhall be a line of boundary to ſeparate the two 
armies, ſpecified as follows: For the center, the courſe of the Lahn, 
form its ſource to its junction with the river Ohm, and from 
thence up this river as far as Merlau, For the left of his Britannic 
Majeſty's army, and the right of the French Army, paſſing by 
Lauterbach, from thence directly to the Fulde, along the river of 
Ahlsfeldt, having Schlitz in front; then paſſing the Fulde by 
Hundsfeldt and Hudingen, and the river that paſſes it, and falls 
into the Salle. For the right of his Britannic Majeſty's army, and

Roer, by Unna, Dortmund, Halteren, and Coesfeld, ending on

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III. True French garriſon at Ziegenhayn ſhall remain quiet, 
and pay henceforward ready money for what it wants till it 
ſhall evacuate the town. A place ſhall be aſſigned it to cut wood 
neceſſary for its uſe, which ſhall be furniſhed for money at the 
price eſtabliſhed and known in the country. 2 


Ox the 19th of November, the two armies began to file off 


towards their reſpective quarters; the Engliſh troops had theirs 


in the biſhopric of Munſter ; and his Serene Highneſs eſtabliſhed 
his head quarters at Neuhaus. I ſhall not trouble the reader with 
a detail of this march, as it contains no particular manceuvre of the 
army, but only the moſt commodious and moſt expeditious rout for 


the conveniency of the troops. 


DECEMBER 24, Immediately after the convention his Serene 
Highneſs Prince Ferdinand wrote to his Britannic Majeſty to con- 
gratulate him on the peace, and at the ſame time to aſk his permiſſion 


to quit his army, where his preſence was no longer neceffary ; and 


his Majeſty was pleaſed to give him a very favourable anſwer by a 
letter, a copy of which is annexed. ö
